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PREFACE. 


The Book or FEES oF BrotHER HENRY OF PYTCHLEY, 
which had been for many years in the library of the 
Fitzwilliam family at Milton Hall near Peterborough, was 
sold by Mr. G. C. Wentworth Fitzwilliam, at the auction 
rooms of Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson and Hodge, on April 
30th, 1918, the purchaser being the Very Reverend the 
Dean of Winchester, who was then Archdeacon of 
Northampton and Canon of Peterborough. Dr. Hutton 
allowed me to copy the first half of the manuscript. It 
was transcribed afterwards by Professor A. Hamilton 
Thompson, F.S.A. for Dr. Hutton, who, when he left 
Peterborough, presented the manuscript to the Dean and 
Chapter of Peterborough, and it is now in the library of 
Peterborough Cathedral. 

Dr. Hutton authorised the Northamptonshire Record 
Society to publish the manuscript and encouraged me to 
edit it, and I should like to take this opportunity of ex- 
pressing my gratitude and indebtedness to him for the 
valued advice which he has given me in my study of the 
documents illustrating the history of the government of 
Peterborough, and for many kindnesses which I have 
received from him. I am conscious of my temerity in 
undertaking the duty of preparing the manuscript for the 
press. Fortunately I have been able to make use of 
Professor Thompson’s transcript, and I am grateful to him 
for his opinion upon the meaning of many difficult passages 
in the Latin text. 

I could not have completed this volume had it not been 
for the invaluable assistance which I have received from 
Miss Joan Wake, the Secretary to the Society, and from 
Canon J. E. Standen who has been good enough to read 
the proofs and to make many suggestions. Miss Mabel 
H. Mills has prepared the index, has checked the references 
in the Introduction and footnotes, and has also made 
several suggestions for which I am much indebted. For 
the defects which remain, I must take the sole 
responsibility. 

Amongst others whose assistance I should like to 
acknowledge with gratitude are the Dean and Chapter 
of Peterborough and Canon E. G. Swain, M.A., their 
honorary librarian, who have allowed me to make full use 
of the valuable manuscripts in the Cathedral library ; 
Canon Foster, secretary of the Lincoln Record Society ; 
Mr. G. C. W. Fitzwilliam, who has given me access to the 
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early deeds in the Milton Record Room ; the librarian of 
the Society of Antiquaries at Burlington House; the 
officers at the Public Record Office, and in the Manuscript 
Department of the British Museum; Mr. C. S. Colman, 
M.A. and Mr. Charles Mellows, B.A. who have helped me 
with the translation ; Miss D. Prentice and Miss E. Crisp, 
who assisted me to prepare the document for the press. 

It has seemed advisable in the present Introduction to 
limit myself to a discussion of the printed and manuscript 
sources for the feudal history of Peterborough Abbey, 
and of other matters bearing directly on the text. I hope 
at a future date to give a fuller account of the knights 
of the barony of Peterborough.

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INTRODUCTION. 


I—THE MANUSCRIPT. 


The manuscript, the first part of which is published in 
this volume, is concerned chiefly with the barony of 
Peterborough. It contains 139 leaves (84 x 53 inches), 
and is bound in original oak boards, uncovered. On the 
first folio is written the title :—-Liber Feodorum cum alijs 
rebus fratris Henrici de Pygthysle—‘‘ The book of fees with 
other matters of Brother Henry of Pytchley.”’ The present 
volume deals principally with the knight’s fees of the 
abbev. The second half of the manuscript is concerned 
with the demesne and other lands held by various tenures 
which came into the possession of the abbey at different 
times. 3 

It is difficult to say whether the monks whose names 
were given to the various registers of the abbey were in 
every or in any case the actual compilers of those registers. 
In some instances the registers may only have belonged 
to them or have been used by them in the execution of 
their offices. During the fourteenth century there were 
two monks in the monastery of Peterborough who bore 
the name of Henry of Pytchley, for in the library of the 
Dean and Chapter there is another register entitled ‘‘ The 
Book of Charters of Henry of Pytchley junior,” (see below, 
p. xxvil). In the records of the abbey I have so far dis-. 
covered the following references to a monk or monks of this 
name. A Henry of Pytchley attested a transaction in the 
court of abbot Henry de Morcote in 1844.2 He or another 
Henry held the united offices of sacrist and sub-sacrist 
in the years 1376-7, and was the successor in the sacristy 
of brother William of Sutton whose name occurs as sacrist 
in 1374,3 and the predecessor of brother William de 
Broughton who appears as the holder of that office in 1382. 
It was one of the duties of the sacrist to claim the mortuary 
due to the abbey on the death of any knight of the honour 
of Peterborough, or of a rector or vicar of a parish church 
in the gift of the abbey. In 1376, on the death of Sir John 
Holt, vicar of Warmington, ‘‘ brother Henry of Pightesle, 
then sacrist, had a small hackney with the saddle, &c.

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[as a mortuary] and the same Henry by virtue of his office 
as sub-sacrist, had all the wax candles around his hearse.! ”’ 

The compilation of the present Book of Fees cannot 
have been commenced before 1891, because we find near 
the beginning of the book the confirmation by the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury of the charter of abbot Henry de 
Overton dated 7th April in that year, and the account 
of the settlement of the dispute between the sub-sacrist 
and the warden of the lady chapel, dated in the same 
year. That it was completed before 1405 is evident from 
the following reference in the account roll of brother 
Roger de Cleve,? the receiver of the income of the abbey 
during the eighth year of abbot William Gyenge (1403-4) :— 
‘¢ Et in libro de feodis militum ligando, xiid.”’ 

It seems clear from a careful examination that the 
feodary was compiled chiefly from documents collected 
during the course of the great dispute in 1346-8 between 
abbot Henry de Morcote and the collectors of the aid 
granted to Edward III. on the knighting of the Black 
Prince.2 The collectors asserted that the aid was due not 
only from the knight’s fees held in. service by the tenants 
of the abbot, but also from the demesne manors, which were 
confirmed to the abbot and convent in frankalmoign. 
Great was the indignation of the monks, and there was a 
thorough investigation of all records referring to the 
barony of Peterborough to provide a complete defence to 
the claim that scutage and aid were chargeable upon the 
demesnes of the abbey.* 

The compiler of the Book of Fees probably planned his 
book as an extension of the Chronicle and Register of 
Brother Walter of Whittlesey and the Register of Abbot 
Adam de Boothby,> but he soon departed from the cus- 
tomary arrangement of a cartulary or register and devoted 
the greater part of the remainder of his manuscript to a 
digest of the evidence relating to the lands held of the 
abbey by knight’s service. 

The style now followed is that of the Exchequer manu- 
script known as Testa de Nevill or Liber Feodorum. The 
author of the Exchequer book of fees began his collection 
for each county systematically with an extract from the 
scutage of Gascony in 1242.6 Our compiler divided his 
materials into separate chapters, one concerning each fee 
in the barony of Peterborough. He chose systematically

of knights,” dated 1252.’ At a first glance each chapter 
appears to be a haphazard accumulation of disjointed 
and undated notes, a copy of a disarranged mediaeval 
card index in complete disorder. Paragraphs concerning 
each fee were apparently collected from all available 
cartularies, registers and charters, and these were then 
arranged with a complete disregard of chronological order 
under the title which had been given to such fee by brother 
Walter of Whittlesey.” | 

Certain of the abstracts of charters are incomplete and 
not very accurate. It would be an interesting exercise 
to examine them with the originals, some of which are in 
the Fitzwilliam muniment room at Milton. For example 
in the account of the Marmion fief* we find :— 


“Tamen quia predictus Johannes de Estone fuit infra etatem, 
quidam [ ] de Malore exigebat custodiam et maritagium 
ipsius, asserens talia verba fuisse in facto predicte Cristiane :— 
“reddendo xxxs. pro omni seruicio saluo forinseco seruicio,’ et prorexit 
quoddam transcriptum, set in facto sigillato nulla facta fuit mencio ce 
forinceco seruicio,” &c. 


The original charter, undoubtedly the factum sigillatum 
mentioned, which is at Milton, is found to be a grant by 
Christine widow of Thomas Mallory of Kirkby to Robert 
le Boteler of all the lands and tenements in Castor and 
Ailsworth which she obtained by inheritance from Geoffrey 
de Segrave her brother, and which once formed the Marmion 
4th fee in that township. The reddendo clause in ‘ the 
sealed deed ”’ is :— 


‘““ Reddendo inde annuatim mihi et heredibus meis uel assignatis 
meis quibuscumque triginta solidos argenti ad duos terminos... 
pro omnibus seruiciis mihi et heredibus meis pertinentibus.” 


In a later clause of ‘‘ the sealed deed ”’ forinsee service 
is specifically mentioned in spite of the assertion to the 
contrary in the feodary. 


An examination of the chapter relating to the fief of 
Thorold of Castor, (fos. 64 and 65, pp. 152-8 below) will 
shew the sources of information from which the particulars 
given concerning each fee were compiled. I have numbered 
each successive paragraph in the translation to enable 
the reader to refer to it without difficulty.

aid on knighting the Black Prince, and completed his

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IIJ.—DOCUMENTS ILLUSTRATING THE FEUDAL 
HISTORY OF PETERBOROUGH ABBEY. 


As this is the first Peterborough manuscript to be published 
by the Northamptonshire Record Society, I have prepared 
a list of documents illustrating the feudal history of 
Peterborough. I have also added to the number of 
known lists of the knights of the barony of Peterborough,} 
which are mentioned by Dr. Round in the Victoria History 
of the County.2 Hitherto the cartularies, registers, court 
and account rolls of the abbey have received little atten- 
tion from students. When these records of the mediaeval 
administration of the Burgh of St. Peter, its barony or 
honour, soke, liberty, wapentakes or hundreds, mesne 
boroughs or burgh-vills, parishes, and the numerous 
manors and other institutions under the control of the 
abbot and convent have been published, a task which will 
in due course be accomplished, problems which still 
perplex the historical scholar will be more easily soluble. 
The dates given in brackets after the title of each manu- 
script indicate the approximate limits of the period covered 
by the subject matter. An asterisk denotes that the 
manuscript was used by the compiler of the Book of Fees.

The sheriffs of Northamptonshire did not account for many payments 
by Peterborough knights, as the abbot collected the feudal dues from his 
subinfeoffees. During an abbatial vacancy, however, the profits of ward~- 
ships, marriages and reliefs, from the fees of Peterborough knights who 
died before the restitution of temporalities to the new abbot, belonged 
to the king and were accounted for by the sheriffs to the Exchequer. Debts 
in respect of such incidents of knight’s service were carried forward in the 
Pipe Rolls from year to year until they were paid. 

It should be noted that a record in a Pipe Roll of a receipt by the sheriff 
of asum of money from a knight is not conclusive evidence that the latter 
was living during the year of the roll in which his name is mentioned. 
Sometimes after his death a payment was made to the sheriff by the guardian 
of his land and heirs and was recorded in the Pipe Roll in the knight’s name. 
For example, in the Pipe Roll of 1178? it is recorded :—‘‘ Petrus de Sancto 
Medardo redd. comp. de xlviijli et xiijs. et iiiid. .... In thesauro xxxiiilt. 

Peter was dead before 
the year of account, and the payment was made actually by abbot Benedict, 
who had the wardship of his heir.

The Northampton- 
shire abstracts relating to the widows of knights who also held estates of 
the abbot of Peterborough, include those relating to Margaret Engaine ; 
Alice the widow of Fulk de Lisours the king’s forester ; and Sybil the widow 


of Geoffrey Ridel.

The names of the tenants of the abbot of Peterborough in 1166 are not 
given in his carta. The carta of Nigel de Lovetot6 was inserted in Pytchley’s 
text.? A full description of the contents will be found in The Guide to the

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It will be noticed that an inquisition on the death of a Peterborough 
knight was held by the king’s escheator during an abbatial vacancy, or 
where the knight on the day of his death held lands of the king in chief. 
The inquest on the death of a knight who was a tenant exclusively of the 
abbey was held by the abbot’s steward and was not the subject of a royal 
inquisition.

This important Peterborough cartulary was formerly at Burghley 
House, but was presented to the Society of Antiquaries by Brownlow, 
Earl of Exeter on June 25th, 1778. It contains 264 fos. (64 ins. x 10 ins.). 
Thomas Stapleton edited the portion of the book which consists of a Peter- 
borough Chronicle, and it was published, with a short introduction by John 
Bruce, by the Camden Society in 1849 under the title Chronicon Petrobur- 
gense.l The first documents in the Black Book, consisting of a survey of the 
manors of the abbey and a list of knights of the time of Henry I., were 
printed as an appendix to the chronicle. This has conveyed the impression 
that the appendix is the only portion of the Black Book contained in the 
volume, whereas all the contents of Chronicon Petroburgense are taken from 
the Black Book. Many important documents in the book are still un- 
published, and a new and complete edition is much needed.

Sotheby, Wilkinson and Hodge on April 30th, 1918, being purchased by 
William Mellows, late Town Clerk of Peterborough, who gave it to the 
editor.

On June 16th, 1742, the Revd. Timothy Neve wrote to Mr. Maurice 
Johnson of the Gentlemen’s Society at Spalding: ‘‘ I’ve recover’d out of 
ye hands of a gentleman in London a qo. MS. chartulary formerly 
belonging to this church. . . . Gunton says it was in the hands of H, 
Cromwell. This book in ye year 1694 was recovered by Bishop White. . . 
How it came to be lost again I know not. I shall now restore it, and will 
see it plac’d in Register’s office fron whom I will take a Note of its entry, 
and deposit yt in ye Dean and Chapters Register, yt it may be safe for 
ye future.” (Fenland N. & Q., Vol. V., p. 221.) 

On the last folio (219), is the following note :—‘“‘ This booke was given 
to me by Mr. Coates an Atturney in St. Clements Lane neere St. 
Clements Danes Church, Anno Christi 1694, and I giue it to the Bishoppricke 
of Peterburgh to be kept alwaies amongst the records and writings of the 
Bishops of that diocesse my successors, in testimony whereof I haue here- 
unto set my hand this 19th of February anno domini 1696 [signed] 
Tho. [White] Petriburg’’: The contents are as follows:—Fo. I, 
Charter of Edward the Confessor, (printed in Mon. Angl., Vol. I., p. 385, 
from L.N., fo. 21). Fo. 2. Charter of abbot Benedict (1177-1193) con- 
cerning Paston Church, which is also to be found in C.A.R.P., No. 18 (see 
p. xxvi). Fo. 3. Charter of Edward the Confessor relating to Fiskerton 
(Thorpe, D.S., p. 385) and other charters which have been printed in Mon. 
Angl. from E.N. Fo. 4. List of the relics preserved in the abbey (see 
H.C., edit. Sparke, pp. 34-36). Fos. 5-15. A collection of miscellaneous 
charters with a record in narrative form of the proceedings in the court 
baron of the honour of Peterborough at Castor during the rules of abbots 
John de Seez (1115-1125) and Martin de Bec (1133-1155). This record, 
which is also found in Swaffham’s Register, cannot have been transcribed 
in the cartulary before the year 1190. It appears, however, to be reliable. 
The lists of witnesses of transfers of land in the first half of the twelfth 
century enable us to trace the devolution of the Peterborough fees at this 
period. Fo.5. Description of lands in the hundred of Nassaburgh, temp. 
Stephen.! Fo. 12. A recognition concerning ward of Rockingham castle 
before Geoffrey Fitz Peter, Simon de Pateshall and other justices. 

At the top of Fo. 18 the writing changes. It is clear that all the 
preceding contents which are in the same hand could not have been 
transcribed before the reign of Richard I. Fo.13. Description of the woods 
of Nassaburgh and their owners at the time of the disafforestation 
(circa 1215).2 This is followed by the well known descriptions of the 
donors of land to Peterborough abbey, after which the writing ends abruptly 
and there are six blank leaves. Fos. 21-25. MRelatio Hedde Abbatis which 
has been copied by Walter of Whittlesey into his Register. Fos. 25-38. A 
series of royal charters to Peterborough abbey from Edgar to Richard I. 
The writing again changes in the middle of a charter of Richard I. The rest 
of the manuscript contains a large number of charters of different abbots 
and tenants of the abbey during the first half of the thirteenth century. 
I have made considerable use of the early portion of this manuscript in 
preparing my notes on the different knight’s fees.

It should be noted that Sparke’s edition of the Chronicle of Hugh 
Candidus is unreliable. It is based on a transcript from Walter of Whittle- 
sey’s Register (see below, p. XxXii), which is a version of the transcript in 
Swaffham’s Register, (see below p., xlvi.). Whittlesey has incorporated into 
his text Swaffham’s list of knights, and other statements which are not in 
Swaffham’s text of Hugh’s Chronicle.2_ Sparke, in his turn, has added to his 
version of Hugh’s Chronicle certain notes from the margin of Swaffham’s 
version of Hugh’s Chronicle, and also abstracts of charters which are not 
in the Swaffham or Whittlesey versions of Hugh’s Chronicle : for example 
the charter of Edgar on pages 20-22, the charters of Edward the Confessor 
on pages 25 and 26, and of William I. on pages 26 and 27. Hugh Candidus’ 
alleged list of Peterborough knights, which has so often attracted the 
attention of Dr. J. H. Round, is not in Hugh’s Chronicle. It was incor- 
porated by Whittlesey in his version of Hugh’s text from the 1252 list on 
fo. 267v. of Swaffham’s Register. Hugh himself lived c. 1115-75.(see p. xlvi.) 


G.—Tue REGISTER OF ROBERT OF SWAFFHAM.* 
(11th-14th century.)

This most important Peterborough register is almost unknown by others 
than local students. It was compiled by Robert of Swaffham, the abbey 
pittancer, in the middle of the thirteenth century and according to Gunton 
it was called ‘‘ the Lieger book of the church” and was redeemed, at the 
time when the cathedral was sacked by the Puritan soldiers in 1643, “of a 
souldier that got it, by a person belonging to the Minster, for ten shillings, 
under the notion of an old Latin Bible.’ The register contains a transcript 
of the Chronicle of Hugh Candidus, up to 1175 and an independent chronicle 
of Peterborough from that date until 1246, the end of the rule of abbot 
Walter of St. Edmund’s. The Chronicle of Hugh Candidus was transcribed 
from this Register into the Register of Walter of Whittlesey. 

Every folio of Pytchley’s book of fees bears witness to the use which 
the compiler of it made of this register. Space only permits me to indicate 
the principal documents used by him :—Fo. 122v. Extracts from Domesday 
Book. Fo.124. Extracts from The Northamptonshire Survey, which should 
be compared carefully with the edition of the Survey printed in the Victoria 
History of the County. Swaffham’s extracts include a full account of the 
holders of lands in Nassaburgh, in place of the incomplete fragment which 
has been printed by Dr. Round. (See below, p. xxxviii). Fo. 265v. List 
of compositions for sheriff’s aid, view of frank pledge and suit. (See also L.N., 
fos. 164 v.-166v). Fo. 267v. Swaffham’s list of knights (c. 1252), (see p. xlvi.).

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H.—Tue CHRONICLE oF ABBOT JOHN OF PETERBOROUGH 
(654—-1368.)

This document is described in the Brit. Mus. catalogue as follows :— 
“ Chronicon Petriburgense; ab anno 654, quo tempore monasterium de Burgo 
S. Petri a Peada rege Merciorum fundatum erat, ad An. 1368. Continet 
praeter notationem rerum in Anglia gestarum, seriem abbatum monasterii 
ejusdem, et priorum ecclesiae Spaldingensis in comitatu Lincolniensi: 
compositum, ut jamdiu autumnavit cl. Josephus Sparke, per Johannem de 
Kaleto, abbatem Petriburgensem, et Robertum Boston, monachum forsan 
Spaldingiae.”’ 

It is to be noted that John de Caux was abbot of Peterborough, whilst 
Swaffham was compiling his chronicle and register. The authorship of 
abbot John’s Chronicle has not been determined, though Sparke suggested 
that its author was abbot John de Caux (1249-63). Itis clear that it once 
belonged to the monastery of Peterborough as we read at the beginning 
*““Iste liber pertinet ad monasterium de Burgo Sancti Petri, anno domini 
DCLITII. Amen.’ And above in a later hand, ‘‘ Cronicon Angliae per 
Johannem Abbatem Burgi Sancti Petri.’? The references to the abbey are 
meagre, consisting principally of notes concerning the accessions and 
deaths of abbots. 

In the year 1069, we read: 1— ‘‘ Obiit etiam Brando abbas Burgi, 
patruus dicti Herewardi le Wake, cui ex regis collatione successit 
Turoldus. . . Turoldus vero Ixii. hidas terrae de terris ecclesiae Burgi dedit 
stipendiariis militibus, qui eum contra Herewardum le Wake tuerentur ; . 
nihilominus tandem cum multis aliis magnatibus ab Herewardo captus, 
quousque pro sua redemptione triginta millia marcarum argenti solverentur, 
cum aliis suis conductitiis in custodia detentus est.’? The full account 
of the Danish invasion and the destruction of the monastery in 870 should 
also be noted.2 There is something about this narrative, which smacks 
of the forged Chronicle of Ingulph. The Chronicle of abbot John was con- 
tinued to the year 1368 by Robert de Boston, a Spalding monk. This 
manuscript also contains other chronicles, which are mentioned by Dr. Giles 
in the preface to his edition. 


I.—Tue Littte Book oF CHARTERS AND PRIVILEGES OF 
PrioR JOHN DE TRIKYNGHAM (656—1300.)

This diminutive book (34 ins. x 24 ins.) is bound in oak boards covered 
with vellum. It contains 199 leaves with 14 blank leaves at the end. On 
fos. 196d.-199 is an index. On fo. 3d. is a list of the books of John Tri- 
kyngham, prior, one of which is described as ‘‘ Libellus cariarum et privi- 
legiorum,’’ which is apparently this cartulary. Onthesame folio is written 
** Ex dono consanguinii mei Nobilissimi Domini Fizwilliams de Milton ”’ 
and on the first unnumbered leaf ‘‘ Purchased of T. Toon 17 Dec., 1889.”’ 
On folio 2d. appears the inscription, almost defaced :—‘‘ Liber cartarum 
et privilegiorum Johannis de Trikyngham Prioris.’’ The manuscript 
belonged apparently to John de Trikyngham, prior of Burgh, who held office 
during the rule of abbot Robert de Sutton (1264-74). Gunton states: “‘ In 
his time, anno 1270, lived Elias (sic) Trickingham a Monk of Peterborough, 
who wrote certain annals from the year of our Lord 626 to 1270.’’4 
According to Simon Patrick,5 Elias was the same man as John de Trikingham, 
prior, whose anniversary was celebrated in the monastery on March 22nd.

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It should be noted however, that another John de Trikingham was a monk 
in the abbey on May 26, 1309.1 It is possible that the manuscript belonged 
to the latter. The annals of Elias apparently no longer exist. The principal 
contents of the Book of Charters are as follows:— (British Museum 
foliation) :—Fos.

This book is mentioned in the account below of the Luvetot fief (see, 
p- 99) and also in the catalogue of the monastic library, in which it is 
described as “ Concilium Othonis’”’ (Gun., p. 223) a reference, apparently 
to Otto, the papal legate in the time of Henry III. William Paris, who 
was prior of the abbey during the rule of abbot Richard of London (1274-95), 
was the founder of the Lady Chapel in the monastery (Jbid., p. 37).

This important register was described by Bishop White Kennet as 
“ The Peterborough White Book.’ It comprises 145 fos. (7 ins. x 10 ins.). 
On the second folio is written :—‘‘ Registrum quoddam ad Abbathiam de 
Peterburgh olim spectans ”’ and beneath this ‘‘ Ex dono Christopheri Baronis 
Hatton.”’ A list of its principal contents is printed in Mon. Angl., Vol. I., 
p. 371-2. 

Extracts from this register, made in the seventeenth century, are to 
be found also in the first part of Brit. Mus., MS. Vesp., E. XXI. There is 
a mistake in the British Museum Catalogue referring to Harleian MS., 
312., fos. 52-54, which contains extracts from the first part of MS. Vesp. 
EK. XXI.1:—the Hatton Extracts from The Peterborough White Book, which 
are said to be ‘“‘ Ex pervetusto Libro MS. Registro Mare (sic) Abbathiae 
Sti Petri de Burgo in comitatu Norhantoniae ad Christophorum Hatton 
hoc A.D. 1639 pertinente.”’ On folio 3 of MS. Vesp. E. XXI. is 
a transcript of the first document in the Peterborough White Book,2 the pro- 
ceedings between Geoffrey de la Mare and the abbot of Peterborough 
concerning the office of hereditary constable of the abbey. This transcript 
begins :—‘‘ Galfridus de la Mare petit versus abbatem de Burgo, &c.’’ The 
compiler of the catalogue describes MS. Vesp. EH. XXI. as the ‘‘ Register 
Mare,’’ which would lead one to suppose that ‘‘ Mare’’ was an abbot of 
Peterborough. 

Folios 54-60 in the same Harleian MS. 312 are said to have been taken 
** Ex pervetusto Libro MS. Registro Maldone abbathiae Sti. Petri de Burgo 
in comitatu Norhanton. ad Christophorum Hattone hoc. A.D. 1639 
pertinente.’’ Whence the title ‘‘ Maldon” was obtained is a mystery, as 
the extracts are taken from the second part of MS. Vesp. E. XXI. 

Brit. Mus. Lansdowne MS. 993 also contains transcripts from this 
register, and from MS. Vesp. E. XXI.

This register containing 65 fos. (8 ins. x 12 ins.) was compiled during the 
rule of abbot Adam de Boothby (1321-1338), and is bound up with extracts 
made temp. Car. I., from both MSS. Vesp. E. XXI. and XXII., entitled 
“ Collectanea libro abbathie de Burgo penes Christopherum Hatton 
militem Balnei, 1641.” These occupy fos. 1—44. Fos. 48 to 106 contain 
the original register of abbot Adam :—‘‘ Registrum domini Ade abbatis 
inceptum in festo Sancti Michaelis anno regni Regis Edwardi filii Regis 
Edwardi quarto decimo.”’ For a list of the principal contents, See Mon. 
Angl., Vol. I., p. 371. The principal document in this register used by 
Pytchley is the list of homages on fos. 37—40. 


M.—Tue Recister or WALTER OF WHITTLESEY.” 
(656—1338).

This register (94 ins. x 6 ins.) contains 300 leaves of which 33 are blank. 
On fo. 1d. is written ‘‘ Walterus de Wytillesey, . . . Iste. liber fuit quondam .- 
fratris Walteri de Wytlese.”” It was formerly at Milton, where it was ex- 
amined by Sparke and Gunton, but on April 30th, 1918, it was sold at the 
auction room of Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson and Hodge, being purchased 
for the authorities of the British Museum. 

It appears that Walter of Whittlesey was sacrist of Peterborough 
abbey from the first year of the rule of abbot Richard de London (1274), 
who was his predecessor in the Sacristy. In the register of George 
Fraunceys (see p. xxxvi.) there is a rental of Polebrooke ** tempore Walteri 
de Witilleseye anno sui (sic) uno et anno R[ ] abbatis uno.”2 This must 
have been abbot Richard de London, as the only other abbot of this period 
whose christian name began with the letter R was Robert de Sutton 
[1263-1274] and we know that Richard de London was Robert’s Sacrist. 
Whittlesey’s Register was apparently continued by him (or possibly by 
another monk of the same name) until 1321, when abbot Godfrey de 
Croyland died. Whittlesey did not hold the sacristy until this date as is 
shown by a number of documents in the Register of George Fraunceys. From 
1321 to 1338 Whittlesey’s chronicle was continued by an anonymous author 
who has not been identified.

There are also many marginal notes in a hand apparently of the 14th 
century. On fo. 283 there is a note: ‘ De preservatione et cura morbi 
pestilencial’ qui dicitur epidimia.’’ It is a coincidence that the first note 
in Pytchley’s Book of Fees is a reference to the Black Death. 

Sparke’s edition of this register is unsatisfactory. For example, the 
charter of King Edgar printed on pages 20-22, the charters of Edward 
on pp. 25-6 and the charter of William I. on p. 27, are not in Whittlesey’s 
text. Whittlesey himself incorporated into his edition of Hugh’s Chronicle 
Swaffham’s list of knights,! (without the rubrics), which was not in 
the original chronicle of Hugh Candidus. Whittlesey also added to 
Swafiham’s list the titles of the knight’s fees, which apparently were 
adopted in Pytchley’s Book of Fees. See below, p. li. In the margins 
of the register there is a chronicle of England which begins with a version 
founded upon the fabulous history of Geoffrey of Monmouth.2 It also 
contains extracts from the Chronicle of Henry of Huntingdon. On the 
last folio is a note :—Liber fratris Rogeri Bird ex dono domini Roberti 
Kirkton abbatis anno domini MCCCCCXX testibus ffratre francisco 
Lecestre et Willelmo Browene. 


N.—TuHE GreaTER Book or Brotuer JOHN oF ACHURCH.* 
(11th—14th century).

This cartulary, which was formerly at Burghley, was presented to the . 
Society of Antiquaries on June 25th, 1778 by Brownlow, Earl of Exeter. 
It contains 236 folios (54 ins. x 8 ins.) with sixteen folios from another 
cartulary, bound at the end of the book. These latter folios refer to the aid 
for the knighting of the Black Prince in 1346 (seep. xlv.). The greater part 
of the cartulary consists of charters of the reigns of the first three Edwards. 
On fo. 1 are certain disjointed references to Pytchley’s Book of Fees with the 
words ‘* Acherch, Achurche.’”? A comparison of the extracts from this 
eartulary3 which were copied into our Book of Fees, shows that it was known 
in the monastery as The Greater Book of Brother John of Achurch. The latter 
was the warden of the manors of the abbey of Peterborough in the year 
1344 (see Py., L.F., fo. 87d.) Evidences relating to the Peterborough 
knight’s fees (c. 1350) are found on fos. 59 sq. ‘These are repeated 
almost word for word in the cartulary in the British Museum known as MS. 
Cleop. C.I. and C.II. (see below). On fo. 71 of MS. 38 there is a reference 
to fo. 188 “ of the other book ’? —viz.: Achurch’s Red Book. 


O.—TuE Rep Boox or BrotuerR JoHN oF ACHURCH. 
Ref: As above. Location: The Registry of the Dean 
and Chapter of Peterborough. 


This cartulary was compiled during the 14th century and belonged 
to or was the compilation of Brother John of Achurch. It contains 210 
folios (7Zins. x 5Zins.). On the first folio is written :—‘‘ Achurch rubrum 
liber cartarum diversorum Regum placitorum[. . . torn] euidenciarum 
quondam fratris Johannis de [. . . torn] cuius anime propicietur deus. 
Amen.’ The MS. apparently was known in the monastery as ‘‘ The Lesser 
Book of Brother John of Achurch.”’? It was acquired in 1714 from Francis 
Peck, the antiquary, by Bishop White Kennett (while Dean of Peterborough) 
who presented it to the Dean and Chapter to be placed with the records 
of the Cathedral. Hither this or Soc. Ant. MS. 38 is referred to by Bridges,

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Fos. 2, 3 and 4 are missing. On the lst folio, in addition to the title 
above referred to, there is a note in Sparke’s hand :—‘ Johannes de 
Achurche vixit anno 1342. vide folio 157b.” On this folio occurs — the 
following passage :—‘‘ Et fuit primus dies assisarum apud Linc’ die veneris 
in crastino beati Petri Aduincula. Ad quem die venerunt frater Gilbertus 
de Staunford tune celerarius conuentus et frater Johannes de Achirche tunc 
custos maneriorum domini abbatis,’’ &c. 


On folio 5 is the following note by Joseph Sparke :—“ Collegit praeterea 
hice Johannes de Achurch alios huius modi libros viz. :—Librum nigrum et 
librum album in 4to ambo penes comitem Exoniae, Anno 1714 quos 
tamen reponendos esse inter archiva Custodis Rotulorum libertatis de 
Burgo Sancti Petri ex jure jurando quod dominus Wyche Lyncolniae 
praestitit, plane et manifeste liquet. J. Sparke.”’ In the margin of fo. 
188 is the following note concerning Achurch’s other book, (Soe. Antiq. 
MS. 38) :—‘‘ Memorandum, vide in alio libro Johannis Achirche, fos. xvi. 
et xvii.” 

The original foliation of this book is very inaccurate, but a subsequent 
scribe, who apparently compiled the “ capitula,”’ or table of contents which 
is inserted in the book before the main text, apparently corrected the original 
foliation, and gave the corrected folio numbers in his table of documents. 
Fos. 192 to 204 are missing, though their contents are given in the table. 
Fos. 206v. to 209 are in a later hand. Fos. 210 to 213 are ruled for the 
preparation of an index, which was begun but not completed. On fo. 213 
is a note in a hand of the sixteenth century :—‘‘ Ryht welbeloued in god 
We grete you wele,’’ &c., which is to be found also at the end of Carte 
Nativorum (see p.xxXVi.)

This register, probably compiled circa 1370, has been bound in two 
volumes containing 282 folios (74 ins. x 54ins.). The first part of the first 
volume, fos. 1 to 33 (Brit. Mus. foliation), contains certain poems. Then 
follows on fo. 36 “ Registrum terrarum monasterii Burgi Sancti Petri,”’ with 
Sir Robert Cotton’s autograph at the foot. Fos. 36 to 40d. comprise a table 
of contents. The remainder of the register contains 250 fos., 120 of which 
are bound in the first volume and 130 in the second. ‘There are indications 
in the text that the complete register contained over 400 folios, but the 
others are missing. The contents are as follows :—

p. 148. .

Sacrist’s REGISTER. (12th—15th centuries.)

According to Bridges, George Fraunceys was sub-prior of the monastery, 
but the full description of the book is ‘‘ Registrum fratris Georgii Fraunceys, 
sacriste monasterii de Burgo Sancti Petri factum mense Julii anno domini 
1404 et anno regni regis Henrici quarti quinto, annoque domini Willelmi 
Gyenge ibidem abbatis septimo.’’ The register, which is bound in oak 
boards covered with vellum, measures 103 ins. x 7} ins., and contains 
224 fos., the following being blank :—92v, 93, 93v, 95v, 96, 96v, 142v, 
143, 148v, 144, 144v, 175v—177v, 183v—184v, 192v and 20lv. The first 
two folios are reversed. Fo. 3 is a repetition of fo. 1, fo. 10 of fo. 2. The 
book is a record of rents, tithes, oblations and mortuaries due to the 
sacrist in the 12th, 13th, 14th and 15th centuries.

during the rules of abbot William Gyenge (1396-1408) and abbot John 
Deeping (1408-38). The early folios contain records of homages to abbot 


Gyenge.

It was examined by Gunton, who made notes of 
documents in this register relating to the rules of the two abbots mentioned.

IV.—LISTS OF KNIGHTS OF THE BARONY 
OF PETERBOROUGH. 


1.—TuE Domespay List, 1086. (D.B., I, 221b; Swa. 
122b—123.) 

In chapter VI. of the Northamptonshire Section of 
Domesday Book is described the land of St. Peter of Burgh ; 
and in the second part of this chapter, ‘“‘ The land of the 
men of the same church.” Extracts from Domesday 
have been transcribed in the Register of Robert of Swaffham 
under the title :—‘‘ Descriptio terrarum et militum eiusdem 
secundum rotulum Wintonie qui uocatur Domesday.” 
The names of the holders of other Peterborough fees 
appear in the Domesday survey of other counties in which 
the abbey held lands. 


2.—TueE List IN THE First BuLL oF Pore Evcenius 
III., 1146. (Swa., fo. 74d. ; W.Wh., fo. 161; Eg. MS. 2733, 
No. 50, fo. 106. Sparke, H.C., p. 78; Gunton, p. 129.) 

This is the list marked “‘B’? by Dr. Round.? The fees

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held of the abbot of Peterborough, which were confirmed 
to him by this bull, were described by the names of the 
original feoffees in the time of abbot Therold, although 
the bull itself was dated 75 years after the first 
enfeoffment. 


3.—Tue ReconstructepD Rotutus, (Wm. I.—Hen. 
II.) Cleop., C.1., fos. 96 sq. Soc. Antiq. MS. 38., fos. 
69 sq.) 

See below, pp. li.—lv. 


4.—TuE RuBRICS IN THE REGISTER OF ROBERT OF 
SWAFFHAM, 1252. (Swa., fo. 267v.) 


Swaffham’s list of knights is described below.’ Certain 
rubrics from another source giving the names of the first 
holders of the Peterborough fees occur in Swaffham’s text. 
Walter of Whittlesey incorporated Swaffham’s list with the 
rubrics in his version of the Chronicle of Hugh Candidus.” 
Whittlesey’s text, with this and other additions, was printed 
by Sparke in his edition of the Chronicle of Hugh Candidus.® 
For a further discussion of these points, see Section V. of 
Introduction. 


5.—Tue First Biack Boox List, 1125-28. (L.N., 
fos. 14—18 ; Chron. Pet., pp. 168-175.) 

This is the list marked ‘‘A’’ by Dr. Round.* In the 
Peterborough Black Book it is entitled :—-‘‘ Descriptio 
militum de abbatia de Burgo.”’ It was compiled apparently 
by the royal officers, who held the estates of the abbey 
from 1125 to 1128 during the vacancy after the death of 


abbot John de Seez, but there are additions to it of a later 
date.® 


6.—Tue List IN THE SECOND BULL oF PoPE EUGENIUS 
III., 1146. (Swa., fo. 76; W.Wh., fos. 178-81; Sparke, 
H.C., pp. 83-4.) R 

This bull, in contrast with the first bull, contains a list 


of contemporary knights, portions of whose tithes were 
confirmed to the Sacristy. 


7.—TuHE NORTHAMPTONSHIRE SURVEY,* temp. Hen. 
I.—Hen. II. (Vesp. E. XXII., fos. 94 sq; Swa., fo. 124.) 

This document is described by Round in Feudal England, 
pp. 215-24 (part), and in V.C.H., Northants., Vol. I., pp. 
365-389 (translation). There is a much fuller version 
of the Nassaburgh portion of this survey in Swaffham’s 
Register, fo. 124.

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8.—DEscRIPTION oF LANDS IN NassaBuRGH, temp. 
Stephen. (Py., L.C., fo. 5.) 

This is a description of the lands in the hundred of 
Nassaburgh with the names of their contemporary tenants. 


9.—THE List IN THE CHARTER oF Kino Ricuarp I. 
1189. (Swa., fo. 44; W.Wh., fo. 206d; Py. L.C., fo. 34; 
Kg. MS., 2733, fo. 72d; Inspeximus in Cal. Rot. Cart., 
13827—41, pp. 274—8.) 

This was the great charter of the liberties of the abbey 
of Peterborough. It was granted to abbot Benedict 
on Dec. 5th, 1189. Apparently it was given at Canterbury 
on this date by the hand of William de Longchamp, 
chancellor and bishop elect of Ely. It was not included by 
Dr. Round in his list of re-sealed charters,! though there 
is a significant note on the Pipe Roll of 8 Richard I. on 
membrane 3:—‘‘ Abbas de Burgo et Ecclesia reddunt 
compotum de M. marcis quas promiserunt in Alemania 
ad redempcionem regis et ut rex manuteneat libertates suas. 
In thesauro c. et Ixxiii. libras. Et debent ccce. et quater 
xXx. et xiij. libras et xiii. solidos et iii. denarios.’”? 

It is clear from the evidence of the Pipe Rolls that a 
number of the knights whose names are recorded in this 
charter were the contemporary tenants of fees belonging 
to the abbey during the reign of Richard I. Richard 
Engaine, for example, who is recorded in the charter as 
the tenant of one knight’s fee in Pytchley, Thorpe, and 
Hargrave,®? was sheriff of the county of Northampton 
1189-91, William de Lisures, the tenant of one fee in 
Benefield,* rendered an account in 1190 of 200 marks for 
having his hereditary forestership in the county. (P.R. 2, 
Ric. 1.) Geoffrey FitzGeoffrey, the tenant of Gunthorpe 
and Southorpe,’® rendered an account of 80 marks for 
the right of inheritance of his wife. (Zbid.) In 1192 Simon - 
Bassett, the tenant of one fee in Irthlingborough® and 
his pledge Richard del Peak,’ (a tenant of the Bassing- 
bourne fees), John de Doure,® tenant of Luddington, and 
Klyas del Tot,® tenant of Paston, appear in the list of 
the Northamptonshire debtors of Aaron the Jew of 
Lincoln. (P.R. 3, Ric. I.) Ascelina de Waterville, another 
of the debtors of Aaron the Jew, who made a payment 
on account of her debt in 1195 was one of the ladies of 
Upton.!° 

Although the knights mentioned in King Richard’s 
charter were contemporary holders of the fees mentioned 
therein, the identical names of these knights were repeated

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in a charter of Henry III. to the abbot and convent dated 
March 17, 1227.1 It is obvious that several changes of 
tenants must have occurred during the intervening thirty- 
eight years. As a confirmation of the changes, reference 
should be made to the list of knights in 1211-12 from the 
returns cf the Great Inquest in the Red Book of the Ex- 
chequer.2 It must not be assumed, therefore, that tenants 
of knight’s fees whose names are recorded in a charter, 
were the contemporary holders of the fees described 
therein. The draftsmen of charters and bulls sometimes 
inserted a previous owner by whose name a fee was known 
in the monastery.® 


10.—THE LisT IN ABBOT GODFREY’S REGISTER, c. 1200. 
(Ref: Vesp., E. XXII., fo. 99.) 


This is the list marked “C”? by Dr. Round.‘ It was 
compiled apparently early in the reign of king John. The 
names of the tenants of the St. Medard fees are not given, 
as they were held in wardship in 1202.° Nor are those of the 
Waterville fees. In 1201 Ascelina de Waterville owed 60m. 
ut non maritetur.2 Hugh Fauvel the tenant of Walcote 
mentioned in this list, was sueceeded by John Fauvel in 
1215.’ Robert de Stokes, the tenant named therein answered 
at the Exchequer account for Peter de Stokes, sheriff of 
Northamptonshire in 1203-4.8 Robert de Tot, the contem- 
porary tenant of Paston, is mentioned in several Pipe Rolls, 
temp. Richard and John. Hugh Gargate is mentioned in 
1207, Robert Marmion in 1207,® and Hugh de Dive, the 
son and successor of Robert de Dive, the tenant of Upton 
mentioned in this list, was dead by 1207.1° 


11.—TuE List IN THE RED Book oF THE EXCHEQUER, 
1211-12. (Hd. H. Hall, Vol. II., p. 618.) 


The compiler of our Book of Fees inserted at the 
conclusion of his account of each fee two extracts from 
Inquests concerning honours and escheats made in the 
year 1211-12. The first series of extracts is taken from 
the Red Book of the Exchequer. In his account of the six 
St. Medard fees,'! he states :—‘‘ In rubeo libro feodorum 
in scaceario regis, fol. clviii? :—Honor abbatis de Burgo 
sanctt. Petri :—Walterus de Baliolet, feoda ii. militum de 
herede Gaufridi de Sancto Medardo in Sibertone et 
Thornhawe ; Adam de Sancto Martino, feodum unius 
militis de eodem; Alicia mater Gaufridi de Sancto Marco 
et Willelmus de Sancto Medardo, feoda ii. militum de

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eodem; Robertus de Stokes feodum unius militis de 
eodem.”’ 

The compiler of the Red Book list begins his summary 
of the Peterborough fees in this manner :--‘‘ Honor abbatis 
de Burgo. Rogerus de Torpel tenet feoda vj. militum. 
Gaufridus filius Gaufridi, feoda iii. militum. Walterus 
de Baillolet, &c.,’’ and then continues as above. 


Further examples may be found in which variant versions 
of the Red Book are given in our Book of Fees. For 
example, it is stated in the Red Book concerning the De 
la Mare fees :—‘‘ Bryanus de la Mare, feuda iii. militum,”’ 
and in our Book of Fees! :—‘‘Brianus de la Mare feoda 
trium militum unde i. feodum dimidium in .. . Makese, 
Norhtburgh et Wodecroft et unum feodum et dimidium 
in Thurleby.”’ | 

The final paragraphs in the descriptions? of the fees, 
each of which is prefaced with the word “ Alibi.” were 
taken probably from a missing inquisition relating to the 
fees of the honour of Peterborough, which had been made 
in connection with the Great Inquest of 1212.3 The 
names in the “Alibi” paragraphs, however, are not always 
identical with those in the extracts from the Red Bool: 
list. For example, in the account of the St. Medard fees 
we read :—“‘Ttem Alibi :--Heres de Sancto Medardo tenet 
in Walmysforde et Thonhawe (sic) unum feodum dimidium 
et vill. partem unius feodi; Angotesby, duo fcoda i. quar- 
terium unus [sic]; Hugo Ridel, duo feoda octavam partem 
minus in Wytering ; Stephanus de Stokes. tres partes unius 
feodi in Sibertone, Ettone, Makese et Loham” (p. 26). 
In the account of many other fees, however, the names 
in the extracts from the Red Book tally with those in the 
“Alibi” paragraphs. 


12.—Tue Description oF THE Woops or NASSABURGH 
at THE TIME OF THE DISAFFORESTATION. c. 1215. (Swa. 
fo. 120v. Py., L.C., fo. 18v.) 


This is a description of the woods of Nassaburgh which 
was made in the disafforestation of the Nass in pursuance 
of the charter of John.* It states their area, names, and 
the names of the contemporary tenants, for example :— 
‘Friday Boscus Willelmi de Burchle continct v. acras et 
i. rodam.” This is followed by a statement as to the 
payment due from each knight or free tenant for his wood: 
“ Willelmus de Burchle, ec. sol., Ricardus de Bernak, xxi. m. 
et dim,” &c.

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13.—Tue Sreconp Buiack Boox List.* c. 1228, 
(L.N., fo. 154). 


This list, which is used freely in Pytchley’s Book of Fees, 
must have been compiled about the year 1228. Abbot 
Martin (1226-33) had the wardship of the lands and heir 
of Peter de St. Medard, whose name is mentioned in the 
first paragraph of this list. The latter therefore died 
after 1226. Brian de la Mare, whose name is also men- 
tioned in the list, died in 1228. 


14.—Tue Tuirp Buack Boox List.* c. 1285-6. 
(L.N., fo. 248 sq; Swa., fo. 285v.) 


This is a fragment of a list of Peterborough knights, 
which must have been compiled about the year 1286, on 
the grant of the aid of two marks a fee on the marriage of 
the king’s sister Isabel to the Emperor Frederick. There 
is a complete transcript of the list in Swaffham’s Register, 
fo. 285 sq. The Northamptonshire return in 1236? is 
terminated by the following paragraph :—-* Preterea 
mandatum est balliuo abbatis de Burgo Sancti Petri quod 
nobis significet nomina omnium tenencium de domino 
rege in capite in balliua sua, tam per seruicium militare 
quam per serianciam et socagium, secundum formam 
precepti domini regis quod inde suscepi.” The abbot had 
succeeded in 1228 in ousting the sheriff from his liberty. 
The Peterborough return is not found in Testa de Nevill. 
It is probable that the third Black Book list was prepared 
for the guidance of the feudal bailiffs of the abbey, when 
the high bailiff or seneschal made the return of the fees 
and tenements in the liberty of Peterborough which were 
held of the king. The abbot rendered an account of 
£84 18s. 4d. for the aid on 634 knight’s fees. He paid into 
the Exchequer £80 by two tallies and owed £4 and 1 mark, 
but said that the sum was ‘‘over-demanded.’” 


15.—THE INQUISITION OF 1242-3.* (Swa. fo. 288. sq. ; 
Eg. 2788, fo. 133.) 


This is another list used freely in our Book of Fees. 
In the account of the Torpel feet the compiler states that 
it was made in the 27th year of the reign of Henry III, 
apparently in connection with the scutage of Gascony in 
1242.5 There is a copy of the list in Eg. MS. 2783.

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16.—THE ScutTacGE oF DrGanwy, 1246.* (Swa., fo. 
371.) 

This list of payments made by the Peterborough knights 
to the abbot in connection with the above named scutage 
is at the end of Swaffham’s Register. This scutage might 
have been collected at a date some years after the actual 
levy was made. 


17.—SWAFFHAM’s List oF KNicHTs, 1252.* (Swa. 
fo. 267v; W.Wh., fo. 50 sq.; Eg. MS. 2788, fo. 125: 
Sparke, edit. H.C., p. 58.) 


The compilation of this list is discussed below.2 


18.—TuHE Arp of 1254.* (Swa. fo. 871; L.N., 
fo. 245v.) 

This is a list of ‘‘ scutages received by the hand of brother 
Richard de London ” at the knighting of the eldest son of 
Hen. III. during the rule of abbot John de Caux in 1254. 
There are two copies of this list, which is referred to con- 
tinually in the text here printed. It is not clear whether 
the “ scutage ” was collected when the original levy was 
made on the abbot, or some time afterwards, when the 
latter received the King’s writ authorising him to collect 
the aid from his tenants by knight’s service. 


19.—A List oF PAYMENTS FoR WarRD oF RockINGHAM 
CAsTLE, c. 1254. (Swa., fo. 265; L.N., fo. 164; Hig. MS. 
2783, fo. 148.) 

This is a list of the compositions payable by the Peter- 
borough knights in lieu of ward of Rockingham Castle in 
time of peace. 


20.—SHERIFF’S AID, VIEW oF FRANKPLEDGE, SUIT OF 
Court, c. 1254. (Swa., fo. 265v., L.N., fos. 164v-66v). 

This is a statement of the sums payable by the vills and 
knight’s fees for sheriff’s aid, view of frankpledge, and suit 
of court in the hundreds of the abbey of Peterborough 
in Northamptonshire. 


21.—Homaces To aABpBot RicHardD or LOoNDoN, 
1274-95. (L.N., fos. 126 sq.) 

This record of the homages done by the knights and free 
tenants to the abbot of Peterborough is printed by Staple- 
ton in Chronicon Pelroburgense, pp. 142 sq.

24.—TuE THRAPSTON INQUISITIONS*, Jan. 7., 13815. 
(Vesp. E. XXIL., fos. 141, sq.) 

These inquisitions were made at Thrapston before T. 
Wale and John de Willcughby, who were assigned to 
collect the scutage remaining due from the 28th, 31st 
and 34th years of the reign of Edward I. and to enquire 
as to the knight’s fees held of the late king and their tenants. 
The returns give the names of the king’s tenants in chief 
and also of those tenants who held of the barony of Burgh 
in the hundreds of Nassaburgh, Huxloe and Polebrooke 
in the county of Northampton. 

Thev should be compared with the ‘‘ Nomina Villarum ” 
of 1816 which are published in Feudal Aids, vol. IV., p. 19 
(see p. xxiv) from Palgrave’s Parliamentary Writs, Vol. II., 
Part III., p. 889, with emendations from the copies of 
documents made by Sir Thomas Brudenell.!. The latter 
returns were made for the purpose of effecting the military 
levies ordained in the Parliament at Lincoln, 9 Ed. II.? 
in pursuance of writs directed to the sheriffs of all counties 
to make a return in the exchequer of the names of the 
hundreds in their bailiwicks, what cities, boroughs and vills 
there were in each hundred and who were their lords. 
The names of those lords of vills, which are given in the 
‘* Nomina Villarum ”? may be identified with the tenants 
of fees given in the Thrapston Inquisitions. It would 
seem therefore that the latter list gives the names of the 
tenants in 1315 and not the tenants of the fees at the dates 
when the scutages were levied by the king’s father. 

On March 26, 1815, the king issued an order to the col- 
lectors of scutage in the county of Northampton and 
elsewhere to supersede the demand upon the abbot of 
Peterborough for scutage for the armies mentioned, as the 
latter had made a fine with the late king for his service 
of five knight’s fees which he then acknowledged, as 
appeared to the king by the inspection of the rolls of — 
the late king’s Marshalsea for the same armies.?

Giles de Cogenho, kt., late sheriff, and John de Walde- 
grave were the commissioners to levy this aid in Northamp- 
tonshire, and they were ordered to hold deliberations 
thereon with the assistance of the rolls of the aid levied in 
the time of Edward I., which the king sent to them for 
evidence, and by inquisitions to be taken as often as 
need be. A full account of their activities, with copies - 
of the king’s writs, will be found in Cleop. C.1. 

There are several extant lists of fees compiled at the time 
of the grant of this aid, viz. :—(1) A record of an Inquisition 
taken at Oundle on December 24th, 1347. (Cleop. C.I., 
fos. 85-88.) (2) A second version of the same Inquisition 
(Ibid., fos. 91-93). (8) The extracts from the account of 
payments of the aid, copied by Sir Thomas Brudenell, 
first Earl of Cardigan, who was imprisoned in the 
Tower of London. These are printed in Feudal Aids, 
vol. IV., pp. 444-449. (4) An account of payments of aid, 
extracts from which are found in the evidences concerning 
knight’s fees in MS. Cleop. C.I., fos. 96-114, and also in > 
Soc. Antiq. MS. 38, fos. 69, sq. (5) The contemporary 
account of the holders of each fee given in Pytchley’s 
Book of Fees, examples of which are mentioned above on 
page xvii. Ifasecond edition of Feudal Aids be published 
the meagre accounts of the Peterborough fees at this period 
may be amplified considerably from the sources above 
mentioned. 


27.—THE [RECONSTRUCTED] List oF KNIGHTS IN THE 
GREATER Book oF JoHN OF ACHURCH, 1846-9. (Soc. 
Antiq. MS. 38, fos. 69 sq., and in Cleop. C.I., fos. 96v sq.) 


The register above mentioned contains a number of 
extracts from a list of knights which can be reconstructed 
from these disjointed paragraphs, the first of which is as 
follows :—“* Torpel :—Comitissa Cancie tenet duo feoda 
et dimidium in Torpel, Ufford, Helpystona, Badyngtona, As- 
chetona et Glyntona, unde in Glyntona unum messuagium 
et xvi. acras terre.’” She died 29 September, 1349.1 Thomas 
de Chaworth, mentioned in this list, held } fee in Edwalton, 
Notts. in 1852? and lands in Derbyshire in 1854.3 Peter 
Prilly the tenant ofa pourparty of 4 fee in Bringhurst and 
Drayton died June 28th, 1349.4 John Engayne, tenant of 
Pytchley, died in February 1358.5 John, Earl of Oxford,® 
tenant of the Tot fee in Paston, died January 28rd, 1359.

V.—_THE SOURCES OF ROBERT OF SWAFFHAM’S 
LIST OF PETERBOROUGH KNIGHTS, (1252.) 


In his essay on ‘“‘ The Knights of Peterborough”? Dr. 
Round has examined the first Black Book list, (‘* Des- 
criptio militum de abbatia de Burgo ’’?) and has compared 
it with Swaffham’s list of knights. Dr. Round assumed 
that Swaffham’s list was compiled by Hugh, the first 
Peterborough annalist, and therefore he stated in his 
introduction to the Northamptonshire Survey, “ Lastly, 
Hugh ‘Candidus’ gives us, in his history of the Abbey, the 
state of the fiefs under Henry III., and their several 
descents.” Hugh Candidus, however, lived during 
the rule of abbots John, Henry, Martin, and William 
(1115-1175),° and therefore could not have compiled the 
description of the fiefs, which mentions knights who were 
alive c.1252. As has been stated above, Hugh’s chronicle 
was transcribed with additions by Robert of Swaffham 
in his Register,® and the latter was afterwards transcribed 
and continued by Walter of Whittlesey’ in his Regoster. 

In 1723 Joseph Sparke published his Historiae Coenobii 
Burgensis Scriptores varit e codicibus manuscriptis, nunc 
primum editi including the Chronicle of Hugh Candidus, 
with the additions by Robert of Swaffham, Walter of 
Whittlesey and the anonymous continuator of his 
chronicle. He states in his preface :—-“‘ In hoc autore 
edendo usus sum apographo accurato exemplaris Cottoniani. 
Hoc ab amicissimo viro Joanne Brigesio armigero acceptum, 
cum vetusto admodum ecclesiae Burgensis codice a Roberto 
Swaphamo conscripto et cum alio recentiori penes prae- 
nobilem Johannem Comitem Fitzwilliam, cui eo nomine 
ingentes gratias et habeo et ago, manu Walteri de Whitle- 
seve exarato, religiose contuli ; eorumque lectiones variantes 
in imo margine fideliter exhibitas invenies.”’ 

An examination of the text of Hugh’s chronicle in 
Swaffham’s Register, a photograph from which appears as 
a frontispiece to the present volume, shews that Hugh’s 
actual words describing the first enfeoffment of the Peter- 
borough knights were these :—‘ Quoniam® ipse abbas

The following 
words are a gloss inserted by Walter of Whittlesey in his 
version of Hugh’s Chronicle after “‘ militibus suis qui 
cum eo venerant ”’ :—‘‘ videlicet sexaginta duo feoda 
militum. et de eisdem feodis eos hereditarie feoffauit. 
quorum heredes faciunt abbati et conuentui seruicia sua 
debita et ordinata, et alia iura quando accidunt. de quibus 
abbas et conventus seisiti sunt. ut de wardis. releviis. 
maritagiis et aliis juribus similibus prout per cartas regum 
infra scriptas plenissime denotatur et confirmatur. Nomina 
feodorum militum praedictorum siue heredum ipsorum 
hicseribuntur.”” Then Whittlesey added the list of Knights 
called by Sparke :—‘‘ Descriptiones feodorum militum et 
aliorum tenentium de abbacia Burgi, per servitium militare. 
[This title is not in Swaffham or Whittlesey.] (Ex Swaphami 
registro fol. 267b.)” This, as Dr. Round might have noticed, 
is not the compilation of Hugh Candidus but is taken from 
the collection of charters and other documents in a later 
part of Swaffham’s Register, and it is not a fact that 
‘* Hugh Candidus gives us, in his histcry of the abbey, the 
state of the fiefs under Henry III.” 

Whittlesey added further statements at the end of the list 
of Knights which were not in Swaffham’s text of Hugh’s 
chronicle :—‘‘ Hec omnia supradicta alienavit abbas Thor- 
aldus dummodo tenerent de ecclesia ut praedictum est.’ 
Then Whittlesey copied the insertion in the margin of 
Swaffham’s Register :—‘‘ Et ideo castellum iuxta ecclesiam 
construxit.”” At this point he added “quod hiis diebus 
[i.e. ¢. 1800] nuncupatur Mount Thorold,’”? and then 
continued the insertion ‘“‘et multa ornamenta,”’ ete., as 
above. This misled Mrs. Armitage* who says in a note :— 
“This passage was kindly pointed out to me by Mr. 
Round. Hugh lived in Henry III.’s reign, but he must 
have had the more ancient records of the monastery at his 
disposal.’’? But Hugh was dead before 1175 (see p. xvi). 

Sparke’s transcript of Swaffham’s list of knights (i.e., 
the “‘descriptions’’) is unreliable. For example, the names 
of the first feoffees of the Peterborough fees, which he has 
incorporated in his text, are distinguished by rubrics in 
Swaffham’s Register to show that they come from another

source than the main body of the list. They are not 
to be found in the other transcript of this list in Kgerton 
MS. 2783. Swaffham’s list of knights and other tenants 
of the abbey was prepared apparently about 1252. The 
description of the Bassingbourne fief! refers to the payment 
by Humphrey de Bassingbourne of a relief in 1252 on his 
succession to the estate of his father Nicholas. The list of 
tenants contributing to the Aid in 1254? contains the names 
of several who were the successors of those mentioned 
in Swaffham’s list as may be seen by the following 
comparison :—

We can understand better how Pytchley’s Book of Fees 
was compiled if we examine the earliest complete descrip- 
tion of the Peterborough knights, and discover what 
alterations and additions to it were made before it appeared 
in its final form in his text. Fortunately we are able to 
reconstruct a roll® of knights of a very early date, upon 
which Swaffham apparently based his list of knights. 
No complete copy of the roll is in existence, but a series 
of extracts therefrom is to be found in Registrum Terrarum 
Monasterii Burgi Sancii Petri,® (Cleop., C.1.), and also in 
The Greater Book of Brother John of Achurch.” (Soc. Ant. 
MS. 38, fos. 59 sq.) On folio 96 of the former register we

read :—“‘ Honor abbatis de Burgo sancti Petri sicut con- 
tinetur in rubeo libro feodorum scaccarii, folio elviij®”’ &e. 
Then follow excerpts concerning each individual fee of the 
honour from different documents which may be divided 
into five series from :—(i) The Rotulus ; (ii) The charter 
of Richard I. to which reference is made above; ! (111) The 
great inquest of 1212 from the Red Book of the Exchequer ; ? 
(iv) a list of the names of the holders of the fees in 1345-8 : 
and (v) a list entitled ‘“‘ Ward of Rockingham Castle.’ 
As an example let us follow the method which we adopted 
in analysing the contents of a chapter of Pytchley’s Book 
of Fees,* and look at the notes in Cleop. C.I. upon the 
fee of Thorold of Castor (vide infra, p. 152.)

In my reconstruction of the Rotulus, which is printed 
below’ I have arranged the paragraphs in the order adopted 
by Swaffham, in his list of knights. It may be conjectured 
that Swaffham, when preparing his list, had the original 
or an amended copy of the Rotulus before him. Apparently 
he inserted in his list the name of the contemporary holder 
of each fee, in other respects following as far as possible 
the text of the Rotulus, and adding finally some further

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remarks of his own relating to the subsequent devolution 
of certain fees. Afterwards he filled in, in red, possibly 
from particulars contained in the original Rotulus, the name 
of the first holder of each fief, though it should be noted that 
the names in the Rotulus do not always tally with the names 
of the feoffees mentioned in the rubrics. The compiler 
of our Book of Fees and Sparke after him, incorporated 
the rubrics into their texts of Swaffham’s list of knights, 
making no distinction between the rubrics and the rest 
of Swaffham’s text. Swaffham’s list, as explained above, 
formed the basis of each of the chapters in our Book of 
Fees upon the devolution of the fees of the barony. 

An examination of the Rotulus, when reconstructed, 
enables us to detect traces of two documents which I | 
have described as the original Rotulus and the amended 
Rotulus. The former is a very early account of the fees of the 
honour taken possibly from the missing Rotuli Wincestrie 
to which Dr. Round has referred in his essay on The 
Northamptonshire Survey.! This original Rotulus?’ gives 
(a) the name of the feoffee of each fief; (b) a short 
description of the estate held by him with its area and 
situation ; (c) the quantum of service due from the fief. 
It may be assumed that during the latter part of the reign 
of Henry II. a new description of the Peterborough fees 
was prepared, based upon the original Rotulus, with the 
addition of the later chamber fees, and it is this amended 
Rotulus which Swaffham probably used in the compilation 
of his list of fees. A careful examination of the text of 
Swaffham’s “‘list?? shews that the Rotulus is actually 
mentioned by him. For example, in the description of 
the Engaine fee? we read: ‘Vitalis Engayne . . . facit 
tres partes servitii unius militis, secundum ro’ [sic] unius 
militis.”’ Again in the description of the Stoke fee* we 
read: ‘‘ Wimundus de Stokes. . . facit servitium dimidium 
militis secundum ro’ [sic] unius militis.”” Unfortunately 
Sparke did not understand the reference “ secundum ro’ ”’ 
in the original text and gave instead as his rendering :— 
“secundum rationem unius militis”’ which is nonsense. 
The text should read :—‘“‘ facit servitium dimidii militis, 
secundum rotulum unius militis.””> What Swaffham meant 
his reader to understand was that the quantum of service 
due was half a knight, but according to the roll (rotulus) 
the quantum of service was once a complete knight. 

The Greater Book of Brother John of Achurch (Soc. 
Ant. MS. 38), also has the Rotulus extracts at the beginning

of the account of each knight’s fee. The word Rotulus 
appears in the margin against each entry, as it does in 
Cleop. C.I., as far as can be seen for the present binding. 

Dr. Round has explained that we have not in the case of 
Peterborough the usual detailed return of knights in 1166. 
We read in the Red Book (p. 329) “‘ Abbas de Burgo habet 
de veteri feffamento Ixiii. milites et dimidium et tertiam 
partem i. militis. Et nullum militem de novo; nee 
invenitur in carta ejus quod aliquid sit super dominium 
ejus.”” The carta itself is missing, and the amended rotulus 
may have been compiled some twenty years later as a 
substitute for it. 

We may summarize the results of our examination as 
follows :— 

1. Pytchley has based his feodary on a list of knights 
of the honour of Peterborough which was compiled about 
the year 1252, transcripts of which are to be found in the 
Register of Robert of Swaffham, the Register of Walter of 
Whittlesey and The Little Book of Charters of John de 
Trikyngham (Egerton MS. 2783.) 

2. This list was compiled, apparently by Robert of 
Swaffham, the abbey pittancer, from an amended Rotulus, 
extracts from which are to be found in The Greater Book 
of John of Achurch and The Register of the Lands of the Abbey. 
(Soc. Ant., MS. 38 and MS. Cleop. C.I.). The date of the 
amended Hotulus is apparently about 1186-96, after the 
new knights of the chamber had been enfeoffed.

VI. CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion I will make a few observations concerning 
the footnotes which I have appended to each chapter of 
Pytchley’s feodary. In these I have attempted to identify 
each successive tenant of each fee from the time of the 
ancient enfeoffment to the time of the battle of Crecy. 
The authorities for my notes are mainly the lists of Peter- 
borough knights mentioned on pages xxxviito xlvi. The 
date when an individual tenant held a fee can only be 
stated approximately in many cases for one or more of 
the following reasons :— 

1. In certain lists of knight’s fees in charters and papal 
bulls, the fees themselves were described by the names of 
their first feoffees or by the names of tenants who had died 
long before the date of the charter or bull in which their 
names occur.® 

2. The dates of lists of payments of aid or scutage were 
those of the particular levies in respect of which the abbot 
made payments into the exchequer.* On several occasions, 
however, he did not obtain a writ de scutagio habendo, 
authorizing him to collect scutage from his knights, until 
a date several years after the original levy was made. 
The knights whose names are mentioned in such lists were 
probably the tenants of the fees when scutage was col- 
lected by the abbot and not those who held the fees when | 
the original levy was made. 

3. Lists of homages to the abbot® were generally drawn 
up when, after a new abbot had been installed, all the 
tenants by knight’s service or in socage had done homage 
or fealty to him. Some of them had been in possession 
of their fees for some time before the abbot was enthroned. 
There are only occasional records of the homage of an heir 
after the death of the preceding tenant of his fee. 

4. Certain lists contain the names of the guardians of 
the infant heirs of fees® or the names of those to whom the 
king had granted temporary seizin of fees on the failure of 
their tenants to perform their due service in the array. 

Cases of this kind might easily puzzle the genealogist.

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A NoTE ON THE FOUNDATION OF THORNEY ABBEY. 


In the days of the beginning of the foundation of the 
church of Burgh, in the time of King Peada its founder, 
its first abbot, by name Saxulph, assembled a multitude 
of brethren to serve God in that same church, then called 
Medeshamstede. Unto him did King Wulfhere of his 
royal bounty make a grant of all the land round about 
and he did grant therewith all the adjoining waters. A 
continuous line marked the boundary of these __ his 
possessions as is the more fully shewn in the charter 
of the same king. This same Father Saxulph, having 
with him certain monks that desired an anchorite way of 
life, did acquaint the king of his desire to go with these 
brethren, by the will of God and with the king’s assent, and 
build a monastery in the wilderness that lies thereby with 
hermit’s cells, in a place which had already acquired the 
name Ancarige, but in later times is called Thorney. To 
them the King, earnestly desiring the increase of divine 
religion most willingly granted that they should convert the 
gifts previously confirmed to them for ever to the uses fore- 
ordained, in accordance with their laudable desire and - 
authority. But unto the churches thus built in the places 
of Medeshamstede and Ancarige there came in the course of 
time ruin and destruction by the hand of those who held 
God’s worship altogether in contempt. The said convent 
of Medeshamstede, thus founded aforetime by royal com- 
mand, was afterwards gloriously restored to its ancient 
state by saint Athelwold, and this same bishop repaired 
the church in Ancarige, now called Thorney (which 
Saxulph, the first abbot and builder of Medeshamstede, 
had founded and built aforetime). This place was called in 
the English tongue Thorney, because of the thorns that 
grew around it, though it had received once a better 
name,—Ancarige, that is to say an island of anchorites 
or of solitary men. An island it surely is, for there is no 
approach unto it save only by boat on one side, so enclosed 
is it by the fen. Now the bishop did set abbot Godman 
to be over this monastery and richly endowed it with 
goods. In after times a gateway to Thorney Abbey was 
established in the vill of Stanground in the county of 
Huntingdon, as a place of easier access on the western side 
of the abbey, where both strangers and also members of 
the abbey itself, desiring access to Thorney, were enter- 
tained, and their needs supplied, in going as in 
returning, whose tenants, as by ancient custom, are 
required to carry in a boat there and back, all that desire 
access to the abbey of Thorney in the county of Cambridge.

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Now be it known that the aforesaid monks of Thorney 
had no free landing of their own at Burgh on the 
waters of the Nene, or at Fletton, nor had they free 
right of way through Burgh itself, before they had a special 
concession from the monks of Burgh. Thus it appears that 
the monks of Thorney had no power to pass the boundaries 
of their own lands, if the monks of Burgh willed it not, for 
their domains, be it known,were altogether separated from 
the lands of the monks of Thorney by the course of the 
Nene from Burgh to Croyland. It appears also from this 
that the monks of Thorney might not have free passage 
from their manor of Stanground, which is distant half 
a league from Burgh, past Burgh into the County of 
Northampton, save only by special concession of the monks 
of Burgh. 


Still less was it theirs to have a free right of passage 
at Thorney windmill, which in quite recent times was built 
beyond the Nene, through the several meadows and 
demesnes of the monks of Burgh to the parts of Burgh 
in the county of Northampton that are distant almost 
three leagues from the said mill. But because the mischief 
of man increaseth by his cunning devices, certain abbots 
of the church at Thorney, seeking eagerly for other 
means of communication with their manor of Stanground, 
by reason of its being overcrowded by frequent visitors, 
repaired the dyke which was called Roudike from Thorney 
Abbey unto the windmill and the Nene watercourse: and 
the said windmill they built at the extreme end of this 
dyke in the direction of the vill of Eye, so that the 
tenants of the monks of Burgh in the vill of Eye in the 
county of Northampton might go across the water of the 
Nene and have recourse to this mill, and under that 
pretext might freely cross, going to and from Thorney 
Abbey. ; 


But the abbots of Burgh perceiving this, did in after 
times hinder and forbid the monks of Thorney, their 
servants, and all others, from passing along this way 
at their free will, and out of regard for Holy Religion 
they graciously permitted those of Thorney to use that 
passage which they now unjustly assume as their right 
and privilege. 

Moreover the monks of Thorney blocked up the ford 
which was called Segforthe in Nene water towards Croy- 
land and Deeping and the dikes that led [from that ford] 
towards Thorney and Wisbech by raising broad and high 
dykes beside Nene water along its length through the 
willows that grow there, that so they might make the 
way across Nene water between Thorney and Eye 
more used and better known. And as often as they

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were hindered they cried out loudly that Thorney abbey 
was not founded without any way leading to it. But 
the due and accustomed ways of approach they altogether 
neglected, and sought other ways, even to the despoiling 
of the rights of others and their irreparable damage if so 
be that success should attend these their endeavours: 
which God forbid. Thereupon abbot Odo of Thorney, 
who preceded the present abbot, and the convent of 
Thorney made agreement with the abbot of Burgh, who 
preceded the present abbot, for the establishment of a 
road in the aforesaid place, of a fixed number of ‘feet in 
width in the meadow land of Eye, where boundary marks 
were fixed. This in return for an equal plot of land in 
Whittlesey Mere where they could dry their nets or erect 
buildings. But because consent was not forthcoming from 
the Convent of Burgh to this agreement, the boundary 
marks were destroyed and therefore this agreement was 
not carried into effect. Surely therefore it is clear that if 
they had held this right of way, they would not have 
offered of their own possessions in return for one. But 
of this matter you will find more in the history of the 
times of Abbot Godfrey.!

The greater part of the hundred of Norman Cross in Huntingdonshire 
was held by the monastery of Thorney at farm from the King. A road was 
made from the North Road at Norman Cross passing through Yaxley, the 
capital manor of the hundred, and Farcet to Stanground, all which manors 
belonged also to Thorney abbey. From Stanground manor a series of ferry 
boats conveyed passengers over the river Nene to Thorney. It was part of 
the customary service of some of the villeins of Stanground to row the 
Thorney monks, their servants and visitors to the abbey. This method 
of approach proving inadequate and inconvenient, the monks of Thorney 
endeavoured to secure by agreement or by stealth, additional rights of way. 
An agreement was made between Peterborough and Thorney that the abbot 
of Peterborough might have his gallows and other instruments of justice 
in his manors of Fletton and Alwalton in Norman Cross hundred without 
interference. In return for this privilege Thorney had two ferry boats on 
the river and free arrival by the King’s highway at Peterborough and 
Fletton. A full account of this transaction is recorded in Pytchley’s book 
of Charters, fo. 92. This did not satisfy the Thorney monks and we learn 
from the text and from abbot Godfrey’s register how the contest proceeded. 
Finally, abbot Adam de Boothby granted to abbot Reginald of Thorney 
that the road from Eye to Harlottisforth in the direction of Thorney 
should be common to the breadth of 15 fect. This grant was confirmed by 
a royal charter dated February 7th, 1348 (Charter Rolls, 1348, m.23).

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE STATUTE OF THE KInG.}

is sold for 12d., then a farthing loaf of the finest white 
bread (wastel-bread) shall weigh 6/1.2 

And a brown loaf (coket loaf) of the same corn and bran 
shall weigh 2s. more than wastel bread.

AND know that a baker can gain from each quarter of 
wheat, as is proved by the bakers of the lord king, 4d. 

Also 34d. for three 
servants, 13d. for two grooms, 4d. for salt, $d. for yeast, 4d. 
for candles, 3d. for firewood, and id. for bran for sale.®

or 3s. 4d., and barley is sold for 22d. or for 2s., and oats for 
16d., then brewers can and ought to sell well in city and 
borough’? two gallons for a penny. And when they sell in 
a borough three gallons for a penny then outside they can 
and ought to sell four gallons according to the measures 
of foreign drink in the assize. [?] . 

It is determined by the discretion of the whole realm of 
England that the English penny, which is called sterling, 
is round in circumference’ and shall weigh 82 grains of 
wheat taken from an average ear of corn. And twenty 
pence shall make an ounce and twelve ounces make a 
pound. And eight pounds make a peck and four® pecks 
make a bushel of London measure and eight bushels make 
the king’s quarter. 

Remember that the year is divided into four parts and 
there are thirteen weeks in each part and in thirteen weeks 
are 91 days and in four quarters are fifty-two weeks and 
thus there are 364 days in the year by the method of 
enumerating twenty times five as one hundred. Where- 
fore he who takes a farthing a day (receives) 7s. 7d. a year, 
he who takes a halfpenny a day, 15s. 2d. a year; he who 
takes 3d. a day, 22s. 9d. a year; he who takes 1d. a day, 
80s. 4d, a year and so on without énd. 

Know that a baker can have from one quarter of good 
wheat 200 loaves, each of them weighing four marks, and 
he must account for three quarters of meal from one 
quarter of bran. 

Know that in computing dishes by herrings six make a 
dish for two knights or two clerks, five for two esquires 
and four for members of the household and for livery.

To all Christ’s faithful people to whom the present 
writing shall come Henry of Overton by divine permission 
abbot of Peterborough and the convent of the same place, 
eternal greeting in the Lord. 

Know all of you that we, with one accord, have ordained, 
granted, decreed and determined by the presents, to the 
glory of God Almighty and of the blessed and glorious 
Virgin Mary, his mother and of the Blessed Apostles, 
Peter and Paul and of all the saints of God, for the 
healthful estate of the same abbot and of the very reverend 
father in Christ, Sir William Courtenay, by the grace of God 
archbishop of Canterbury and of dame Margaret Courtenay, 
countess of Devon his mother, and of his living brothers 
and sisters, while they live, and for the health of their 
souls, when they depart from this light, and of the souls of 
Sir Hugh Courtenay,? late Earl of Devon, father of the 
same archbishop, of his dead brothers and sisters and of all 
the predecessors and successors of the said abbot and of all 
the faithful departed, to wit :—that two receivers, specially 
deputed for this purpose from year to year by the prior 
and convent of the said monastery for the time being,

- thesecond year of abbot Adam (18 July 1322),4 by the same 
lord abbot, with the assent of the whole chapter that the 
Pittancer for the time being have all Catswater fishery 
and dispose of the same for the profit of the pittancer’s 
office, for which fishery he shall pay each year to the 
cellarer of the convent five shillings of silver and two 
acres of meadows in Hawks’ land meadows, as was 
customary in former times. Moreover he caused this . 
agreement to be recorded in the martyrology and in the 
precentor’s register.

departed, daily celebrating in our monastery divine 
offices for ever to wit :—in the chapel above the gates or 
elsewhere in our monastery, and on each day of the 
anniversary of the same Simon be provided by the 
treasurer of the convent 20s. for a pittance to the said 
convent and 20s. be distributed amongst the poor in 
loaves or pence on the day of the same anniversary for the 
soul of the said Simon at the expense of dan Adam 
the abbot and his successors from his chamber until 
sufficient annual rent be acquired by them and 
assigned to the treasurer of the convent to meet the 
said charge for ever. And if it happen that our said 
monastery be troubled by events of war, fire of houses or 
murrain of animals, barrenness of the soil or by any 
other oppressions or misfortunes, which God forbid, so that 
it is impossible to make convenient provision for the said | 
secular priest from the goods of the said monastery, we 
will and grant that while these impediments remain the 
divine offices before mentioned shall be celebrated by one 
monk of the monastery aforesaid without deceit and 
without seeking any hindrance on account of the said 
causes, for three hundred marks and more, which the 
said abbot received for the relief of his estate from the said 
Simon to establish and maintain the said chantry as is 
f before mentioned. In witness whereof the seals of the 
abbot and of the convent are annexed. Given in our 
chapter on March 21st a.p. 13828.

Be it known to all that in the year of Our Lord 1891 and 
in the first year of dan Nicholas abbot of Burgh, on the day 
of St. Lambert,! a dispute arose in the chapter house 
between the sub-sacrist and the warden of the Lady Chapel 
upon the oblations of the dead made and hereinafter to be 
made in the said chapel, for the settlement of which it was 
ordained by the abbot and convent that neither the warden 
of the said chapel nor any other person, but only the sub- 
sacrist for the time being should receive henceforward any 
manner of oblations forthcoming on behalf of the dead in 
the said chapel or elsewhere: and that that schedule, 
prepared in the first year of dan Henry of Morcote, 
abbot, which the said warden of the chapel produced for 
inspection, should be for ever without force, inasmuch as 
the said schedule was not validated so far as was seen 
with the naked eye by indenture or by the protection of 
register or seal. 


CONCERNING MONEY RECEIVED FROM THE SACRIST FOR 
CARRIAGE BY THE MASTER OF THE WORKS. 


Be it remembered that in the first year of dan Adam, 
abbot, A.D. 1822 on the day of the conversionof St. Paul,? it 
was determined by the same abbot and with the assent of © 
the whole convent of Burgh that the sacrist for the time 
being is bound to the master of the works of the church for 
the victuals and wages of one carter and three horses with 
their expenses annually in the sum of four pounds sterling 
five shillings and two pence payable to the same master of 
the works at the four usual terms of the year in addition to 
the hundred pounds already assigned to the works of 
the church annually, and that the sacrist provide for 
himself at his own expense all the carts which he was 
accustomed to have from the master of the works without 
any claim. And he shall not henceforward exact nor can he 
claim from the said master of the works anything at any 
time of the year by reason of any carts, neither shall the 
said master of the works make any claim or exaction in 
other respects from the said sacrist on account of any 
carriage unless as a favour.

LETTERS PATENT OF EDWARD I. 16 


Edward by the grace of God king of England lord 
of Ireland and duke of Aquitaine to those to whom 
the present letters shall come, greeting. Know ye that 
at the instance of Margaret queen of England our beloved 
consort we have granted and given licence on behalf of us 
and our heirs, as far as in us lies, to our well-beloved in 
Christ the abbot and convent of Peterborough to enclose 
their woods of Leyes Rodes and Tonge in the county of 
Northampton, which are within the bounds of our forest 
of Rockingham, and to make thereof a park: and to 
hold those woods thus enclosed and the park made thereof 
to themselves and their successors for ever without let or 
hindrance by us or our heirs, justices, foresters, verderers, 
regarders and others our ministers of the forest whomsoever. 
In witness whereof we have made these our letters patent 
Witness myself at Carlisle on the twenty first day of March 
in the fifth year of our reign.1 By the king himself on the 
information of the treasurer.

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In the words of the Evangelist we are taught that whoso 
buildeth a house must dig deep for his foundations and lay 
them on the solid rock to build thereon in greater security. 
In like manner it is meet that he, who would write the 
history of monasteries and of churches, should deal first 
with their foundations, beginning with the names of the 
founders, and setting forth also in due course the other 
benefactors by name in order that their wondrous deeds, 
and the endowment by them of monasteries and of 
churches, may prevail to stir the very hearts of all that 
read thereof to devotion, and likewise that those who are 
supported by the alms and benefactions of the aforesaid 
in beholding such things may be emboldened to pray the 
more heartily and thankfully for the peace of their souls, 
as is their bounden duty. 

And so it is fitting that we should bring briefly to the 
notice of posterity the foundation of the monastery at 
Medehamstede, which is now called Burgh, by quoting 
a few extracts from the many facts in the records and 
royal charters. For the thoughts of the writer are drawn 
to the praiseworthy, wondrous and arduous foundation 
of this monastery by three royal brethren who succeeded 
each other in turn, whilst the imagination of the reader 
is kindled, not only by the generous endowment made 
by these kings aforesaid and chief founders, but also by 
the acts of the succeeding kings, whereof we shall speak 
in due course, restorations and grants of privileges and 
confirmations of charters, and the notable gifts of very 
many other benefits. He also that heareth is stirred to 
the heart by the noble heritage bequeathed by bishops 
and abbots, and knights and other secular benefactors 
of that monastery. 

Therefore, that the hearts of the faithful be inflamed to 
the more fervent devotion and more zealously affected to 
the free bestowing of alms, we set forth hereafter the 
prayers and the spiritual benefits, wherein all such as 
support the same monastery and aid its brethren are daily 
commended to Almighty God, alike for the salvation of 
their souls, and for His greater praise and glory. 

For the brethren and sisters of the chapter and all the 
household both living and dead are made partakers in the 
following prayers and benefits. 

Firstly every night are sung before matins fifteen psalms 
which are divided into three nocturns each of five psalms 
in number. The first nocturn to wit :—five psalms with 
a prayer to God for the founders, benefactors, monks, 
brethren and sisters of the chapter, dead to the world but 
in the keeping of God. The second nocturn, that is:—five 
psalms and a collect, is specially ordained for the living 
brethren of our congregation. The third nocturn, namely:— 
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cantata pro predictis specialiter celebratur: inter quam 
missam textus euangeliorum super altare in quo missa 
celebratur exponetur, in quo nomina omnium funda- 
torum regum episcoporum abbatum monachorum militum 
et aliorum secularium nobis subueniencium monachorum. 
istius monasterii fratrum et sororum nostri capituli, 
parentum et amicorum omnium monachorum istius 
monasterii et omnium benefactorum nostrorum tam 
viuorum quam mortuorum conscribuntur. Et stabit pre- 
dictus textus super altare a principio misse matutinalis 
ussque ad finem magne misse, ut quicunque predictas 
missas celebrauerit predictorum omnium nomina suis 
precibus in generali valeat memoriter commendare. Item 
fratres de hospitali sancti Leonardi et sorores capelle sancti 
Thome martiris qui de elemosina istius monasterii susten- 
tantur pro omnibus predictis cotidie deprecantur.

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five psalms and a collect, is afterwards chanted for the 
king, the brethren and sisters of the chapter and other 
living members of the household. Likewise at matins 
and the other hours two versicles are, sung each day and 
night, before the collect at each of the aforesaid hours, 
for all those aforesaid whether living or dead. Also the 
morrow mass with music sung daily in the choir by 
the convent,is specially celebrated for the aforesaid. And 
at this mass there shall be displayed above the altar 
where the celebration takes place, the text of the gospels 
in which the names of all founders, kings, bishops, abbots, 
monks, knights and other laymen helping us, the monks 
of this monastery, the brethren and sisters of our 
chapter, the parents and friends of all monks of this 
monastery and all our benefactors both alive and dead 
are inscribed. 

And the said text shall stand upon the altar from the 
commencement of the morrow mass until the end of the 
high mass, so that whoever shall celebrate the aforesaid 
masses shall be able to commend in general the names of all 
these as a memorial in his prayers. Also the brethren of 
the hospital of St. Leonard and the sisters of the chapel 
of St. Thomas the martyr, who are maintained from the 
alms of this monastery, pray daily for all the above named. 
Moreover the alms, which are distributed twice and three 
times a week in food and money to the poor, are also 
specially bestowed on behalf of all the aforesaid. All monks, 
also of this monastery, who are in priest’s orders make 
special memorial of all the aforesaid when they say mass. 
Also when it shall come to our knowledge that a brother 
or sister of our chapter is departing this life, forthwith at 
such time as it can be done conveniently, a Placebo and 
Dirige with music shall be sung forthwith in the choir by the . 
convent and on the morrow a solemn mass. Further all 
monks of this monastery, in priest’s orders, shall celebrate a 
special mass for the aforesaid ; and others of lower order, 
not yet promoted to the priesthood, shall sing three psalters,, 

And moreover one corrody shall be distributed for the 
aforesaid for thirty days following to wit :—as much as 
one monk receives daily in food and drink for his mainten- 
ance. Also the names of the brethren and sisters of our 
chapter thus deceased shall be absolved in chapter and 
shall be written in the martirology and in the text at the 
altar and having been written in the monks’ briefs shall be 
borne by the brevitor to all the houses of religious orders 
throughout the whole realm and their souls shall be absolved 
in the chapters of each and shall be made partakers of all 
prayers and benefits in the said houses of religion. 

Having made general mention, therefore, of the prayers 
and peculiar benefits on behalf of these men in the manner

shewn above, let us now briefly treat of the story of the 
foundation of this Monastery, as found in the records, and 
commit to writing the names of the kings and founders and 
benefactors of this Church, as they succeeded one another. 

The royal borough of Stamford! gave geld in the time of 
King Edward for twelve hundreds and a half in the army 
and the fleet and in danegeld. There were constituted 
and still are six wards, five in Lincolnshire and the sixth 
in Northamptonshire, which is on the other side of the 
bridge and notwithstanding it was wont to render all 
custom with the others, except [land] gable and toll which 
the abbot of Burgh had and has. 

|The abbot of Burgh had and has in Stamford ten dwelling 
houses appertaining to Lincolnshire and one mill of 40s. 
And 5s. from houses and eight acres in the same place. 

Stamford beyond the bridge.?| In these five wards there 
were in the time of king Edward 141 dwelling houses and 
half a mill, which rendered all customary services and now 
there are just as many, save five which were laid waste for 
the work of the castle. In these wards there are six 
dwelling houses, which in the time of king Edward gave 
all customary services, but now they do not give [them]. 
Brand holds four and Elketyl son of Merewyn two. In 
these wards are 77 dwellings of sokemen, who hold their 
lands in demesne and seek lords where they will, over 
whom the king has nothing else save the amendment of 
their forfeitures and heriot and toll, and [there is] one mill 
of 30s., which Eustace of Huntingdon seized. It belonged 
to one sokeman. | 

In Stamford in the time of king Edward there were 12 
lawmen, who had within their houses soke and sake over 
their men, except geld and heriot and the forfeiture of their 
bodies up to 40 silver ores and save larceny. This they 
now hold but there are only nine [of them]. One of them 
has 17 messuages under him and half a mill rendering 15s. : 
another 14 dwellings : one is waste: the third 2 dwellings : 
the fourth 2} dwellings: the fifth 5: the sixth 4: the 
seventh 3: the eighth 1: the ninth 8, but Hugh Musard 
seized two from him. In these wards at the present time are 
22 dwellings and two churches with 12a. of land rendering 
14s. which Ernuin the priest had in the time of king 
Edward and Egi has one messuage. Eudo of Apethorpe 
now holds these 22 messuages. The king had all custom 
from them. He does not have it now. 

In the same vill Azor had 7 dwellings and half a mill. 
Now Gunfrid de Cioches. To these appcrtain 7Ca. outside 
the vill. Edward Ald [Cild] held 14 dwellings and 70a. of 
land outside the vill. Now the countess Judith holds these. 
Queen Edith had 70 dwellings which lay in Rutland with 
all customs save those touching bread.? By these lie 24 
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Burgo etc. Lewynus habebat ix. mansuras modo Alueredus 
habet. Item Lewynus unam mansuram ad omnem 
consuetudinem sine geldo quam modo habet Wydo de 
Reyndbocourt. Sacolfus habet unam ecclesiam quietam de 
rege cum viii. acris. Albertus unam ecclesiam Sancti Petri. 
cum .ii. mansuris et dimidiam carucatam terre que iacet in 
Roteland’ in Hameldone valet .x.s. terram arabilem extra 
villam in Lyncolneschyre habet rex .x. acras. Lagemanni 
et burgus habent .cc. et Ixxii. acras. sine omni consue- 
tudine. T.R.E. dabat Staunford’ quinque libras modo 
dat ad firmam.|. libras de omni consuetudine regis modo 
dat xxviii. libras.’’4

Sacolfus 
holds one church free from the king with 8a. Albert one 
church of St. Peter with 2 dwellings and half a carucate of 
land, which lies in Rutland in Hamildon. It is worth 10s. 
Of the arable land outside the vill in Lincolnshire the king 
holds 600a. The lawmen and the burgesses have 272a. 
without any custom. In the time of King Edward Stamford 
gave £5 now it gives at farm £50: it now gives £28 for all 
the king’s custom.+

167—169 of the Black Book are the Domesday entries 
relating to Stamford and the reports of certain pleas in the exchequer in 
the years 1243 between the men of Earl Warren of Stamford, 
and the men of the abbot of Peterborough, concerning tallages, aids 
and other exactions by the lord of Stamford in the abbot’s liberty of 
Stamford Baron.

Nicholas de St. Mark! holds in Thornhaugh, Wansford, 
Siberton, and Wittering three knight’s fees and a half. 
His predecessors held from St. Peter six fees, as [appears 
by] Swaffham, folio 267, where it is stated :—Geoffrey 
de St. Medard holds of St. Peter in Northamptonshire ten 
hides and three parts of one virgate of land, to wit :— 
in Thornhaugh, Wittering, Siberton and Etton with 
appurtenances, and in Lincolnshire three carucates, to wit 
in Osgodby, for which he performs the service of six knights. 
The first to be enfeoffed of the aforesaid tenements was 
Anketil de St. Medard,? who came with the Conqueror. 
He begat Richard and Gerard. Gerard begat Robert.® 
Robert begat Margaret, who held lands in Siberton and 
Etton. Richard, Anketil’s heir begat Geoffrey de St. 
Medard and Hugh Ridel of Mabel Ridel. Geoffrey begat 
Peter. Peter begat Geoffrey, who was in the wardship of 
abbot Benedict, who was afterwards a leper, and 
he begat Peter, who was in the wardship of abbot 
Acharius.® Peter begat Geoffrey,who was in the wardship 
of abbot Martin.® Also, that his predecessors -held six. 
knight’s fees appears by the scutage, because Geoffrey 
de St. Medard, in the time of abbot Walter,’ paid £12 at 
the scutage of Deganwy® in the thirtieth year of King Henry 
namely 40s. for a shield and £12 for making the King’s 
son a knight in the thirty-eighth year of the reign of the 
same king, in the time of abbot John de Caux.® Vide 
Swaffham, folio 371. This also appears by the charter of 
king Richard?® in which this is contained :—Six knight’s 
fees in Thornhaugh, Wittering, Siberton, Etton, Osgodby 
and their appurtenances, which Geoffrey de St. Medard! 
holds. The same appears by acertain inquisition taken at 
Thornhaugh” before the abbot’s steward, 9 Ed. I., after the 
death of Geoffrey de St. Medard, because it was found that 
the said Geoffrey held in Thornhaugh and Wansford one 
knight’s fee and in Wittering two knight’s fees, in Siberton 
and Etton one knight’s fee and does suit at the court of 
Castor! each third week and renders 24s. for ward of 
Rockingham,'* namely :—four shillings for one fee in time 
of peace, as appears in the charter of king Richard and 
other kings following, and 18s. for sheriff’s aid! at 
Michaelmas. Also they say-that he held two knight’s fees 
in Osgodby, [Black Book fos. 86 and 164]. Concerning 
our liberties in Osgoteby :—(Black Book fo. 125,) because 
it was found before the inquisition at Stamford? that the 
abbot of Burgh claimed to have in Osgodby return of writs, 
pleas of illegal distress and whatever the sheriff has, &c., 
frankpledge, waif, infangenethef, and utfangenethef, 
amercements of his men which arose from murder, &c., 
the right to levy sums due to the king and to account for 
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utfangthef amerciamenta hominum suorum qui ex murdro, 
etc. debita regis leuare et inde respondere. Si ista fuerint 
clamata in ultimo itinere Linclone nescio.!’ Item continetur 
in Nigro Registro sic: In Osgoteby sunt iii carucate terre que 
solebant esse geldabiles et sunt subtracte tempore Galfridi 
de Sancto Medardo de feodo abbatis de Burgo sancti Petri. 
Preterea habetur Swa. fol. cexci® qualiter abbas tenuit 
ibidem curiam suam ubi quinque latrones fuerunt suspensi 
pro latrocinio. Preterea ista duo maneria Thorhawe et 
Osgoteby extendebantur post mortem predicti Galfridi 
anno regni regis Edwardi ix® quorum extente habentur 
in Nigro Registro tercio quaterno a fine.

This also is stated in the Black 
Book :—‘‘ In Osgodby there are three carucates of land, 
which used to be geldable and these were withdrawn from 
the fee of the abbot of Peterborough in the time of Geoffrey 
de St. Medard. This also appears from Swaffham, folio 
291, as the abbot held his court here, where five thieves 
had been hanged for robbery. Also an extent of these two 
manors of Thornhaugh and Osgodby was made after the 
death of the aforesaid Geoffrey, 9 Ed. I. These extents are 
contained in the third quire from the end of the Black 
Book. Abbot Godfrey’s register contains a certain 
inquisition with reference to the knight’s fees, taken at 
Thrapston!® concerning the Nassaburgh fees on Tuesday 
after Epiphany, 8 Ed. II, where it was found that Nicholas 
de St. Medard holds of the abbot of Burgh 44 knight’s fees 
in Thornhaugh, Wittering, Siberton and Etton and the 
abbot was mesne between him and -the lord king. In 
Swaffham, fo. 283, is another inquisition of knight’s 
fees and a further one towards the end of the Black Book, 
The predecessors of this Nicholas held from us some 
tenements in Woodcroft, which a certain William Fitz- 
Geoffrey gave to the almoner, vide Swaffham, fo. 261, whose 
gift William de St. Medard confirmed to us and granted 
and quitclaimed to us the service of William aforesaid, 
Swaffham, fo. 262. Of the above-mentioned six knight’s fees 
sir Geoffrey Ridel!® holds of the aforesaid Nicholas two fees in 
Wittering by the enfeoffment of a certain Peter de St.Medard 
made before the statute,2°to have and to hold of the aforesaid 
Peter and his heirs by the service of two knights. And 
since sheriff’s aid, ward of Rockingham, &c., are not real 
military services*! inasmuch as scutage alone is rightly 
military service, the aforesaid Geoffrey Ridel refuses to per- 
form the aforesaid services, as appears in a certain plea held 
between them in Common Bench, 16 Ed. III. Hugh of 
Northborough” holds tenements in Etton which of old were 
held by the predecessors of the said Nicholas for half a fee 
but as Nicholas de St. Mark, grandfather of the present 
Nicholas, acquired the said tenements by a fine levied in 
the king’s court, 16 or 17 Ed. II, his lordship is extinct and 
therefore it is held of us immediately. Moreover John 
de St. Mark father of the present Nicholas has quitclaimed 
all the right and claim which he had in the lordship or service 
of the same Hugh in these words :— 

To all the faithful of Christ to whom the present writing 
shall have come John de St. Mark lord of Thornhaugh, 
Greeting in the Lord. Know ye that I on behalf of myself and 
my heirs have remitted and quitclaimed in all respects all 
right and claim which I had, have or can have in the manor

of Etton with all its appurtenances together with the ad- 
vowson of the church there to Hugh of Northborough his 
heirs and assigns, so that neither I the said John nor my heirs 
can exact or claim in future any right or claim in the afore- 
saidmanor with all its appurtenances or in the said ad- 
vowson of the aforesaid church of Etton. In witness whereof 
I have set my seal to the present writing. Witnesses: 
John de Brackenbury and Geoffrey Ridel, knights, Robert 
Yarwell, John Merle, and others. Given at Wansford on 
Tuesday after the feast of St. Denis, the bishop, 3 Ed. III. 
This deed remains in the possession of Hugh of North- 
borough. Sir Nicholas de St. Mark demised Osgodby from 
himself and received the estate to himself, his wife and 
the heirs of their bodies lawfully begotten, &c. He begat 
of his said wife a certain daughter who married William 
Armin, who now holds the said manor. After the death 
of the aforesaid sir Nicholas, sir John Barksworth married 
his widow. He did fealty to dan Adam abbot and so he 
holds immediately of us. The said sir Nicholas holds the 
residue, viz. :—one fee in Thornhaugh and Wansford. And 
be it known that all the Wansford tenants who are beyond 
the bridge towards Siberton, hold of him, There is half 
a fee in Siberton. These he holds in demesne and the - 
remainder in service and the others of him as aforesaid. 
Also that his predecessors held six fees appears from the 
scutage since Geoffrey de St. Medard paid in the time of 
abbot Walter £12 at the scutage of Gannock 30 Hen III. 
to wit 40s. for a shield and £12 for making the king’s son 
a knight in the thirty eighth year of the same king inthe 
time of abbot John de Caux. Swaffham, fo. 371. Let it 
be remembered also that Nicholas de St. Mark, grandfather 
of Nicholas of Thornhaugh, for the souls of his ancestors 
and heirs now wishing to found a certain chantry in the 
church of Thornhaugh, and to assign sufficient land and 
rents to a certain chaplain wherefrom he could receive each 
year six marks but he could not do so without our assent 
owing to the present impediment of the statute.22 For this 
reason and because we might lose annually all profits, in 
case any of the heirs were under age, he granted to us by 
his deed a certain rent of six marks from his manors of 
Thornhaugh and Siberton, viz. :—half at Easter and half 
at Michaelmas, for a licence to give and grant in mortmain 
to the said chaplain one messuage, twenty four acres of land, 
three acres of meadow, six acres of wood and forty solidates 
of rent in Thornhaugh and Siberton, which tenements 
he held of us by knight’s service, and he granted [us] right 
to distrain upon the aforesaid manors if the aforesaid rent, 
into whosesoever hands it might have come, should be in 
arrear. Given at Peterborough, 25th November 1823, 
17 Ed. II. Register of abbot Adam,*4 fo. 24. He granted

1 St. MEDARD OR St. Mark. The original feoffee of the St. Medard estates 
was Anketil, whose name is mentioned in Domesday as the tenant cf 
Wittering (D.B., 221(b).). His descendants held of the abbey of Burgh 
six knight’s fees in Thornhaugh, Wansford, Stibbington, Etton and 
Woodcroft in Northamptonshire and in Osgodby in Lincolnshire. 

Pytchley in his description of the different holders of the St. Medard fief 
does not adopt any chronological order. He begins his account with 
Nicholas de St. Mark, the tenant of Thornhaugh who died in 1349. He 
concludes his first paragraph with a note concerning Geoffrey de St. Medard, 
who was apparently the grandfather of the first Nicholas de St. Mark, 
the latter being the grandfather of Pytchley’s Nicholas. 

Geoffrey, the third of that name, was a ward of abbot Martin, who 
ruled the abbey from 1226 to 1233. He paid scutage during the rule of 
abbots Walter of St. Edmund’s (1233-1246) and John de Caux (1249-1263). 
He died in 1280, an inquisition being held by the abbot’s steward after 
his death. This Geoffrey was said to have been seized of one fee in Thorn- 
haugh and Wansford, two fees in Wittering, one in Stibbington and Ktton 
and two in Osgodby. 

Pytchley then inserts from the register of Swaffham the St. Medard pedi- 
gree from Anketil, the first feoffee and Domesday tenant, to Geoffrey, 
who died in 1280. With the aid of other documents we can trace the 
successive holders of the fief from Anketil to Anne St. Mark, who married 
William Sapcote in the reign of Henry VII.

After Swaffham’s table of descent Pytchley inserted a paragraph taken 
from the Black Book, concerning the inquisition held by the abbot’s 
steward after the death of the third Geoffrey in 1280 (vide Chron. Pet., 
Camden Soy., pp. 41-42) with other references to unpublished documents 
in Swaffham’s Register and the Black Book. He then continued with a 
note upon Nicholas St. Mark, who was the grandfather of the second 
Nicholas, with whom Pytchley’s account commences, and the father of the 
first John St. Mark.

In 1212 at the time of the Great Inquest in the Red Book of the Ex- 
chequer, (fo. 158), we read that Walter of Balliol held two fees in Stibbington 
and Thornhaugh of the heir of Geoffrey de St. Medard, i.e., Peter the 
Second ; Adam de St. Martin held one fee of him. Alice the mother of 
Geoffrey St. Mark (i.e. Geoffrey the third) and William de St. Medard 
the son of Peter the second held two fees of Peter. Robert of Stokes held 
one fee, thus accounting for the six St. Medard fees. Walter de Balliol 
paid scutage on his fees in 1205 (Rot. Lit. Claus. 7 John, p. 45). Thefee of 
Robert de Stokes was in Etton and Milton (B.M., Vesp. #. 22, f. 100]. In 
1217 the King ordered the Sheriff of Huntingdon to have at Westminster . .

It is 
also mentioned by an inquisition, contained in the Black 
Book towards the end, which was taken in the twentyseventh 
year of the reign of King Henry, son of King John, that he 
is a tenant in the vills above mentioned and it adds Nunton, 
Deeping, Ashton‘ and Southorpe (and) that he holds 
four fees.© Of the six fees above mentioned Robert de 
Lolham holds a quarter of a fee in Lolham and an eighth in 
Maxey, which is in the hands of his tenants there, rendering 
to the countess ten pounds per annum, as in_ the 
Register of Abbot Godfrey, fo.

And Roger Torpel quitclaimed as in Swaffham, fo. 275. 
Moreover when we sued out’our writ and before John Camoys 
enfeoffed the Queen of Torpel®, this Roger held of us the 
said tenements amongst his other tenements and therefore 
we could not hold the same tenements from him because 
it would follow that the same person might be both lord 
and tenant of the same tenement which is against the 
common law. 

Sir Thomas Camoys whose tenants are in the Black 
Book,® fo. 154., holds one fee and a half in Pilton, accord- 
ing to the said inquisition in the register of abbot Godfrey. 
And be it known that master Stephen of Ufford held there 
three parts of one fee, Robert of Potton a third of a fee, 
Thomas Fitz—Geoffrey a fourth part and a sixth part of 
a fee there. These tenements in Pilton are held of us 
in chief and not of the lords of Torpel because John de 
Camoys did not alienate the said tenements to the queen 
but he and his heirs were always in seisin and always held 
of us immediately, for which reason sir Thomas Camoys 
did homage to dan Adam the abbot at Warmington.

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William Fauvel holds half a fee in Southorpe of the manor 
of Torpel to wit :—40 solidates of land, as in the register!° 
of abbot Godfrey, fo. 17; but he holds these of us by 
priority,!! as stated below. And the wardship of this 
William belonged to us; and he was in the wardship of 
dan Adam the abbot and dan Henrythe abbot and he granted 
the wardship and marriage of this William to sir Gervase of 
Wilford as appears in his register about the commencement. 

In Cotterstock and Glapthorne are a knight’s fee and 
a sixth part of a fee. Sir John Camoys once lord of Torpel 
gave these tenements by a fine levied therefor, to John de 
Kirkby,!2 to hold of him by the service of one penny at 
Easter in the form that follows :—This is the final concord 
made in the court of the lord king at Westminster in 
the three weeks from Easter day in the tenth year of 
Edward the king’s son before Thomas of Welland, &c. 
between John de Kirkby, demandant, by Robert Belgrave 
put in his place for gain or loss, &c., and John de Camoys 
deforciant concerning the manor of Cotterstock, the advow- 
son of the church of the same manor and two mills with 
appurtenances in Piriho—wherein a plea of covenant 
was summoned between them in the same court to wit :— 
that the aforesaid John de Camoys recognised that the . 
aforesaid, the manor, the advowson of the church aforesaid 
and the mills with their appurtenances in demesne, 
homages, services of free men, villeinages with villeins’ 
holdings, and all their issues, wards, reliefs, escheats, 
heriots, wardships, the advowson of the priory of Piriho,8 
woods, meadows, pastures, ways, footpaths, acres, fisheries, 
liberties, customs, suits and all other things appertaining 
to those manors and mills were the right of the said John 
de Kirkby without any reservation as being those things 
which the same John de Kirkby has by the grant and 
confirmation of the aforesaid John de Camoys to the same 
John de Kirkby and his heirs of the aforesaid John deCamoys 
and his heirs for ever, rendering therefor one penny a year 
at Easter for every service, relief, heriot, aid, ward, ward- 
ship, suit of court, custom and exaction. And the aforesaid 
John Camoys and his heirs will warrant, acquit and defend 
the said manor, advowson of the church aforesaid and the 
mills with appurtenances to the same John de Kirkby 
and his heirs by the said service against all men, and for 
this recognition, warranty, acquittance, defence, fine and 
concord the said John de Kirkby gave to John de Camoys 
one sparrow-hawk, a year old. 

This John had as heir one brother William and this 
William de Kirkby attorned to abbot Richard" of the homage 
and other forinsec services; the abbot pardoned the arrears 
concerning which there is mention [in the charter] of the 
same William in the possession of the abbot. Also William 
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eisdem tenementis ut in registro G. fol. xlvii®.1® Item 
predictum manerium datum fuit per quandam Matildam 
que fuit uxor Gilberti de Houby per finem inde leuatum 
in hee verba. Hec est finalis concordia facta in curia domini 
regis apud Westmonasterium a die sancte Trinitatis in 
xv dies anno regni regis Edwardi filii regis Henrici xxxv°.

manerii et aduocacione prioratus de Piriho que Cristiana 
que fuit uxor Willelmi de Kirkeby tenet in dotem. Unde 
placitum conuencionis summonitum fuit inter eos in eadem 
curia, scilicet, quod predicta Matilda recognouit predictum 
manerium etaduocaciones predictas cum pertinenclis esse lus

Omnibus 
Christi fidelibus ad quos presentes littere, etc. Radulfus 
Camoys miles salutem in domino sempiternam: Noueritis 
me concessisse domino Johanni Warde rectori ecclesie de 
Cotherstoke!”? domino Johanni de Cleue vicario ecclesie de 
Masham!}8 et Johanni Giffard valetto heredibus et assignatis 
suis redditus et seruicia domini Johannis Giffard clerici 
proueniencia de manerio de Cotherstoke cum ii molendinisin 
Suthwyke et aduocacione ecclesie de Cotherstoke cum per- 
tinenciis in comitatu Norhamtonie mihi debita que quidem 
manerium molendina et aduocacionem cum pertinentiis de 
me tenuit die confeccionis presencium cum toto dominio 
meo quod habui in manerio molendinis et aduocacionem 
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de Kirkby, John’s heir, did homage to abbot Godfrey for 
the same tenements, as in Godfrey’s register, fo. 47.4% 
Further, the aforesaid manor was given by one Maud, who 
was the wife of Gilbert de Houby, by a fine levied therein 
in these words :— 

This is the final concord made in the king’s court at 
Westminster in the quinzaine of Trinity, in the 35th year of 
king Edward son of king Henry, before Ralph Hengham, &c. 
between John de Houby demandant and Maud, who was the 
wife of Gilbert de Houby deforciant concerning the manor 
of Cotterstock with appurtenances and the advowson of 
the church of the same manor and the advowson of the 
priory of Piriho, all of which Christine, who was the wife 
of William de Kirkby, holds in dower, wherein a plea of 
covenant was summoned between them in the same 
court, to wit :—that the said Maud recognized the said 
manor and the said advowsons with the appurtenances 
to be the right of the said John and granted for herself and 
her heirs that the aforesaid manor and advowsons aforesaid 
with their appurtenances which the said Christine held in 
dower of the inheritance of the said Maud in the aforesaid 
vills on the day on which this concord was made and 
which after the death of the said Christine ought to revert - 
to the said Maud and her heirs, should wholly remain after 
the death of the said Christine to the said John and his 
heirs to hold of the chief lords of that fee by the services 
which appertain to that manor and the said advowsons 
for ever. And moreover the same Maud granted for herself 
and her heirs that they will warrant to the same John and 
his heirs the aforesaid manor and the advowsons aforesaid 
with their appurtenances as aforesaid against all men for 
ever. And for this recognition, warranty, fine and concord 
the same John gave to the aforesaid Maud 200 marks. And 
this concord was made in the presence of the aforesaid 
Christine, and with her consent, and she did fealty to the 
same John in the same court. 

The provost and chaplains of Cotterstock have these 
fines exemplified under the King’s seal. Afterwards a 
certain John Giffard,!® clerk of queen Isabella, born in 
Cotterstock, acquired from Gilbert de Houby the said 
manor and caused that denariate of rent contained in the 
first fine to be assigned to certain of his colleagues in the 
following form :— 

To all the faithful of Christ to whom the se ear 
letters, &c. Ralph Camoys knight, eternal greeting in 
the Lord. Know ye that I have granted to sir John 
Warde?’ rector of the church of Cotterstock, sir John of 
Cleve vicar of the church of Masham!® and John Giffard, 
yeoman, their heirs and assigns, the rents and services of 
sir John Giffard clerk due to me arising from the manor 
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predictis, habenda et tenenda omnia predicta redditus 
seruicia eisdem Johanni Warde domino Johanni de 
Cleue et Johanni Giffard valetto heredibus et assignatis 
suis inperpetuum. Et ego vero predictus Radulfus et 
heredes mei predicta redditus et seruicia predictis ete. 
heredibus et assignatis suis warantizabimus. In cuius 
rei, et. Hiis testibus etc. Datum apud Eboracum die 
Jovis proximo ante sancti Andree anno regni regis 
Edwardi tercii post conquestum octauo. Virtute cuius 
concessionis idem dominus Radulfus litteras suas misit 
predicto domino Johanni Giffard in hec verba Carissimo 
amico suo domino Johanni Giffard de Cotherstoke clerico 
Radulfus Camoys miles salutem in domino sempiternam. 
Cum concesserim domino Johanni Warde rectori ecclesie 
de Cotherstoke, domino Johanni de Cleue_ vicario 
de Masham et Johanni Giffard valetto heredibus et 
assignatis suis seruicia vestra mihi debita de manerio 
de Cotherstoke duobus molendinis in Suthwyke et 
aduocacione ecclesie de Cotherstoke cum pertinenciis vobis 
supplico quod eisdem domino Johanni etc. attornatis 
et de dictis redditibus et seruiciis scitis [sic] intendentes 
iuxta formam scripti mei inde eisdem confecti.

~ county of Northampton, which manor, mills, and advowson 
with appurtenances he held of me on the day of the execu- 
_ tion of the presents with all my lordship which I had in the 
manor, mills and advowson aforesaid, to have and to hold 
all the aforesaid rents and services to the same John Warde, 
sir John Cleve and John Giffard yeoman their heirs and 
assigns for ever. And I the aforesaid Ralph and my heirs 
will warrant the aforesaid rents and services to the afore- 
said, &c. their heirs and assigns. In witness, &c. Given 
at York on Thursday next before (the feast) of St. Andrew, 
in the eighth year of King Edward III. after the Conquest. 

By virtue of this grant the same sir Ralph sent his 
letters to the said sir John Giffard in these words :— 

To his beloved friend sir John Giffard of Cotterstock, 
clerk, Ralph Camoys knight, greeting eternal in the 
Lord. Whereas I have granted to sir John Warde 
rector of the church of Cotterstock, sir John of Cleve, 
vicar of Masham and John Giffard yeoman their heirs and 
assigns your services due to me from the manor of Cotter- 
stock, two mills in Southwick and the advowson of the . 
ehurch of Cotterstock with their appurtenances, I beseech 
you after attorning the aforesaid rents to the same sir John 
that you be heedful also as touching the said rents and 
services in accordance with the form of my writing made 
to them therein. In witness, &c. Given &e. 

By virtue of whose letter the said sir John attorned 
and made his letters therein in these words :— 

To all those to whom the present letters shall come 
John Giffard of Cotterstock, clerk, greeting in the Lord. 
Whereas sir Ralph Camoys knight by his writing granted to 
sir John Warde rector of the church of Cotterstock, sir John 
of Cleve vicar of the church of Masham, and John Giffard, 
yeoman, their heirs and assigns the rents and services 
arising from the manor of Cotterstock, [with] two mills 
in Southwick and the advowson of the church of Cotter- 
stock with appurtenances in the county of Northampton 
lately due to the same sir Ralph on my part with all his 
lordship which he had in the manor, mills, and advowson 
aforesaid with appurtenances which I held of him, 
Know ye that I have attorned myself of the aforesaid 
rents and services to the aforesaid sir John Warde, &c. 
in accordance with the tenor of the grant aforesaid in token 
of the new possession of the same sir John Warde, &c. 
[and] I have done fealty for the aforesaid rents and services 
and have paid one penny of the aforesaid rents. In 
witness, &c. Witnesses, &c. Given &c. 

Thereafter the aforesaid sir John Giffard assigned 
the said manor with the mills, &c. to a certain provost and 
twelve chaplains celebrating divine service in the church of 
St. Andrew of Cotterstock by licence of the king and he 
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communi sigillo indentatum. In quo cognouit tenere de 
nobis dictum manerium ete. per seruicium forinsecum etc. 
de hoc habetur plus supra in Undille.’®

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has our indenture thereof under the common seal, in which 
he acknowledged that he holds the said manor, &c. of us by 
forinseec service &c. There is more about this above!® 
under ‘“‘ Oundle.” 

In the manor of Torpel is one fee and a fourth part of 
one fee and a fifth part of one fee to which manor appertain 
certain tenements in Bainton, Maxey, and Ufford, which 
a certain Eleanor, Queen of England, acquired from a 
certain John Camoys, lord of Torpel, as appears in the 
register of abbot Godfrey, fos. 141 and 135 and in Swaffham 
fo. 294. After her death the king seized the said manor 
and its members, as is mentioned in the registers above, 
at which time inquisitions were taken concerning the 
priority of John of Lolham, son and heir of Geoffrey of 
Southorpe, and Walter at the Kirk of Ufford, as in the said 
register of abbot Godfrey fos. 85 and 638. And be it known 
that because the said manor with its members came in this 
way into the hands of the king, our services were 
extinguished, because the king in his own land holds of no 
one. Nevertheless according to the statement of some we 
ought to have the annual rent and the other annual services. 
Thereafter king Edward son of Edward gave that manor to 
his brother Edmund earl of Kent and thus it is now in the 
hands of his son by right of inheritance. And there are in 
the said manor four knight’s fees and it was held of us by 
suit of the court of Castor from three weeks, &c. and 16s. 
for ward of Rockingham; and 12s. of sheriff’s aid; and 4s. 
of view of frank pledge ; as in the register of abbot Godfrey, 
fo. 18, and there is an extent of the manor of Torpel. Also 
it is contained in the inquisition in abbot Godfrey’s register 
that there are in Torpel with the members four knight’s 
fees and three quarters of one fee. The sacrist takes tithes 
from the demesne of this manor, to wit, two sheaves and 
the rector takes a third, as is the case from other fees in 
Nassaburgh. And be it remembered that John Adkoke 
holds a quitclaim of John Camoys lord of Torpel and so 
holds immediately of us. 

Be it also remembered that abbot Robert granted by 
indenture to Roger the fourth of Torpel and to his heirs 
and men beyond Mykyldik that they should be free from 
herbage in Peakirk fen only, to wit :—from Cowlake under 
Totteswood to the Welland, where Southlake falls into 
the Welland, as he mentions in another deed of his. 

The tenements which Peter de Arderne holds in Maxey, 
certain are of Torpel, and certain of the chamberlain of 
Burgh, but his tenements in Northborough are held of the 
chamberlain, as appears in the beginning of the chamber- 
lain’s charter, Swaffham, fo. 229. Also be it known that 
the first to be enfeoffed of the tenements in Torpel 
with its members was Roger Infans. And be it known

IN LIBRO SCACCARII HABETUR Rogerus de Torpel tenet 
feoda vi. militum. Item alibi Torpel,** Ufforde, Walcote, 
Badington et Asschetone [fo. 18d.] tria feoda. In Leham 
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that once they held tenements in Warmington, (Swaffham 
fo. 286) out of which they enfeoffed the nuns of Stamford2? 
and the nuns of Wothorpe*! of rents and meadows, whereof 
John Adkoke still holds a part from the said nuns, as do also 
others of the vill but they know not where to distrain. 
John Adkoke has a quitclaim of John Camoys lord of 
Torpel and so he holds immediately of us. 

The deed of Roger de Torpel above mentioned :— 

To all the sons of holy mother church to whom the present 
writing shall come, Roger de Torpel, Greeting. Know all 
of you that I have given and by this my present charter 
have confirmed to God and St. Michael of Stamford and the 
nuns serving God there for the soul of my spouse Mary 
and for the welfare of my soul and of all my ancestors 
and heirs in pure and perpetual alms 20s. of annual rent for 
ever, to wit :—from one toft and three acres of land in 
Warmington which Lefsi holds, 2s.; and from one. toft 
one acre and half a rood of land in Warmington which 
Reginald holds, 12d.; and from seven acres of land in 
Warmington which Walter Fitz-Hugh holds, 4s.; and from 
a third part of one virgate of land which Simon the miller 
holds with a third part of the messuage which the heirs | 
of Adam Pollard hold, 8s.; and from two acres and three 
roods of land in Cotterstock which Geoffrey Baker holds, 4s.; 
and from one acre and a half in Cotterstock which Hugh 
Stirthup holds, 12d. ; and from two acres of land in Ufford 
which Geoffrey son of Alice holds, 8s.; and from one toft 
and one rood of land in Helpston, which John the shepherd 
holds, 2s.; And I and my heirs will warrant the said rent 
of 20s. to the aforesaid nuns against all men for ever. 
And that this my gift may be established and made valid 
for ever I have affixed a seal to my charter in testimony 
for future memory. Witnesses, &c. 

This deed is kept under lock and key in the possession 
of the nuns of Stamford. They also have a meadow there 
of the gift of the said Roger de Torpel. 

And be it known that one Hugh of Acle, grandson of 
sir William of Goldingham,” did homage and service to 
sir Richard, abbot, for the manor of Nunton, which he 
had by the gift of the said William, and it is contained 
in the charter to wit :—that he holds it of the abbot by a 
rent of 18d. or 20d. per annum. Black Book, fo. 128.” 

Robert de Thorpe holds because they are not of the 
Torpel fee, but the remainder of the vill is of the said fee. 

A deed also exists by which Geoffrey of Lolham gave to 
the almoner of Burgh two acres for the extension of 
the churchyard of Maxey. The boundaries are in the 
charter in Swaffham, fo. 103. 

IN THE [RED] BOOK OF THE EXCHEQUER it is stated :— 
Roger de Torpel holds six knight’s fees. ALSO ELSEWHERE 
“ Torpel,24 Ufford, Walcote, Bainton and Ashton, three fees. 
In Lolham a quarter of afee. In Maxey an eighth of a fee, 
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iiii* pars unius feodi. In Makese octava pars unius 
feodi quam heres de Leham tenet. Item pars vili* 
unius feodi in Mak’ quam Robertus de Coluile tenet 
modo Petrus de Arderne. Heres Galfridi de Norhtburghe 
dimidium feodum in Norhtburghe et Nuntone modo camer- 
arius. In Pylketone, Cotherstoke, Glapthorne sunt duo 
feoda. Er sciIENDUM est quod molendina de Pirihou 
fuerunt quondam de illo feodo quorum dominium comes 
Glouernie adquisiuit manerio suo de Glapthorne et sic 
tenere deberet de nobis, etc. 


NOTES. 


1 The first tenant of the six knight’s fees of Torpel was Roger whose 
cognomen was Infans. He was probably arelative of abbot Thorold. The 
other original Peterborough knight, bearing the same cognomen, was 
Geoffrey Infans of Gunthorpe and Southorpe, who is sometimes described 
as Gaufridus nepos abbatis. Bridges is in error in stating that Roger was 
a minor (v. Bridges, II. 599) and it was also a mistake to say that Roger 
Infans was alive in 1146, when Pope Eugenius confirmed the knight’s fees 
by name to the abbot and convent of Peterborough (Sparke, H.C., p. 80). 
The draftsman of the bull inserted in the majority of cases the names of 
the original feoffees to identify each fief. It should be noted, however, 
that the second bull of Pope Eugenius of the same date, confirming the 
endowments of the sacristy, contains the names of the contemporary holders 
of some fees, who paid a portion of their tithes to the sacrist. Thus we read 
in the first bull ‘‘Feudum Galfridi Infantis, Gunnetorp, Suttorp, &c.,”’ 
and in the second bull ‘‘ Duas partes decimae . . . Yvonis de Gunnetorp.” 

Domesday records ‘‘ In Pilchetone tenet Rogerius de abbate ii hidas 
et dimidiam ” (D.B., I. 22Ib.) This Roger witnessed a charter in 1107 in 
the abbot’s court, (Pytchley, Liber Cartarum, fo. 6) and also in 1117. 
At the time of the first Pipe Roll in 1130 Robert de Torpel was tenant. In 
1144 Roger the second appears as a witness in the abbot’s court. He may 
be the tenant whose name is mentioned in the Pipe Rolls in 1165 and 
1167. He died about 1178 as there is a note in the Pipe Roll (24 Hen. IT) 
that ‘Thomas de Coleville rendered an account of £16 and one mark 
for having the wardship of the sons of Roger Torpel and their land until 
they attained their majority. (See also B.M., Vesp. HE. 22, fo. 99.) 

Roger’s wife Ascelina was the daughter of Saher de Quinci (P.R., 
3 Ric. I.) 

A third Roger is named in the charter of Richard I in 1189 and in 1212 
in the Red Book of the Exchequer (fo. 158). From him abbot Benedict 
acquired the advowson of the church of Maxey in 1190 (Swa., edit. Sparke, 
p. 100). He attested several charters of abbot Andrew (1194-99, C.A.R.P., 
Nos. 9 and 12) and abbot Robert (1214-22, Ibid, Nos. 4, 24 and 52; L.N., 
fos. 176-9). Ina dispute about the wardship of his heirs, abbot Alexander 
(1222-26) expended 300 marks. (Swa. edit. Sparke, p. 116). One of the 
witnesses of a charter of abbot Martin (1226-33 was Roger de Torpel, minor). 
See also Excerpta e Rot. Fin., vol. I, pp. 133, 152). 

It is difficult to identify the different Rogers. It will be noted that 
Pytchley describes one as Roger the fourth. The manor of Torpel before 1254 
came into the possession of Ralph de Camoys (L.N. 245d., Bridges IT. 680). 
His son Ralph died in 1277 (vide Inq. P.M., vol. II., No. 212.), being 
succeeded by his son John de Camoys. The latter surrendered the manors 
of Torpel and Upton to Edward I. in 1280 and the king settled them upon 
Queen Eleanor. In 1308 the two manors were granted to Piers Gaveston 
and Margaret his wife but they were restored to the king in 1309. (vide 
Cal. Rot. Cart., vol. III, p.111). In 1314-15 the abbot of Peterborough 
claimed that as the manors were then in the hands of others by the king’s 
gift, the knight’s service due to him might be renewed (vide Rot. Parl., vol. I., 
p. 310). On November 6th, 1319, the manors were granted to Edmund of 
Woodstock, the king’s brother. For further information relating to the 
different manors originally held by the Torpel Knights, ‘vide Bridges, 
Il. 374, 526, 599 et seg. Calendar of Fine Rolls, vol. 1, p. 289. See below, 
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which the heir of Lolham holds. Also an eighth of a fee 
in Maxey, which Robert de Colville held, now Peter de 
Arderne. The heir of Geoffrey of Northborough, half a 
fee in Northborough and Nunton, now the chamberlain. 
In Pilton, Cotterstock and Glapthorne are two fees.”” And 
be it known that the mills of Piriho were once of that fee, 
the lordship of which [mills] the earl of Gloucester acquired 
for his manor of Glapthorne and so he ought to hold of 
us &ec.

Geoffrey de la Mare holds two hides and a half of land in 
Northamptonshire, to wit:—in Maxey, Northborough, 
and Woodcroft; and two carucates and a half in Lincoln- 
shire, to wit :—in Thurlby, and he performs therefor the 
full service of three knights. Brian de la Mare begat this 
Geoffrey. After the death of the said Brian, King Henry 
III.2 wished to have the wardship of Geoffrey, his son and 
heir, by reason of a certain serjeanty which he held of the 
lord king, to wit :—of being forester of the fee of Kesteven 
before it had been disafforested: but abbot Martin II. 
obtained from the lord King an inquisition by twelve knights 
of the neighbouring counties concerning the priority of feoff- 
ment by the king of the said serjeanty or of the tenements 
which he holds of the abbey of Burgh. And inasmuch as it 
was found by the said inquisition that his predecessors were 
first enfeoffed from our church the wardship was adjudged 
to abbot Martin. Swaffham, fol. 24.3 Ralph de la Maret 
was the first feoffee. The above mentioned inquisition 
is contained in Swaffham, fol. 268. 

It also appears from the scutage that they hold three 
fees because they paid 6li. at the scutage of Deganwy and 
6li. at the knighting of the King’s son; as in Swaffham, 
fo. 371. 

This is also apparent from the charter of King Richard 
where this is contained :—‘“‘ The fees of three knights in 
Maxey, Thurlby and Northborough and appurtenances, 
which Geoffrey de la Mare holds.” 

This same thing appears by an inquisition taken at 
Thrapston concerning knight’s fees where it is found that 
Geoffrey de la Mare® holds in Maxey and Northborough a 
knight’s fee and a half as in the register of abbot Godfrey, 
fo. 141. 

It is also held by an inquisition taken concerning knight’s 
fees which is contained in Swaffham, fos. 284 and 285, 
that these tenements are entirely in the hands of 
Geoffrey de la Mare, his tenants and bondmen, except one 
messuage, five acres, one rood and a half of arable 
land and two acres of meadow, which the father of the said 
Geoffrey alienated by a charter in these words :— 

To all the faithful in Christ to whom the present writing 
shall come Geoffrey de la Mare, lord of Maxey, Greeting 
eternal in the Lord. Know ye that we have given and 
granted and by this our present charter have confirmed to 
Walter of Maxey, clerk, four acres and a half, one rood and 
a half of arable land and two acres of meadow, lying in 
divers places in the territories of Maxey, of which one acre 
of land lies in Merys, near Nunton, between the land of 
Lolham fee and the land of Simon Teyndram, which he 
holds of us in villeinage: and one rood and a half lies 
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Burgo et terram Alani de Lyndeseye et dimidia acra terre 
iacet apud le Maydencros inter terram Roberti Carpenter 
et terram Ricardi le Rede de Wodecroft et dimidia acra 
terre iacet apud Swerkhoue inter terram Hugonis filii 
Roberti Adelyn et terram Willelmi ad Scalam et una roda 
iacet ad caput ville de Makese inter terram prioris de 
Deping et terram Willelmi Aliot et una triroda terre iacet 
apud le Meredikis inter terram domini Willelmi de Coluille

towards Nunton, between Hugh Acle’s land and that 
of Geoffrey, son of Robert of the Green, which he 
holds of us in villeinage: and half an acre lies towards 
Maxey church, between the land of the almoner of Burgh 
and Alan of Lindsey’s land: and half an acre lies at the 
Maidencross, between Robert Carpenter’s land and that 
of Richard le Rede, of Woodcroft: and half an acre lies 
at Swerkhoue, between the land of Hugh son of Robert 
Adelyn and that of William at Scale; and one rood lies at 
the head of the vill of Maxey, between the land of the 
prior of Deeping and William Aliot’s land: and a three 
rood strip lies at the Meredikes, between the land of sir 
William de Colville and that of the prior of Deeping: and 
one “three roods”’ lies at the Fendike between our land 
and that of Geoffrey Leve of Deeping: and one rood in 
the same furlong lies between our land and that of Nicholas 
with the beard: and one half acre of meadow lies in the 
eastern meadow of Maxey, between our meadow and 
master Geoffrey of Maxey’s meadow: and half an acre of 
meadow lies in the same meadow between the said 
master Geoffrey’s meadow and that of Peter son of Walter 
Carpenter. T'o have and to hold of us and our heirs to him | 
and his heirs or assigns freely, entirely, heritably, well 
and peaceably for ever, rendering therefor to us and our 
heirs 6s.

Also another charter concerning the tenements so given 
by the said Geoffrey in these words :—Know ye that we 
have given granted and by this our present charter con- 
firmed to our beloved and faithful Walter of Maxey, our 
clerk, one messuage in the vill of Maxey, which messuage 
the same Walter formerly held of us, and one acre of meadow

To have and to hold to 
him and his heirs or assigns whomsoever, freely, entirely, 
heritably, well and peaceably for ever. Rendering therefor 
annually to us and our heirs three solidates at four terms 
of the year by equal portions for all manner of other 
secular services, suits of court, wards, reliefs and demands, 
both intrinsec and forinsec. And we indeed the said 
Geoffrey our heirs or assigns will warrant acquit and defend 
for ever the said messuage and acre of meadow with their 
appurtenances against all men 70 the said Walter and his 
heirs or assigns by the said service in form aforesaid. In 
witness whereof we have hereunto set our seal. Witnesses : 
sir William de Colville, knight, Master Geoffrey of Maxey, 
clerk, Robert Fairfax, William of Northborough, Roger 
Kokil, Richard Fitz-Ralph, John of Multone [? Moulton] 
and others. 

There is also another charter in these words :— 

To all the faithful of Christ ete., word for word as follows:— 
Know all of you that I have given granted and by this my | 
present charter confirmed to Walter of Maxey, clerk, and 
to Alice his wife half an acre of arable land in the east 
field of Maxey lying between the land of Walter le Nower 
and the land of John le Vilour which he holds in villeinage 
of me and it extends eastwards to the headland of the 
prior of Deeping, for one other half acre in the north 
field between my land on each side and it extends towards 
the west to my land and towards the east to the land of 
the almoner of Burgh in exchange for ever. To have and to 
hold to him and his heirs and their heirs or assigns to whom- 
soever and whensoever he may wish to sell, bequeath or 
assign, freely, entirely, heritably, well and peaceably for 
ever, rendering therefor annually to me and my heirs one 
halfpenny at Easter for all other secular services, wards, 
reliefs, suits of court, exactions and demands anywhere or in 
any manner both intrinsec and forinsee And I the afore- 
said sir Geoffrey and my heirs or assigns will warrant acquit 
and defend against all men the said half acre of land with 
its appurtenances in perpetual exchange to the said Walter 
and Alice his wife and their heirs or assigns for the said other 
half acre by the aforesaid service of one halfpenny in 
manner aforesaid. In witness whereof I have strengthened 
the present charter with the impression of my seal. 
Witnesses :—Sir William de Colville, knight, master Geoffrey 
of Maxey, clerk, William of Northborough, Gilbert the clerk, 
Walter le Nowr, Richard Fitz-Ralph, John of Multone 
[? Moulton] and others. Given at Maxey on the day of 
St. Gregory, pope, in the 25th year of King Edward.

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And be it known that the tenements contained in the 
said charters are held of us immediately by virtue of the 
statute Quia Emptores, which is dated 18. Edward I. 

And be it known that a certain Mabel of Kenington,® 
lady of Ketton and Ives her son claimed the wardship and 
marriage of a certain Geoffrey, heir of sir Peter de la Mare 
and detained his body by virtue of certain tenements 
which he held of them in Exton, for which reason the lord 
abbot impleaded the said Mabel and Ives but afterwards 
they were brought into agreement and the said abbot sold 
the marriage of the said Geoffrey to the said Mabel for 130 
marks. The bond concerning this and the said plea are 
contained in the Black Book, fo. 99. The extents of the 
manors of Maxey and Thurlby are contained in the Black 
Book towards the end. 

Be it also known that his predecessors were constables 
of Burgh by our charter, which, with the articles pertaining 
to the constabulary is contained in the Black Book, fo. 
120; for this reason sir Geoffrey de la Mare sued dan 
Richard, abbot, by a writ of right and claimed the constabu- 
lary with its rights and articles and afterwards they were 
brought into agreement and the said Geoffrey remitted 
all his right and the abbot released him from the constabu- 
lary service, saving to our church all articles touching 
regality and saving knight’s service due to us from his fees, 
as in the beginning of abbot Godfrey’s register.’ 

Afterwards in the first year of King Edward III. the 
said sir Geoffrey brought his last day to an end and his 
wife Cecily, being with child, came hither and stayed in this 
house and bore a son, who was baptised and called Geoffrey. 
Scarce a month from his birth he was seized by John earl 
of Hereford,® who was passing through these parts towards 
York with Philippa daughter of the count of Hainault, 
who, a short time afterwards, was espoused to the said King 
at York, because the said earl asserted that the wardship 
and marriage belonged to him by reason of the lands 
and tenements which his predecessors held of the said 
earl at Walden? and elsewhere in Essex. Afterwards, 
in the Northampton eyre in the third year of the said 
King’s reign, abbot Adam sued out a writ against the 
said earl for damage caused to him and his church. When 
the earl perceived this he feigned that his castle of Pleshey! 
had been broken and that the habits of monks were hanging 
on the hedges of the neighbouring woods, saying that his said 
castle had been broken by the said abbot, monks and others 
of his household and the said Geoffrey who was in his 
wardship had been seized and abducted by force and 
therein he obtained a writ to hear and determine the said 
offence against the aforesaid abbot, Henry de Boothby 
and Thomas of Crowland, his fellow monks, John of 
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suos, Johannem de Ouerton, marescallum suum et contra 
plures de familia sua. Qua de causa dictus abbas ec. li. 
expendebat et quia cum dicto comite ibidem infra dominium 
suum litigare non audebat fecit finem cum eo proc. li. unde 
frater eius Humfridus nomine comes Herfordie xlviii. li. 
restituit tempore Henrici abbatis et custodiam manerii de 
Glastone in comitatu Rotelandie predicto abbati per 
biennium assignauit. Set predictus Johannes comes in 
vita sua puerum restituit cuius maritagium per dictum 
Adam abbatem datum fuit domino Galfrido de Scrope. 

De tribus feodis militum supradictis. Idem G. tenuit 
in Makese Norburgh et Wodecroft unum feodum et 
dimidium. In Thurleby unum feodum dimidium. Unde 
postea anno domini m°ccc°xlv® et anno regni regis Edwardi 
tercli a conquestu xix®°.

Set dicti Hugo de Cressy, 
Johannes de Foleuyelle et Johannes de Crombwelle pre- 
tendebant diuorcium nullum dicentes secundam uxorem 
esse furiosam ita quod procuratorium non potuit con- 
stituere et ita dictum Galfridum illegitimum. Et quia 
tempore mortis patris sui natus non fuerat manerium de 
Turleby ingrediebantur quo nato abbas Adam nomine 
heredis cum suis manerium de Makese et manerium de 
Turleby ingrediebatur alios expellendo. Set postea con- 
cordati fuerunt dictus Galfridus et dictus Hugo de Cressy 
et Matilda uxor sua per finem qui sequitur. 

Hec est finalis concordia facta in curia domini regis 
apud Westmonasterium in crastino animarum anno regni 
regis Edwardi tercii a conquestu xix® et regni eiusdem 
Francie vi° coram Johanne de Stonore Rogero Hillary 
et Ricardo de Kelleshille Ricardo de Wylughby et Johanne 
de Stanforde Justic’ domini Regis et aliis domini Regis 
fidelibus tune ibidem presentibus inter Galfridum filium 
Galfri [sic] de la Mare militis querentem et Hugonem de 
Cressy et Matildam uxorem eius deforciantes de manerio 
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Overton, his marshal and several of the household. For 
which reason the said abbot spent £100 and because he 
dared not litigate with the said earl within the latter’s 
lordship he made a fine with him for £100 whereof 
his brother, Humphrey by name, earl of Hereford, restored 
£48 in the time of abbot Henry and assigned the wardship 
of the manor of Glaston in the county of Rutland to the 
said abbot for two years. But the said earl John restored 
the boy during his life and his marriage was given by the 
said abbot Adam to sir Geoffrey de Scrope. 

Of the three knight’s fees aforesaid the same Geoffrey 
held one fee and a half in Maxey, Northborough and 
Woodcroft and one fee and a half in Thurlby. Afterwards, 
A.D. 1845, in the nineteenth year of the reign of King 
Edward III. a certain Hugh de Cressy, knight, John de 
Folville, knight and John de Cromwell sued the said 
Geoffrey son of Geoffrey de la Mare in the Court of Arches, 
wishing to make him a bastard. This was because the said 
Geoffrey, the father, married three wives. Of the first he 
begot two sons, to wit, Geoffrey and Brian,and two daughters 
who were married to the aforesaid John Folville and John de 
Cromwell. His first wife having died he married another 
of whom he begat a daughter named Maud, who was 
espoused to Hugh de Cressy aforesaid. But because it was 
said that Geoffrey the son of the said Geoffrey made a 
secret precontract with the second wife of his father and 
knew her carnally, the father procured a divorce and this 
was obtained before the archdeacon of Essex. 

Afterwards the said Geoffrey and Brian the sons, died 
during the life of their father. Geoffrey, the father, married 
a third wife named Cecily of whom he begat this Geoffrey. 
But the said Hugh de Cressy, John de Folville and John de 
Cromwell pretended that there was no divorce saying that 
the second wife was mad so that she could not authorise a 
deed of proxy and therefore the said Geoffrey was illegiti- 
mate. And because he was not born at the time of his 
father’s death they entered the manor of Thurlby. On his 
birth abbot Adam entered the manor of Maxey and the 
manor of Thurlby with his men in the name of the heir and 
put out the others, but afterwards the said Geoffrey and the 
said Hugh de Cressy and Maud his wife were brought into 
agreement by the fine which follows :— 

This is the final concord made in the King’s court at 
Westminster on the morrow of all Souls in the nineteenth 
year of the reign of King Edward III. and the sixth year 
of his reign of France before John de Stonor, Roger Hillary 
and Richard de Kelleshille, Richard de Willoughby and 
John de Stanford justices and other faithful people of 
the lord King then present, between Geoffrey son of Geoffrey 
de la Mare knight, complainant, and Hugh de Cressy and 
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de Makese cum pertinenciis in comitatu Norhamtonie 
et de quinque marcis redditus cum pertinenciis in Tyken- 
cote in comitatu Rotelondie et de uno mesuagio centum 
et quater viginti et ix. acris et una roda terre sex acris 
et tribus rodis prati, duodecim acris bosci, sexaginta et 
decem solidatis et iii. d. et unum obolum redditus cum 
pertinenciis in Waldene in comitatu. Essexie. Unde 
placitum conuencionis summonitum fuit inter eos in eadem 
curia, scilicet, quod predicti Hugo et Matilda recognouerunt 
predicta manerium et tenementa cum suis pertinenciis 
esse ius ipsius Galfridi et illa remiserunt et quieta clam- 
auerunt de ipsis Hugone et Matilde [sic] et heredibus ipsius 
Matilde predicto Galfrido et heredibus suis inperpetuum. 
Kt pro hac recognicione remissione et quieta clamacione 
fine et concordia, idem Galfridus dedit predictis Hugoni 
et Matilde ducentas libras sterlingorum. Et eodum [ fo. 22.] 
Idem Hugo et Matilda quieta clamauerunt etc. per finem 
Cecilie matri predicti Galfridi tenenti in dotem manerium 
de Thurleby.

NOTES. 


1 DE LA Mare. De la Mare of Northborough was the constable of the 
honour of Peterborough. Ralph dela Mare was the first tenant of three fees 
in Maxey, Northborough and Woodcroft in Northamptonshire and Thurlby 
in Lincolnshire (vide D.B. I. 346; Chron. Pet., p. 169). His son Ralph was 
tenant in 1130 (vide P.R., 31 Hen. I) and in 1144 he witnessed a charter in 
the abbot’s court. (vide Pytchley, L.C.). In 1146 he had been succeeded by 
his son Geoftrey (vide Sparke, H.C., p. 80). It is interesting to note that the 
first bull of Pope Eugenius mentions ‘“‘ Feodum Galfridi de la Mare ’”’ and 
does not give the name of Ralph the first feoffee. 

In the 1167 and 1179 Pipe Rolls the tenant mentioned was Hugh de la 
Mare (P.#., 13 Hen. II., p. 120; 25 Hen. II.) 

Geoffrey was tenant in 1189 (vide Carta regis Ricardi). Geoffrey the 
constable witnessed charters of abbot Andrew (1194-99) (vide C.A.R.P., 
Nos. 9 and 10). He must have been Geoffrey the second. In 1183 by a 
fine levied before Glanville and others he quitclaimed the advowson of 
Thurlby to abbot Benedict (Z.N., fo. 170). In 1212 he had been succeeded 
by Brian de la Mare (vide Red Book, fo. 158). He witnessed charters of 
abbot Alexander (1222-26, vide C.A.R.P., No. 37), and abbot Martin 
(1226-33, wide C.A.R.P., No. 46). He was serjeant of the forest of 
Kesteven before it was disafforested and on his death in 1228 Henry III. 
claimed the wardship of his infant son Geoffrey the third, but abbot Martin 
(1226-33) recovered the wardship by the verdict at an inquest of twelve 
knights and thereupon gave it to the bishop of Chichester, the king’s 
chancellor (vide Sparke, H.C., p. 54). This Geoffrey gave the advowson of 
the church of Northborough to the abbot Peterborough about the year 1240 
(vide Bridges, p. 529). He was living in 1243 (B.M. Egerton M.S. 2733, 
fo. 133 et seg) being obliged to redeem his lands under the Dictum of Kenil- 
worth (Cal. Rot. Pat., 1266-72, p. 263. He held lands in Sawbridgeworth in 
Essex (Ibid.) ; 

Geoffrey was succeeded by Peter de la Mare, drowned, 1282, leaving two 
infants, Peter and Geoffrey the fourth. The latter did homage to abbot 
Richard of London in April 1290 (vide Chron. Pet., p. 145), also for 
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Maud his wife deforciants concerning the manor of Maxey 
with appurtenances in the county of Northampton 
and concerning five marks of rent with appurtenances 
in Tickencote in the county of Rutland and concerning 
one messuage, 189 acres and 1 rood of land, six acres and 
three roods of meadow, twelve acres of wood, seventy 
solidates, four denariates and one halfpenny of rent with 
appurtenances in Walden in the county of Essex wherein 
a plea of covenant was summoned between them in the 
same court, to wit:—That the said Hugh and Maud 
recognised the said manor and tenements with their 
appurtenances to be the right of the said Geoffrey and they 
remitted and quitclaimed them of themselves Hugh and 
Maud and the heirs of the said Maud to the said Geoffrey 
and his heirs for ever. And for this recognition, remission 
and quit claim, fine and concord, the same Geoffrey gave 
to the said Hugh and Maud £200 sterling. The same Hugh 
and Maud quitclaimed etc. by fine to Cecily, mother of the 
said Geoffrey, tenant in dower, the manor of Thurlby. 

Ix THE [RED] BooK oF THE ExcuEQuER :—Brian de la 
Mare three knight’s fees,!! [......] one and a half of which 
[are] in Maxey, Northborough and Woodcroft and one and 
a half [are]in Thurlby. The record within is not different. 
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tenements in Maxey, Woodcroft and Thurlby to abbot Godfrey in 1300 
(Brit. Mus., M.S. Vesp. EF. 22, fo. 46) and to abbot Adam in 1323 (B.M., 
M.S. Vesp. E. 21, fo. 39). He was the holder of the fee and a half in Maxey 
and Northborough, which are mentioned in the Thrapston Inquisition 
(vide supra, p. 35). He died in 1327 and was succeeded by Geoffrey the fifth, 
the ward of abbot Adam de Boothby (vide supra, p. 39) concerning whom 
there was much litigation. In 1358 he transferred his moiety of the manor 
of Maxey to Sir Robert de Thorpe. How the manor of Northborough 
passed into the possession of Thomas Fitzwilliam is recorded by Bridges, 
p. 528.

Sir Hugh de Waterville? begat Richard, Maud and 
Alice. Maud gave birth to Reginald de Waterville, Alice 
bore Gervase of Barnack, who begat Richard of Barwick. 
Ascelin de Waterville? was the first feoffee of the Waterville 
tenements, concerning which it is stated in Swaffham, 
folio 2684 :—Reginald holds 18 hides and two parts of one 
virgate of land in Northamptonshire, viz. :—in Thorpe 
Achurch, Marholm, Clapton, and Titchmarsh, for which 
he performs the service of three knights. Moreover he 
holds by charter one hide and one virgate for 10s. a year, 
which he renders at St. Peter’s altar on Michaelmas day. 
It is also stated in the same register, fo. 284 :—Reginald 
Waterville holds in Thorpe Achurch, Titchmarsh and 
Clapton two knight’s fees of the ancient feoffment of the 
honour of Burgh. Of these Thomas Fitz-Robert holds of 
the said Reginald one fee in Titchmarsh and William Hay 
holds an eighth part of a knight’s fee in Clapton. Thus 
says the inquisition concerning the hundred of Polebrooke. 
Moreover, according to the inquisition taken in the same 
place concerning the hundred of Nassaburgh, Reginald 
Waterville holds one knight’s fee in Marholm of the 
ancient feoffment of the honour of Burgh. 

In the same register, fo. 285, Richard de Waterville holds 
three knight’s fees in Thorpe Achurch, Marholm, Clapton, 
Titchmarsh and Stanwick in the county of Northampton. 

The said Reginald paid at the scutage of Deganwy £6 
for three fees and on the knighting of the king’s son [an aid 
of] £6, as appears at the end of Swaffham. 

The following statement appears in the charter of king 
Richard :—Three knight’s fees in Thorpe, Marholm, Upton 
with appurtenances, which Hugh Waterville® holds. 

FURTHERMORE be it known that this Hugh de Water- 
ville held from the church of Burgh, as appears by the 
premises and by the same Hugh’s deed which is contained 
in Swaffham, fo. 204., tenements in Thorpe Achurch, Titch- 
marsh, Clapton, Aldwinckle, Stanwick, Irthlingborough, 
Marholm, Upton, Ailsworth and Addington, whereof a 
certain sir Reginald de Waterville® sold his manor of Thorpe 
Waterville, Achurch and Aldwinckle to sir Simon of 
Ailsworth, rector of the church of Thrapston,’ and the said 
sir Simon to sir William de Luda, bishop of Ely,’ and 
the latter conveyed it to a certain William Tuchet, his 
kinsman, and to the heirs of his body lawfully begotten 
and if he should die without heirs it should revert to the 
heirs of the said bishop. The said William Tuchet conveyed 
it to sir Walter of Langton, bishop of Coventry and Lich- 
field,® in exchange for certain lands and tenements of the 
same value in the county of Leicester, upon condition that if 
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terris et tenementis eiusdem valoris in comitatu Ley- 
cestrie tali adiecta condicione quod si contigisset predictum 
Willelmum de tenementis in excambium datis implacitari 
tunc liceret sibi manerium de Thorp Wateruille ingredi et 
seisire absque contradiccione predicti domini Walteri.

Et illud manerium non cadit in custodia 
regis uel alicuius alterius quamuis aliquis heredum fuerit 
infra etatem. quia non tenetur per seruicium militare set 
ad feodi firmam ut predictum est.

In Stanwigge sunt iii. virgate terre que dicto Hugoni 
Wateruille per composicionem inter nos habitam fuerant 
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it should happen that the said William were impleaded 
concerning the tenements given in exchange then it should 
be lawful for him to enter and seize the manor of Thorpe 
Waterville without any opposition from the said sir 
Walter. In the meantime the same sir Walter built a 
castle there and attorned by his homage to abbot 
Godfrey, and, because the said William Tuchet had been 
impleaded concerning the tenements thus given to him 
in exchange, in accordance with the aforesaid condition 
he entered the aforesaid manor with ladders over the castle 
walls and held it for some time and afterwards conveyed 
it to Thomas, earl of Lancaster and his heirs. The earl 
gave it to a certain Robert de Holland, knight, whom he 
specially esteemed, and to his heirs, but, because the 
earl behaved wickedly and disobediently to king Edward 
Il., he was captured and beheaded at Pontefract and 
many others of his accomplices were drawn and 
hanged, and the said Sir Robert de Holland was im- 
prisoned!? until on a certain day he was beheaded by 
Henry, Earl of Lancaster, brother of the said earl Thomas, 
because as the earl alleged, he was a traitor to his brother. 
After his death the king seized!! the aforesaid manor and 
conveyed it to Aymer de Valence earl of Pembroke and © 
Mary his wife. On the death of the said Aymer,}? as all 
forfeitures were remised, sir Robert de Holland, son of 
the said sir Robert, claimed the said manor in the 
Northampton eyre and obtained it and thus now he holds the 
said manor. As to Aldwinckle BE rr KNOWN that of old 
times [this was] in the demesne of this church but Hugh de 
Waterville released to us the right which he had in the 
manor of Stanwick, which he then claimed against us, 
and the abbot and convent remitted to him whatever they 
had in the manor of Aldwinckle to hold at fee farm, 
rendering to us 40s. a year, and the latter manor does not 
fall into the wardship of the king or of any other person, 
even if one of his heirs should be under age, because it is 
not held by knight’s service but at fee farm as aforesaid. 
(Swa. fo. 204.) |

Marholm, of the lord of the same vill for the land of 
Aylryth, 4s.: Upton, of the lord of the same vill for the land 
of Godwin and Uctred, 6s. ; The Sacrist’s Register, fo.

The manor of Titchmarsh was formerly given by the 
Watervilles to the ancestors of John of Titchmarsh before 
the statute. To hold of them by the service of one penny a 
year and so the aforesaid John of Titchmarsh now holds (it) 
of sir Robert of Holland by the aforesaid service. 

In Stanwick there are three virgates of land which were 
reserved to the said Hugh de Waterville by an arrangement 
made between us; as above mentioned with regard to 
Stanwick. Of these John of Ashton holds two of Robert

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de Holland and a certain Henry Clarke held the third, but 
Robert le Clerke, heir of the said Henry, sold it to sir 
John de Ashton and he holds it of sir Robert, lord of Thorpe 
Waterville. Moreover, a virgate in Irthlingborough, had 
been retained likewise by the said sir Hugh, which he now 
holds. The abbot of Thorney holds of the said sir Robert 
de Holland by the gift of William Hay the land in Clapton, 
which William dil Hay once held, a certain part whereof, 
viz. :—certain cottages and one virgate of land, is in 
Thorpe Waterville. 

_ Sir John de Ashton holds the Stanwick land ‘of. sir 

Robert de Holland and the latter of Burgh and, when scutage 
is levied at 40s., he pays 16s. And be it known that the 
said sir John holds all, both lands and tenements, which he 
has in Stanwick, of the said sir Robert and of our fee, 
except one place which is called Zuttesplace, which is of 
the Higham Ferrers fee, and two half virgates of land 
which are held immediately of us as appears in the 
rental. 

Sir Richard de la Pole, Sir Robert de Thorpe and William 
de Thorpe hold the Marholm land, because sir Reginald 
de Waterville died seized of the said manor and his 
successors were his three daughters and heiresses, Joan, - 
Elizabeth and Margaret, between whom the said manor 
was divided. Sir John de Vere married one of them, 
namely Joan, from whom [issued] Robert [son] and Robert 
[grandson]. A certain sir Robert de Wickham married the 
second daughter namely Elizabeth, whose issue was Robert ; 
and sir Henry de Titchmarsh the third, namely, Margaret, 
whose issue was John. Sir Robert de Vere son of Robert sold 
his share to Sir Richard de la Pole, lord of Milton. Robert 
of Wykeham sold his share to sir Simon de Drayton!3 and 
the latter to sir Robert de Thorpe. John de Titchmarsh, 
son of Sir Henry de Titchmarsh," sold his share to sir 
William de Thorpe, except his share in the advowson of the 
church of Marholm, as he had previously sold that to sir 
Robert de Vere and so sir Richard de la Pole will present 
on two occasions and sir Robert de Thorpe the third time. 

The earl of Kent holds one half of the Upton and 
Ailsworth land and Thomas de Widmerpool the other 
half since the said sir Hugh de Waterville gave to his 
daughter Asceline his tenements in Upton viz :—nearly 
one half towards the north, for the other half belongs to 
the fee of Plaunche and Prickmere. The said Asceline, 
because her sister Maud was not married, gave a half to the 
latter to hold of her and Asceline held her manor in its 
former situation by the side of the chapel. Maud, from 
the tenements assigned to her, joined together the cottages 
of two bondmen and built the manor in which Thomas de 
Widmerpool now resides but Asceline retained for herself 
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Matilda ex tenementis sibi assignatis mansa duorum 
nativorum coadunauit et manerium construxit ubi Thomas 
de Wihtmerpol modo manet. Set Ascelina totum boscum 
de Souhthawe sibi retinuit. Que sorores postea desponsate 
fuerunt, Ascelina videlicet domino de Torpel, Matilda 
domino Willelmo de Dyua. De prima exiit Rogerus de 
Torpel de secunda Hugo de Dyua. Postea dominus Johannes 
Camoys heres de Torpel omnia tenementa sua dedit Alianore 
regine ut supra habetur de feodo de Torpel et sic deuene- 
runt tenementa de Uptone domino de Torpel. Alia vero 
tenementa que sunt in Eylesworthe [/fo. 24d.] indiuisa 
remanserunt videlicet i. virgatam et dimidiam et postea 
predicte sorores in earum viduitate illa tenementa dederunt 
Hugoni de Longo Campo qui manerium suum edificauit 
ubi modo manet Ricardus prepositus de Uptone.

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the whole of Southawe wood. These sisters were after- 
wards married, Ascelina to the lord of Torpel and Maud to 
sir William de Dyua. From the first sister issued Roger 
de Torpel and from the second Hugh de Dyua. Afterwards 
sir John Camoys, the heir of Torpel, gave all his tenements 
to Queen Eleanor, as is before mentioned concerning the 
Torpel fee, and thus the Upton tenements came to the lord 
of Torpel. 


The other tenements in Ailsworth, viz :—1} virgates 
remained undivided and afterwards the said sisters, in 
their widowhood, gave these tenements to Hugh de 
Longchamp who built his manor where Richard the reeve 
of Upton now dwells. At a later date the said Hugh gave 
the aforesaid tenements to us to celebrate his anniversary, 
by his charter, which Archbishop Hubert recites word for 
word and confirms. See Swaffham fo. 90. These 
tenements were afterwards let at fee farm to the said 
Ascelin and Roger de Torpel at a rent of 46s. a year for all 
service with the distress clause [sic] &c. by an indenture, 
which, with the preceding charter concerning the gift made 
to the aforesaid Hugh, may be found in Swaffham, fo. 215. 


And note that there are in the said vill of Ailsworth | 
four bondmen, 24 virgates of the Torpel fee. 13 of these 
[were] of the Waterville fee and one belonged to Torpel 
from the time of the original feoffment. As to the tene- 
ments which Thomas de Widmerpool now holds, know 
that the family of Dyua were formerly of Burton near 
Corby!® in the county of Lincoln and they held 
tenements there, whereupon it happened that a certain 
master Robert de Sheffield was steward of Burgh in the 
time of abbot Robert and he held tenements in Corby, 
which he exchanged for the Dyua tenements in Upton. 
His successor was William de Sheffield, his brother and 
heir. Thomas de Widmerpool married the latter’s 
daughter and heiress. And be it known that a certain 
William de Dyua, knight, of Upton, released to us all the 
right &c. which he had in certain assarts by the side of our 
Castor wood. See Swaffham fo. 257. He also granted an 
annual rent of 5s. to the altar of the Blessed Mary. See 
Swaffham fo. 183. 


Also remember the arrangement made by indenture 
between Richard de Waterville and the abbot only, under 
the seal of the abbot and not of the convent, concerning 
suit at the Castor court and at the abbot’s two hundreds, 
sheriff’s aid, view of frankpledge and watch service with 
respect to his manors of Marholm,-Thorpe Achurch, Little 
Addington and Aldwinckle, which is set out more fully in 
the aforesaid indenture in the treasury. Wherein know that 
he held tenements of us in Little Addington viz. :—who 
holds &e. 
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Et sciendum est quod sunt in manerio de Marham 
assignata Roberto le [sic] Ver utsupra. Situs manerii cum 
gardino et columbario que valent per annum iis. sunt ibidem 
cxx. acre terre quarum quelibet ualet per annum vid.,

annum. Redditus de liberis tenentibus [fo. 25] vs. ad

NOTES. 


1 WATERVILLE OF MarRHOLM. Ascelin de Waterville, at the time of 
Domesday, was the holder of two hides and one virgate of land in Marholm 
and other estates in Thorpe Achurch, Clapton and Titchmarsh for which he 
performed the service of three knights (V.C.H. I. 391-2). He witnessed 
a charter in the abbot’s court in 1107 and was alive in 1125 (vide Lib. Nig., 
fo. 14v ; Chron. Pet., p. 169). The next tenant was Hugh the first (vide P.R., 
31 Hen. I), who, as high steward of the abbey, in 1130 rendered an account 
at the Exchequer of £8 6s. 8d. due from the abbot. In 1140 Hugh and 
Ascelin his son witnessed a charter. Hugh was succeeded by Ascelin (vide 
P.R., 8 Hen. II. 13 Hen. II.) 

In the survey of Nassaburgh lands, circa 1150, Geoffrey de Waterville 
was said to hold one small virgate and a half in Ailsworth, two hides and 
one virgate in Upton, but Marholm was said to contain “‘ two hides and one 
virgate of the fee of Hugh de Waterville.’ (Py. Z.C., fo. 5). Geoffrey 
was the brother of Hugh and uncle of Ascelin. A composition was made 
between Hugh and abbot Martin de Bee (1133-55), relating to the manors 
of Stanwick, Irthlingborough and Aldwinckle, concerning which there had 
been many disputes. Hugh was to retain Aldwinckle and its church and to 
pay therefor a rent of 60s. per annum to the abbot. The manors of Irth- 
lingborough and Stanwick were to remain to the abbot, except two virgates 
in Stanwick formerly held by Aeszur and Gumfrey and except two other 
virgates, one in Stanwick and one in Irthlingborough, which Ascelin, father 
of Hugh, gave to his two daughters on their marriage and for which Hugh 
was to pay to the church of Burgh 2s. for all custom. Hugh was to retain 
the land of Aylric in Marholm, the land of Godwin in Upton and the land of 
Hutred and of Geoffrey his successor in Ailsworth, the latter two of which 
places were held by Geoffrey de Waterville, Hugh’s brother as sub-tenant. 
Hugh was to pay for the land of Aylric, 4s. for all custom and for the land 
of Godwin and Hutred, 6s. This composition was ratified by Geoffrey 
de Waterville and Ascelin, Hugh’s heir. (Soc. Ant. MS. 38, fo. 10lv., 
Mon. Angl., vol. I., p. 393). 

In 1177 Guy de Waterville appears as a pledge for Jordan de Waterville. 
In the following year he was paying a fine for trespass in the forest in 
Northamptonshire (vide P.R., 24 Hen. II). In 1195 Ascelina de Waterville 
lady of Upton, d. of Hugh, was one of the debtors of Aaron the Jew (P.&., 
6 Ric. I.) but in king Richard’s charter in 1189 the tenant was Hugh the 
second, who claimed the hereditary high stewardship of Burgh from abbot 
Andrew (vide Rot. Cur. Regis, Palgrave, vol. I., p. 24; Abb. Plac. p. 3) but he 
surrendered his claim to the office and abbot Andrew appointed by letters 
patent Gilbert of Barnack (vide C.A.R.P., No. 8) who had married Alice, 
Hugh’s daughter. He had a son Richard, who was the lord of Marholm 
mentioned in the Great Inquest list in the Red Book of the Exchequer 
1212 (fo. 158). His name appears as witness to the charter of liberties 
of abbot Robert de Lindsey (1214-22) to his Peterborough burgesses 
(See L.N., fo. 176.) Richard died without heirs and his widow Alice had 
dower in the manor. The next possessor, Reginald, was the son of Richard’s 
sister Matilda (vide Chron. Pet., p. 74). He had a dispute in 1272 
with the abbot concerning his duty to perform suit of the abbot’s hundred 
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_ And note that there are assigned to Robert de Vere in 
the manor of Marholm as before mentioned :—The site 
of the manor with a garden and a dovecote worth 2s. a 
year; 120 acres of land each of which is worth 6d.; 5 acres 
of meadow, 3 acres of wood ; a pasture worth 9d. a year; 
rents from free tenants payable quarterly, 5s.: rents 
from seven bondmen, £7 14s. and rents from cotterels, 
17s. 4d. Treble these and the annual value of the manor 
of Marholm is apparent. 

In the book of the Exchequer :—Richard de Waterville 
holds three knight’s fees. FROM ANOTHER SOURCE :— 
Richard de Waterville holds three knight’s fees, viz. :— 
one fee in Marholm and two in Thorpe Waterville, Achurch, 
Clapton and Titchmarsh.

THe Marmyon FEE In THE Country or NORTHAMPTON. ! 


The first feoffee was William Fitz-Ralph? and afterwards 
a certain Fulbert de Dover,* concerning which see Swaffham, 
fo. 268. The heir of Fulbert de Dover holds in Northamp- 
tonshire, to wit, in Luddington and Castor, 4 hides and 
13 virgates of land: and in Lincolnshire 4 carucates, to 
wit, in Messingham and its appurtenances, and for these 
he performs the service of three knights. 

Also in Swaffham fo. 283 :—William of Luddington holds 
in Luddington half a knight’s fee, of the ancient feoffment, 
of Richard de Dover and Richard himself holds of Burgh : 
and lower in the same folio :—Richard de Dover holds in 
Castor a sixth part of a knight’s fee of the ancient feoffment 
of the honour of Burgh. Robert Boteler holds this sixth 
part of the said Richard and the latter of Burgh. 

Also in Swaffham near the end amongst the scutages of 
Deganwy :—From Richard de Dover for two knight’s fees 
by one tally, £4. 

Also [it was found] by another inquisition concerning 
knight’s fees in the eighth year of the reign of King Edward 
If., that John Marmyon holds in Castor a sixth part of a 
knight’s fee of the abbot of Burgh and the abbot is mesne - 
towards theking. Also by the same inquest John Marmyon! 
holds in Luddington one knight’s fee of the abbot of Burgh 
and the abbot is mesne as above. 

Of the aforesaid three fees, the heir of sir Robert Marmyon 
holds one fee in Luddington: the convent of Burgh half 
a fee in Lutton, through the acquisition of abbot Godfrey 
by the gift of John son of sir Gregory of Lutton, the 
king’s special charter and the letter of sir John Marmyon. 
The abbot and convent of Burgh released the latter from 
the service of that half knight’s fee. 

John de Easton, kinsman and heir of Robert le Boteler, 
holds the sixth part of one knight’s fee in Castor of the 
heir of sir Robert Marmyon and the latter of Burgh. 

Moreover the same John holds certain tenements in Castor 
of the Malorys of the county of Leicester, for a certain 
Christine Malory granted by indenture to Robert le Boteler 
of Castor all her tenements which she had in the vill of 
Castor at a rent of 30s. a year for all service with a warranty 
clause and she afterwards released the said 30s. save 1d. 
and thus he holds the said tenements in free socage. But the 
aforesaid grant has so entirely slipped from memory> that 
there is no one who knows how to ascertain or separate the 
said tenements from the others which he holds of the heirs 
of Marmyon, yet because the said John de Easton was under 
age a certain [blank] of Malory demanded his ward- 
ship and marriage declaring that the following words were 
in the deed of the said Christine :—“ by a rent of 30s. for 
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transcriptum set in facto [ fo. 26] sigillato nulla facta fuit 
mencio de forinceco seruicio. Dixerunt eciam quod pre- 
dictus Johannes tenuit de eis ista tenementa subscripta 
unum mesuagium .v. cotagia unum toftum. In le Hamme 
XVili. acras i. rodam dimidiam.

Sir Robert . Morley falas: of. the heirs of Marmyon 
and they of Burgh the land in Messingham and its 
appurtenances viz. :—his manor there with all its appur- 
tenances. Thomas Levelaunce holds of the same fee all 
lands and tenements in the same vill, which belonged 
to Richard Rande. He holds of sir Robert de Morley and 
the latter of Marmyon &c. William de Barkwith holds 
his tenements of the said sir Robert &c. The abbot 
of Louth Park holds his grange at Twigmore, within our 
fee, but whether of sir Robert as above or of us immediately, 
is unknown, still we hold their deed concerning an annual 
payment of two marks for the confirmation of the said 
tenements.

1 MARMYON (DOVER) IN NORTHAMPTONSHIRE. Pytchley’s description 
of the Marmyon fee is very confusing. We must distinguish between the 
original Dover or Marmyon fee, and the two sub-fees :—(a) of Lutton, which 
eventually passed to the abbot of Peterborough, and (b) of Boteler in Castor. 

The first holder of the three Marmyon (Dover) fees in Northamptonshire 
and Lincolnshire was William Fitz-Ralph (vide D.B. I. 2216; Lib. Nig. fo. xv; 
Sparke, H.C., pp. 54 and 80). These fees comprised (a) Lutton, a member 
of Luddington (Northants) (vide V.C.H., vol. I., pp. 271, 272; Bridges, II, 
402, 500); (b) a sixth part of a knight’s fee in Castor (Northants), and 
(c) a fee in Messingham and Butterwick in the Lindsey division of Lincoln- 
shire. 

A successor of William FitzRalph was John de Doura or Dover, where- 
fore, the fees are described in some lists of Peterborough knights as Dover 
fees. He mortgaged Lutton to Aaron the Jew of Lincoln for 50 marks 
and on his death 471. 10s. became payable to the King (P.R., 3 Ric. I.). 
John de Doura died about 1198 and was succeeded by his son Fulbert, who 
paid a fine to the Exchequer for an acknowledgment that he was quit of all 
the debts which his father owed to certain Jews. (P.R.10 Ric. I). Fulbert 
had a son and heir Robert of Dover of whom we read in the Great Inquest 
of 1212 in the Red Book (fo. 158.) :—Robertus Marmyun feuda ii militum. 
His daughter and heiress Royce de Dover was married three times (1) To 
Richard, son of Roger de Chilham, who was called also Richard de Dover 
(vide infra) by whom she had issue a son, Richard, who died without issue ; 
(2) Richard FitzRoy, natural son of King John and (3) Richard de Wilton 
(vide Bridges, p. 462). She granted the manor of Lutton to William 
Marmyon, on his marriage with her daughter Lorette in 1248. (Brit. Mus., 
M.S. Vesp. HE. 22, f. 35). 

William’s son John Marmyon did homage to the abbot of Peterborough 
in 1276 (Chron. Pet., p. 24). See p.157. Another John did homage to abbot 
Godfrey de Croyland in 1300. Vesp. E. XXII, fo. 47) Abbot Godfrey 
released him from his suit at the Court of Castor and also from the service 
of half a knight’s fee (vide infra). John died in 1332 and was followed by 
his son John the second, who did homage to abbot Adam de Boothby for 
his lands in Northamptonshire and at Messingham and Butterwick in 
Lincolnshire in 1332. John the second died in 1336 and the lordship of 
Lutton devolved upon his son Robert Marmyon who left no issue. The 
subsequent lords of Lutton are mentioned by Bridges, vol. II., p. 463. 

The Lutton sub-fee. In the time of Richard de Dover (circa 1243), William 
of Lutton held half a fee in Lutton, which had been sub-demised to him. 
In the 1243 inquisition we read :—The Jurors of Willybrook hundred say 
that William de Cantello holds in Lutton with Willyam Marmyon who is 
under age five parts of one knight’s fee of the honour of Burgh. (B.M., 
Egerton, M.S., 2733, fo. 133 et seq.) This passed to Gregory of Lutton and 
descended to his son John of Lutton and in 1306, the latter sold it to abbot 
Godfrey, receiving in exchange a corrody in the abbey, (vide Walter of 
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fo. 187: the register of abbot Godfrey, fo. 67; and the 
precentor’s register, fo. 17. [Fine between us and Philip 
Marmyon.? See the larger book of brother John of 
Achurch, fo. 129.]}°

Whittlesey’s Register, fo. 105) and John Marmyon, who confirmed the grant, 
was released from the service of half a knight. This John did homage to 
abbot Godfrey in 1300 (B.M., M.S. Vesp. E. 22 f. 47). 

The Butler sub-fee in Castor. The sixth part of a knight’s fee in Castor 
was held from Richard de Dover by Robert le Boteler and passed from him 
to his next, of kin John de Easton (vide M.S. Cleop. C.II fo. 107 where he is 
described as next of kin of Beatrice le Boteler). The early title deeds relating 
to this fractional part of a fee, which was afterwards known as the Boteler 
manor in Castor, are in the possession of G. C. W. Fitzwilliam Esquire at 
Milton.

Robert Marmyon holds 84 knights’ fees in the counties 
of Northampton and Leicester, to wit :+-in Langton and 
Polebrooke half a knight’s fee, Prestgrave in the county of 
Leicester, and Fillongley with its appurtenances in the 
county of Warwick. Fillongley is the capital of the tene- 
ment, which Robert Marmyon holds of the abbot of Burgh 
in Arderne, to which appertain Leire, Shackerston and 
Odstone. . | 

Know that Henry de Hastings holds Fillongley with 
the said vills of Robert Marmyon. Matthew de Carneles 
holds Odstone of the said Henry.’ Oliver Saracen holds 
Shackerston of the said Henry. 

Moreover Robert Marmyon holds of the abbot of Burgh 
whatever belongs to his fee in Langton and Polebrooke and 
the said Robert will answer to the said abbot for 34 knight’s 
fees for all the aforesaid lands. These things appear in 
Swaffham fo. 268. 

Atso in the same register, fo. 285. Robert Marmyon 
holds two knight’s fees in Fillongley, one fee intact in 
the county of Warwick, half a fee in Polebrooke in the 
county of Northampton, half a fee in Langton and Prest- 
grave in the county of Leicester. 

Also in the same register amongst the scutages at the 
end :—Half a fee of the Marmyon fees, of Ralph of Grendon 
by one tally, 20s. Further a certain Philip Marmyon once 
repudiated the said services and dan Richard, abbot, brought 
a writ against him to compel him to perform these right 
services &c. whereupon the said Philip was in mercy for 
many defaults &c. and afterwards they were brought into 
agreement by license and the said Philip paid a fine of half a 
mark for the license to agree and the agreement was this, 
viz :—that he acknowledged the customs and services in 
respect of three fees in Fillongley, Odstone, Snareston, Leire, 
Langton, Shackerston, Allexton Neville in the counties of 
Leicester and Warwick and elsewhere as fully appears in the 
Black Book, fo. 82. The plea is enrolled in the quinzaine 
of Easter 6. Edward I. and an indenture, concerning the 
said agreement and likewise the plea, appears in the acts 
of abbot William, in Swaffham, fo. 282, together with 
another indenture of agreement between us and the said 
sir Philip concerning the homage of William Angevin for 
tenements in Churchfield, Oundle and Warmington. 
All these are enrolled in this register with his recognition 
and so they are matters of record. 

Moreover we have one view [of frankpledge] at Langton 
which was once negligently omitted in the time of abbot 
Godfrey, because it was of little value, by reason of which 
the bailiffs of Thomas earl of Lancaster seized it and for a 
long time held it until abbot Adam during his rule proceeded 
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fratrem [sic] eiusdem Thome qui fecit per tenentes suos 
inquiri et compertum fuit quod modo quo supradictum 
est et nulla alia causa fuit dimissus ideo consideratum est 
quod abbas rehaberet visum etc. ut plenius habetur in 
registro predicti Ade abbatis® fol. x11.

ALSO THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT CONCERNING THESE 
three fees is contained in king Richard’s charter :—Two 
knight’s fees in Langton, Polebrooke, Fillongley and their 
appurtenances which Robert Marmyon holds. Neverthe- 
less sir Robert of Langton did fealty to dan Adam, abbot, 
for these three fees as appears in his register. A reference 
to these fees is also in the Black Book, fo. 2. 

REMEMBER ALSO THAT Robert Herle holds in the vill of 
Snareston of sir John de Hastings in chief of the fee of 
Philip de Marmion. John de Schepeye holds in Shackerston 
of sir John de Hastings 2 carucates of land and the whole 
vill of Shackerston is held of sir John de Hastings and the 
latter is mesne between the said tenants and sir Philip 
Marmyon ; and in Odstone 6 virgates of land are held of 
sir John de Hastings and the latter [holds] of the said 
Philip Marmyon. | 

Thomas of Langton holds half a knight’s fee in Langton 
of sir John of Langton and he of sir Philip Marmyon and the 
latter of Burgh. And sir John de Hastings holds in the vill 
of Fillongley in the county of Warwick his manor with the 
whole villof the said Philip Marmyon, and the latter of 
Burgh. 

Master William de Carlton holds tenements in Polebrooke 
which once belonged to the Grendon family. Two sisters 
of Ralph of Grendon hold 100s. rent in Thurning, which 
form part as before mentioned, and they answer for half 
a fee and give 2s. for ward of Rockingham castle as 
_appeareth in Swaffham fo. [265]. 

And know that the wardship of the heirs of a certain 
Herlewin of Grendon was in our hands and was granted 
&c. by a deed which remains in the treasury of the convent 
and thus this half fee in Polebrooke and Thurning is held 
immediately of us [as appears] by Domesday Book where 
it is stated:—At Oundle: To this manor appertains 
half a hide in Thurning and that part is in the county of 
Northampton in Polebrooke hundred. 

IN THE RED BOOK OF THE EXCHEQUER :—Robert Marmyon 
two knights’ fees. In another place Robert Marmyon holds

NOTES. 

1 MARMYON OF WARWICK AND LEICESTER. The first tenant of the other 
Marmyon fees held of the honour of Burgh was Roger Marmyon. Of him the 
writer of the rotulus in M.s. Cleopatra C II says :—Rogerus Marmion tenet 
feodum ii. militum in comitatibus Norhantonie, Leycestrie et Warwyke, 
scilicet, feodum dimidii militis in Pokebroke, et in Langetone, feodum 
dimidii militis, et in Fillingleie feodum unius militis. 

In Swaffham (vide Sparke, H.C., p. 58) we read, as a note in the margin 
of the first list of Peterborough knights :—‘* Primus Robertus Marmiun.”’ 
This is apparently incorrect or otherwise it might revive the theory that 
Robertus Dispensator was the father of Roger, but this has been 
contradicted by Dr. Round (vide Feud. Eng., p. 190). Is he to be identified 
with Robert Marmyon in the Worcester Survey ? (Ibidem, pp. 173-176). 
Swaffham inserts in the list itself the words which have been reproduced 
in the first three paragraphs of Pytchley’s account. 

The Ist Black Book list 1125-28 states :-——‘‘ Roger Marmiun ii milites.”’ 
The Northampton Survey (vide V.C.H. v. 1. p. 366) informs us that he held 
1 h. and 1 v. in Polebrooke but the Bull of Pope Eugenius 1146 has :— 
““Feudum Roberti Marmiun, Langetune, Pokebroc cum appendiciis eorum.” 
Then when we examine the charter of King Richard 1189 we read :— 
** Feodum ii militum in Langetona, Pokebroke, Fillingleya et in appendiciis 
eorum quod Robertus Marmioun tenet.” In the Red Book Inquest 1212: 
* Robertus Marmiun feodum duorum militum.” In 1218 Robert Marmyon 
the younger made a fine with the king for having the custody of the castle 
of Tamworth in Warwickshire and of the lands of his father. (Hacerpta 
e Rot. Fin., vol. I., p. 9.) This Robert Marmyon the younger (vide supra 
p. 49) had a brother William, who acquired the Dover fees in Northampton- 
shire on his marriage with Lorette the daughter of Royce de Dover. 

It is clear from later documents that the Marmyons held :— 

(1) three knight’s fees in the counties of Leicester and Warwick ; and 

(2) half a knight’s fee in Polebrooke with that portion of Thurning, 
which was attached to the county of Northanpton. 

Leaving the Warwickshire and Leicestershire fees for examination 
by students of the history of those counties. let us endeavour to trace the 
devolution of the half fee in Polebrooke and Thurning. Bridges, the county 
historian, in his account of these vills, does not separate this half fee from the 
two Luvetot fees in Polebrooke and Clapton (op. cit., vol. II., p. 414; 
see below, p. 90). 

Dr. Round has explained that 3? hides in Polebrooke, which at the time 
of Domesday were held by Eustace the sheriff, and half a hide in Thurning, 
which was held by the abbey of Peterborough in demesne, were held at the 
time of the Northamptonshire survey (temp. Hen. II.) as follows :— 

In Polebrooke—(1) Walter of Clopton [held] 2 hides and a half of 

the fee of Peterborough. 
(2) There also Roger Marmyon [held] 3 small virgates 
of ‘the same fee. 

In Thurning — (3) Roger Marmyon [held] 3 small virgates of the fee 

of Peterborough. 

Nos. 1 and 2 represented Eustace’s holding of 3} hides, the former 
having been granted to Roger de Luvetot and by him subinfeudated to 
Alured, Walter’s father. 

Nos. 2 and 3, including part of Eustace’s holding and the abbey 
demesne had passed to the Marmyon family. (vide V.C.H., vol. I, pp. 
362, 366-7). ; 

The Rotulus (temp. Hen. II.) states :—Rogerus Marmiun tenet . . in 
Norht’ . . .[feodum] dimidii militis in Pokebroc. [Brit. Mus., Ms. Cleop. 
C.I., fo. 112v.] 

King Richard’s charter (Cal. Rot. Cart., 1327-41 p. 277) does not separate 
the half fee from the other fees held by Robert Marmyon but in the list in 
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By a certain composition Philip de Marmyon holds three 
fees in the vills aforesaid and no reference is made to 
Polebrooke. Swaffham, fos. 282 &c. 

TOTAL THREE FEES AND A HALF and NOTE that he recog- 
nised by the plea above mentioned three fees nevertheless 
he pays for ward of Rockingham to the [bailiff of the] 
manor of Easton :—from Langton, 2s.: from Prestgrave 
6d. : see the Black Book fo. 164. In Polebrooke the bailiff 
receives from Herlewin of Grendon 2s.

abbot Godfrey’s register, prepared during the reign of king John, Robert 
Marmyon was said to hold half a knight’s fee in Thurning (Brit. Mus., Ms. 
Cott. Vesp. H. 22), fo. 100v.) 

In the 1243 inquisition (Brit. Mus., Ms. Egerton 2733, fo. 141v.) we 
read :—‘' Petrus de Grendone tenet in Wadenho ad firmam de domino 
rege de veteri feoffamento dimidium feodum militis de honore Burgi.” 
Subsequent documents shew that this is a reference to the Marmyon half 
knight’s fee held of the abbey of Peterborough. The following statements 
appear :— 

(1) In the list of payments of aid in 1254 (Z.N., fo. 245v) :—Ss. 
Dimidium feodum de Marmiun, de Radulpho de Grendone per i. talliam, 
xxs.; and 

(2) in the list of payments for ward of Rockingham Castle, about the 
same date :—De Radulpho Herlewine, In Pokebroe de feodo Marmiun, iis. 
(Ibid., fo. 164). ; 

Separate paragraphs relate to the two Luvetot fees, which paid for 
ward 8s. on two fees. In the list of payments of sheriff’s aid, suit and view 
of frank pledge at the same period, Polebrooke, Armston, Kingsthorpe, 
and a certain part of Thurning were said to form one geldable vill in which 
the Marmyon 4 fee paid :—40d. for sheriff’s aid, 12d. for frankpledge and 
12d. for suit (Ibid., fo. 165). 

In the time of abbot Richard of London [1274-95] :—Philippus Mar- 
myun cognovit .. tria feoda in comitatibus Leyecestrie et Warwice.”’ 
The Polebrook 4 fee was not mentioned and it would appear that the 
Marmyon rights therein had been released to the abbey of Peterborough. 
It will be seen from Pytchley’s text that the wardship of the heirs of Herlewin 
de Grendon was granted to the treasurer of the convent and it was claimed 
that the fee was held immediately of the abbey (see p. 51.) In 1316 the 
tenant was John de Grendon (see Nomina Villarum) Feudal Aids, vol. 4, 
p- 28.) Atthe Thrapston Inquisition he was said to hold } fee of the abbot. 
See p. 157. 

Pytchley states that Master William de Carleton held the Polebrooke 
tenements, which once belonged to the Grendon family. Two sisters of 
Ralph de Grendon held 100s. rent in Thurning, (see p. 51.) Later we read 
that William de Carleton held + fee in Polebrooke and Robert le Breton 
and John Patrick held } fee in Thurning, thus accounting for the $ fee (Brit. 
Mus., Ms. Cleop. C.I., fo. 113). This is also confirmed by the 1346 in- 
quisition (Ibidem, fos. 87 and 92). In 1428 we read ‘‘ De Willelmo Carlyle 
pro. di. f. mil. in Polebrooke et Thirnyng, quondam Willelmi Carletone 
et aliorum. iiis. iiiid.”’ (Feud. Aids, vol. IV., p. 48.) 

Dr. Round has given the early Marmyon pedigree in Feudal England, p.191, 
and to his account I refer the reader who desires to identify the 
successive Roberts.

The first feoffee of these tenements was Anfred de 
Waterville and afterwards it is stated that a certain Robert 
de Waterville holds in the county of Northampton, to wit, 
in Thorpe and in the county of Huntingdon, to wit, in 
Overton three quarters of a knight’s fee. John de Folks- 
worth? by a plea against Henry Engaine, a quarter of a 
knight’s fee in the county of Northampton: to wit in 
Thorpe. Swaffham, fol. 269. , 

It also appears in Swaffham, fol. 286 :—Guy de Water- 
ville? one knight’s fee in Overton in the county of 
Huntingdon and Thorpe in the county of Northampton. 

The same thing appears by the scutage of Deganwy 
where it is stated :—of Robert de Waterville for three 
quarters of one knight by one tally, 80s. and of John de 
Folksworth for the fourth part, 10s. Swaffham, fo. 371 
and also in the following scutages in the same register. 

This statement appears concerning this fee in the charter 
of King Richard :—One knight’s fee in Overton which 
Robert de Waterville holds. Also John the brother and 
heir of Henry de Folksworth did homage &c. to dan Richard, 
abbot, for tenements in Overton. Black Book, fo. 130.4 

It is also stated in the same register, fo. 155 :—Guy de 
Overton Waterville three quarters of a fee in Overton and 
Thorpe, and Henry one quarter in the same places. 

In the register of abbot Godfrey :—John de Folksworth 
did homage &c. to dan Godfrey, abbot, for tenements in 
Overton.° 

It is also mentioned elsewhere that Guy de Waterville 
holds in Overton and Thorpe three quarters of a knight’s 
fee. Henry Engayne holds a quarter of one knight. 

This knight’s fee is divided thus :—William of Thorpe ~ 
holds Overton Waterville of the gift and feoffment of sir 
Robert de Waterville, knight. Sir Robert, knight, holds the 
tenements in Thorpe immediately of us by the grant of 
Guy de Waterville aforesaid who granted [us] the service 
and homage of William son of Thurstan of Thorpe ancestor 
of sir Robert of Thorpe. 

Know that the said Guy was once mesne between us, and 
the service granted is half a mark, as in Swaffham, fo. 215. 

Thomas of Folksworth holds the residue of this fee in 
Overton immediately of the abbot and he did homage to 
dan Henry, abbot. The said Guy was released from suit 
of Castor court, which he was bound formerly to perform 
from three weeks &c. for 4s. a year, as in Swaffham, fo. 35. 

Know that Overton answers for one fee and a quarter 
and Thorpe for one quarter in the same manner as others. 

Anp Know that besides those tenements which Robert 
de Thorpe holds by knight’s service of the Waterville fee

NOTES. 


1 THE WATERVILLES OF OVERTON. Ofirtune, Ouretune, or Orton, as it 
is now known, was a township lying on both banks of the river Nene, partly 
in Northamptonshire, partly in Huntingdonshire. At first a berewick of 
Alwalton, a manor of the abbey of Burgh, the income from which was applied 
to the maintenance of the monk’s kitchen, it passed into the hands of 
several owners about the time of the Norman Conquest. Hustace the 
Norman sheriff of Huntingdon had an estate there. William Olifard or 
Olifarly, whom Dr. Round has identified with the house of Oliphant (vide 
Feud. Eng. p. 223) was the first Norman Lord of one of the Orton manors. 
In the Hundred Rolls (vide Rot. Hund., vol. 2, p. 637) we read :— 

Ouertone Watervile. Tempore domini Willelmi le Bastard quondam 
Regis Anglie in conquestu Anglie datum fuit quoddam manerium de 
Ouertone Watervile cuidam militi nomine Willelmus Olifareli pro seruicio 
dimidii feodi unius militis qui per multum tempus illud manerium tenuit. 
Dictus uero Willelmus Olifarli in uita sua fecit quandam feloniam pro qua 
illud manerium deliquit et sic cecidit in manu domini Regis. Postea uenit 
Nigellus de Lovetoft et redemit manerium predictum de domino Rege 
Johanne, qui quidam Nigellus dictum manerium per longum tempus tenuit 
sicut eschaeta sua. Mortuo uero Nigello descendit jus illius manerii 
tribus sororibus suis ut heredibus scilicet Roysye et Avicie et Alicie. Roysia 
uero desponsata fuit cuidam Huberto de Broumforde. De Roysia 
descendit jus suum cuidam: Ricardo de Lovetoft ut filio et heredi. De 
Ricardo descendit jus cuidam Rogero de Lovetoft ut filio et heredi. Avicia 
uero desponsata fuit cuidam Radulfo de Amundevile, qui predicti Radulfus 
et Avicia totam partem suam liberis hominibus dederunt et vendiderunt 
qui nunc tenent.

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and (the service of) half a mark as appears in Swaffham, 
fo. 214, he holds certain tenements in Thorpe which in 
former times were held at will by the service of reaping &c. 
for which service a distress was taken in the time of dan 
Adam, abbot, and the said sir Robert endeavoured to 
replevy this distress and the abbot’s bailiff vouched for 
the said services and the said sir Robert in no wise denied 
the said services as appear in abbot Adam’s register in 
the second quire from the beginning and this was 
impleaded before William of Berford in the quinzaine of 
Kaster in the 17th year of the reign of Edward II. in the 
Common Bench, roll 42. 

The same man holds one messuage and other tenements 
which once belonged to the Waterville fee for [a service of | 
half a mark and, as it is said, there are two carucates of 
land : and also one messuage, 15 acres of land and 23 acres 
of meadow of the gift of abbot Andrew for a rent of 6s. 
for all, [as appears in] the ancient register of the precentor. 
He also holds the tenements of William de Meuile, to 
wit, one half of his manor beginning at the grange next his 
great gate and towards the east, for that gate stands on the 
tenement of the said William. 

In THE [RED] Book OF THE EXCHEQUER: Robert de 
Waterville one knight’s fee. FROM ANOTHER SOURCE: 
Robert de Waterville one fee whereof Guy de Waterville 
holds in Overton Waterville and Thorpe three quarters and 
Henry Folksworth one quarter in Overton and Thorpe.

Other entries relate to the free tenants enfeoffed by Ralph de Amundevile 
and Avice, viz., Henry de Longeville, who gave his name to Overton 
Longueville, the Master of the Knight’s Templars, John of Overton 
(one of whose subtenants was Simon de Montford), William de Wescy (Vesci) 
and others. Pytchley’s statement and the entries in the Rotuli Hundredorum 
should be compared carefully. We discuss the Lovetot fees and the honour 
of Huntingdon later. (See p. 93.) 

William Olifard was succeeded by Hugh Olifard, tenant at the time of the 
Pipe Roll of 31 Hen. I. who witnessed a transaction in the abbot’s court in 
1116, (vide Henry of Pytchley, Liber Cartarum) and a few years later Walter 
Olifard appeared upon the scene. 

The knight with whom we are concerned more particularly, is Ansgeret 
or Anfred de Waterville, the holder of an estate in Overton at the time 
of Domesday. He and his descendants must not be confused with the

Waterville knights of Marholm (vide supra. p. 45). Anfred was succeeded 
by Geoffrey (vide P.R., 31 Hen. I, 7 Hen. II). A member of this family, 
William de Waterville, was abbot of Burgh 1155-75. Ralph succeeded 
Geoffrey (vide P.R., 9 Hen. II) and in 1189 the tenant was Robert, (vide 
Charter of King Richard; Cal. Rot. Cart., Vol. IV., p. 277). In 1246 he had 
been succeeded by another Robert and he by Guy de Waterville, who had 
acquired the greater part of Overton at the time of the Hundred Rolls. 
Guy, who was a coroner of Huntingdonshire, died in 1298 and was succeeded 
by Robert de Waterville (vide Feudal Aids, v. II., p. 469), who did homage 
to abbot William de Woodford in 1299 (Brit. Mus., Ms. Vesp. E. 22., f. 38) 
and to abbot Godfrey in 1300 (Ibid. f. 46). Other knights connected with 
this township were the Longuevilles and the family of Folksworth or 
Foxworth. For further information I refer the reader to my paper on 
Overton published by the Peterborough Natural History Society in the 
annual report for the year 1922. 


THORPE FAMILY. 


Part of one of the Waterville fees in Thorpe was in the occupation 
of Thurstan of Thorpe, a villein, though there appears to be some doubt, 
whether his holding was originally part of one of the fees held by the Luve- 
tots, in the honour of Huntingdon, (see below, p. 98.) or part of the barony 
of Peterborough. Thurstan was enfranchised by sir Robert de Waterville 
(1199-1212). He had a son William de Thorpe, to whom in 1226 abbot 
Alexander confirmed all his tenement in the vill of Thorpe of the fee of sir Guy 
de Waterville, which Guy had conferred upon the church of Peterborough 
in frankalmoign, to hold by the service of half a mark. (Soc. 
Antiq., Ms. 38, fo. 234v.) This was a confirmation of a previous grant 
by abbot Robert de Lindsey (1214-22), as we read in the Black Book :— 
William son of Thurstan holds the land of Anfred de Waterville and therefor 
renders to the abbot half a mark by the purchase of abbot Robert (L.N., 
fo. 180v.) In another place we read that Guy, son of Robert de Waterville, 
granted to the abbot and convent the homage of William son of Thurstan 
of Thorpe with all his service to wit $ a mark and all his tenements in Thorpe. 
(Soc. Antiq. Ms. 38, fo. 234v.) William de Thorpe also held the land of a 
serjeant, Godric of Thorpe, (cf. Chron. Pet. p. 159). for which he was bound 
to perform certain riding services for the abbot. (L.N., fo. 180v.) It was 
part of William’s duty, a relic either of the villein services of his father, or 
the services of Godric, to plough for one day in winter and once in Lent 
with one plough and to find 9 men at a harvest precation, the abbot pro- 
viding their victuals, and on that day it was his duty to supervise the mowers 
with a rod and to mow 6 roods for vigils. He was also liable for suit at the 
court of Castor, another relic of the service of Godric. (Z.N., fo. 181v., 
Soe. Antiq., Ms. 38, fo. 233v). . 

William was a juror at the inquisition of knight’s fees in Nassaburgh 
hundred in 1243 (Brit. Mus., Egerton, Ms., 2733, fo. 133 et seq.) 

From abbot Robert de Sutton (1263-74) he obtained a licence to remove 
the chapel of St. Botulph from its old situation near Westwood to its present 
site near the embattled manor house which he built in the vill of Longthorpe 
(B.M., Ms. Cott., Cleop. C.I.{.62). In1278 William de Thorpe, probably the 
son of the former William was a witness of a composition between the bishop 
of Ely and the abbot of Thorney (Cal. Rot. Pat., 1348-50, p. 30). In 1289 
he was present when homages were being done to abbot Richard of London. 
(Chron. Pet. p. 144), but in 1294 his place on a similar occasion was taken 
by Robert, his son, William apparently having died in the interval (Ibid. 
p. 152). In 1299 Robert de Thorpe was present when homages were being 
paid to abbot William de Woodford (Brit. Mus., Ms. Vesp. EF. 22, f. 38). 
In 1300 Robert held in the vill of Burgh Hoket’s croft, a tenement in West- 
gate which once formed part of the Harrowden fee in the vill and belonged 
to Benedict Hoket, by fealty and a rent of 9s. 8d. for allservice. He granted 
a portion of this land to the abbot to enlarge the mill pool of Boroughbury 
manor and the abbot released him from 6s. 4d. part of the said annual rent 
(Soc. Antiq., Ms. 38, fo. 129v). 

In 1315 Sir Robert de Thorpe and William his son acquired 4 of the 
manor of Marholm from John de Titchmarsh and another third of the manor 
from Simon de Drayton (see. p.45.) 

In 1324 Sir Robert de Thorpe refused to perform his agricultural 
services at Thorpe, whereupon the bailiff of Thorpe distrained his plough

horses, saying that Robert held one messuage, 4 cottages and one carucate 
by the services above-mentioned, but, when he was summoned by John 
the reeve of Thorpe to come on the morrow with his ‘nine men to mow the 
abbot’s corn at the time of the precation, he refused to come. (Soc. Antiq., 
Ms. 38, fo. 233.) Sir Robert alleged that all the land in his tenure in 
Thorpe was held of the honour of Huntingdon, and that Guy de Waterville, 
tenant of that honour, had granted this fee to the abbey in frankalmoign 
and that the abbot had granted the land to his ancestor William by the 
service of 6s. 8d. a year for. all services. (B.M., Vesp. FH. 21, fo. 38). 

In 1330 Sir Robert was appointed steward of the liberties of the abbot of 
Peterborough, (Jbid., fo. 23v.). He had two sons, William and Robert, 
the latter of whom, a clerk, was in receipt of a pension of 100s. a year from 
abbot Adam in 1330 (Ibid., fo. 34). In 1341 William de Thorpe was a 
justice of gaol delivery at Peterborough (Rot. Parl., 1341, m.4.) and in 1345 
a justice of assize in Lincolnshire (bid., 1345, m. 2.) 

In course of time Sir Robert and his sons acquired several knight’s 
fees, which were held of the abbey. I have been unable to identify each 
individual member of the family. In 1346 Sir Robert paid a fine of 5 marks 
in discharge of his liability to provide a hobeler for the campaign of Crecy 
(Cal. Rot. Fin., 1346, p. 520). In this year we learn that he held } knight’s’ 
fee in Thorpe, formerly belonging to Robert de Waterville, and a fraction 
of the Torpel fee in Nunton which he held of the chamberlain of the abbey 
by an annual rent of 20d. (B.M., Ms. Cleop. C.1., fo. 96). He and Thomas 
de Chaworth held between them 1 kt.’s fee in Marholm (Ibid. fo. 86.) 
In 1350 the sheriff of the county of Northampton was ordered to take into 
the king’s hands the land. and goods of Sir William de Thorpe kt., late lord 
chief justice on account of certain misdeeds, whereof he had been convicted 
by process of the king’s court (Cal. Rot. Fin., vol. VI., p. 265). Gunton 
suggests that he was a member of the Longthorpe family and that he was 
hanged for bribery. 

In this year Sir Robert de Thorpe levied a fine in fee simple of the 
manor of Helpston. In 1356 Sir William de Thorpe levied a fine of the 
remaining 4rd of the manor of Marholm and of 3rds of the advowson of the 
church there (Bridges, vol. II., p. 517). 

In 1357 Sir William levied a fine of one carucate of land in Helpston. 
(Ibid. II., 515). In 1358 Sir Robert acquired the manor of Maxey from 
Sir Geoffrey de la Mare (/bid., vol. II., p. 522). He founded a chantry 
here in 1367. (Jbid., vol. II., p.524,) and endowed it with estates in Glinton, 
Peakirk, Etton, and Woodcroft in Peterborough. (Cal. Rot. Pat., 1364-7, 
p.415) This year Robert de Thorpe was chief justice. (Jbid., 1867, p. 22..) 

According to Bridges Sir Robert de Thorpe was eventually Chancellor 
to the king, dying on June 29, 1372, and being buried in the abbey church, 
where a monument was erected in his memory. (Gunton, Hist. of 
Peterborough, p. 93). He was succeeded by Sir William de Thorpe, who in 
1375 obtained licence to crenellate his manor house at Maxey (Bridges, 
vol. II., p. 522.) He wasa justice of oyer and terminer (Cal. Rot. Pat., 1375 
p. 185.) A son of this Sir William died at Overton Waterville during this 
year and was buried in the abbey church, a monument being erected to his 
memory. (Gunton, p. 93.) 

There remains an undated list of the knight’s fees, held of the abbot 
of Peterborough ‘“‘ by Sir William de Thorpe junior after the death of his 
father and after the death of Sir Robert de Thorpe his uncle.’’ These 
included 1 kt.’s fee in Marholm, 14 in Maxey, 14 in Milton, } fee in Thorpe, 
4 fee in Helpston, + fee in Nunton, and } fee in Maxey which once belonged 
to Sir William de Coleville. He also held the manor of Stoke Doyle by the 
service of half a fee, the manor of Overton Waterville by the service of half 
a fee, and finally a cottage in Martin’s bridge and two cottages in Westgate 
in the vill of Peterborough. (Soc. Ant., M.S. 38, fo. 201).

It is recorded in Swaffham fo. 269, that the heir of Roger 
Maufé holds in the county of Northampton, to wit, in 
Woodford and Kingsthorpe and their appurtenances, five 
hides and three virgates and performs therefor the service 
of two knights, and the first feoffee of these fees was 
Roger Maufé.? 

Also in Swaffham, fo. 283 :—Oliver Maufé holds in 
Kingsthorpe and Hemington half a knight’s fee of the 
ancient feoffment of the honour of Burgh. 

Likewise in Swaffham, fo. 285 :—Robert Maufé holds 
two knight’s fees in Woodford and Kingsthorpe in the 
county of Northampton. 

This also appears by the scutage (Swaffham, fo. 371) 
where it is said :—the heir of Maufé for two knights £4 
by one tally. 

In like manner in the same place :—Of Thomas of 
Deyville and his co-tenants £4 by two tallies. 

Also in the Black Book, fo. 154: The heir of Woodford, 
two knights in Woodford and Kingsthorpe and their - 
appurtenances. 

Likewise in abbot Godfrey’s register, amongst the 
inquisitions concerning knight’s fees, in Huxloe hundred, 
Roger de Bois,’ John Spigurnel and the heir of William 
Trailli hold in Woodford one knight’s fee and a half of the 
abbot of Burgh; and, in the same place, in Polebrooke 
[hundred], the abbot of Thorney holds in Kingsthorpe and 
Hemington half a knight’s fee of the Maufé fief and Maufé 
of the honour of Burgh. Abbot Godfrey’s register fo. 142. 

The same thing appears by the charter of king Richard, 
where it is stated :—A fee of two knights in Woodford and 
appurtenances, which Simon Maufé holds. 

Of these two fees abovementioned there are in the vills 
of Woodford, Kingsthorpe and Hemington as is before 
mentioned, two fees which are divided thus :—The entire 
inheritance was in the seisin of the family of Maufé but 
a former member enfeoffed the abbot of Thorney of 
tenements in Kingsthorpe and Hemington. The Woodford 
tenements devolved upon four sisters, whence John de 
Boys‘ holds one half, namely one share of his own portion 
and one share by the acquisition of his ancestress from one 
of her co-tenants ; Thomas Bosoune holds a third share ; 
and the fourth share Henry son of Geoffrey Trailli held, 
who demised his share and received it to him and 
Aubrey his wife. They afterwards demised to Adam 
Blundel, the rector of half of Woodford church, and to sir 
Ralph of Horton, chaplain, by a charter, which follows 
word for word :—

with appurtenances in Woodford and two carucates of 
land with appurtenances in Woodford and Great Addington 
and forty acres of meadow (more or less) in the meadows 
of Woodford and Twywell. We have also given &c. 
to the same &c. one pair of gilded spurs or 6 denariates 
of rent with appurtenances issuing from one messuage and 
one carucate of land with appurtenances in Woodford, 
which once belonged to Bartholomew of Antingham, which 
tenements John of Lenton holds, together with the homage 
and service of the said John of Lenton; and two solidates 
of rent with appurtenances issuing from one messuage and 
two virgates of land with appurtenances in Woodford, once 
belonging to Luce Maufé, together with the homage and 
service of the tenants of the said tenements; and five 
solidates and two denariates of rent with appurtenances 
issuing from a certain common oven in Woodford, 
which oven Henry son of Philip Trailli holds for the term 
of his life, together with the reversion of the said oven 
after the decease of the said Henry &c.; and seven 
solidates of rent with appurtenances issuing from one 
messuage, which William son of Roger le Walker holds for 
the term of ten years by an indenture, together with the 
reversion of the said messuage on the expiration of the afore- 
said term; and seven solidates of rent with appurtenances 
issuing from a fourth part of the tenements once belonging 
to Roger Abraham, together with the homage and service 
of the tenants of the said tenements; and six denariates . 
of rent with appurtenances issuing from one messuage, 
which John Fitz-Peter holds, together with the homage 
and service of the said John; and six denariates of rent 
with appurtenances from one messuage once belonging to 
Anthony the butcher, together with the homage and 
service of the tenants of the said messuage; and three 
denariates of rent with appurtenances issuing from one 
messuage, which Geoffrey at the Green and Agnes Daw 
hold, together with the homage and service of the said 
tenants; and one denariate of rent with appurtenances 
issuing from one messuage, which Maud Bailey holds, 
together with the homage and service of the said Maud ; 
and one denariate of rent with appurtenances issuing from 
one messuage* and one virgate of land in Woodford, which 
Hugh Gunfrey and Juliana his wife and Roger their son hold 
for the term of their lives, together with the reversion of 
the said tenement &c.; and thirty solidates of rent with 
appurtenances issuing from one messuage and one virgate 
of land with appurtenances, which William Schakel holds

a messuage, four acres and three roods of land with appur- 
tenances in Woodford, which John Trailli once held, 
together with the homage and service of the said tenants ; 
and twelve pence of rent with appurtenances issuing from a 
messuage with a croft, which Isolda Herberd, Richard, 
Simon, and Imania her children hold for the term of their 
lives, and two shillings after the death of the said Isolda as 
appears in the indenture made to the same, together with 
the reversion of the said tenements after the death of the 
said Isolda, Richard, Simon and Imania; and a fourth part 
of one pound of cummin with appurtenances issuing from a 
certain meadow called Woodford Holm, together with the 
homage and service of William of Cranford, the tenant of 
the said meadow; and three shillings and four pence 
of rent with appurtenances issuing from one messuage, 
which Robert Herberd and Alice his wife hold for the whole 
of the lives of themselves and for one of their sons as 
appears by the indenture made therein ; and one cottage 
with appurtenances, which Hugh le Taylour holds at will 
by the payment of 2s. a year; and half of one messuage 
once belonging to Simon the sacristan, which is worth 12d. 
a year; and a fourth part of the fishing in the river Nene 
with appurtenances, which is worth 4s. a year. We have — 
also given and granted to the said Adam and Ralph a fourth ~ 
part of the advowson of half the church of Woodford and the 
turn of presenting, when it shall have happened. We have 
also given &c. all lordships and profits which we had in the 
said vill of Woodford appertaining to the fourth part of the 
manor of Woodford, which belonged to sir Robert Maufé, 
and whatever we had or could have in the said vill of 
Woodford. To have &c. from the chief lords of the fief and 
with a warranty to the said Adam and Ralph their heirs 
and assigns. Witnesses &c. Given at Woodford on Monday 
next after the feast of St. Petronilla the Virgin, viz. :— 
June 3rd, 5 Edward III. 

The aforesaid Adam Blundel and Ralph of Horton by 
another charter gave all the aforesaid tenements by the 
same words to the said Henry son of Geoffrey Trailli and 
Aubrey his wife for the whole of their joint lives and the 
life of the survivor. To have and to hold of the said Adam 
and his heirs. And after the death of the said Henry and 
Aubrey all the said tenements to William son of Miles de 
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[stc] uxori eius tenenda sibi et heredibus de ipsis legitime 
procreatis de dicto Ade et heredibus suis per seruicium 
[ fo. 81] unius claui [sic] gariofili. Et si dictus Willelmus et 
Enma obierunt sine heredibus de ipsis letigitome [sic] 
procreatis predicta tenementa remaneant Miloni de Lehay 
et Alicie uxori eius et heredibus inter eos legitime procreatis 
tenenda de capitularibus [sic] dominis feodorum per seruicia 
inde debita et consueta.

_ AND BE IT KNOWN that the sacrist receives from all the 
said lands, which once belonged to sir Robert Maufé, 
a portion of the tithe in Woodford and Kingsthorpe. The 
sacrist has these lands in his book. Look there. 


And there are in Woodford one fee and a half, which 
the aforesaid tenants hold : in Kingsthorpe and Hemington 
[there is] half a fee, which the abbot of Thorney holds and 
there are in Woodford, as is said, of the Maufé fee four 
carucates of land containing sixteen virgates in the demesne 
of the tenants, namely of four co-parceners, besides the 
lands of the tenants in service of the above mentioned 
fief. 


AND BE IT KNOWN that there is one cultura belonging " 
to the mill, which lies below the south mill-way and it 
contains two acres, and another cultura above the south 
mill-way contains two acres. Sir Robert Maufé enfeoffed 
the abbot of Croyland of these culturas together with the 
windmill and they are part of the aforesaid fee and who- 
soever holds the mill at farm, holds also the said four 
culturas. 


ALSO BE IT REMEMBERED that the wardship of William 
Maufé of Woodford was granted by us to Baldwin de 
Verdun® of Thrapston, which deed is contained in the 
ancient registers of the precentor and thus the priority 
is the abbot’s, yet at the time of the Northampton eyre 
a certain Thomas Bosoune was under age and because 
he held certain tenements of us and certain of the fee of 
the earl of Gloucester in Woodford, the earl [asserted] 
that the marriage of the said Thomas belonged to him ; 
yet service was performed to abbot Adam for the aforesaid 
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predicto et predictus Thomas fecit homagium et [seruicium] 
domino Henrico abbati ut in registro suo plenius apparet.

NOTKS. 


1 The Malfeth or Maufé fief was situxted in Woodford, Kingsthorpe 
and Hemington. The first feoffee was Roger Maufé, who, at the time 
of Domesday held 7h., (D.B., 222a :—In Wodeford tenet Rogerus vii. hidas 
de abbate) afterwards reduced to 5 hides and 3 virgates, by the service 
of 2 knights (Chron. Pet., p. 172 :—Rogerius Malfed v. hidas et iii virgas in 
Hamtonascira et socam iii. hidarum terrae unde Gislebertus filius Ricardi 
habet servicium, et servit se altero milite. MS. Cleop. C.1., fo. 106 :— 
Rogerius Maufe tenet v. hidas et iii. uirgatas in comitatu Norht., scil :—in 
Wodeford cum pertinenciis et inde facit plenum seruicium ii. militum.) 
It is not clear who was Richard or his son Gilbert. The latter also held 
lands in Cotton and Ringstead. (V.C.H., vol. I., p.377). He is mentioned 
as a holder of 1 hide 14 virgates in Hemington at the time of the Northamp- 
tonshire Survey (Ibid. p. 367). Apparently he had transferred the service 
due to him from the lands in Woodford to Peterborough, as we read in a 
charter of Henry I. in 1114 that the king granted to the abbot and monks 
(inter alia) certain lands of Guy Maufé, who was a successor of Roger, 
the original tenant, (see Py. L.C., fo. 27d; W. T. Mellows, Government of 
Peterborough, p. 92). That Roger was the original tenant is also confirmed 
by the first bull of Pope Eugenius (H.C. p. 80 :—Feudum Rogeri Malfet, 
Wodeford cum appendiciis suis ;)—and the marginal note in Swaffham’s 
first list, (ibid. p. 59: Primus Rogerus Malfe.) 

In 1114 he had been succeeded by Guy Maufé (Py. Z.C., fo. 27d) who with 
his wife Adeliza granted a portion of his tithes to the sacristy in 1141 (Py. 
L.C., fo. 9) which grant was confirmed by the Second bull of Pope Eugenius 
III., in 1146 (H.C., p. 83). He attested charters in 1116 and 1117 (Py. L.C. 
fos. 5d, 6d.) He is recorded in The Northamptonshire Survey as the holder 
of 1 hide in Armston and ¢ hide, $ virgate in Hemington, of the Peterborough 
fief, (V.C.H., vol. I., pp. 366-7.) In 1130 he rendered an account of a palfrey, 
for which he paid into the exchequer 40s., that he might have justice in 
his lord’s court (P.#., 31 Hen. I.) . 

Simon Maufé, the tenant mentioned in King Richard’s charter, had 
succeeded Guy in 1179. (P.R., 25 Hen II.) and was living in 1200 (Cur. 
Reg. Rolls., Vol. I., p. 120). The next tenant whose name is recorded, was 
Lucas Maufé who held two fees in Woodford and Kingsthorpe (B.M., 
Vesp., E. xxii., fo. 100; Cur. Reg. Rolls, Vol.I., p. 27, 6 John. See Intro. vii.) 

William Maufé was tenant in 1212 (Red Book, fo. 158). He died 
about 1222 and abbot Alexander granted the wardship of his land and 
the marriage of his heir to Baldwin de Vere of Thrapston (C.A.h.P., 
No. 40). The latter is shewn therefore as the tenant of two fees in Thrapston 
and Woodford in 1223 when he obtained a grant of pardon of scutage due 
therefrom (Rot. Lit., Claus., p. 580). He was succeeded by Oliver. 

The heir of the latter was Robert, (L.N., fo. 154, H.C., p. 59.; Swa. fo. 
285v), who held two fees intact in Woodford, Kingsthorpe and Hemington, 
but he granted to-the abbot of Thorney tenements in Kingsthorpe and to 
the predecessors of Richard of Hemington } fee in Hemington. During the 
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marriage and the aforesaid Thomas did homage and 
service to dan Henry the abbot, as appears more fully in 
his register. The sacrist takes tithe from the demesne lands 
of Maufé in . . . . Woodford and Hemington [as appears] 
in the sacrist’s register, and thus they can be distinguished 
from the other lands.

reign of Hen. III., Richard of Hemington acquired from Berenger le Moine 
the manor of Hemington, and it is difficult to distinguish the manor from 
the portion of the Maufé and Gunthorpe fiefs, which his descendants 
held. (Bridges, pp. 399-400,) On Robert’s death, which occurred 
before 1254, the Woodford estate was divided between his four daughters 
and co-heiresses. The aid charged on this fee in this year was paid by 
Thomas Deyvill and his coparceners. (L.N., fo. 245v). 

Thomas Deyville, Richard Trailli and Geoffrey Trailli each married one 
of the daughters and did homage for their pourparties to abbot Richard 
in 1275 (Chron. Pet., p. 22-3). 

In 1284 Richard Trailli, Geoffrey Trailli and John de Briseles held be- 
tween them 1 fee in Woodford (Kirkby’s Quest, Feud. Aids, vol. IV., p. 12). 

In 1289 Roger Bosuy (sic) who married the daughter of Richard Trailli 
and John de Boys did homage to the abbot for lands in Woodford (Chron. 
Pet., p. 144), in 1292 William Trailli (Jbid., p. 150) and in 1294 John Spigurnel 
(Ibid., p. 151) did homage. 

In 1316 John Spigurnel, Roger de Boys and Alice Trailli held 1} fees in 
Woodford (feud. Aids, Nomina Villarum, vol. IV., p. 29.) Roger de Boys 
did homage to abbot Adam on April 13, 1822 (B.M., M.S. Vesp., #. 21, fo. 
37). In the same year John Bosoune of Woodford did homage to abbot 
Adam and acknowledged that he held a quarter of the manor of Woodford 
with appurtenances in Woodford and Kingsthorpe which once belonged to 
Robert Maufé by the service of + fee (Jbid.) In 1323 Henry Trailli, brother 
and heir of William Trailli, did homage to abbot Adam for 4 fee in Woodford. 
(Ibid. fo. 38.) See p. 157. 

In 1346 John de Boys held ? fee in Woodford, } by inheritance and 3 
by purchase from one of the co-parceners ; Thomas Bosoune held % fee; and 
John de Waldegrave $ fee. The latter also held for the term of his life $ fee 
in Kingsthorpe and Hemington, the reversion of which belonged to the 
successors of Richard of Hemington (MS. Cleop. C.J., fo. 106.) 

It is interesting to note that a certain Guy Trailli, presumably aa 
ancestor of Geoffrey and Richard, held 14 hides of the fee of Peterborough 
in Woodford during the reign of Henry Il. (Northamptonshire Survey, 
tt, Vol. ll, p, 383.)

Thomas Fitz-Robert? holds two knight’s fees of the 
ancient feoffment of Burgh, in Southorpe, Gunthorpe, 
Dogsthorpe, Walcote, Paston, Helpston, Ufford, Upton, 
Etton and Cathwaite, whereof Prickmere holds in Upton 
of the aforesaid Thomas a quarter of one fee of the ancient 
feoffment. (Swaffham, fo. 283.) 

Also Thomas Fitz-Robert holds the fee of three knights 
in Gunthorpe, Southorpe, Stoke and Hemington in the 
county of Northampton. 

Also amongst the scutages at the end of the same book :— 
Of Thomas of Gunthorpe, for three fees by one tally, 6l1., 
also of Thomas Fitz-Robert,? by one tally, 6 li. 

Also this is contained in the charter of king Richard :— 
Three knight’s fees in Gunthorpe, Southorpe, and in the 
vill of Stoke and their appurtenances, which Geoffrey 
Fitz-Geoffrey holds. Of these three fees, the almoner 
holds one fee in Gunthorpe and Paston: the sacrist, one 
fee in Southorpe: Richard of Hemington, three quarters 
of one fee in Hemington: and the heir of Hugh Wake, a 
quarter of one fee in Stoke. 

ALSO BE IT KNOWN that the fees of Planche in Upton, 
and of Prickmere are of that fee,which Geoffrey Ridel holds, 
because the holder of the Prickmere fee was a grandson 
of William de [la] Planche and this Prickmere did not have 
another heir and so they devolved upon this Planche by 
succession and they are now, as it were, one fee and the 
capital messuage is at the end of the west part of the 
vill of Upton towards the south, and the larger portion of 
that side of the vill towards the south consists of those two 
fees of Prickmere and Planche. William de la Planche 
did homage to abbot Richard, as appears in the Black 
Book, fo. 128.5 . 

Moreover Ives of Gunthorp admitted by his deed, 
which is to be found in Swaffham (fo. 206), that he held 
three fees, which deed is confirmed by Robert Fitz-Geoffrey 
as is found in the same place. 

There are also certain tenements in Paston which are 
called Hugh Cavelere’s, which William of Thorpe holds, 
which were formerly given by the lord of Gunthorpe to 
his brother and the latter sold [them] to Hugh Cavelere. 
The heirs of Hugh sold [them] to the aforesaid William. 
Of the said Cavelere tenements Richard of Croyland holds 
one piece of meadow, opposite to our cultura “ dil toftes ”’ 
for 12d.

And because the said abbo 
could not enter, on account of the King’s statute against 
the religious [Statute of Mortmain], the said abbot arranged 
that sir Elias de Bekyngham, rector of the church of 
Warmington, in whom the abbot and convent had great 
confidence, should buy the aforesaid tenement. The said 
abbot and convent borrowed the money from him for the 
greater part and that which they had not in hand they 
acquired from merchants, being themselves bound as 
principals. 

The said Elias paid 550 marks for the aforesaid tenement 
within two months and received a charter of feoffment,

And because the © 
aforesaid sir Geoffrey was arrested at that time at London 
for a certain debt in which he was bound to the lady 
Eleanor, the consort of the lord king Edward, concerning 
the farm of the manors of Torpel and Upton, this same man 
could do little harm by his malice but he supplemented it 
by setting out false statements and caused them to be 
presented to the lord king and queen, who were dwelling 
then in Gascony, in the following manner :— 


And note that in the false statements aforesaid it was 
mentioned that the abbot of Burgh entered the aforesaid 
manor of Southorpe by collusion against the king’s statute, 
sheltering himself behind the aforesaid Elias de Bekingham, 
and that the aforesaid manor of Southorpe would have 
been exceedingly useful to the aforesaid queen, inasmuch 
as it was well built and situated, as it were, between two 
manors of the aforesaid Queen, which were not conveniently 
built. And that the aforesaid manor of Southorpe was 
of the said Queen’s fee, without whom the said abbot 
could not and ought not to have entered, and that the 
aforesaid manor was situated near the king’s forest, which 
the aforesaid abbot and his men might destroy if they 
held it. 


These and very many other false statements having 
been shewn to the aforesaid queen in the parts beyond 
the seas (as aforesaid), and by her with vehement com- 
plaints to the lord king, the king gave her this reply: 
“The abbot of Burgh is our subject and trusty friend, 
and satisfaction shall be made by the infliction of a penalty 
when we come into England if the things which are said 


of him on this side of the sea are true.”

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All these things were notified by letter from the parts 
beyond seas to the aforesaid abbot of Burgh a short time 
afterwards. And so when these things had been accom- 
plished the aforesaid sir Elias de Bekingham brought 
a writ of warranty of charter against the aforesaid Stephen 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of king Edward in Trinity 
term. And the aforesaid Stephen came into the Bench 
and acknowledged his feoffment before the justices of 
. the Bench, whereupon the aforesaid Elias had the king’s 
writ of seisin in these words :— 

The king to the sheriff of Northampton, Greeting. Know 
ye that it was agreed in our court before our justices at 
Westminster between Elias de Bekingham demandant 
and Stephen of Cornhill deforciant, concerning the manor 
of Southorpe with appurtenances, of which a plea of 
convention was summoned between them in the same court, 
to wit :—that the said aforesaid Stephen acknowledged 
the aforesaid manor with appurtenances to be the right 
of the same Elias and rendered it to him in the same court, 
to have and to hold to the same Elias and his heirs of the | 
chief lord. of that fee by the services which appertain to 
that manor for ever, and therefore we command you that 
without delay you cause the said Elias to have full 
seisin of the aforesaid manor with appurtenances as is 
aforesaid. 

Witness, Thomas Weyland at Westminster, the 14th of 
June, in the 15th year of the reign of king Edward. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the aforesaid Stephen of Cornhill 
delivered seisin of the aforesaid manor to the aforesaid 
Sir Elias by William de Stanesby his attorney appointed 
by his letters patent, and the same Elias made Bernard of 
Castor, clerk, his attorney, to receive seisin of the aforesaid 
manor in his name, in the fifteenth year of the reign of 
king Edward. 

This seisin was delivered and received by the attorneys 
aforesaid on Sunday after the feast of the Nativity of St. 
John the Baptist in the year above-mentioned. 

And Roger of Walcote, then the Queen’s bailiff of Torpel, 
came up unexpectedly with force and arms, and when he 
could not enter by the gates he climbed over the walls 
and took seisin to the use of the aforesaid Queen, as he 
asserted, and he carried off thence the horse of William de 
Pickworth, then the king’s bailiff in Nassaburgh, and took 
it to Torpel and kept it there until it pleased him to 
deliver it to him and he sent a groom into the manor of 
Southorpe for half a year and then freely recalled him. 

Meanwhile the sacrist of Burgh with the consent and at 
the wish of sir Elias de Bekingham sent a certain clerk, 
John of Risborough by name, into the parts beyond the 
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ad inpetrandum graciam domini regis quod predictus 
Helias posset dare predicta tenementa abbati et conuentui 
de Burgo et impetrauit breue subscripti tenoris :—

This letter was handed to Robert le Baud, then sheriff 
of Northampton, on Monday after the feast of the Purifi- 
cation of the Blessed Mary in the 16th year of the reign 
of king Edward at [King’s] Cliffe, as is contained below.

He holds in chief by knight’s 
service and by homage and by performing forinsec 
service to the same abbot and convent, and the abbot 
and convent [hold] of the lord king in chief. They say 
also that the aforesaid messuage is worth 5s. in all, and 
two carucates of land are worth 116s. 8d. per annum. Also 
they say that ten acres of wood are worth 3s.a year. They 
say also that the two water mills are worth 20s. per annum, - 
and no more on account of the failure of water in summer. 
They say also that there are in the same place sixty solidates 
of annual rent in all outgoings. The sum of the whole 
value whereof is 10/2. 4s. 8d. 

A certain clerk of the abbot and convent of Burgh carried 
this inquisition, thus returned, to the parts beyond the 
seas to the lord king of England then in Gascony and 
brought back the lord king’s letter of entry in these 
words :—

Edward, &c. to the sheriff of Northampton, Greeting. 
Whereas our well beloved clerk Elias de Bekingham 
proposes to give and assign to our well beloved in Christ, 
the abbot and convent of Peterborough, one messuage, 
two carucates of land, ten acres of wood, two water mills, 
and sixty solidates of rent with appurtenances in Southorpe 
in pure and perpetual alms, we command you to permit 
the same abbot and convent to enter freely and without 
hindrance and to hold the lands and tenements aforesaid 
with appurtenances as soon as the said Elias shall wish to 
demise to the same religious in the form above mentioned, 
to hold until we shall have returned from the parts beyond 
seas, that we may then confer a fuller favour upon them, 
as we shall have been led by our council to ordain. Witness 
myself at [“‘Herbam Faueram ”’| in Gascony on the 18th 
day of June in the sixteenth year of our reign.

1 The Gunthorpe knights held three fees, one of which was situated :— 
(a) in Gunthorpe, Dogsthorpe, Paston and Burgh; (b) one in Southorpe, 
Upton (Prickmere), Walcote, Helpston, Ufford, Etton and Cathwaite and 
(c) one in Stoke and Hemington. The description of these fees by 
Pytchley and Bridges is meagre. 

Geoffrey Infans, who is said to have been the nephew of abbot Thorold, 
was the first feoffee. (Z.N., fo. 14d.: Gosfridus nepos abbatis tenet 
viii h.in Hamtonascira, et inde servit se iii. militum; MS. Cleop. C.I. fo. 97:— 
Godfridus nepos abbatis tenet octo hidas terre in comitatu North. scil :—

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and convent of Burgh together with the attorneys of sir 
Elias de Bekingham and by the charters of the said Elias 
which are set out below :— 

Let it appear to all by these presents that I, Elias de 
Bekingham, the king’s clerk, make and appoint William 
de Pickworth in Castor my attorney to deliver to my lord 
abbot and the convent of Burgh full seisin of all my 
manor of Southorpe with appurtenanees in the county of 
Northampton with all rights and liberties in the same manor 
which I had or in any manner could have, to hold, and to 
have to the same abbot and convent and their successors 
without contradiction or claim of me or my heirs for ever. 
In testimony of which thing I have caused these my letters 
to be made patent. Given at Wodekesham on Friday 
after the feast of St. Laurence in the 16th yéar of the reign 
of king Edward. 


CHARTER OF ELIAS DE BEKYNGHAM. 


Be it known to all that I, Elias de Bekyngham, have 
demised and granted to my lords the abbot and convent © 
of Peterborough all my tenement which I had in Southorpe 
with all its appurtenances without any reservation, to have 
and to hold to the same abbot and convent at my will 
until I and the aforesaid abbot and convent have obtained 
permission from the lord king for them to retain the afore- 
said tenement in perpetual alms. And the aforesaid 
abbot and convent in the meantime shall find one chaplain 
to celebrate divine offices in the chapel of Southorpe. 
And they shall render to Alice de St. Medard as long as she 
shall live 4l7. sterlmg a year. And likewise they shall 
render to Stephen of Cornhill while he shall live 40s. [a 
year.]| And when the favour of the lord king concerning 
this matter shall have been obtained, I will and grant 
that henceforward the aforesaid abbot and convent may 
hold the aforesaid tenement with all its appurtenances 
in perpetual alms as is contained in a certain writing made 
between us, (otherwise the aforesaid tenement with all 
appurtenances shall revert to me and my heirs for ever), 
to hold of the aforesaid abbot as chief lord and of his 
successors by the services which appertain to the aforesaid 


NOTEHS—continued. 


In The Book of Charters of Henry of Pytchley, junior, we read that he 
held unjustly, for six years, the fee of Ingram of Stoke (vide infra. p. 146) 
but in 1120 he made a final concord concerning the same with abbot John 
in his court (Py., L.C., fo. 12). 

In a description of Werrington lands in the time of Henry I. we read 
that Geoffrey had there 12 acres of arable land, and 3 acres of meadow 
once belonging to Turketil. (L.N. fo. 50d.) He attested charters in 1116 
and 1118 (Py., L.C., fos. 5d, 6.) In 1130 he rendered an account of 10 
marks and paid 4li. into the king’s exchequer (P.R., 31 Hen. I.). 

Ives, son of Geoffrey of Gunthorpe, attested a charter in 1117 (Py., 
L.C., fo. 6d.) and, having succeeded to the estate of his father, attested 
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predictum tenementum pertinent inperpetuum. In cuius 
rei testimonium presenti scripto sigillum meum apposui. 
Hiis testibus : dominis Hugone Ridel. Willelmo de Tendale. 
Johanne de Helpistone militibus. Gilberto de Bernak. 
Roberto Peuerel. Petro de Burghle. Rogero Cordel de 
Castre. Willelmo de Pikworthe. Henrico de Castre et aliis.

Let it appear to all by the presents that I Elias de 
Bekyngham have sold to dan Richard abbot of Peter- 
borough all my stock and all other my moveable goods 
remaining in my manor of Southorpe in the county of 
Northampton for four hundred silver marks, by which - 
I acknowledge myself to have received full satisfaction 
by these presents. Given at Wodekesham on Friday 
next before the feast of the Assumption of the Blessed Mary 
in the 16th year of the reign of king Edward. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the sacrist of Burgh thus held 
the aforesaid manor without the king’s confirmation until 
the feast of Epiphany in the 19th year of the reign of king 
Edward. And know that in the meantime sir Geoffrey 
de Southorpe, who was then arrested in London for the 
Queen’s debt as is aforesaid, and all his abettors opposed 
all the hindrances and injuries in their power both per- 
sonally and through their adherents to the aforesaid 
abbot of Burgh and sir Elias de Bekingham. But at 
length peace was made between the aforesaid sir Geoffrey 
and the aforesaid sir Elias upon the terms that the same 
Klias should give to the aforesaid Geoffrey sixty marks 
sterling for the confirmation of the same Geoffrey and for 
making acknowledgment in the Bench, which recognition 
was made in the Bench in the 15th year of the reign of king 
Edward before Thomas de Weland and his fellow justices, 
in Easter term.

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RATIFICATION OF THE FEOFFMENT MADE TO ELIAS DE 
BEKYNGHAM. 


To all the faithful of Christ, to whom the present writing 
shall have come, Geoffrey de Southorpe, knight, son of 
Thomas, son of Robert de Southorpe, Greeting in the 
Lord. Know ye that I have inspected the charter of 
Stephen of Cornhill, citizen of London, concerning the 
feoffment made to Elias de Bekyngham of the manor of 
Southorpe with appurtenances, which manor the same 
Stephen had by my gift and feoffment in these words &c. 
(as above in the charter of Stephen of Cornhill.) 

The recognition by Geoffrey de Southorpe of the charter 
of Stephen of Cornhill made to Elias de Bekingham, exists 
and also a confirmation by the said Geoffrey to Elias de 
Bekingham of the manor of Southorpe, and also of the 
homages and services of sir Hugh Wake, Richard of 
Hemington, master John Hooke, and William Hooke his 
nephew, and also three letters of the said Geoffrey addressed 
to the aforesaid lords that they should be intendent in | 
{e.g. should transfer] all homages and services to sir Elias 
de Bekyngham. 

Afterwards on the feast of St. Andrew the apostle in% 
the 17th year of the reign of king Edward the aforesaid, 
sir Geoffrey de Southorpe made satisfaction to the Queen} 
for the debt for which he was arrested, and returned and 
was at Lolham on the vigil of St. Nicholas the bishop, 
and forthwith broke out into malicious repudiation, saying 
that all deeds which he had executed had been executed 
in prison under duress and were therefore of no effect. 
But brother William of Woodford, then sacristan, having 
respect to his poverty and in order to avoid a scandal, 
gave to him ten marks in ready money and two horses 
of the value of ten marks, and then the same Geoffrey 
confirmed the manor aforesaid anew to the abbot and 
convent of Burgh, as is contained in the treasury amongst 
the charters relating to Southorpe. 

A charter of gift of Elias de Bekingham of the same 
manor in pure and perpetual alms is also kept in the same 
place. There are also the releases of the same Elias 
of the homage and service of Hugh Wake, Richard of

Shortly afterwards he was succeeded by hisson Robert. (L.N. fo. 154), 
who witnessed a charter of abbot Martin (1226-33, C.A.R.P., no. 46). 

He was followed by his son Thomas. (H.C., p. 54), who witnessed a 
charter of abbot John de Caux (1250-63, C.A.R.P., no. 34) and in 1254 paid 
aid on 3 fees.

Edward by the Grace of God, king of England, &c. to 
all to whom the present letters shall have come, Greeting. 
Although by the common counsel of our kingdom we have 
provided that neither the religious nor others should be 
allowed to enter the fee of another so that it should come 
into mortmain without the licence of ourselves and of the | 
chief lord of whom the property is immediately held, we, 
wishing to do a special favour to our wellbeloved clerk 
Elias de Bekingham, have given him licence, so far as in 
us lies, that he may give and assign one messuage, two 
carucates of land, ten acres of wood, two water mills and 
sixty solidates of rent with appurtenances in Southorpe, to 
our well-beloved in Christ the abbot and convent of Peter- 
borough, to have and to hold to the same abbot and con- 
vent and their successors for ever. And we have granted 
likewise a special licence to the same abbot and convent 
that they may receive the aforesaid messuage, land, wood, 
mills and rent from the aforesaid Elias, according to the 
tenor of these presents, upon condition, nevertheless, that 
the same abbot and convent and their successors find daily 
for ever two monks in their abbey aforesaid to celebrate as 
chaplains divine offices for the soul of our most beloved 
consort Eleanor, formerly queen of England, and likewise 
each year at the aforesaid vill on the day of the anniversary 
of the aforesaid Queen, viz. : on the 27th day of November,

The first feoffee of the Bassingbourne tenements was 
Viel Engaine. And afterwards it is mentioned that 
Humphrey de Bassingbourne holds four knight’s fees, for 
which he performs the service of one knight and one quarter 
in Benefield and Glapthorne; and Maurice Daundelyn, 
[the service] of one knight in Addington and Slipton and 
of the fourth part of one knight in Cotterstock; and 
William de la Bataille [the service] of one knight and a half 
in Irthlingborough. And the monks of Pipewell have 
taken possession de novo through Fulk de Lisours? of the 
service of one knight. After the death of Nicholas de 
Bassingbourne, Humphrey his son acknowledged to dan 
John de Caux, abbot of Burgh, and paid a relief for four 
complete knight’s fees, as is above written, and according 
to the tenor of his father’s charters, in the presence of many 
men ; to wit :—monks, knights and other secular persons 
in the year of grace 1252. (Swaffham, fo. 268.)

And although it may be seen from the above that they 
hold four fees, nevertheless only one fee is mentioned in 
the charter of King Richard,* where it states :—One 
knight’s fee in Benefield which William de Lisours holds. 
For at one time they had the family name of Lisours and 
under that name they’ quitclaimed to us whatever they — 
held in the assarts of Biggin as appears in Swaffham, 
(fo. 178), but they cannot deny that they hold four fees 
because Nicholas de Bassingbourne acknowledged this by 
two deeds, as [may be seen in] Swaffham (fo. 209.) 

The same thing is found by an inquisition made at 
Thrapston’. Humphrey de Bassingbourne holds in Irth- 
lingborough, Benefield, Addington, Slipton, Liveden and 
Glapthorne, four knight’s fees of the abbot of Burgh, of 
which the abbot is mesne towards the king. This inquest 
is contained in abbot Godfrey’s register, fo. 142. This 
Humphrey did homage to dan Henry the abbot at 
Fineshade as is shewn in his register,

1 Of the four fees which were the possession of Nicholas de Bassing- 
bourne during the reign of Henry III. :— 
(a) three were held originally by Hugh de Waterville and 
(b) one by William de Lisours. 

(a) THE WATERVILLE FEES. 

It is not easy to discover an error in Dr. Round’s Feudal England, but 
when he says in his note on ‘“‘ The Knights of Peterborough,” p. 159 :— 
“Now Hugh de Euremou is the name of the man who, according to the 
pseudo-Ingulph, married Hereward’s daughter ...... Ae Aes > ee 
are enabled moreover to detect him, I claim, in that Hugh who, as a ‘ miles” 
of the Abbot, held three hides at ‘‘ Edintone”’ (Etton, Northants.) in Domesday 
(1.222.),”” he is undoubtedly mistaken. Edintone should be translated 
Addington and the documentary evidence shews that Hugh was- Hugh de 
Waterville. , 

(a) D.B.:—I.222. In Wodeford..... tenent Rogerus et Hugo 


et Siuuard iii. uirgatas terre de abbate.... In Hdintone tenet Hugo de 
abbate iii. hidas. 
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These [Bassingbournes] hold of the lord king the site of 
Benefield Castle and a half a virgate of land there by the 
service of half a knight’s fee as appears in the aforesaid 
inquisition taken at Thrapston, and [as it appears] in 
Swaffham [fo. 284) :—‘‘ amongst the forinsee fees a fourth 
part’ &c. By virtue whereof the wardship of their land 
belongs to the king, by his prerogative, and also the 
marriage of heirs when they are under age, because priority 
is of no assistance where the king is concerned. Concern- 
ing relief there is a question. 

There is also a note relating to the aforesaid fees in 
Swaffham (fo. 283). Nicholas of Bassingbourne holds in 
Benefield, Irthlingborough, Addington, Slipton, Twywell, 
and Woodford three knight’s fees and a quarter, whereof 
Robert de la Bataille holds in Irthlingborough, Addington, 
and Woodford one whole knight’s fee and a half of the 
ancient enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh. And a little 
further on, in Huxlow [hundred], Maurice Daundelyn 
holds in Addington an entire knight’s fee of the ancient 
enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh.® 

Also in the following folio :—in Willybrooke Nicholas 
de Bassingbourne holds in Glapthorne half a knight’s fee 
of the honour of Burgh. 

Also in the same place concerning forinsec fees!®:— 
Nicholas de Bassingbourne holds in Benefield a quarter 
of a knight’s fee of the ancient enfeoffment of the lord 
King in chief. 

Also in the same folio, John of Folksworth holds in 
Stibbington and Wansford the sixth part of a knight’s fee 
of the ancient enfeoffment of the honour of Benefield 
and Nicholas of Benefield (holds) of the lord King in chief ". 

Also below, (fo. 285), Nicholas de Bassingbourne holds 
four knight’s fees in Benefield, Glapthorn, Addington, 
Slipton, Cotterstock, Clapton, and _ Irthlingborough 
in the county of Northampton. Of these four fees 
- Humphrey de Bassingbourne holds one fee and one quarter 
in Benefield and Glapthorne ; Sir John Daundelyn one fee

His holdings in Woodford and Irthlingborough are not mentioned 
in the survey. 

The author of Ms. Cleop., fo. 102v. states :—‘‘ Nam Ricardus filius 
Hugonis, de quo fit mencio in rotulo, fuit Ricardus de Wateruilla, cuius 
pater vocabatur Hugo de Wateruilla..... -

This Richard was sometimes named Richard of Cotterstock, and 
at other times Richard of Addington. When Pytchley was demised for 
life in 1117 to Geoffrey Ridel, (who was drowned afterwards with the king’s 
son in the White Ship,) Richard of Cotterstock, as he was tlien named, 
was present as judge and witness. (Py., L.C., fo. 6). Some of his land in 
Glapthorne was confirmed to the abbey in 1114 by a charter of Henry I. 
(Ibid., fo. 27v.). 

In the Pipe Roll of 31 Henry I. we read :—‘‘ Willelmus de Hoctona 
reddit compotum de xxviii. libris et vis. et viiid. pro terra Ricardi de Edintona 
et pro omni veteri debito suo.” 

William had a son named Payne, and he had a daughter Matilda 
who married (1) Robert Grimbald and (2) Richard del Peak (see Farrer, 
Honors and Knights’ fees, vol. I., p. 37). 

In 1191 the latter was a pledge for Simon Basset for his debt to Aaron 
the Jew, of Lincoln. (P.R., 3 Ric. I.). His daughter Isabel married Hugh 
de Waterville, and had issue, Richard de Waterville (Farrer, vol. II., p. 304). 
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in Addington and Slipton and a quarter of one fee in 
Cotterstock. The abbot of Sulby [holds] one fee in 
Addington, as appears by a certain indenture thereof 
made between us as [appears] in abbot Godfrey’s register 
and Swaffham (fo. 276), because the abbot of Sulby granted 
to us 6s. 8d. a year at Easter and suit of the court of Castor 
from three weeks to three weeks, but the said suit was 
afterwards quitclaimed for 3s. 4d. a year, by another 
deed as appears in abbot Godfrey’s register [fo. 5412]. 
The same [abbot] granted ten marks on each vacancy 
of the house of Sulby [to be enforced] by distress, &c. and 
nevertheless we shall receive by the hands of Humphrey de 
Bassingbourne all forinsec services in respect of four fees, &c. 
Sir Simon de Drayton holds Irthlingborough of the 
fee of Battle, as some say one fee and a half, and others 
one fee, and others half a fee. Enquire into this! }2 
But it is seen that this fee of Battle is held of us immediately 
and not of Sir Humphrey, because it is confirmed by itself 
in King Richard’s charter, and the fee of Benefield by 
itself, and the same appears of Addington; yet by our. 
deed, which the abbot of Sulby has, we acknowledged 
that it is held of Sir Humphrey. But Sir Simon de Drayton 
says that he holds of the abbot of Sulby what he has in 
Irthlingborough, which is untrue, because in our deed 
made thereof only licence to enter the manor of Little 
Addington is granted. Query whether the services of 
that manor of Irthlingborough are granted to the abbot 
of Sulby in the deed of Richard the son of Gervase of 
Barnack ? 

And be it known that in the vill of Addington there are 
four fees, namely :—the abbot of Sulby’s fee, John 
Daundelyn’s fee, the Waterville fee (and these three are 
held of us), and the earl of Gloucester’s fee, and there is a 
twelfth part of one fee amongst the forinsec fees as appears 
in Swaffham (fo. 284). And they say in the same place - 
that there are in the said vill forty virgates, thirty of which 
are of our fee and ten of the earl of Gloucester’s fee. 


NOTES—continued. ; 

In King Richard’s charter in 1189 we read :—The fee of three knights 
in Addington, Irthlingborough and the appurtenances which Richard 
del Peak and William de la Bataille hold. 

Pytchley apparently failed to recognise these fees when he stated 
that only one Bassingbourne fee was mentioned in the charter. 

In 1176 Nicholas de Haversham rendered account of 20 marks for his 
daughter whom the King gave to William de la Bataille. (P.&.,22 Hen. IL., 
p. 19). 

In 1179 William de la Bataille had land in Irthlingborough (P.R., 25 
Hen. II.), and on turning back to the Northants. Survey we find that 
Reginald de la Bataille, apparently an ancestor of William, held 34h. in 
Irthlingborough. In 1214 William de la Bataille claimed the advowson 
of the Church of All Saints’ of Irthlingborough (Rot. de oblatis et finibus, 
p- 535).

In 1196 a final concord was made between Maud [of Houghton] the 
widow of R. del Peak, and Hugh and Isabel de Waterville, under which 
Maud quitclaimed to Hugh and Isabel land at Addington and Middleton, 
and Hugh and Isabel quitclaimed to Maud land at Aldwinckle for her 
life as dower. (See above p. 45 and also P. R. Soc., vol. 20, pp. 118-19), 
There are one or two other references to the Waterville interest in the 
Bassingbourne fees. For example it is stated in Kirkby’s Quest in 1284 
that the fees were held of the heirs of Waterville. Pytchley also in his 
text states that the Watervilles had a fee in Addington. In 1200 Richard 
de Berneville had a plea against Robert de Waterville concerning land in 
Glapthorne and Cotterstock (Curia Regis Rolls, vol. I., p. 367). 
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With respect to the tenements in Glapthorn BE IT KNOWN 
that, according to the common saying of the wise men of 
that country, who speak from the reports of their elders, 
the aforesaid tenements were in the seisin of a certain 
Alice Durberville (together with certain tenements in 
Southwick, which John Seket now holds, which are held of 
Richard Knyvet, and Richard holds of Humphrey de 
Bassingbourne) which Alice William de Lisours married and 
of her begat a daughter, Alice! by name. This William 
entered into a great part of the lands appertaining to Biggin 
[Grange]. But abbot Benedict in the time of king Henry 
If. and also in the time of king Richard brought a writ 
against the aforesaid William, and thereafter the aforesaid 
abbot obtained a perambulation between his [ William’s] 
tenements of Benefield and Glapthorne and ours in the 
same place (as appears in Swaffham, fo. 119), and a certain 
dividing line was made in the same place, which surrounds 
and divides our land from others. This dividing line and 
boundary remains to the present day and will remain for 
ever hereafter. Likewise the abbot and William were 
brought to an agreement by a fine levied therein (as in 
Swaffham fo. 178.) 

Moreover king Richard confirmed to us our assarts of 
Oundle, and so did other kings after him, who confirmed 
his charter word for word. 

And be it known that this place of Biggin was wont to 
be woodland appertaining to the manor of Oundle and 
therefore it is called assarts, &c. 

Afterwards one of the Bassingbournes married the afore- 
said Alice, daughter and heiress of the aforesaid William, 
and so the said tenements of Benefield and Glapthorn 
were in his seisin and he held them of us, as appears in 
Swaffham (fo. 284), where it is said :—Nicholas de Bassing- 
bourne holds in Glapthorne half a knight’s fee of the 
honour of Burgh. Afterwards the aforesaid tenements 
in Glapthorne were sold by a fine to Gilbert de Clare earl 
of Gloucester, who gave the said tenements to a certain

(6) THe ENGAINE FEE. 

In Swaffham’s descriptions we read that the first feoffee of the Hngaine 
fee was Viel Engaine. He was the eldest son of William Hngaine and 
married the daughter and heiress of William de Lisours. Viel was succeeded 
by his son Fulk de Lisours, the king’s forester during the reign of Henry II. 
The author of Ms. Cleop. says: ‘“ Rotulo :—Fulco de Lysurs tenet feodum 
i. militis et inde plenarie respondet.” 

Fulk made a purpresture upon the demesne of Oundle, which was a 
manor belonging to Peterborough abbey, but abbot Benedict (1177-93) 
recovered this from Fulk’s son William de Lisours and built there “ New 
Place or Biggin Grange” near Benefield (H.C., p. 99). This William 
rendered an account of 200 marks for having his father’s forestership of the 
county of Northampton (P.B., 3 Ric. I.) and in the charter of King Richard 
he is recorded as the holder of one knight’s fee in Benefield. In 1194 Hugh 
paid scutage on one fee (P.R., 6 Ric. I.) and again in 1195 (P.B., 8 Ric. 1.) 
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et dicta tenementa forisfecit et sic reuertebantur dicto 
comiti per statutum Westmonasterii secundi [sic] . quia 
feoda talliata ete. Et super hoc Hugo de Aundele optinuit 
versus regem dicta tenementa quia rex illa seisiuit propter 
forisfacturam dicti Duncani supponens donacionem esse 
puram et in feodo simplici. Propterea dictus Gilbertus de 
Clare primus tulit breue de recto versus abbatem Ricardum 
pro tenementis de la Bigging tempore regis Edwardi 
filii regis Henrici set breue fuit cassatum per calumpniam 
Willelmi de Wodef’ tune sacriste quia deficiebat vicecomes 
in breui et sic destitutus omni consilio per vim dicti 
comitis peciit iudicium de breui. Quere processum supra.

and 1199 (P.R., 1 Joh.). In 1208 Fulk de Lisours, brother of Hugh, was 
his attorney in a plea against Ralph de Berners who claimed his wife’s 
dower in a certain mill. (Curia Regis Rolls, Vol. II., pp. 172, 309). 

(c) THE Four FEEs. 

In 1212, we learn from the Red Book of the Hxuchequer, all four fees 
were in the possession of Hugh de Lisours (Lib. Rub., Rolls Series, p. 618. 
See also B.M., Vesp. H22, fo. 100) where we read: Hugh de Lisours for 
Benefield, Irthlingborough, and Addington, 4 Knights. 

Bridges states that this Hugh also held the castle of Benefield from 
the king but being greatly indebted to the exchequer, the king seized his 
estate and granted it to John de Bassingbourne in 1218. According to 
the Pipe Rolls, however, Hugh de Neuille rendered an account of 2 marks 
for one fee of Fulk de Lisours. (P.R. 13, 14, and 15 John). In 1214-15 
(ibid. 16 John) the four fees passed to Nicholas de Bassingbourne sen., who 
married Alice daughter of William de Lisours. He was one of the witnesses 
to the charter of liberties of abbot Robert de Lindsey to his Peterborough 
men (1214-22). This abbot. acquired a recognition of one knight 
and a fourth part of one knight on the part of Nicholas in Benefield, (Swa., 
p. 109), and abbot Walter of St. Edmund’s (1233-1246) obtained from him 
a further acknowledgment of a quarter of a fee in Glapthorne, wherefore 
his son recognised four fees intact to abbot John, and a paid a full relief 
(Ibid., p. 118). He also held a fee in Benefield in chief of the king in 1235-6. 
(Book of Fees, vol. I., p. 496. See also the text above, p. 74). Nicholas jun. 
had a son Humphrey I., who did homage to abbot John de Caux in 1252 
and in 1254 paid aid on four fees (L.N., fo. 245d). He was a supporter 
of Simon de Montfort, and his castle of Benefield was seized by John de 
Vaux and in 1268 was redeemed by Humphrey on payment of 300 marks 
(Rot. Selecti, 52 Hen. III., p. 167.) At the beginning of the reign of 
Edward I. he granted the manor of Benefield to the king’s mother for 
the term of her life. 

He was succeeded by his son Humphrey II. in 1280 (Cal. I. P.M., vol. 
II., 350). He died in 1298, leaving a son Humphrey III. An inquisition 
was held at Northampton after his death (Cal. I. P.M., vol. III., p. 468) 
when he was found to be seized of Benefield Castle held of the king for $ 
knight’s fee, and estates in Benefield, Southwick, Cotterstock, Liveden 
and Stibbington held of the abbot of Peterborough by the service of four 
knights. 
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Duncan earl of Fife with his daughter in marriage, 
which Duncan afterwards bore arms against the king and 
forfeited the said tenements and so they reverted to the 
said earl by the statute of Westminster II., because the 
fees were entailed, &c. And thereupon Hugh Daundelyn 
obtained the said tenements against the king, for the king 
seized them on account of the forfeiture of the said Duncan, 
presuming the gift to be pure and in fee simple. On that 
account the said Gilbert de Clare first brought a “ writ 
of right’ against abbot Richard for the tenements of 
Biggin in the time of King Edward son of King Henry, 
but the writ was quashed by the claim of William of Wood- 
ford then sacrist, because the sheriff was omitted in the 
writ and thus being deprived of any hearing by the power 
of the said earl he asked for judgment upon the writ. 
Look for the proceedings further !

Humphrey III. did homage to abbot Adam in 1322 (B.M. Ms. Vesp. 
E. xxi., fo. 37). In 1346 he, or another Humphrey, was the holder of 4 
knight’s fees in Benefield, Glapthorne, Liveden, Addington, Cotterstock, 
Irthlingborough, Woodford, Twywell, and Slipton. Of these four fees 
Simon de Drayton held 1} fees in Irthlingborough and Woodford; John 
Daundelyn % fees in Addington, 4 in Slipton, + in Cotterstock ; and 
Humphrey himself 14 fees in Benefield, Liveden and Glapthorne.

The first feoffee was Thorold of Milton, and afterwards 
Geoffrey of Milton, according to Swaffham (fo. 268), holds 
two hides in the county of Northampton, namely, in Milton 
and its appurtenances ; and in the county of Lincoln [he 
holds] six bovates, namely, in Cleatham and Yaddlethorp 
and he performs for them the full service of two knights. 

Aso Swaffham has it (fo. 288) that Milton answers for 
one fee and a half, where he says thus :—Geoffrey of Milton 
holds one knight’s fee and a half in Milton of the ancient 
feoffment of the honour of Burgh. There is also a state- 
ment concerning the same in Swaffham, (fo. 285). 

MoREOVER amongst the scutages in Swaffham, (fo. 871) : 
of Geoffrey of Milton, for two knights by two tallies, 4di. 
Also in the scutage following in the same place: of Geoffrey 
of Milton by one tally, 4 li. 

It is also contained in the Black Book, (fo. 154), that 
Robert of Milton [has] two knights in Milton, Cleatham, 
and Yaddlethorpe. 

Sir Thomas de Neville now holds of us in chief that half 
fee of Cleatham which used to be held of Milton, and the 
same Thomas holds of us in chief a sixteenth part of a 
knight’s fee in Faldingworth, which dan Richard of London, 
the abbot, bought. 

This is stated also in the charter of king Richard :— 
The fee of two knights in Milton, Cleatham and in their 
appurtenances, which Robert of Milton holds. 

Moreover it is thus contained in the inquisitions taken 
at Thrapston :—Edward Charles holds one knight’s fee 
in Milton of the abbot of Burgh and the abbot is mesne 
as above, (as in abbot Godfrey’s register, fo. 141). 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the predecessors of those 
[lords] of Milton held certain tenements of us in Milton, 
Cleatham and Yaddlethorpe, as is stated above, and also 
in Faldingworth, Burgh, Ailsworth, and Castor by the 
service of two knight’s fees as above. Of these Sir Richard 
de la Pole holds one fee and a half in Milton of the gift 
and feoffment of the Charles family, and he did homage 
to dan Adam the abbot,? and dan Henry the abbot, as 
appears in their registers. Thomas de Neville holds the 
tenements in Cleatham, namely, one messuage and four 
bovates of land by the grant of Geoffrey of Milton made

Roger II., his successor, attested charters in 1147 and 1150 (Py., L.C., 
fos. 8d, 9). Reginald, his son, granted 1v. of land in Milton to the abbey, 
which virgate, in the time of abbot John de Caux (1250-63), was granted 
to Geoffrey Russell and Euphemia his wife (C.A.R.P., No. 48). This led 
to the formation of a second manor, particulars whereof are given in the 
text and by Bridges (p. 504). In the list in Ms. Vesp., 2. 22, fo. 99, we 
read: Milton, 1 knight and a half. This refers to the Northamptonshire 
holding. Robert was tenant of the original manor of Milton at the time 
of King Richard's charter in 1189 and also in 1212. (Lib. Rub., Rolls 
Series, p. 522) and at the time of the second Black Book list. (L.N., fo. 154). 
In 1199 he owed half a mark for a forest offence (P.R., 10 Ric. I.)

He died during the rule of abbot Martin de Ramsey (1226-1233, 
Sparke, p. 118), and the wardship of his infant heir Geoffrey was confirmed 
to the convent by abbot Walter of St. Edmund’s (1233-1246). In 1254 
Geoffrey paid aid on two fees (L.N., fo. 245v.). He was one of the Peter- 
borough knights who supported Simon de Montfort, and was pardoned in 
1267 under the Dictum of Kenilworth (Cal. Rot. Pat.). “Geoffrey demised 
his lands in Milton to William Charles and his land in Cleatham and its 
appurtenances to Sir Thomas de Neville of Faldingworth, who in 1275 
attorned to abbot Richard and did homage to him (Chron. Pet. p. 23; 
Soc. Ant. Ms. 38, fo.178v). He died in 1317 leaving a son Thomas, who held 
tenements in Yaddlethorpe, Cleatham and Faldingworth of the abbot by 
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to dan Robert the abbot, (as appears in Swaffham, fo. 34), 
by reason of which grant Thomas de Neville by his deed 
attorned, &c. (Swaffham, fo. 29), and [an account] of this 
is contained in the Black Book on the last quire but one, 
amongst the services of the manors of Scotter and Fiskerton. 
And the same Thomas holds of us his manor of Falding- 
worth and Snitterby. é 

AND BE IT KNOWN that Cleatham and Yaddlethorpe 
answer to us for half a fee. This Thomas de Neville did 
homage to dan Adam the abbot, and brought a writ de 
vasto against him for waste done in his land in the time of 
his minority, while he was in the wardship of dan Godfrey, 
the abbot. His marriage was granted by the aforesaid 
abbot Godfrey to Master Geoffrey of Maxey, clerk, who 
married him to his daughter. 

A certain Robert of Ufford held tenements in Burgh. 
His homage was granted during his life to abbot Robert 
(as above, Swaffham fo. 34) by reason of which grant Walter 
Warde of Ufford was in our wardship. Our right was 
declared against the lord king by an inquisition taken at 
Wansford. All this is more fully set forth in abbot 
Godfrey’s register (fo. 62)? and he held by the twentieth 
part of one fee as is stated there on fo. 68. Who now hold 
these tenements in Burgh you have below’? in [the notes con- 
cerning] Burgh. And the aforesaid Robert of Ufford® gave 
us one messuage in Howgate in Burgh (Swaffham, fo. 31). 

John Fitz Gilbert of Ailsworth holds the tenements in 
Ailsworth. He holds the aforesaid tenements of the earl 
of Kent by a grant made by the lord of Milton of the 
homage and service of Gilbert of Ailsworth to Sir John 
Camoys. This deed is kept in our treasury. 

Bernard de Pikworth holds the tenements in Castor 
which at one time belonged to Geoffrey Illing. Be it 
known also that this Geoffrey remitted twelve pence which 
were due to him for one virgate of land, which Geoffrey 
Russel once held, and they are reserved in the charter in 
Swaffham (fo. 216). The earl of Oxford now holds this 
[virgate] and it is called Reynold’s fee®. [Particulars] 
of this land are contained in Swaffham (fo. 216) and it is in 
Burgh. And note the charter of Geoffrey of Milton together 
with those which are contained in the margin, as in 

Swaffham (fo. 34).

He did homage to abbot 
Adam in 1331 (B.M. Ms. Vesp. E.21, fo. 39). In 1848 the Cleatham half 
fee was divided between John de Monceaux and Thomas de Neville.

His heir afterwards sold 
the said house to Bartholomew de Badelesmere, who had 
one son, Giles by name, and three daughters.? On the 
deaths of the aforesaid Bartholomew® and Giles without 
heirs of their bodies, one daughter was married to John, 
earl of Oxford, to whom the tenements in Milton and Paston 
were assigned in her pourparty, to wit :—the aforesaid

As to this, see 
Swaffham, fo. 3lv. Apparently the hospice of the Milton knights in Burgh 
was in Howgate, (i.e. City Road,,) and was held by a twentieth part of a 
knight’s fee. In Cleop. C.I., fo. 98v., we read that in 1348 a twentieth part 
of a knight’s fee in Burgh was held by Robert of Croyland, John de Monk- 
lane and Maud who was the wife of Thomas le Coke. There were 30 acres 
of land which once belonged to Walter Warde and they were held immed- 
iately of the abbot by the gift of Geoffrey of Milton made to abbot Robert 
of Sutton, a copy of which deed isin Ms. Cleop., C. II., fo.

The devolution of the ‘‘ Wake’’ fees, from the date of the first 
feoffment by abbot Thorold to the date when they were held of the 
abbey by Baldwin Wake, is difficult to follow :—-The marginal note in 
Swaffham’s first list informs us that the first holder of two of the fees was 
Hugh de Evermue.

of Lincoln, to wit :—in Carby Biamel, i.e., Bytham, nine 
carucates of land, and in the county of Northampton, to 
wit :—in Burgh two parts of half a virgate for two knight’s 
fees. And moreover Sir Baldwin holds one knight’s fee 
in Witham and Barholm of the lands of Ansford. And 
the aforesaid Baldwin ought to answer fully for the afore- 
said fees to the abbot of Burgh for all forinsec [service]. 

ALSO it is stated in Swaffham (fo. 284) :—In the hundred 
of Beltisloe, Thomas of Stamford holds in Swinstead a 
twelfth part of a knight’s fee of the heirs of Hugh Wake 
and they of Burgh. Baldwin Bruncurt holds in Witham 
a quarter of a knight’s fee of the heirs of Hugh, and they of 
Burgh. David of Witham holds in Witham a sixth part 
of a knight’s fee of Geoffrey of Bourne and he of the heirs 
of Hugh Wake, and they of Burgh. Ranulf of Careby holds 
in Careby two knight’s fees of the heirs of Hugh, and they of 
Burgh. Richard de Lindon holds in Creeton two parts 
of a knight’s fee of Walter de Colevill and he of the heirs of 
Hugh Wake and they of Burgh. 

Auso that this Baldwin? held four fees appears by the 
charter of king Richard where it is thus stated :—Four 
knight’s fees in West Deeping, Barholm, Stow, Careby 
and in their appurtenances, which Baldwin Wake holds. 
Nevertheless amongst the scutages it is found that he only 
paid 6 li. as if for three fees. 

Also Sir Thomas Wake, lord of Liddel, acknowledged 
that he held three fees and bound himself in 15/4. for the 
relief of three fees to dan Adam, abbot, besides one fee, 
which up to the present time he has not acknowledged. His 
deed is retained in the possession of the abbot. (N.B. 
Achurch fo. 1874.)

In these extracts from the great survey we recognize :— 

(1) Ansford, aman of the abbot, holding lands in Witham, Manthorp, 
Toft-with-Lound, Barholm and Stow, part of which had formerly belonged 
to Hereward, as Dr. Round has shewn (Feud. Hng., p. 160). 

(2) Saxwalo, a man of the abbot, holding land in Bintham, i.e., Little 
Bytham. 

(3) Robert (de Gimiges) holding land in Barholm and Stow. 

(4) Godfrey (of Cambrai) holding sokemen and land in Barholm, Stow 
and Witham. 

The first bull of Pope Eugenius refers to the fee of Godfrey de Cambrai 
in Plumtree and Barholm with their appurtenaces and in the very early 
account of the Lincolnshire lands in the Liber Niger (Chr. Pet., p. 180) we 
read “‘ In Deeping 1 carucate and two bovates, socage of the land of Bole, 
and of the land of Lewin of Deeping a similar amount of socage (land). 
Godfrey de Cambrai holds (these).”’ 
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Preterea idem dominus T. orta discordia inter ipsum 
et priorem de Spalding® super marisco inter Deping et 
Spalding equitauit usque ad Spalding cum magno excer- 
citu armatorum ubi plures fuerunt wlnerati et idem misit 
domino Ade abbati per litteras suas quod mitteret sibi 
gentes in adiutorium quia tenuit illa tenementa de eo et 
ecclesia sua que littera manet penes abbatem. 

Ista fuerunt facta anno regni regis Edwardi.* [Added 
in another hand filii regis Edwardi septimo decimo. 

Preterea quod tenementa in Carebi, Wytham et Deping 
tenentur de domino Wake et quod tenet de nobis [ fo.

The first Black Book list informs us that Hugh de Evermue held three 
hides in demesne and seven bovates in Lincolnshire; his service was of 
two knights. Ansford held 3 virgates, and he served for half a hide. 
Robert de Gimiges held 9 carucates in Lincolnshire and he served for three 
hides; and in Northamptonshire, 2 parts of half a virgate and his service 
was of two knights. (L.N.. fo. 17; Chron. Pet., pp. 174-5). It is possible 
that Hugh de Evermue was the successor of Saxwalo and of Godfrey. 

The first bull of Pope Eugenius also refers to the fee of Robert de 
Gimiges in Careby and its appurtenances. It appears that in 1114, Henry I. 
confirmed to the abbey the service due from the two fees “ de Gimiges ’’ 
and the lands of Ansford (Py. L.C., fo.27). Itis by no means clear why all 
these fees were considered part of the Wake fief, but apparently Robert de 
Gimiges was a sub-tenant of Godfrey and afterwards of Hugh de Evermue, 
and on the marriage of the daughter of the latter with Baldwin Wake, 
the holder of the Gimiges fee may have attorned to Baldwin Wake. 

The entry in the Rotulus (M.S. Cleop. C.I. fo. 103) must be examined :— 

‘‘Baldewinus Wake tenet in Depyng et Plumtre et Stowe feoda duorum 
militum. Et Robertus de Gymynges [sic] tenet de eodem Baldewina 
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Moreover the same Sir Thomas, a dispute having arisen 
between him and the prior of Spalding** concerning the fen 
between Deeping and Spalding, rode on horseback to 
Spalding with a great company of armed men and many 
were wounded there, and he sent letters to dan Adam 
the abbot, calling on him to send his men to his aid because 
he held those tenements of him and his church. This letter 
remains in the possession of the abbot. 

These things were done in the seventeenth year of the 
reign of king Edward, son of king Edward [A.D. 13824.]4 

MorEoVER that the tenements in Careby, Witham and 
Deeping are held of lord Wake and that he holds of us, is 
shewn by a certain plea, by a writ de medio, where Hugh 
Bigod and Joan his wife complained that the abbot of 
Burgh? distrained them for suit at the court of the abbot 
at Castor from three weeks &c., for default of this Baldwin, 
&c., and they claimed to hold of him three fees in the afore- 
said vills. And the aforesaid Baldwin acknowledged and 
granted [that he ought] to acquit, &c. This record was — 
made, as is believed, before T. Preston and his associates, 
the justices in eyre at Lincoln in the 55th year of the 
reign of king Henry [A.D. 1271]. (In the Black Book, 
fo. 123.) 

Of these fees aforesaid Sir Thomas Wake, lord of Liddel, 
holds one fee and a quarter and a twelfth part of a fee in 
Deeping, Barholm, and Stow. The abbot of Vaudey 
holds a twelfth part of one fee in Swinstead, which Thomas 
de Stamford held. Baldwin Bruncurt holds a quarter of 
one fee in Witham. William de Bayeux, knight, holds 
two fees in Careby, and Biamel, i.e., Little Bytham, 
and the sacrist receives a portion of the tithes there, the 
course of which® is contained in Swaffham (fo. 97 and fo. 
202), Richard de Lindon holds two parts of one fee in 
Creeton. Sir Thomas Wake of Blisworth holds half a 
fee in East Deeping. And all these hold of lord Wake 

and he of Burgh.

Wake in comitatu Lyncolie scilicet in Careby et Biamel novem carucatas 
terre. Et in comitatu Northantonie duas partes dimidie uirgate scil :— 
in Burgo pro feodo duorum militum. Et preterea predictus Willelmus 
[sic] Wake tenet unum feodum militis in comitatu Lyncolie, scilicet, in 
Wyham de terra Asfordeby [sic], et predictus Willelmus [sic] Wake de 
predictis feodis ecclesie Burgi plenarie respondet de omni forensi.”’ 

Baldwin Wake, in certain places wrongly described as William, was 
responsible therefore for the service of five knights, viz. :— 

(a) 2 in Deeping, Plumtree and Stow. 

(b) 2 in Careby, Little Bytham, and in the vill of Burgh, which Robert 

de Gimiges held, and 

(c) 1 in Witham, formerly held by Ansford. 

To add to our confusion the servitium debitum is variously stated in 
different documents. 

In the list of fees in King Richard’s charter the Gimiges fee is not 
mentioned by name, but we read of “ a fee of four knights in West Deeping, 
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Et sciendum est quod illa tenementa que aliquando 
fuerunt de Gimigesfee in Burgo fuerunt de illo’ feodo 
tamen fuerunt feoffati® [sic] ad tenendum de capitalibus 
dominis feodi ut apparet quia nunquam fuerunt intendentes 
dominis® de Wake de illis tenementis in Burgo. Et ista 
tenementa aliquando perquisiuit abbas Godfridus et 
assignauit ad anniuersarium suum faciendum una cum 
manerio de Lullingtone. 

Et sciendum quod quidam boscus in campis de Miltone 
qui continet xx. acras et qui antiquitus vocabatur Fran- 
hawe fuit boscus illorum de Gemiges et quidam Robertus 
de Gemiges vendidit Roberto Lyndeseye abbati, ut Swa. 
fol. cc.xxxi°. Et quedam Sibilla de Gimiges domina de 
Carby remisit abbati et conuentui totam illam terram que 
vocatur Franhawe, etc. cum warranto. Swa. fol. cclxxxiiii®.

Stowe, Barholm, Careby and their appurtenances which Baldwin Wake 
holds” and in a separate place at the end of the list “ the fee of Witham 
which Ansford held,” the tenant’s name not being mentioned. 

In 1212 (Lib. Rub., fo. 158) we read :—Baldewinus Wache feoda iii. 
militum. Idem feoda iii. militum cum uxore quae fuit Roberti de Frya 
quae Willelmus Brywere tenet.” 

This makes a total of 6 fees, and I can only suggest that through an 
error the fee which had been acquired at Botolfbrig, in Hunts. in 1171 by 
Robert de Gimiges (P.R., 17 Hen. II.) and which was held in chief of the 
king, was included. ' : 

The heir of Baldwin Wake was said to hold c. 1228 a fee of five knights 
in Deeping, Plumtree, Stow, Careby, Biamel (i.e., Little Bytham), Witham, 
Barholm and Peterborough. (Z.N., fo. 154d.). He was apparently Hugh 
Wake. He had acquired also c. 1228 half the Avenel fee in Irthlingborough 
from Ralph Basset of Rushton. (Ibid, fo. 156). We read in the 12438 
inquests in Lincolnshire (Brit. Mus., Egerton Ms. 2733, fo. 140-1) that 
the heirs of Hugh Wake hold in Deeping, Barholm and Stowe one knight’s 
fee of the honour of Burgh, whereof Sir Guy Wake holds half a fee of the 
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AND BE IT KNOWN that those tenements, which were 
once of the Gimiges fee in Burgh, were of that fee’, yet 
they were enfeoffed® to hold of the chief lords of the fee, 
as it appears, because they were never intendant to the 
lords of Wake in respect of those tenements in Burgh. 
And abbot Godfrey formerly acquired those tenements 
and assigned them, together with the manor of Luddington 
for the celebration of his anniversary. | 

AND BE IT KNOWN that a certain wood in the fields of 
Milton, which contains 20 acres and which of old was 
called Franehaw, was the wood belonging to the Gimiges 
family and a certain Robert de Gimiges sold it to abbot 
Robert of Lindsey, as appears in Swaffham (fo. 231). And 
a certain Sibyl de Gimiges, lady of Careby, remitted to the 
abbot and convent all that land which is called Franehaw 
&c. with a warranty, &c. (Swaffham, fo. 284). The cellarer 
has it at Belsize®. And the de Gimiges were once lords of 
Careby, as is shewn here and in Swaffham (fo. 202). And 
they granted 7s. as tithes of the manor of Careby!®, as 
was permissible at that time, and it can avail for a title 
as it appears, because the lords of Careby, at a time when it 
was lawful for any lord to bestow tithes upon whom 
he would, granted two sheaves of his whole tithe to us 
for having his burial in our church and afterwards 
we received 7s. by composition as is abovesaid. (Swaffham, 
fo. 202.) 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the family of Gimiges had land 
in Botolph Bridge,!! which the Treasurer now holds, con- 
cerning which more is said below,!? under the heading 
‘Burgh,’ and look there. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the tenements in Burgh and else- 
where, which are called Gimiges fee, once belonged to John 
de la Lade, who enfeoffed thereof Gilbert of Sutton and 
Gilbert [enfeoffed] Robert of Miningsby, rector of the church 
of Paston, and this Robert enfeoffed abbot Godfrey and 
the convent. Still these tenements were held of a certain 
Roger de Uffington by the service of half a mark, and he 
held of sir William de Bayeux kt. by the same service 
which abbot Godfrey acquired from the aforesaid Roger, 
and the aforesaid William remitted, &c., and the latter

said heirs; Thomas de Stamford holds in Swinstead 7; part of a knight’s 
fee of the heirs of Hugh Wake and they of Burgh; Baldwin de Bruncurt 
holds in Witham one quarter of a knight’s fee of the heirs of Hugh Wake 
and they of Burgh; David de Witham holds in Witham } knight’s fee of 
Geoffrey de Bourne and he of the heirs of Hugh Wake and they of Burgh ; 
Ralph de Careby holds in Careby two knight’s fees of the heirs of Hugh and 
he of Burgh; Richard de Lindon holds in Creeton two parts of a knight’s 
fee of Walter de Colville and he of the heirs of Hugh Wake and they of 
09 (ore numerous sub-infeudations make it very difficult to trace accurately 
the devolution of the different fees held by the Wakes of the barony of 
Peterborough. Holding many other fees their sub-tenants of the Peter- 
borough fees were brought more closely in touch with the feudal adminis- 
tration of Peterborough Abbey than they were, and we find that in due 
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obligauit se et heredes suos ad warrantum et ad c.s. si 
abbas predicta seruicia admiserit per placitum absque 
sua necgligencia, que facta habentur in thesauro conuentus.

course some of their sub-tenants attorned to the abbey, and the Lords of 
Bourne released to the Abbey their interest in some of the Peterborough fees. 

In Swaffham’s 1252 list (see above p. 81), we read of another Baldwin 
Wake, who held two fees in Deeping, Plumtree and Stowe, but Robert de 
Gimiges is mentioned as Baldwin’s sub-tenant of two fees in Careby Biamel 
and Peterborough. Baldwin also held Ansford’s fee in Witham and Bar- 
holm, and answered fully for forensic services from all five fees. 

In [254 the heir of Baldwin Wake paid aid on three fees only (L.N., 
fo. 245d.). In 1271, as stated in the text, or according to the Black Book 
in 1285 (see Chr. Pet., pp. 126-7), Baldwin Wake admitted that he ought to 
acquit his tenants of three fees in Careby, Witham and Deeping of service 
due to the Abbot of Peterborough. In 1276 he did homage to Abbot 
Richard de London (Z.N., fo. 81). 

In 1290 John Wake, ‘‘ who then was not yet a knight,” did homage 
to Abbot Richard de London for the tenement which he held of him in the 
presence of Sir Hugh Wake, Kt., and others (Z.N., fo. 129d.; Chr. Pet., 
p. 147). Sir Hugh Wake was present in 1300 and 1302 when homages were 
being performed to Abbot Godfrey de Croyland. At the time of the Thrap- 
ston inquisition Hugh Wake was a tenant of part of the Avenel fee in 
Irthlingborough. Cleop. C. I., fo. 114 speaks of Lady Joan Wake who held 
one fee of the Abbey in Deeping and elsewhere, and at the time of the aid 
for knighting the Black Prince in 1346, Sir Thomas Wake, Lord of Liddell, 
paid 40s. for one fee in Deeping, which Lady Joan once held. The names 
of the tenants of the other Wake fees are mentioned in the text, but the 
devolution of the fees is not clear. 

THE GIMIGES FEE. 

I must leave these difficulties to be solved by some Lincolnshire student, 
and attempt to trace the descent of the small Gimiges fee in the vill of 
Burgh up to the time when it came into the possession of and formed part 
of the private fee of the abbot of Burgh. The name of the original holder 
was apparently Robert de Jumieges. Robert was succeeded by Robert IL., 
who lived in the reign of Henry I., and he by Hugh de Gimiges. In 1141 
two thirds of Hugh’s tithes in Careby were confirmed to the sacristy (Py. 
L.C., fo. 78), which grant was confirmed by The second bull of Pope Eugenius, 
in 1146. 

In 1171 Robert III. de Gimiges owed 20 marks for the relief of 1 knight's 
fee in Hunts. This fee was in Botolfbrig, which now forms part of Overton 
Longueville (P.R., 17 Hen. II.) At the time of the perambulation of 
Fiskerton, (circa 1180, Py. L.C., fo. 10d.) we read of a Robert de Jumiges 
(sic) as one of the abbot’s representatives. He paid 20s. in Huntingdonshire 
on the second and third scutages of the reign of Richard I. (P.R., 10 Ric. I.). 

In 1199 Ralph Gimiges was a witness in the abbot’s court (L.N., fo. 67.) 
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bound himself’ and his heirs to warranty and in the sum of 
100s., if the abbot should admit the aforesaid services by 
a plea without any negligence on his part, which deeds 
are kept in the treasury of the convent. And the afore- 
said tenements are in Burgh, Walton, Dogsthorpe, Newark, 
Garton, Thorpe, and Eye according to the above men- 
tioned deeds. 

Franehaw’* is in the hands of the cellarer and it appertains 
to Belsize and contains 123 acres, as in Swaffham (fo. 121), 
and in the beginning of the Black Book. How Robert 
of Miningsby attorned to abbot Godfrey by the assignment 
of Roger of Uffington is recorded in the registrar of abbot 
Godfrey, (fo. 49). One assize of Novel Disseisin concerning 
the same tenements is contained in the Black Book (fo. 148). 

In THE [RED] Book oF THE ExcHEQUER :—Baldwin 
Wake a fief of three knights. 

Also a fief of three knights with the widow of Robert de 
Fria, which William Briwere holds. 

ELSEWHERE :—Baldwin Wake holds five fees, one where- 
of is in Deeping, Barholm and Stow and four fees in Plum- 
tree, Careby, Biamel, i.e., Little Bytham, Witham, and 
Burgh.

In the first scutage of the reign of King John a payment in 
Huntingdonshire was made by Robert de Gimiges. (P.R., 2 John.) 

William de Gimiges, at the time of the disafforestation of Nassaburgh, 
held certain woods namely : Westhaw, Sereshawe and Sterwitig (Py. L.C., 
fo. 14). He was appointed a justice to take an assize of novel disseisin in 
1230 (Cal. Rot. Pat.) In the time of abbot Robert de Lindsey (1214-22, 
Py., L.C., fo. 75) he sold to the abbot part of his fee, i.e., the wood of Frane- 
haw, and it was added to Belsize Grange belonging to the cellarer. This 
gift was confirmed by Sybil de Gimiges, lady of Careby. How the residue 
of the Gimiges fee came into the possession of abbot Godfrey de Croyland 
is stated in the text. 

Careby had also passed away from the family. We read, therefore, 
that in 1346 Sir Thomas Wake, lord of Liddell, only acknowledged the service 
of three fees (M.S. Cleop. C.I., fo. 103). 

With reference to the Careby fees, it is stated in the same manuscript :— 

** Heres domini Willelmi de Bayouse tenet ii. feoda in Careby et Parva 
Bytham que antiquitus vocabatur Biamel. Et ista duo feoda solebat 
tenere Ranulphus de Careby.”’ 

It will be noted that in some manner the small portion of the Gimiges fee 
in the vill of Burgh had been freed altogether from knight’s service as the 
full service of two fees was said to be due from Careby and Little Bytham.

Black Book :—“‘ Gilbert Fauvel th. l$v. in Northants and 1 car. in Lindsey 
and therefor he serves in person with another knight (Z.N., fo. 15; Chr. 
Pet., 171)” and in the Rotulus, (Ms. Cleop. C.I., fo. 108) ‘* Gilbert Fauvel 
holds in Northants. lh. lv. in Walcote, Southorpe and appurtenances, 
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FAuveEt', 


The first feoffee was Gilbert Fauvel? and afterwards 
Hugh Fauvel, as is recorded in Swaffham (fo. 268), holds 
in the county of Northampton, to wit, in Walcote and 
Southorpe and their appurtenances, 1 hide and 1} virgates, 
and in the county of Lincoln 1 carucate, to wit, in Hibbald- 
stow, and therefor he performs the full service of two 
knights. 

It was found also by an inquisition contained in Swaff- 
ham (fo. 283) that Hugh Fauvel holds one whole knight’s 
fee in Walcote of the ancient enfeoffment of the honour 
of Burgh. 

LIKEWISE amongst the scutages in Swaffham, (fo. 371) : 
of Hugh Fauvel, for two knights, by one tally, 4/7. and 
also in the scutage following :—Of Hugh Fauvel, 4/i. 

Auso in king Richard’s charter :—A fee of two knights 
in Walcote, Southorpe, and Hibbaldstow, which Hugh 
Fauvel holds. 

It is mentioned further in the inquisitions taken at. 
Thrapston, (as in the register of abbot Godfrey) :—Fina 
Fauvel holds in Walcote one knight’s fee and a half of the 
abbot of Burgh, and the abbot is mesne as above. 

Also a certain William son of John Fauvel did homage 
to the abbot and convent, as in the Black Book, (fo. 180). 

LIKEWIsE John Fauvelt holds two knights in Walcote, 
Southorpe, Hibbaldstow and Slipton. In Hibbaldstow 
there is half a fee and it is held of us in chief. (Black Book, 
fo. 154). 

In like manner there is an extent of the manor of Walcote 
in the third quire from the end of the Black Book, and there 
are contained the lands, rents, &c., which are held of us 
in the said manor. 

MorEoVER a certain John Fauvel granted and confirmed 
to us in frankalmoign the demesne of Robert Fauvel and 
Richard Bestel of Hibbaldstow, to wit :—the advowson 
of a fourth part of the whole church of Hibbaldstow, &c. 
(Swaffham, fo. 205). 

Also Geoffrey Fauvel® gave to the sacristy 16d. of rent 
in Barnack, (Swaffham, fo. 205.) 

Moreover Hugh Fauvel® did homage to Richard of 
London, abbot, for tenements in Walcote and Southorpe,

Hugh Fauvel was the tenant mentioned in the list in Ms. Vesp., E.22, 
fo. 99, where we read :—“‘ Hugh Fauvel | knight and a half, to wit, for Walcote 
near Castor [sic} 1 knight and for Walcote by Humber, 3. Heis mentioned 
in the charter of king Richard I., in 1189 and also in 1212 (Lib. Rub. fo. 158). 

His successor in 1215 was John Fauvel the first (Py., L.C., fo. 13) 
who was living in 1231 (Ibid. fo. 78). In the second Black Book list he 
is recorded as the owner of two knight’s fees in Walcote, Southorpe, 
Hibbaldstow and Slipton. In Hibbaldstow the holding consisted of 4 knight’s 
fee. (Z.N., fo. 154v). He witnessed the charter of liberties of abbot Robert 
de Lindsey (1214-22) to his Peterborough men. ‘ 

He was succeeded by another Hugh (Z.N., fo. 251) who is described 
as Hugh of Walcote in the margin of the first Black Book list. (Z.N., fo. 15. 
Chr. Pet., p. 171). He attested a charter of abbot John de Caux (1250- 
63, C.A.R.P., no. 34) and is mentioned in the Swaffham list. (H.C., 
p. 57). In 1254 he paid aid on two knight’s fees (Z.N., fo. 245d.). In 
1275 John, Hugh, and Geoffrey Fauvel and others were committed to the

It is further recorded amongst the homages in the Black 
Book, (fo. 127) that William Dawtrey did homage® for 
four bovates of land in Hibbaldstow. They are not of the 
Fauvel fee but other tenements by themselves. And 
lower down, Nicholas, chaplain of Hibbaldstow, did homage® 
for the same tenements, which he purchased from the same 
William Dawtrey, and they are other tenements over and 
above the Fauvel fee. This manor was entire in the hands 
of sir William Fauvel, who had as heiresses, two sisters, 
between whom the said inheritance had been divided, one 
of whom sir John Griffin married and he holds one half 
in right of his wife. William Fauvel, son of the other sister’s 
son, holds the other half. After his father’s death he was 
under age and in the wardship of dan Adam, abbot, and 
his marriage was granted to sir Gervase de Wilford, baron 
of the Exchequer and rector of Barnack!? by dan Henry, 
abbot, and so the tenements in Walcote with appurtenances 
answer for one fee and a half. 

There are certain other tenements in Hibbaldstow, which 
do not belong to this fee, which William Tanner of Hibald- 
stow, Philip Caysthorpe of the same, Richard Caysthorpe 
of the same, William Caysthorpe of the same, Nicholas 
Cob of Kelsey, Edmund Davering, Robert Caysthorpe, 
William Dodel, Thomas Dodel, John Hawys, Thomas 
Caysthorpe and William Bennet hold and there is no mesne 
lord between the abbot and the under written [stc] tenants. 

The master of the hospital of St. John of Northampton 
holds the tenements in Slipton of the heirs of Fauvel, 
and they [hold] of Burgh. (Swaffham, fo. 283, amongst 
the Huxlow fees.) 

Moreover the wardship and marriage of Hugh, brother 
and heir of John Fauvel, was granted by dan Richard, 
abbot, to the lady Fine, widow of sir John Fauvel, for 30/z., 
in the 19th year of the reign of king Edward. [The deed 
is] in the abbot’s Treasury. 

Likewise, concerning tenements in Hibbaldstow, Nicholas 
Planche of Hibbaldstow gave, granted and quitclaimed 
altogether from himself and his heirs to the abbot and 
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abbot’s prison in Burgh charged with the death of Wulnoth of Kempston 
(Chron. Pet., pp. 107, 108). 

In 1284 John Fauvel held 1 fee in Walcote and Southorpe (F.A., vol. 
IV., p. 443). In 1290 John, son of John Fauvel, did homage to abbot 
Richard of London for lands in Walcote, Southorpe, and Hibaldstow. He 
died 1293 (Fra. 192) and was buried in the abbey church at Peterborough, 
being succeeded by Hugh his brother, (Chron. Pet., p. 148), who was followed 
in 1294 by William, son of John Fauvel who did homage to abbot Richard 
at Eye for the tenement which he held in Walcote and Southorpe, (Chron. 
Pet., p. 150). At an inquisition in 1296, John Fauvel was certified to 
hold one knight’s fee in Walcote and Southorpe. (Bridges, p. 496). 

At the Thrapston inquisition on January 7th, 1315, Fina Fauvel, 
relict of John Fauvel was seized of 14 fees in Walcote. (B.M., Ms. Vesp.,

#22, fo. 141). To her had been granted the wardship of Hugh Fauvel the 
infant brother of John Fauvel (vide supra p. 86). She d. 1827 (Fra. fo. 152.) 

Hugh was succeeded by William Fauvel, who died leaving two sisters, 
one of whom married John Griffin and the other Richard of Wothorpe. 
The latter had an heir named William Fauvel. In 1346 John Griffin and 
William Fauvel held 1} fees in Walcote, Southorpe and Slipton, the Master 
of the Hospital of St. John being the under tenant of lands in Slipton. 

According to Ms. Cleop. C.I. (fo. 109) ward of Rockingham. was paid as 
to 8s. at Walcote, Northants., to the bailiff of Nassaburgh, and as to 8d. at 
Hibbaldstow to the bailiff of Scotter. As the customary rate was 4s. per fee, 
the Fauvel family must have acquired a fraction of another Peterborough 
fee in Hibbaldstow. (Vide supra. p. 86). 
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convent of Burgh the whole service which William Fitz-John 
of Hibaldstow and Margery his wife owed him, for one 
bovate of land which they held of him in the same place. 
To have, &c. for ever, with all things which may by any 
chance accrue on account of the said bovate of land. [The 
deed is] in the abbot’s treasury. 

The prior and convent of Newstead on the Ancholme hold 
by the gift of Robert Fauvel other tenements in Hibbald- 
stow and the advowson of a fourth part of the church and 
they render to us by the year 8s., as is more fully contained 
in the ancient registers of the precentors.'! AND BE IT 
KNOWN that the said prior holds 4 bovates in the same place 
of the Fauvel fee; the prioress of Gokewell, 4 bovates ; 
John Carbonel, 1 toft and 1 bovate; Robert Fitz-John, 
half a bovate ; Thomas Scort, one toft with a croft; John 
of Thevelby, half a bovate of land, which [once] belonged 
to John at Green and one bovate of land which belonged 
to Ralph Parys and one bovate of land which belonged to 
Thomas of Lincoln ; Agnes Raingot of Manton, one bovate ; 
Benedict son of Susan and his co-parceners, 3 bovates of 
land, Henry Caysthorpe holds three bovates of land with 
one bovate, which Philip his brother holds, and one bovate 
which belonged to John of Westby; Thomas of Lincoln 
holds 7 bovates ‘ William Chapman holds one bovate ; 
Simon Kissing and his co-parceners, one bovate and a 
half; John of Thevelby, one toft called Loveltoft ; 
Nicholas Hawys holds one toft. Note.—These above 
mentioned were tenants of that fee called Fauvel fee in 
Hibaldstow, as is found by an inquisition in the 8th year 
of the reign of king Edward II.

However, Geoffrey’s fees soon passed to William of Burghley, as we 
read in the rotulus (Ms. Cleop, C’.1.) :—‘‘ William of Burghley holds 3h. 1}v. 
in Northamptonshire :—to wit: in Burghley and Armston; and in 
Leicestershire half a hide in Blaston withits appurtenances, and therefor 
he performs the service of two knights.” From the same manuscript 
we learn that the service of one knight was due from Burghley, ? from 
Armston and } from Blaston, although Pytchley in his text gives a different 
apportionment, This William claimed to be hereditary reeve (praepositus) 
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BURGHLEY, ! 


The first feoffee was Geoffrey of Winchester.2 It was 
afterwards stated that William of Burghley? holds three 
hides and one virgate and a half in the county of North- 
ampton, to wit, in Burghley and Armston, and in the 
county of Leicester half a hide, to wit, in Blaston, with 
appurtenances, and therefor he fully performs the service 
of two knights. (Swaffham, fo. 268). 

IN LIKE MANNER William of Burghley holds half a 
knight’s fee in Burghley of the ancient feoffment of the 
honour of Burgh. (Swaffham, fo. 283.) 

Aso William of Burghley holds a fee of two knights 
in Burghley and Armston in the county of Northampton 
and Blaston in the county of Leicester. 

Likewise amongst the scutages at the end of Swaffham :— 
Of William of Burghley, for two knights by two tallies, 
4li. Also in the following scutage:—Of William of 
Burghley by one tally 4iz. 

Also in the Black Book (fo. 154) :—William of Burghley, — 
two knights in Burghley, Armston and Blaston. 

It is also stated amongst the fees in king Richard’s 
charter :—A fee of two knights in Burghley, in Armston, and 
in their appurtenances, which William of Burghley holds. 

This William had tenements in Stamford, on this side 
of Stamford bridge,* and claimed the reeveship of the 
liberty and of our tenants there, as is recorded in the 
ancient memoranda, but a certain Roger of Burghley, 
son and heir of the aforesaid William, quitclaimed the 
aforesaid tenements, let at farm, to us, as is stated by two 
deeds, of which one is in the Latin tongue and the other 
in French. (Swaffham, fo. 263 and in the following folio.) 

Peter of Burghley holds the tenements in Burghley. 
He was under age on the death of his father, to wit, Geoffrey 
of Burghley, and was also in the wardship of dan Henry 
the abbot, and there is half a fee according to the inquisi- 
tion taken at Thrapston, which is contained in abbot 
Godfrey’s register.®

of the abbot’s liberty in Stamford, paying therefor in the time of Ranulph, 
(Flambard ?) £14, later reduced to £12, and then to £10. (Vide L.N., fos. 
i2 and 15; Chron. Pet., 169). In 1116 he attested a transaction in the 
king’s court at Brampton (Py. Z.C., fo. 5d.) and he was a judge and witness 
in the court of the abbot in 1118 in a dispute concerning certain Stamford 
houses. (Ibid., fo. 6.) 

He was succeeded apparently by Roger of Burghley, who attested a 
charter at Castor, in 1143-4. Ibid, fo. 7d.). 

This Roger quitclaimed to the abbot of Burgh his hereditary office as 
reeve of the abbot’s liberty in Stamford citra pontem, and we therefore tind 
that the reeve during the rule of abbot Acharius (1200-1210) was Wimund. 
(Z.N., fo. 151). 

In the Pipe Roll, 23 Hen. II., William of Burghley the second, is men- 
tioned as a pledge for Jordan of Waterville in Northamptonshire, and in 
the following year he was fined 50s. for a forest offence. From 24 to 31 Hen.

II. he is shewn as a debtor for 40 marks, as one of the pledges of Jordan 
aforesaid, the abbot of Peterborough being his surety. (P.R., 26 Hen. 
II., p. 86, 28 Hen. II., p. 131, 29 Hen. II., p. 120, 30 Hen. II., p. 104).. He 
paid it in the years 32-4 Hen. II. (ibid., 32-4 Hen. II.,) and was appar- 
ently the holder in 1189 at the time of king Richard’s charter. This William 
borrowed money from the Jews of Stamford and eventually mortgaged 
his tenements on this side of the bridge of Stamford to abbot William of 
Waterville (1155-1177) and to abbot Benedict (1177-93) who lent him money 
to pay the king and the usurers (C.A.R.P., No. 13). : 

In 1212 he had been succeeded by William of Burghley the third (Lib. 
Rub.) He was the owner of Burghley at the time of the disafforestation

Sir James Byron holds the Armston tenements® [held] 
at one time of the [lords] of Burghley but, as is said, by a 
certain writ of mesne service it was [sic] adjudged to us 
for default of satisfaction [of services due] but this is 
questionable. 

Robert of Blaston holds the tenements in Blaston, to 
wit :—one carucate of land, as is said. 

In THE [RED] Book oF THE EXCHEQUER :—William of 
Burghley a fee of two knights. 

ELSEWHERE :—William of Burghley holds half a fee in 
Burghley and Armston and one fee and a half in Blaston. 
One fee in Burghley and a half in Armston and a half in 
Blaston.

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BE IT REMEMBERED that the predecessors of Luvetot 
came with the Conqueror, to wit :—a certain Eustace, 
who was sheriff of Huntingdon and he was called Eustace 
_ Shire-reeve,? and he was the first founder of the canons 
of Huntingdon. William the king and conqueror of 
England conferred upon him the barony of Southoe in 
the county of Huntingdon to hold of the king; and two 
knight’s fees in the county of Northampton were given 
to him, to have and to hold of the church of Burgh, as is 
shewn by Domesday Book? where it is stated :—Kustace 
held of the abbot four hides less one virgate in Polebrooke 
&e. Eustace also holds half a hide in Winwick of the 
abbot. The soke is of Oundle. Eustace also holds of 
the abbot three hides, three virgates and the third part 
of half a hide, &c. in Clapton. These are contained in 
Swaffham (fo. 292.) 

Aso in the same book :—Eustace holds one hide and 
a half &c. in Catworth. : 
Moreover it is thus stated in Domesday :—Oundle— 
To this manor is appurtenant half a hide in Thurning. 

There is land for half a plough. 

LIKEWISE after the conquest the first feoffee of the afore- 
said tenements was Roger de Luvetot,® as in Swaffham 
(fo. 268). And afterwards, in the time of king Richard, 
a certain Richard de Luvetot® held these two fees, as is 
mentioned in the charter of king Richard :—Two knight’s 
fees in Clapton and its appurtenances, which Richard de 
Luvetot holds. (Swaffham, fo. 45.) 

And further a certain Nigel de Luvetot held one barony 

of the king and the aforesaid two fees of the abbot, to wit :— 
in Clapton, Polebrooke, Catworth, and Kingsthorpe. 
On his death three sisters succeeded him, from the first 
of whom issued Nigel de Amundeville, from the second 
Richard de Luvetot, and from the third William Patrick, 
who bestowed his pourparty on his sister Margery. The 
said Nigel de Amundeville, in the time of [abbot] John 
de Caux,’ granted to us the homage and service of Robert 
Fleming and Thomas Smart and wrote to them to attorn 
&c., as is more fully contained in his deed, which is kept 
in the treasury. 
- Margery de Vernun also, who held the pourparty of 
William Patrike, did the same, as appears by her deed, 
which is in the treasury. These matters are more fully 
set out amongst the fees in Swaffham (fo. 268.) 

MorEOVER it is contained amongst the scutages of 
Deganwy at the end of Swaffham that the heirs of Luvetot 
hold two fees.

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Afterwards abbot John de Caux acquired the tenements 
in Polebrooke, which Robert Fleming held of us, by the 
assignment of the aforesaid Nigel and Margaret, and he 
assigned the said tenements to the sacrist for 10/2. to be 
paid to the convent for the provision of wine. This charter 
is contained in Swaffham, (fo. 181 and fo. 108.) The 
tenements of Thomas Smart were acquired in the time of 
dan Adam, abbot, from a certain John Morton, kinsman 
and heir of the aforesaid Thomas. There is also in 
Swaffham a quitclaim of the advowson of the church of 
Polebrooke (fos. 261 and 250) and the aforesaid Nigel de 
Amundeville’s quitclaims of the aforesaid two fees made 
to John de Caux are contained in Swaffham (fo. 262). 
which, as is recited, were made to the aforesaid abbot John 
in his seisin after he acquired the said tenements. 

FuRTHER a certain plea relating to the advowson of the 
church of Polebrooke, is contained in the Black Book 
(fo. 100), and in Swaffham (fo. 308) and there the descent 
[is given] step by step.® 

Afterwards the aforesaid Margery de Vernun was married 
to a certain John de Littlebury. These, John and 
Margery, granted to Richard earl of Gloucester,’ by a fine 
levied in the 43rd year of the reign of Henry III., before 
Roger de Thurkelby, one messuage and one carucate of 
land in Southoe and the homage and service of Peter 
Cardone, Thomas de Hotot, Robert Fleming and Robert 
de Luvetot, which they held in Winwick, Polebrooke, 
and Thurning, &c.1° And Nigel de Amundeville did the 
same by another fine levied the same year before the same 
justices and he granted his pourparty to the same earl, 


to wit :—three carucates of land in Southoe and Chesterton . 


in the county of Huntingdon and three carucates in the 
county of Lincoln and one carucate in Preston in Craven," 
and the advowson of the priory of Huntingdon, and the 
homage and service of Henry Engaine,!* Berenger le 
Moine, and Robert de Belmeis,!3 from all the lands and 
tenements which they held of the aforesaid Nigel, in 
Waresley, Thurning and Sawtry. And so Clapton is not 
named in these fines as the homage of Thomas Smart, 
as in the statutes of abbot William. These fines are in 
the treasury. 

Afterwards Gilbert de Clare, kinsman and heir of the 
aforesaid Richard died, having been slain in battle at 
Stirling in Scotland.15 Three daughters and_heiresses 
succeeded him :—Eleanor, Margaret, and Elizabeth, 
between whom the inheritance of the said Gilbert was 
divided, as appears by a certain writ, which remains in 
the lord king’s Exchequer, in the originalia of the 11th 
year of king Edward II., the purport of which follows in 
this manner :— 
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Epwarpus, ETc. dilecto clerico suo Johanni Walwayn 
escaetori suo citra Trentham salutem, Cum _nuper 
ceperimus homagium dilecti et fidelis nostri Hugonis le

faciatis saluo iure cuiuslibet, reuersionem aliorum eis 
prout iustum fuerit assingnantes. Teste rege apud 
Wyndesoure xv° die Nouembris etc. Per ipsum regem. 
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Epwarp &c. to his well-beloved clerk John Walwayn, 
escheator on this side of the Trent, Greeting. Whereas 
we lately received the homage of our wellbeloved and 
faithful Hugh le Despenser,'® the younger, who [married] 
Eleanor the firstborn sister and one of the heiresses of 
Gilbert de Clare, lately earl of Gloucester and Hereford, 
deceased, and the fealty of our well-beloved and faithful 
Hugh de Audley the younger, who married Margaret, the 
second of the sisters and heiresses of the same earl, and 
of Roger de Amory, who married Elizabeth the third of 
the sisters and heiresses of the same earl, for all the lands 
and tenements which the same earl, brother of the afore- 
said Eleanor, Margaret, and Elizabeth held of us in chief 
on the day on which he died, and we have restored to the 
same Hugh, Eleanor, Hugh, Margaret, Roger and Elizabeth 
those lands and tenements with the knight’s fees, advow- 
sons of churches, of religious houses and of hospitals and 
anything else whatever in any manner appertaining to 
the lands and tenements aforesaid, as is customary, and, 
at the request of the said Hugh, Eleanor, Hugh, Margaret, 
Roger and Elizabeth, we have granted to them that the 
lands and tenements aforesaid may remain in our custody 
as the right and inheritance and freehold of the said 
heiresses and co-parceners, until a partition of the lands 
and tenements aforesaid should have been made!’ between 
them by their consent thereto, and [whereas] we have 
appointed certain honest and faithful of our subjects 
wardens of those lands and tenements, who may depute 
others to have the custody of those same lands and tene- 
ments, as has been agreed between those heiresses and 
co-parceners, who, also, being thus deputed, should 
account to the aforesaid Hugh, Margaret, Roger, and 
Elizabeth for the issue of those lands and tenements 
thenceforth arising. Now, whereas the same Hugh, 
Eleanor, Hugh, Margaret, Roger, and Elizabeth have 
delivered to us in our chancery the partition of the 
lands, tenements, knight’s fees, and advowsons of churches 
made between them with their assent in accordance with 
that petition delivered to them by us,}6 we, accepting 
that partition DO ORDER YOU, having taken security from 
the aforesaid Hugh le Despenser and Eleanor for their 
reasonable relief to be rendered to us at our exchequer 
from their pourparty, touching the same Hugh and 
Eleanor concerning those things which are demesne of 
their same pourparty, as in a certain roll which we send 
you under our seal, THAT YOU CAUSE [them] to have full 
seisin, [of the premises], saving the right of any one, 
assigning the reversion of others to them as shall be just. 
Witness the king at Windsor. 15th November &c. By

NOTES. 

1 The de Luvetots held in chief of the King :—(1) the barony of Southoe 
in the county of Huntingdon which comprised ten knight’s fees; (2) Five 
knight’s fees in the county of Nottingham of the honour of Roger de 
Busli of Tickhill in Yorkshire, the founder of Blythe priory; (3) In the 
barony of Peterborough, two knight’s fees of the abbot. 

The two last mentioned fees and the barony of Southoe were held 
originally by Eustace, sheriff of Huntingdonshire, the founder of the priory 
of Huntingdon. The two fees of the honour of Burgh were situated in 
Clapton, Polebrooke, Catworth, Winwick, and Hemington. The barony 
of Southoe included lands in Southoe, Pirie, Grafham, Winwick, Sawtry, 
Washingley, Thurning, Overton Longueville, Ufford, Hemingford, Papworth, 
Gidding, Chesterton, and Stilton. 

Eustace’s fief did not pass to his heirs (Round V.C.H ., Vol. i., p. 362) 
but was acquired by Roger de Luvetot. 

Roger’s successor was William de Luvetot, who, apparently held a 
portion of the de Busli estates, including the manor of Worksop, in Notting- 
hamshire, and Hallam, Attercliffe, Sheffield, Grimesthorpe, &c. in Yorkshire. 
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the King himself. There is a mandate in like terms to the 
aforesaid eschaetor on behalf of the aforesaid Hugh de 
Audley and Margaret by themselves, and for the aforesaid 
Roger and Elizabeth by themselves. 

Whereupon the petition having been made as the afore- 
said writ shews, the underwritten knight’s fees were 
assigned to the said Hugh de Audley and Margaret as they 
are recorded in Chancery according to the form. of the 
second writ, to wit:—-one knight’s fee in Polebrooke, 
Thurning and Clapton, which the abbot of Burgh holds, 
which is valued at 4li.; a quarter of one fee in Burton!® 
and Finedon, which the abbot of Croxton”? holds and which 
[is valued] at 40s.; half a knight’s fee in Lowick and 
Stanion, which John of Chertingdon and Henry de Deene 
hold and which [is valued] at 10/7.; one knight’s fee [in] 
Tansor, which Ralph de Camoys, John Giffard, Thomas de 
Bray, Elias de Tyndale and Robert Porthors hold, which 
[is valued] at 20/2. ; a quarter of a fee in Draughton, which 
Simon Malory holds and which [is valued] at 20/7; half a 
knight’s fee in Isham, which William Pyel holds and which | 
[is valued] at 50s. : one knight’s fee in Denford, which John 
of Tolthorpe, William Pulteney, John of Barrowby, and 
Robert of the same hold and which [is valued] at 30/2. ; 
two knight’s fees in Barton,?! Raunds, and Cranford, 
which John Chamberlain holds and which [are valued] 
at 40li.; a twentieth part of one fee in Addington, which 
Hugh Daundelyn holds and which is valued at 20s. ; half

_ (Report of Architectural Societies of the County of York, &c., 1860, p. 208). 
This William founded Worksop Priory on May 13, 1103, and died leaving two 
sons Richard and Nigel. (Journal of the Brit. Archaeol. Ass. 1904, p. 161). 
An interesting paper on Worksop Priory and its founder was read by the 
Rev. E. Trollope, F.S.A., at the Worksop meeting of the Lincoln Diocesan 
Architectural Society in 1860. 

The Clapton Fees. Roger de Luvetot is recorded in the first Black Book 
list as the holder of the two Peterborough fees in 1125. Part of his holding 
was sub-let to Walter Fitz-Alvred, who held 5 hides of him (Chron. Pet.., 
p. 173). In the Northamptonshire Survey (V.C.H., vol. i., p. 366) Walter 
is said to have held in Clapton, 1. and 1v. of the king’s fee and 3th. of 
the fee of Burgh, and in Polebrooke, 24h. of thefeeof Burgh. Inthesecond.

bull of Pope Eugenius in 1146 a portion of the tithes of William of Clapton 
was confirmed to the sacristy of Burgh. William was apparently the son 
of Walter Fitz-Alvred. In 1177 Richard of Clapton was one of the pledges 
of Jordan de Waterville (P.R. 23 Hen. II.) and in 1179 William of Clapton 
paid into the Exchequer 118s. in respect of the ‘“‘ ostagium’”’ for the said 
Jordan, by the hands of Richard de Luvetot, who had his land in his hands, 
as of his fee (P.R., 26 Hen. II.) Further sums were paid later and he was 
quit by 1187. (Ibid. 33 Hen. II. p. 100.) 

The Luvetot Succession. It has been stated above that the sons of 
William de Luvetot were Richard and Nigel, but there is the following note 
in the margin of the Black Book in a later handwriting against the name of 
Roger de Luvetot :—‘‘ Ricardus nepos, filius, scilicet, Nigelli,’’ which it is 
difficult to explain. i 

The bull of Pope Eugenius in 1146 mentions “ the fee of William de 
Luvetot, Clapton with its appurtenances.’’ Care must be taken not to 
confuse him with William of Clapton his sub-tenant, a portion of whose 
tithes were granted to the sacristy. 
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[is valued] at 50s.: half a knight’s fee in Woodford which 
Eleanor Trailli holds and which [is valued] at 100s; half 
a knight’s fee in Raunds, which the same Eleanor holds 
and which [is valued] at 100s.; and a sixth part of a 
knight’s fee in Glendon, which Richard Fitz-Warin holds 
and which [is valued] at 10 marks; one knight’s fee in 
Rothwell, which William la Zouche holds and which 
[is valued] at 201.; a fourth part of one knight’s fee in 
the same place, which Hugh War’ holds and which [is 
valued] at 8li.; half a knight’s fee in the same place, which 
Thomas Latimer holds and which [is valued] at 8l.; a 
fifth part of one knight’s fee in Heyford, which Robert 
of Floore holds, which [is valued] at 4/i.; and an eighth 
part of one knight’s fee in Pulton, which William de Pulton 
holds and which [is valued] at 65s. 

Wherefore, since it is found by the record in Chancery 
that the abbot of Burgh holds one fee as above which was 
assigned to the aforesaid Hugh and Margaret as their 
pourparty, the aforesaid Hugh took the cattle of the 
sacrist at Polebrooke, and the cattle of the almoner at | 
Clapton, and the cattle of the abbot of Thorney and of 
Robert de Hotot in the same place [to enforce] homage 
and fealty, and drove them to his manor of Rothwell, 
and this was unjust, because the aforesaid tenements are 
held of us and are those which the Luvetot family hold 
and always have held of us and they are contained amongst 
our fees which are noted in the Red | Book] of the Exchequer, 
because we are responsible and accountable to the lord 
king for the scutages and the other forinsec [services | 
from 68} knight’s fees and a third part of one fee, and 
no fee is of new [enfeoffment], and they are held im- 
mediately of the lord king, because it is thus recorded 
in the same place :—‘‘ Nor is it found in his charter® 
that there is anything [chargeable]** upon his demesne ” 
because this is our barony, for all the other things which 
we have in demesne, we hold of the king in pure and 
perpetual alms, as appears in king Richard’s charter, since 
our demesnes are confirmed to us in this manner, first and 
secondly, demesnes and fees [respectively]. Concerning 
these matters it is stated above:—in the beginning of this 
book, in king Richard’s charter, and by the fees of the 
Exchequer as above.

According to the account in Cleop. C.I., fo. 105v. on the death of William 
de Luvetot his son and heir, Richard de Luvetot was his successor and held 
the two fees of the abbot of Burgh. If we refer to the Pipe Rolls, we find 
that in 1158-9 the sheriff of Huntingdonshire accounted for 20 marks of the 
donum of the knights of Nigel de Luvetot, and the latter also paid scutage tn 
1160-1, 20 marks for 10 knight’s fees. Nigel was the second son of William 
de Luvetot and he received the Southoe barony. In his charter in 1166 
(vide infra, p. 98), inserted in the Huntingdonshire section, Nigel de Luvetot

recorded his ten knight’s fees in that county and also the five knight’s fees 
held of the honour of Tickhill, but he does not mention the two fees held of 
the barony of Burgh. 

Worksop and the Hallamshire fees passed from William, the founder 
of Worksop Priory, to Richard his elder son, who married Cecilia. 

From them Worksop passed to William II. de Luvetot, who married 
Matilda daughter of William Fitz-Robert. 

William died in 1181 leaving a daughter who married Gerard de 
Furnival.

Moreover, that they are held of us appears by Domesday, 
by the aforesaid charter of king Richard, by the fees of 
the Exchequer, and by the seisin of the scutages, as 
contained at the end of Swaffham. Also it is stated in 
Swaffham (fo. 283) :—John de Vaux holds in Catworth 
half a knight’s fee, less a twelfth part, of the ancient 
enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh. Concerning this 
there is a note in Swaffham (fo. 268). 

Richard de Hotot holds in Clapton one whole knight’s 
fee of the ancient enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh. 
Robert Fleming holds in Polebrooke half a knight’s fee 
and a twelfth part of a knight’s fee in the same vill of the 
ancient enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh. Herlewyn of 
Grendon holds in Polebrooke and Thurning half a knight’s 
fee of the ancient enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh. 
But the tenements in Polebrooke are of the fief of Robert 
Marmyon of Langton, which the said Herlewyn held, and 
master William of Carlton now holds. This appears by 
the scutage in the end of Swaffham. And the tenements 
in Thurning are of our fief, to wit, those Grendon tenements, 
and there are 100s. of rent. 

MoREOVER the homage of Thomas de Hotot is not 
granted from the tenements in Clapton, as appears by the 
fines, but only from the tenements in Winwick, Polebrooke, 
and Thurning in one fine, and Waresley, Thurning, and 
Sawtry in another fine, to wit, of Henry Engaine, Berenger 
le Moine, and Robert de Belmeis, who held nothing of us 
as of our fee, save Henry Engaine in Hemington and 
Little Thorpe which Reginald le Moine formerly held, as in 
Swaffham (fo. 283.) 

It is also stated in the Black Book (fo. 154) :—The heirs 
of Nigel de Luvetot, two knights in Clapton, Catworth, 
Kingsthorpe, and Polebrooke, but now these are in the 
hands of the abbot. 

LIKEWISE amongst the inquisitions taken at Thrapston 
which are in abbot Godfrey’s register, there is contained 
as follows :—The abbot of Sawtry, sir Robert de Hotot, 
the abbot of Thorney, Robert Porthors and Thomas Smart 
hold in Catworth, Winwick, Clapton and Polebrooke,

The Southoe Barony and the Peterborough fees passed to Richard de 
Luvetot the son of Nigel and grandson of William I. de Luvetot. 

Nigel had issue five sons, viz.: Richard, Roger, Nigel, Robert, and 
William. (Dugdale’s Baronage, vol. i., p. 570). 

In 1179 Richard de Luvetot accounted in Huntingdonshire for 150 
marks and two war horses, the relief payable by him on succeeding to the 
estates of his father. Richard paid scutage in Huntingdonshire in 1186-7 
and in 1189 he was mentioned in the charter of king Richard I. as the 
holder of two knight’s fees of the barony of Burgh. In 1189 he owed in 
Huntingdonshire 41. 6s. 8d. and two war-horses, for relief (P.R., I. Ric. I.). 
In 1192 he had cleared off 2]. 3s. 2d. (Ibid. 4 Ric. I., p. 315.)

In 1 Ric. I. the sheriff also accounted for 25s. 8d. from the scutage of his 
knights and he owed 100s. scutage, for which the bailiff of the honour of 
Tickhill was responsible. 

According to Dugdale, Richard died without issue and in 4 Rich. I. 
Roger de Luvetot his brother gave 100Ji. for his relief. Dugdale’s account 
is quite at variance with the MS. Cleop. C.II., fo. 103, according to which 
Roger [therein stated Richard] de Luvetot had two sons and three daughters, 
viz., a third William, Nigel, Amice, Royce and Alice. (The manuscript 
gives the name of Margery daughter of Alice). The third William, to 
whom we refer below, died without heirs and the inheritance descended. 
to Nigel the younger son. He was a beneficed clerk and on his death the 
inheritance descended to his three sisters. 
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two knight’s fees, &c., neither, as it appears, ought that 
partition (which is retained in Chancery), to injure us, 
nor should that record, because that partition was made 
by the consent of the co-parceners and was delivered by 
them into Chancery as appears by the above written writ 
(which remains in the Exchequer), and by the record, 
which is enrolled in Chancery. Nor was the aforesaid 
partition settled by any inquisition taken before any 
minister of the king, as is apparent, and if it had been, 
it would have been appurtenant to the office, and not a 
matter of summons. 

Moreover Margaret de Littlebury aforesaid, of whose in- 
heritance the said fees were part, was first married to a certain 
John de Vernun, on whose death she granted and remitted 
to us in her widowhood, &c. as appears by her deed. And 
afterwards she was married to a certain John de Littlebury, 
who, together with the aforesaid Margaret, granted, etc. 
the said tenements and fees to the aforesaid earl by fine. 

MoREOVER none of the abbots ever attorned to the 
said earl nor to any of his heirs with relat ion to any service. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that this earl Richard had one son 
and heir named Gilbert, who married the daughter of king 
Kdward, son of Henry, and he enfeoffed the king of all 
his lands and tenements and received an estate by the 
king’s gift, to him and his wife and the heirs of their bodies 
lawfully begotten. They had a certain son named Gilbert 
and the three daughters abovementioned. Upon Gilbert’s 
death in Scotland, as is aforesaid, without heirs of his 
body, the three sisters succeeded as above. 

The said fees were assigned, as they say, to Hugh de 
Audley, and his wife Margaret. He begat of her one 
daughter only, whom Ralph baron of Stafford abducted 
and married and by her begat a certain son.

Nigel bought from king John a manor in Overton Longueville, after 
the escheat on the felony of the previous lord, William Olifard, (Rot. 
Hund., vol. 2, p. 637). He was returned in the inquisition concerning 
honours in 1211-12, (Red Book, p. 592), as the holder of 5 knight’s fees of the 
honour of Tickhill, 2 knight’s fees of the barony of Burgh (Ibid. p. 619), and 
in Huntingdonshire he accounted for 15 knights (Jbid. p. 527) including 
apparently 5 in the honour of Tickhill. 

On the death of Nigel (Rot. Hund., vol. 2, p. 637), the Luvetot fees were 
divided into three pourparties and devolved upon his three sisters, viz :— 
(a) Royce m. Hubert de Bromford. Her pourparty descended to her son 
Richard, who took his mother’s cognomen de Luvetot, and on his death 
he was succeeded by his son, Roger de Luvetot. This Roger was one of the 
Peterborough knights, who supported Simon de Montfort, and his wardships 
were taken into the king’s hands. (Cal. Rot, Pat., 1258-66, p. 524). 
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AND BE IT KNOWN that the sacrist of Burgh holds a 
sixth part of one fee and gives for scutage, [when it is 
assessed| at 40s. 6s. 8d. for the Fleming tenements in 
Polebrooke, as is mentioned at the end of Swaffham. The 
abbot of Sawtry holds tenements in Catworth and Winwick 
and gives for scutage, 18s. 4d. as above. The abbot of 
Thorney, the almoner of Burgh and Robert de Hotot give for 
their fees in Clapton, Winwick and Thurning 34s, 4d... And’ 
how this Robert de Hotot holds by a quitclaim of a certain 
David de Fleterwike and by a rent of 6d. is contained 
amongst the homages in the Black Book, (fo.

AND BE IT KNOWN that the abbot of Sawtry renders for 
suit of court of Castor for the lands and tenements which 
he holds of the same fees in Catworth and Winwick, 5s. 
per annum by a composition, as stated in Swaffham (fo. 34). 

MoREOVER we have been and always were seized of all 
forinsec services, to wit :—ward of Rockingham for the 
two Luvetot fees, 8s. (Swaffham, fo. 265 ; Black Book, fo. 
164) ; to wit :—4s. for a fee, in time of peace, in accordance 
with the purport and tenor of king Richard’s charter. 

AND ALSO we are seized of sheriff’s aid, suit [of court] 
&c. and the vills above mentioned are as follow, because 
those of one lordship are united as one vill, to wit :— 
Polebrooke,26 Armston, Kingsthorpe and a certain portion 
of Thurning, which is of the aforesaid fee, and they give 
for sheriff’s aid, frankpledge and suit [of court] 23s. 2d. In 
like manner Clapton pays annually for the abovementioned, 
with Catworth, which is joined to it in [one] vill. They 
give 20s. 8d. Likewise Hemington, Littlethorpe, (parcel of 
Lutton), and a part of Winwick, are one vill and within a 
fee and they give each year for the above mentioned,

(b) Avis m. Ralph de Amundeville. They sold their share in Overton to 
certain freemen, who held it at the time of the hundred rolls, 

(c) Alice, m. William Patrick, who had a daughter, Margery. She 
gave her pourparty to her daughter, Royce on her marriage with John de 
Littlebury. John and Royce sold their share to Roger de Luvetot, grand- 
son of Royce, the sister of Nigel de Luvetot. (See above). 

This Roger had a son Thomas de Luvetot, who was lord of the remaining 
fees in 1278 (Rot. Parl., vol. i., p. 5.) and was succeeded by his son John. 
In 1802 Hamo le Parker died seised of Southoe, which he had acquired through 
William de Cleye citizen of London, who had the lands on the demise of John 
de Luvetot.

(3) Geoffrey Picot and Thomas Smart, 21s.; and (4) 
the abbot of Burgh, 6s. 4d. Total, 41. (L.N., fo. 245d.)

Never- 
theless, it does not follow that we have frankpledge from 
others than our tenants whilst they are resident, for the 
aforesaid earl Gilbert, (because frankpledge was granted 
to him by the king when he married the king’s daughter, ) 
withdrew all his tenants from the said hundreds, as appears 
in the Black Book (fo. 112.78)

The charter of Nigel de Luvetot.” 

This is a list of the knights who hold of ‘the barony of 
Luvetot in the county of Huntingdon. 

The canons of Huntingdon hold one knight’s fee and a 
half and further ten solidates of land,®° whence is per- 
formed [the service] of William Olifard, who holds one 
knight’s fee less ten solidates of land. Walter de Belmeis 
[holds] one knight’s fee and a third part and five solidates 
of land, whence is performed the service of William of 
Clapton, who holds one knight’s fee less five solidates of 
land. Reginald le Moine holds two parts of a knight ; 
Roger Cantelupe, a fourth part of a knight; William of 
Chesterton, just as much ; Walter of Washingley, two parts 
of one knight; William de Percy, a third part of one 
knight ; William de Cardon, one knight’s fee; Henry de 
Longueville, two knight’s fees,*! and Nigel de Luvetot 
himself performs the service of one knight from his demesne. 

Of the honour®? of Roger de Busli of the fee of

and a daughter named Margery. William gave his pouparty to his sister 
Margery. The Luvetot fees were held by (1) Nigel de Amundeville (son 
of Ralph), (2) Margery de Vernun (sic) and (3) Roger de Luvetot. 

Robert Fleming, son of Hugh Fleming, bought the de Luvetot 
tenements in Polebrooke, Kingsthorpe and Clapton. Walter Fitz-Walter 
held the residue in Catworth and Winwick. The latter enfeoffed John de 
Vaux his kinsman, and he enfeoffed the abbot and convent of Sawtry, who 
did suit to the abbot of Burgh for the two fees at the court of Castor. 

To William Patrick were assigned the homage and service of Hugh 
Fleming and Thomas Smart and their heirs, but by the gift of the said 
William (above-mentioned) these remained to his sister Margery, who was 
married to William de Vernun, and on his death she gave the homage and 
service of Robert Fleming and Thomas Smart to abbot John de Caux. 

Afterwards Robert Fleming granted his lands in the barony of Peter- 
borough to abbot John. é

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one knight’s fee; Geoffrey de Estayntone, half a knight’s 
fee; William Picot, two parts of a knight; Richard of 
Clifton, a third part of a knight; and Nigel de Luvetot 
himself one knight’s fee from his demesne. 

Of all these [fees] my predecessors were enfeoffed before 
the death of king Henry, your grandfather, nor has he 
enfeoffed anyone after the death of king Henry, and all 
these fees are in the county of Huntingdon. 

And so it is seen that the two knight’s fees, which are 
held of us, are in the county of Northampton and are of the 
soke of Oundle and of the hundred of Polebrooke, as appears 
from what has been mentioned above concerning suit [of 
court] and frankpledge ; neither are they of his barony. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the aforesaid fees next above 
written are of his barony and they are recorded in the 
same manner in the book of fees in the Exchequer, and at 
the king’s mandate they are returned by the aforesaid 
Nigel as is above stated in the beginning of that book** 
amongst the fees of the exchequer. 

And this barony was assigned to the earl of Gloucester 
and suit of the hundred was withdrawn by the said earl, 
to wit, in Chesterton, in Folksworth, in Stilton, namely, 
from the tenements once belonging to Alice de Amunde- 
ville, and in Sawtry, Beaumes and [Wood]Walton. These 
things are contained in a certain inquisition® of the third 
year of the reign of king Edward and in the book of William 
Parys, which is called the council of Otho.2@ And _ there- 
fore our two fees are outside the said barony and I believe 
that the earl of Gloucester holds two parts of this in- 
heritance by the grant of the aforesaid Margaret de Little- 
bury and Nigel de Amundeville, and John de Luvetot*’ 
holds the third part for he has lands and tenements in 
Southoe in addition to the rest.

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BE IT KNOWN that Margery de Vernun in her free widow- 
hood gave, granted, rendered and quitclaimed wholly 
from herself, her heirs and assigns to the abbot and convent, 
all the right and claim which she had in all and singular 
the fees and tenements which formerly belonged to Nigel 
de Luvetot, as well in those fees and tenements which the 
aforesaid Nigel held of the aforesaid abbot and convent 
as in any others whatsoever in the vills of Polebrooke, 
Clapton, Catworth, Kingsthorpe and Thurning, and sent 
her mandate de intentendo et respondendo to Robert Fitz- 
Walter of Polebrooke by one deed, and to Berenger le 
Moine by another deed in the same tenor, word for word, 
and by another deed in the same tenor to Thomas de Hotot, 
and by another deed to Roger Belmeis in the same tenor, 
and to the abbot of Sawtry by another deed. These five 
deeds are in the abbot’s treasury. 

BE IT KNOWN FURTHER that Geoffrey Belmeis holds

The first feoffee was Gilbert de Neville and it is stated 
that the heir of Geoffrey de Neville holds in the county 
of Lincoln, in Walcote near Falkingham and in Yawthorpe, 
two carucates of land and therefor he performs the service 
of one knight. (Swaffham, fo. 269). It is also stated that 
a certain heir of Robert de Haceby holds one knight’s fee 
in Walcote, in the county of Lincoln and Yawthorpe. 
(Swaffham, fo. 285). Moreover amongst the scutages of 
Deganwy in the thirtieth year of the reign of king Henry :— 
From Agnes de Neville, for one knight, by one tally, 40s. 
At the knighting of the eldest son in the 38th year of the 
same king :—From Hugh de Haceby in Walcote near 
Falkingham, 40s. At the end of Swaffham. And in 
king Richard’s charter :—Hugh de Neville, one knight’s 
fee in Walcote. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that there are 40 bovates of land 
of our fee in the same vill of Walcote, of which William 
Durenye holds in demesne ten bovates of land. The prior 
of Sempringham and his tenants hold ten bovates of land. 
Sir John Fitz-John, knight, holds ten bovates of land. 
Richard St. Mark of Gunby holds ten bovates of land. 
These are contained in the sacrist’s register at the end. 

Now this knight’s fee is held in this manner. Be it known 
that a certain Hugh de Neville? formerly held of the abbot 
of Peterborough five carucates of land with appurtenances 
in Walcote near Falkingham by knight’s service. After 
his death the said inheritance descended to four daughters 
of the aforesaid Hugh, viz. :—Agnes, Maud, Mabel and 
Lucy, between whom the said inheritance was partitioned. 
Of Agnes was born William Durenye who gave his pour- 
party to his son William in fee tail; to hold, nevertheless, of 
the chief lords of the fee by the due and accustomed services, 
and so he holds of the abbot immediately as aforesaid and 
the heirs will be in wardship or they will pay relief, &c. 

Of Maud was born William Fraunceys, but the said Maud, 
while she was unmarried, gave a great part of her pour- 
party to the prior of Sempringham. 

Of Mabel was born John Fitz-John of Rippingale, whose 
pourparty Sir John de Stonore now holds.’ 

Lucy had two daughters, of the first of whom was born 
William of Swarby, to whom descended one half of the 
pourparty aforesaid, and he alienated the greater portion 
thereof to divers men. Of the second daughter of the 
aforesaid Lucy was born Hugh Attegrene, who had the 
other part which William Cokerel now holds. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that one half of Walcote is of the fee of 
this church and the other half is of the fee of Gaunt,‘ as is 
shewn by Domesday.’ (Swaffham, fo. 123 and fo. 293).

NOTES. 


1 Dr. Round has discussed the origin of the family of Neville. (Feudal 
England, pp. 166-7, 488-90). It will be noticed from the text that in the 
Peterborough barony there were two distinct Neville fiefs :—(1) Neville of 
Walcote near Falkingham, 1 fee and (2) Neville of Scotton, 3 fees. 

Gilbert Neville was the first tenant of Walcote as is shewn by the marginal 
note in Swaffham’s list and also in Domesday, where we read :—‘ In 
Walcote Gislebertus homo abbatis habet .... 1 carucam.” He is also 
mentioned in MS. Cleop. C. I., fo. 110 as the original holder. Apparently 
he held four fifths of his fee in Walcote and one fifth in Yawthorpe 
(Ibid. fo. 11llv). Stapleton discussed the manor of Walcote in his notes 
upon the Lincolnshire lands of the abbey of Burgh (Chron. Pet., pp. 176, 
177). In the first Black Book list it is stated that Gilbert de Neville held 
two carucates in Lincolnshire and he served the abbey for two hides and 
therefor he found one knight (Lib. Nig., fo. 15v). His successor apparently 
was Geoffrey, as in the bull of Pope Eugenius in 1146 we read of the “ Fee 
of Geoffrey de Nevile, Walcote and its appurtenances.’’ The tenant men- 
tioned in king Richard’s charter was Hugh. 

According to the author of MS. Cleopatra C.I. this Hugh held five 
carucates in Walcote and its appurtenances by the service of one knight 
and after his death the inheritance descended as mentioned in the text. 

It is difficult, however, to reconcile the statement with the record in 
the Red Book (pp. 522 and 619) that Robert de Haceby was tenant. The 
author of MS. Cleop, C.I. fo. 111v states that Agnes of Walcote held 4 parts 
of 1 fee in Walcote and William Hallebaron a fifth part in Yawthorpe, 
that ward of Rockingham was paid on a whole fee in Walcote to the collector 
ofthe abbot’s manor of Thurlby, and that Richard Hallebaron, son of 
William, did suit and forinsec service each three weeks at the abbot’s court 
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And be it known that all these co-parceners hold of us 
immediately and not of William Durenye, who had the 
primogeniture,® according to the purport of that statute 
concerning the homage of co-parceners, otherwise called 
the Statute de Hibernia [14 Hen. III.],’ and it is set out 
at the bottom of the fourth quire from the end of the Black 
Book. Yet the aforesaid William collects [the payments 
for] ward of Rockingham from the others and pays: [them 
to] the reeve of Thurlby, to wit, 4s. for one fee, as in Swaff- 
ham (fo. 265) amongst the wards of Rockingham and in 
the Black Book (fo. 164). 

AND BE IT KNOWN that William Durenye® did homage 
to dan Henry the abbot, and after his death the inheritance 
descended to his son Thomas, who did homage to the said 
dan Henry the abbot, and paid a relief. 

As to Yawthorpe, be it known that there is a fifth part 
of a fee, which the heirs of William Hallbaron held,® and 
they pay 8s. for scutage, when it occurs, and for the 
marriage of the king’s daughter and for the knighting of 
the king’s son, for four parts are in Walcote and the fifth 
part is in Yawthorpe and thus relief should be received 
when it is due. And it is thus stated in the Red Book of 
the Exchequer amongst the fees of the abbot of Burgh in 
the county of Lincoln :—Agnes de Neville holds four parts 
of one fee in Walcote. Also in the same place :—William 
Hallbaron holds a fifth part of one fee in Yawthorpe.

154) :—the heir of Ralph 
de Neville, three knights in Scotton, Manton, Holme, 
and Raventhorpe. Also he pays to the reeve of Scotter®

king Richard’s charter. 


BE IT KNOWN that the family of Neville hold three fees, 
to wit, in Scotton, Manton, Holme, Raventhorpe and 
Northorpe of the lord abbot, of which Sir Philip de Neville 
holds® the manors of Scotton and Manton by a fine levied 
therein at Westminster in the 9th year of Edward II., 
to him and his heirs (as in the register of abbot Godfrey), 
(fo. 186), whereof John son of Ranulf of Scotton and Robert 
his brother hold their tenements of the said sir Philip 
and he of us. Robert of Enderby holds one messuage 
and two bovates of land in Manton of the same as above. 
The prior of Thornholme holds his manor of Raventhorpe, - 
seven tofts and six bovates of land of the said Philip and 
he of us, concerning which there was a plea by a writ 
de medio, (where the said Philip acknowledged that he ought 
to acquit him,) before Gilbert de Preston, justice in eyre 
at Lincoln, in the 56th year of the reign of king Henry, 
on the morrow of the feast of St. Hilary (Black Book, 
OL e7). 


This prior granted to us 26s. 8d. for a licence to have 
entry into our fee and for the confirmation of the purchases, 
as in Swaffham (fo.

Likewise the same prior 
granted 4s. sterling to abbot Richard for the tenements 
in Raventhorpe and nevertheless he will come twice a year 
to the wapentake, &c., as is more fully stated in Swaffham, 
(fo. 85) and the above is found under Scotter. 

Concerning the tenements in Scotton, Scotter, and 
Manton, Swaffham has an ancient charter of king Edward

Robert de Neville was the tenant of the whole fief :— 

The first tenant was Ralph, whose name was mentioned in Domesday 
(Round, Feud. Eng., pp. 166-70). It was said in the rotulus that Ralph de 
Neville held 10 carucates of land in Lincolnshire, to wit, in Scotton and 
Manton and in Northamptonshire 14 hides, and therefor he performed the 
service of three knights. This statement was copied partly in the first 
Black Book list and the Swaffham list. It is doubtful whether Ralph de 
Neville ever held lands belonging to the abbey of Peterborough in Nor- 
thamptonshire. There is however a note in the first Black Book list (Chron. 
Pet., p. 173). “‘ De terra Radulphi iii. virgae in Hamtonascira, que modo 
sunt in dominico.”’ It is possible, therefore, that Ralph held a Northampton- 
shire estate which was returned to the abbey. 

Robert de Neville attested several charters of abbot Benedict and in 
one case Benedict (1177-1193) confirmed to Peter the clerk the gift which 
Robert de Neville his father made to him of certain houses which he had in 
Burgh. One of these houses had been bought by Robert but there is a 
possibility that the other house was the Neville hospice in the vill. 

In king Richard’s charter, 1189, the tenant’s name was given as Ralph 
de Neville. ; 

In 1212 the tenant was Robert de Neville (Red Book, pp. 522, 618). 

During the reign of John, Ralph de Dyve, knight of Upton, near Peter- 
borough refused to perform his military service, whereupon the king seised 
his land and gave it to this Robert. (Swa, fo, 269v.) 
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Concerning Scotton, Scotter and Manton, there is a 
charter of St. Edward the Confessor, which begins thus :— 
Whereas the Lord of all &c.” (Black Book, fo. 21). 

In THE [RED] Book or THE ExcHEQuER :—Robert de 
Neville, three knight’s fees. 

ELSEWHERE :—Robert de Neville, three fees in Scotton, 
Manton, Holme and Raventhorpe in the county of Lincoln.

On the death of Robert de Neville during the rule of abbot Robert of 
Lindsey between the years 1220-22, the wardship of Ralph the infant son 
of Robert was granted to his uncle Ralph, brother of Robert aforesaid, for 
20 marks which Ralph paid to the abbot (C.A.R.P., No. 36, vide Rot. Lit. 
Claus., 1220, p. 482.) 

In the third Black Book List the tenant is Philip de Neville and he paid 
aid in 1254 on three fees. (Z.N., f. 245 (d) ). This Philip was living on 
14 January 1270-1 (vide Pytchley, L.F., f. 82), but in 1274 his son Robert 
de Neville of Scotton did homage to abbot Richard of London (Chron. Pet. 
p. 21). He was still living in 1283 (Ibid. pp. 65, 66). 

In 1300 Robert de Neville did homage to abbot Godfrey of Croyland 
at Scotter for tenements in Scotton, Manton and Holm. Robert was suc- 
ceeded by Philip, and on 20 June 1316 the latter granted to his son Philip 
the manors of Scotton and Manton, (vide Pytchley, Liber Feodorum, fo. 
83d.) In 1348 Philip de Neville held 1 fee and a quarter in Scotton but the 
residue of the Neville fief was held by John Sendale in Northorpe, the heirs 
of Walter de Wildaker in Manton, the prior of Thornholm in Raventhorpe 
and the heirs of William de Holm in Holm.

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The first feoffee was Geoffrey de Tot, of which [fee] it 
is stated that William de Tot holds in the county of 
Northampton, to wit, in Paston, one hide and in the county 
of Leicester, to wit, in Prestgrave, one virgate, and therefor 
he performs the service of half a knight. (Swaffham, 
fo. 270). Also amongst the scutages at the end _ of 
Swaffham’s book :—Of William de Tot, for half a fee, 
20s. etc. 

MorREOVER it is stated in king Richard’s charter :—one 
knight’s fee in Paston, which Elias de Tot holds. 

ALso it is stated in the Black Book, fo. 155 :—Geoffrey 
de Tot half a knight in Paston and Prestgrave. 

Atso in the inquisition taken at Thrapston, which is 
in the register of abbot Godfrey fo. [141] it is stated thus :— 
John de L’Isle, Richard of Marholm and John of Houghton 
hold in Paston half a knight’s fee of the abbot of Burgh, &c. 

The family of Tot in ancient times held of us one Knight’s 
fee in Paston, Prestgrave, Dogsthorpe and Burgh, as in the 
charter of king Richard. A quarrel afterwards arose 
between the abbot and Robert de Tot about the same fee, 
because he denied half [of the service], and they were 
brought into agreement by a fine levied therein, as 
is stated in Swaffham (0.170) viz. :—that the aforesaid 
Robert acknowledged half a fee in the aforesaid vills and 
the abbot remitted the other half for 5s. to be rendered 
annually at Michaelmas and Kaster. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that these 5s. together with 18d. for 
free wara for land in Paston, were given in exchange for 
the homage and service of William Everard in Dogsthorpe, 
whose predecessors once rendered to the said Robert, 
6s. 6d., which he now renders at Burghbury as is contained 
in the rental and in Swaffham (fo. 218), which deed, it 
appears, is not indented. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the great part of this fee is in 
the hands of the sacrist and the almoner, as appears by 
three charters (Swaffham, fo. 219). And also in the hands 
of the abbot [is] Copwood, which is contiguous to the wood 
of Eastwood. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that Northwood was once called 
Totteswood, whereof there is a statement in the deed of 
Roger de Torpel. (Swaffham, fo. 275). And concerning 
the tenements given to the almoner (Swaffham, fo. 220), 
to wit, by six charters there, and all [tenements] contained 
in those charters are of this fee. 

Afterwards there appeared a certain Andrew Russel 
and he acquired the remainder of the tenements of the fee 
of Tot, and Geoffrey Russel his heir did homage for the 
same to dan Robert, abbot, as in Swaffham ( fo. 29). His

1 The first holder of the Tot fees was Geoffrey del Tot, who had lh. 
in Paston, Northants., and lv. in Prestgrave, Leices. by the service of 1 kt. 
(vide MS. Cleop., fo. 107v; H.C., p. 60; Chr. Pet., p. 172.) 

His successor was Ralph or Raoul del Tot whose fee is mentioned in the 
first bull of Pope Hugenius III. He assarted a wood in Werrington called 
Franewood, in the reign of Hen. I. and held it for himself. (Z.N., f. 50d.) 

The next tenant was Ascelin del Tot whose name is first mentioned in 
1133 (Py. L.C., fo. 17.), two parts of whose praedial tithes were confirmed 
to the sacristy of Burgh by the second bull of Pope Eugenius ITI. in 1146. 
He attested charters in the abbot’s court in 1148, (Py. L.C., fo. 7d.) in 1114 
(ibid.) and in 1147 (ibid., fo. 8d.) In the description of the holders of Nassa- 
burgh lands in the middle of the twelfth century he is recorded as the holder 
of 4 small virgates in Paston and 1 virgate in Burgh. See p.°157. 

He was followed by Elias del Tot who was living in 1163 (P.R., 9 Hen. 
II.) In 1179 Ascelin del Tot, his successor, paid a fine for making a false 
claim. In 1191 Elias del Tot is recorded as one of the debtors of Aaron 
the Jew of Lincoln (P.&., 3 Ric. I.) and as tenant of one fee in Paston in 
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tenants are named in the Black Book (fo. 153), and he 
acknowledged suit of the court of Castor, &c., and the 
tenements which lie next Paston Rectory in the direction 
of Burgh, to wit, le Welleyerd, &c., are of this fee, concerning 
which there is a statement above under “ Milton,’’? and the 
manor of the family of Tot was in a place which is called 
le Moryerd in Paston. 

John Underwood holds four acres of the Tot fee and they 
abut upon the way which leads towards le Twheytes. 
William Wrythe of Dogsthorpe holds four acres, of which 
one acre lies on Fulhome and three acres in le Nab. Henry 
of Walton holds one place and three half acres,. William of 
Walton holds one place and three half acres, and William 
Everard holds all his land of the same fee, to wit :—one 
messuage and twenty acres of land as appears in abbot 
Godfrey’s register, fo. 48. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that John, Earl of Oxford,? who 
married one of the daughters and heiresses of Bartholomew 
de Badelesmere* now holds the tenements of this fee in 
Paston, to wit, the Moor Yard and the park in demesne 
and certain others in service, &c. as the pourparty of his 
wife, and this Bartholomew acquired the said tenements 
from the Russells. 

FURTHERMORE the same earl holds the tenements which 
are called Reynold’s fee in Milton, concerning which there 
is an account above.® He also holds his manor in Milton, 
which was at one time a certain parcel of meadow acquired 
through Andrew Russell from sir Geoffrey of Milton. 


John of Holt holds the tenements of the same fee in 
Prestgrave to wit:—one virgate &c. as above at the 
beginning.® 

AND BE IT KNOWN that Geoffrey Russell did homage 
to dan Robert of Sutton, abbot,’ for the Tot tenements 
in Paston and Prestgrave (Swaffham, fo. 29 and abbot 

Godfrey’s register, fo. 38). John Russell did the same,

King Richard’s Charter. The next tenant was Robert del Tot, nephew of 
Ascelin, (M.S. Vesp. FE. wxii., f. 100), who, on January 23, 1199, recognized to 
the abbot, in a plea at Northampton, the service of $ knight’s fee in Paston, 
Prestgrave, Dogsthorpe and Burgh (P. B. Soc., vol. 24, p. 163). This tran- 
saction is mentioned in the text, where it is stated that Robert agreed to 
pay a rent of 5s. per annum in lieu of the service due from the remaining 
4 fee which the abbot remitted to him. We therefore find that in 1212 the 
same Robert owed the service of 4 a knight and a rent of 5s. per annum 
(Lib. Rub., fo. 158.) Inlieu of this rent, the homage and service of William 
Everard of Dogsthorpe were granted to the abbey. The same Robert 
granted to abbot Acharius (1200-10) land near the Nabs at Paston, which 
Thomas del Tot his uncle once held (Py. Z.C., fo. 155). This land was granted 
by abbot Martin (1226-33) to the chapel of the Blessed Mary of the Park 
belonging to the monastic infirmary (C.A.R.P., No. 47), The building 
thus described was probably the chapel of St. Mary Magdalene at Newark, 
which was near the ancient park of the abbot. The infirmarian had a grange 
at “‘ Parkirke,’”’ which may be another rendering of the Park kirk or church.

On January 8th, 1228, two parts of his tithes were confirmed to the sacristy 
by a bull of Pope Gregory. (B.M., Egerton, MS., 2733 fo.113d.) Robert 
was succeeded by Geoffrey del Tot, whose name appears in the second Black 
Book list and in a survey of woods in Nassaburgh in which he is recorded 
as the owner of a wood called Tantingwood, containing 9 acres (Py., L.C., 
fo. 14). See p. 157. 

In the middle of the thirteenth century the tenant was William del 
Tot, who is mentioned in Swaffham’s list, (edit. Sparke, p. 60). In 
1254 he paid aid on $ a fee (L.N., f. 245d.) The land of this fee in the vill 
of Burgh apparently consisted of 22 acres of woodland, which, in 1284, 
was granted to abbot Richard of London by Amice del Tot (Chron. Pet. 
p. 71.) 

The residue of the Tot fee in Paston was acquired from William del 
Tot, during the rule of abbot Robert of Sutton (1262-73), apparently by 
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(abbot Godfrey’s register fo. 46). See also concerning this 
in the sacrist’s Register, fo. 19, and the cellarer’s Register 
and in several places in Swaffham. 

FURTHERMORE Amice Tot in her free widowhood remitted 
and quitclaimed to the abbot and convent and _ their 
successors all the right and claim which she had in all lands 
and tenements with appurtenances which they have and 
hold of the fee of Geoffrey her father or of Richard her 
brother. Given at Burgh on the feast of Epiphany in the 
10th year of King Edward [I.] in the abbot’s treasury. 

Tue CHARTER of William Everard, by which Everard, 
his predecessor, was enfeoffed, follows word for word :— 

Let present and future know that I, Geoffrey de Tot, 
have granted and by this my present charter have confirmed 
to Everard, son of Richard of Dogsthorpe, all the land 
which Richard, his father, formerly held of Robert, my 
father, and of me by right of inheritance, except seven 
acres of land in an assart in The Nabs which the same 
Everard released to me in my court, to have and to hold 
to him and his heirs of me and my heirs freely and quietly | 
and heritably, well and in peace, in fields, in meadows, 
in ways and footpaths, meadows and pastures with all 
appurtenances and easements within the vill and without, 
rendering therefor annually to me and my heirs 6s. 6d. 
at the four terms of the year, viz. :—at Christmas 19$d., 
at Easter 194d., at the Nativity of St. John the Baptist 
194d., and at Michaelmas 193d., for all service and secular 
exaction belonging to me and my heirs, saving forinsec 
service. And I the aforesaid Geoffrey and my heirs will 
warrant the aforesaid tenements with all appurtenances 
to the aforesaid Geoffrey [sic] and his heirs against all men 
for ever. And in order that this my grant may remain 
valid and unshaken I have strengthened the present 
writing by the apposition of my seal. Witnesses, &c. 
Without date. 

And these are the tenements :—one messuage and 20 
acres of land in Dogsthorpe (as in abbot Godfrey’s register, 
fo.

Geoffrey Russell and not by Andrew as stated in the text. This Geoffrey, 
whose wife was named EHuphemia, had previously acquired in 1254, during 
the rule of abbot John de Caux, lands in Milton, which had been granted 
to the abbey by Reginald son of Roger of Milton (C.A.R.P., No. 48.) A 
full list of the tenants of Geoffrey Russell in Paston is set out in the Black 
Book, fo. 158. He was the steward of abbots John and Robert of Sutton. 
He was in command of the knights of the abbot, who joined Simon de 
Montfort at Northampton (Rotuli Selecti, p. 186). He did homage to 
abbot Robert of Sutton in 1262. 

He was apparently succeeded by his son, Andrew Russell, who died in 
1291, being buried in the Lady Chapel in the abbey next his father (Chron. 
Pet.,.p. 148), whereupon his brother Geoffrey with his wife and a groom 
took the cross (ibid., p. 149).

John, theson of Andrew, had apparently done homage to abbot Richard 
of London, during his minority and in the lifetime of his father, in 1291, in 
the presence of sir Geoffrey Russell (ibid., p. 147). John and Peter the 
infant sons of Andrew were in the wardship of abbot William of Woodford. 
It is said that John, son of Geoffrey Russell, did homage to abbot Godfrey of 
Croyland in 1300 (Vesp #. XXIJ., fo. 46) and he was still tenant in 1316. 
(Feud. Aids., vol. 4.,p.28). From this tenant the estates passed to Bartholo- 
mew de Badelesmere. Bartholomew conveyed the manor and advowson 
of Etton to John Russell, by whom it was settled on his brother, Peter Russell, 
parson of Etton (fot. Parl., vol. I., p. 398; Bridges, vol II., p. 510; Cal. 
I.P.M., vol. 7. no. 308). 

Bartholomew de Badelesmere, whose principal seat was at Leeds castle 
in Kent, joined the rebellion against Edward II., and was executed, where- 
upon Peter Russell entered into the manors of Milton, Paston and Htton, 
wherefor Richard of Croyland, on behalf of the abbot, asked for a com- 
mission of enquiry (Rot. Parl., ed. Cole, vol. I., p. 398). Afterwards the estate 
at Milton and Paston passed to his son Giles de Badelesmere, who was in the 
wardship of the Bishop of Lincoln (Cal. I.P.M., vol. 7, no. 308), and on his 
death in 1339 without heirs, it passed to his four sisters :—Margery, whom 
William de Roos married; Maud, whom John de Vere, earl of Oxford, 
married ; Klizabeth, whom William de Bohun, earl of Northampton married ; 
and Margaret the wife of John Tipetoft (Cal. I.P.M., vol. 8., p. 128; Cal. 
Close Rolls, 1339-1341, pp. 279-284.) Paston and Milton formed part of 
the pourparty of Maud and therefore. passed to the earl of Oxford, although 
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This tenement yields 94d. scutage, when it is assessed 
at 40s. [per fee] and 5d. a year for sheriff’s aid. These 
services and homages were given in exchange as above 
mentioned. There is also a certain deed in abbot 
Godfrey’s register (fo. 35,)!° by which it appears that John 
and Peter, the sons of Andrew Russel were in the wardship 
of abbot Wilham of Woodford."

Geoffrey de Caxton holds a quarter of one hide in the 
county of Northampton, to wit, in Winwick, and he does 
therefor the service of the twenty-sixth part of one knight. 
(Swaffham, fo. 269). Also Geoffrey de Caxton holds in 
Winwick a thirteenth part of a knight’s fee of the ancient 
enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh. (Swaffham, fo. 283.) 

Also amongst the scutages :—Of Geoffrey de Caxton, 
for the thirteenth part of a knight, 8s. 1d. Also amongst 
the other scutages :—Of Stephen de Winwick, by one 
tally, 3s. 14d. (Swaffham, fo. 371.)? 

Also in king Richard’s charter :—The fee of Geoffrey 
de Winwick. 

Also in the inquisitions taken at Thrapston, which are 
in abbot Godfrey’s register (fo. 141), this appears :—John 
Chamberlain and William son of Stephen of Winwick 
hold a thirteenth part of one knight’s fee in the same 
[vill] of the abbot of Burgh. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that this Geoffrey de Caxton had a 
certain daughter and heiress [named] Ampholisa, who was . 
married to a certain Geoffrey the Chamberlain of Heming- 
_ ford, who begat of her two sons, the elder [named] Warren 
and the younger, Simon. On the death of the said Geoffrey 
the said Ampholisa in her lawful widowhood gave her 
tenements in Winwick to Simon her younger son before 
the statute Quia Emptores by the deed which follows :— 

LET PRESENT and future know that I Ampholisa de 
Caxton in my lawful widowhood have granted and given 
and by this my present charter have confirmed to Simon 
son of Geoffrey the Chamberlain of Hemingford for his 
homage and service and for 40 silver marks which he gave 
to me in hand, the land which I had or in any manner 
could have, within or without the vill of Winwick, with 
all appurtenances, homages, services, wardships, reliefs, 
rents, escheats, inclosures, footpaths, feedings, and par- 
ticularly the homage and service of Stephen of Titch- 
marsh my nephew, and with free boar and bull and with 
all other things which might belong in any manner to 
me and my heirs, to have and to hold of me and 
my heirs to him and his heirs, well and in peace, 
freely, heritably, or to any person or persons whomsoever 
and whensoever or to their heirs, he may wish to give, sell, 
devise or assign that land with all appurtenances and with 
all other private things, or to their heirs, he and his heirs 
or assigns rendering therefor annually to me and my heirs 
one pound of cummin at Easter for all services, customs 
and demands. And I Ampholisa and my heirs will warrant, 
acquit, and amongst our other lands, defend against all 
men and women the aforesaid land with all appurtenances 
and with all the things noted above, as it is written, to 
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Simoni et heredibus suis uel cuicunque uel quibuscunque 
uel quandocunque dictam terram cum omnibus pertinenciis 
sicut iam dictum est dare, vendere, legare uel assignare 
voluerit et heredibus eorum per predictum seruicium.

been said, in return for the aforesaid service. And that 
this my grant, gift, and the confirmation of my charter 
may have perpetual stability, I have strengthened 
the present writing by the impression of my _ seal. 
Witnesses, &c. ayia 

The confirmation of that gift by Warren the elder brother 
by the charter which follows :— 

LET PRESENT and future know that I Warren son of 
Geoffrey the Chamberlain of Hemingford have granted and 
by this my present charter have confirmed to Simon my 
brother for his homage and service and for 20s. which he 
gave me in hand, that gift of land with all appurtenances, 
rents, escheats, inclosures, ways, footpaths, meadows, 
and feedings, and with all things which are contained in 
the charter, which my mother Ampholisa gave to him and 
which she confirmed to him by her charter. To have and 
to hold of me and my heirs to him and his heirs or to any 
person or persons whomsoever and whensoever he may | 
wish, and to their heirs, to give, sell, devise or assign that 
land with all appurtenances and with all other things 
which are contained in the charter which he has from my 
mother, and to their heirs, by the service contained in the 
aforesaid charter.* 

The same Warren did this same thing by another charter 
which follows :— 

To Au the faithful of Christ who shall see or hear the 
present writing, Warren the said Chamberlain of Heming- 
ford, Greeting. Know ye that I have granted and by this 
present charter have confirmed to Simon the Chamberlain. 
of Hemingford the messuage in the vill of Winwick which 
James of Winwick formerly held, and forty two acres and 
a half of land in the fields of Winwick with all their appur- 
tenances, which sir Nigel de Radwell and Ampholisa his 
wife gave to him and confirmed by their charter, to hold 
and to have to him and his heirs or to whomsoever he shall 
have wished to give or assign, sell, or devise, of me and my 
heirs, performing therefor the service contained in the 
charter of the aforesaid Nigel and Ampholisa, whose gift is 
to remain stable and firm for ever. And I Warren and my 
heirs will warrant and defend against all people the said 
land with the appurtenances as aforesaid. In witness 
whereof, &c. 

But the land contained in this charter was at one time 
a twenty-sixth part of a fee which James of Winwick once 
held, as it was of old of the Chamberlain fee, as appears 
above, amongst the fees of the Exchequer, where it says 

that James of Winwick held a twenty-sixth part of one fee

Afterwards a certain Anastasia, daughter of the same 
Warren, granted to the abbot and convent [of Peterborough] 
the homage of Henry son of Stephen of Winwick by the 
deed which follows :— 


To aut the faithful of Christ &c. Anastasia daughter 
of Warren the Chamberlain, Greeting. Know all of you 
that I have granted, remitted and on behalf of myself 
and my heirs have wholly quit claimed to the abbot and 
convent of Peterborough all right and claim which I had 
or could have in the homage and service of Henry son and 
heir of Stephen of Winwick and of his heirs and assigns 
for all that tenement which he held in Winwick of the fee 
of the abbot himself and of the convent. To have and to 
hold to the said abbot and convent in homages, fealties, 
wardships, marriages, reliefs, aids, escheats, services both 
forinsec and intrinsec, and in all other kinds of earthly 
things &c. Undated. 


A certain Hugh de Marsh and Isabel his wife did the 
same thing. Whether this Isabel was the sister of the 
aforesaid Anastasia I know not, but query? These two 
preceding deeds are in the abbot’s treasury. 


Some notes concerning the homage and service of Stephen 
of Titchmarsh and the wardship of his heirs are contained 
in abbot Godfrey’s register, (fo.—.) 


Therefore, as is stated above amongst the fees of the 
Exchequer, the said tenants were not of one fee, for we 
find amongst the scutages at the end of Swaffham :— 
Geoffrey de Caxton paid for the thirteenth part of one fee, 
3s. ld. And of Bartholomew of Armston the like for the 
like.s Query concerning this. 


AND BE IT KNOWN that in the time of abbot Godfrey a 
certain John Chamberlain was in the wardship of this 
abbot because he was under age. On his death, Ralph 
his son and heir was under age and his wardship and 
marriage were sold to his mother, as appears in abbot 
Adam’s register, but because both his predecessors and he 
himself likewise held certain tenements in Keyston in the 
county of Huntingdon of the Ferrers family, a certain 
Robert de Ferrers seized the aforesaid Ralph at Oundle 
and married him, saying that the priority belonged to him 
because they were enfeoffed first of the tenements in Key- 
ston by a certain Serle de Quincey, earl of Winchester, 
his predecessor, and the priority was never altered, but as 
to the tenements in Winwick the priority had been changed 
by the abovementioned feoffments, and these deeds are 
in the time of abbot Henry.‘

NOTES. 

1 The hamlet of Winwick was appurtenant to Stoke Doyle in Northamp- 
tonshire and formed part of the county until, by the Local Government Act 
1888, it was transferred to Huntingdonshire. Eustace of Winwick and 
Brithwold were the first holders of the Winwick fee near Oundle. Each 
held $ hide and performed the service of 1/26 kt. but was not responsible 
for ward of Rockingham (M.S. Cleop. C.J., fo. 106]. According to the Black 
Book they served with the knights (L.N., fo. 16.v.) and were probably the 
two servientes of the Domesday entry :—‘‘ In Winewiche . . . duo milites 
et ii. seruientes cum i sochemanno tenent ii. hidas et iii. virgatas terre 
que pertinent ad Stoche ” (D.B., I, 221b. (2).) In the bull of Pope 
Kugenius we read of “ tenementum Brutvaldi”’ thereby being able to dis- 
tinguish the holding from the ‘‘ feudum ”’ of a knight. 

Until the reign of Richard I. we lose sight of this holding but in the list 
given by abbot Godfrey in his register, we read of James of Winwick holding 
1/20 fee and Geoffrey de Caxton, a similar fraction. (B.M., M.S. Vesp., 
i. 22,f0.99). Inking Richard’s charter the latter is described as Geoffrey 
of Winwick and in 1212 James and Geoffrey each held 1/26 fee. (Red Book, 
p. 618). Geoffrey de Caxton also held of the honour of Gloucester 30 acres 
in the county of Huntingdon by the service of collecting scutage. 

Geoffrey son of Henry of Winwick was a juror at the inquisition con- 
cerning knight’s fees in 1243 (B.M., Egerton M.S., 2733, fo. 184). In the 
Swaffham list of 1250-2 Geoffrey de Caxton was said to hold } hide in 
Winwick by the service of 1/26 kt, In 1254 Stephen of Winwick paid aid 
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In THE [RED] Book or THE ExcHEQUER :—James of 
Winwick the twenty-sixth part of one knight’s fee, Geoffrey 
de Caxton the twenty-sixth part of a knight’s fee. 

ELSEWHERE :—Philip of Armston, the thirteenth part of 
one knight in Armston, James of Winwick the twenty-sixth 
part of one knight. 

ALSO ELSEWHERE :—John Chamberlain holds in Winwick 
the twenty-sixth part, &c. |

on 1/26 fee. L.N. fo. 246. Geoffrey de Caxton had a daughter Ampholisa 
who m. Geoffrey the Chamberlain of Hemingford and had two sons Warren 
and Simon. Ampholisa and Warren granted the hereditaments at Winwick, 
including the homage and service of Stephen of Titchmarsh (sic) nephew of 
Ampholisa, to Simon Chamberlain, the younger son, by the deeds set out 
in the text. In 1275 Henry son of Stephen of Winwick did homage to abbot 
Richard of London and attorned to him with the assent of Anastasia, 
daughter of Warren, and of her sister Isabella, to whom the homage rightly 
belonged (Chr. Pet. p. 23). 

In 1300 John Chamberlain did homage to abbot Godfrey for tenements 
in Winwick (B.M., Vesp. EH. 22, fo. 47). In 1316 the holding of 1/13 
fee belonged to John Chamberlain and William son of Stephen de Winwick. 
In 1346 Geoffrey de Caxton held 1/26 and Ralph le Despenser son of John 
Chamberlain 1/13.

285) :—-Henry de Oilli, one knight’s fee in Cranford and 
Middleton in the county of Northampton and Easton in 
the county of Leicester. Also amongst the fees in Swaff- 
ham (fo. 269) :—Henry de Oilli holds one knight’s fee in 
Cranford, Cottingham and Middleton. Ralph Daundelyn 
holds this land and William Daubeny repudiates one quarter 
and performs the other. 

Likewise in king Richard’s charter :—one knight’s fee 
in Cranford and Easton which Henry de Oilli holds. Also 
amongst the scutages at the end of Swaffham :—Of Maurice 
Daundelyn of the de Oilli fee, by one tally, 20s. ; of William 
Mayn of the same fee, by one tally, 5s.; of Peter of Middle- - 
ton of the same fee, by one tally, 5s. And thus scutage 
ought to be paid, viz. :—for half a fee in Cranford, 20s., 
for a quarter in Cottingham and Middleton, 10s., and for 
another quarter in Middleton, of which no mention is made 
in the aforesaid scutage, 10s. , 

AND BE IT KNOWN that Sir John Daundelyn holds that 
half fee in Cranford (as above and Swaffham p. 269). And 
in the Thrapston inquisitions, where it is stated thus :— 
Hugh Daundelyn holds half a knight’s fee in Cranford of 
the abbot of Burgh and the abbot is mesne towards the 
king. 

Sir Thomas de Verdunt (now John Dansey esquire) 
holds the tenements in Middleton formerly belonging to 
Stephen Sydrake on the Mount, and there are four virgates 
of land there. And Robert de Stratton (now Sir Thomas 
Greene kt.) held a messuage and four other virgates of land 
against the aforesaid Stephen Sydrake, which he sold to 
master John Harrowden,° rector of the church of Cotting- 
hem, which tenaments were formerly acquired from Peter 
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de Petro de Mideltone de quo fit mencio in scutagio predicto. 
Item Bartholomeus filius Willelmi Prest tenet unum 
mesuagium et virgatam terre modo in manibus domini per 
eschaetam causa forisfacture Johannis Shepperd de eodem 
feodo quam pater suus Willelmus adquisiuit de quo habetur 
supra inter cartas natiuorum de Cotingham.

NOTES. 

1 The divers accounts of the Daundelyn and de Oilli fees in Cranford, 
Cottingham and Middleton are confusing. 

Dr. Round, in his notes upon Cranford, in the Northamptonshire 
Survey (V.C.H., vol. i, p. 389a) says :-— 

“These holdings are difficult to identify. Domesday assigns to the 
abbey, at Cranford, 3 hides, which were held of it by ‘ Robert,’ and 14 hides 
which are entered as held by Godric of the king. The holdings would seem 
to be represented by the 2§ hides of Bertram [i-e. de Verdun] and the 24 
hides of Maurice [i.c. Daundelyn] which amount to 4% hides, as against 
44..... It is certain, at any rate, that the Daundelyns subsequently 
held here 14 knight’s fees of the abbey of Peterborough, which were in 
Cranford S. Andrew.” 

The author of MS. Cleopatra. C.I., (fo. 106v.) gives separate accounts 
of the Daundelyn and de Oilli fees, but admits that in the rotulus the only 
Cranford fee mentioned is that of “ Robert de Oili”’ (Jbid., fo. 112). 

Pytchley says in his text that the first feoffee was Robert Daundelyn, 
who came with the Conqueror and quotes the Domesday record that Robert 
held three hides in Cranford ‘‘ et unus miles de eo.” See D.B. I. 222. 

In the Rotulus we read (MS. Cleop. C.lI., fo. 106v.) :—‘* Robertus 
de Oili tenet feodum unius militis scil :—in Craneford et in Cotyngham et 
Myddeltona et inde plenarie facit seruicium unius militis.”’ 

In the Black Book, (fo. 17) :—‘‘ Rodbertus de Olli feodum i. militis. 
Kt preter hoc i. hidam et dimidiam unde nondum finiuit de seruicio.”” A 
note in a later handwriting over Rodbertus records, ‘‘ Pater Henrici,”’ and 
in the marginis another note “ Oilli. In Craneford. Hane tenet Radulphus 
de Aundeli sine servicio.”’ On fo. 3 :—In Cotingham .. . tenet Rodbertus 
de Olli terciam partem i. hide ad geldum regis.” 

In the bull of Pope Eugenius (1146) :—‘‘ Feodum Roberti de Oili, 
Craneford.’’ He must have been Robert IT. 

In 1162 one mark of scutage was pardoned to Henry de Oilli, (Red Book, 
p. 31). Apparently he was Robert’s son. In the Pipe Rolls of this year 
he is shewn as one of the abbot’s knights. He also held estates in Lincoln- 
shire, Oxfordshire, Buckinghamshire, and Warwickshire.” 

In king Richard’s charter, 1189 :—‘‘ Feudum unius militis in Craneford 
et Eston quod Henricus de Oilli tenet .. Feudum unius militis in Craneford 
quod Radulfus de Audeli tenet,” (Cal. Rot. Cart. IV., 277.) The Easton 
holding was appendant to Middleton, a hamlet of Cottingham. 

In the list in Abbot Godfrey’s Register, (fo. 99, temp. John) :—Henry 
de Oilli held a fee of $ kt. and Maurice Daundelyn 1 kt. in Cranford. 

In the Red Book list, 1211-2 :—‘‘ Henricus de Oilla dimidium feodum 
militis.” Ralph is not mentioned. (Lib. Rub. fo. 158). 

In the second Black Book list of 1228 we read :—Henricus de Oyli (tenet 
feodum) unius militis in Craneford et Cotingham et Mideltona, (hane terram 
tenet Radulphus de Aundeli) et Willelmus de Aubeni dedicit unum quarterium 
et aliud facit.” (Z.N., fo. 155). The words in italics are taken from 
Swaffham’s list. (fo. 267v.) 

Canon J. EH. Standen suggests that Ralph Daundelyn held of Henry 
de Oilli, and William de Aubeni from him, land charged with 4 a knight’s 
fee, but asserted it was only a quarter when he paid, repudiating the other 
quarter as not due from the land which he held. 

In 1242 Maurice Daundelyn was found to hold $ fee in Cranford of 
Thomas, earl of Warwick, who held it of the abbot. This 4 fee was assigned 
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of Middleton, who is mentioned in the aforesaid scutage. 
Also Bartholomew the son of William Priest holds one 
messuage and a virgate of land (now in the lord’s hands 
by escheat through the forfeiture of John Shepperd), of the 
same fee, which his father William acquired, concerning 
which there is a statement above amongst the charters of 
the bondmen of Cottingham. Swaffham has also a note 
of this (folio 135), amongst the services of Cottingham. 

In THE [RED] Book oF THE EXCHEQUER :—Henry 
de Oilli, half a knight’s fee. 

ELSEWHERE :—Henry de Oilli, one fee in Cranford, 
Cottingham and Middleton.

in dower to Maud, once the wite of Henry de Oilli (Cal. 1.P.M., vol. i., p. 3, 
no. 10) Maurice is mentioned in the Inquisition of 1242-3. (B.M. Lgerton, 
MS., 2733, fo. 133 et seq.) 

In 1254 aid was paid by Maurice Daundelyn on $f., by William Mayn 
on } and by Peter of Middleton on } (L.N., fo. 246). This Maurice was a 
supporter of Simon de Montfort, his lands were seised by Grimbald 
Pauncefot but were redeemed under the provisions of the Dictum of Kenil- 
worth on payment of 100 marks (Rot. Sel., pp. 164-5). In 1276 Peter of 
Middleton did homage to abbot Richard of London (Chr. Pet., p. 23). 

In 1280 Hugh Daundelyn was a juror at a forest inquisition (Chron. 
Pet., p. 36). In 1284 (Feud. Aids, vol. 4, p. 12) he held in Cranford $4 fee 
of John Fitz-Guy and } fee in Little Addington of John de Boys and the 
latter of the earl of Gloucester. In 1285 a complaint was made that the 
suits of Maurice Daundelyn, whose lands in Addington Beatrice, who was 
the wife of William, held, and of Hugh, who held land in Cranford, had 
been withdrawn from the abbot’s jurisdiction by the bailiffs of the earl 
of Gloucester (Chr. Pet., fo. 111). In 1816 Hugh was still tenant. 
(See Thrapston Inquisition, 1315, Feud. Aids, vol. 4, p. 20). The other 
tenants of the members of Cranford were Thomas Broun and John de 
Cursoun senior. 

In 1846 John Daundelyn held one fee in Cranford, and half a fee in the 
same vill of the fee of de Oilli. Another half of this fee was in Cottingham and 
Middleton. The author of MS. Cleopatra, C.1, fo. 80, after referring to the 
payment by John Daundelyn of scutage on the de Oilli half fee to the bailiff 
of Huxlow, in the time of abbot Godfrey (1299-1522) traces the descent 
of the Daundelyn fee from the time of Ralph (possibly the son of Ralph 
who is mentioned in king Richard’s charter), to John the tenant in 1846—

No payment was made for ward of Rockingham castle. We are 
informed in the same manuscript that Thomas de Verdun and the tenants.

The first feoffee was Isenbard Artifex, whereafter it is 
stated that a certain Martin de Papley holds one knight’s 
fee in the county of Northampton, to wit, in Papley, and 
answers fully therefor. (Swaffham, fo. 269). It is also 
stated amongst the fees in Swaffham (fo. 283 ) :—Martin 
de Papley holds one whole knight’s fee of the ancient 
enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh. Also amongst the 
fees on folio 285 of Swaffham it is stated thus :—Walter 
de Papley, one knight’s fee in Papley in the county of 
Northampton. 

Also amongst the scutages at the end of Swaffham, 
(fo. 871) :—Of Martin Papley, for one knight by one tally, 
40s. Also amongst the following scutages in the same book 
(column 21 of the same folio) :—-Of Martin de Papley, by 
two tallies, 40s. 

Also in king Richard’s charter in Swaffham (fo. 45): 
One knight’s fee in Papley and its appurtenances, which 
Martin de Papley holds. 7 

In the inquisitions taken at Thrapston which are con- 
tained in abbot Godfrey’s register it is thus stated :— 
Thomas de Papley holds in Papley one knight’s fee of the 
abbot of Burgh and the abbot is mesne towards the king.

Be it remembered that in February A.D, 1267 died Simon, 
the butler of the convent, after whose death Roger his son 
and heir did homage and fealty to dan Robert, abbot, 
and gave him a relief for the butler’s fee. Moreover the 
same Roger did fealty to sir Richard de London, then 
sacrist, and gave him a relief for the fee which was formerly 
the mason’s. To wit, half a mark. lLook for this 
acknowledgment in the sacrist’s register, fo. 22]. 

Also in the Black Book (fo. 155) :—Walter de Papley, 
one knight’s fee in Papley. He paid 4s. for ward of 
Rockingham [Castle] (Black Book, fo. 164). This also is 
stated in Swaffham (fo. 265) :—-Thomas de Papley holds 
this fee and does the service etc. Thomas also holds in 
Ashton other tenements, which, together with the tene- 
ments of sir John of Ashton in the same vill and the 
tenements which Peter de Holt and William Brown hold 
in the same place, and certain tenements which John 
Attehall and Robert de Croyland hold in Oundle, are held 
by grand serjeanty, and they are bailiffs of the court of 
Castor.2 An account of them and of their office is con- 
tained in Swaffham (fo. 265) and they will do homage 
and all forinsee services. The same Thomas holds certain 
tenements in Burgh and Stamford of the serjeanty of the 
butler of the refectory by the charter? which follows :—-

1 The original feoffee was Isenbard Artifex (Swaffham’s list, edit. 
Sparke, p. 60; Bull of Pope Eugenius). Domesday records that Isenbard 
and Rozelin held of the abbot 14 hides appertaining to Warmington. (D.B., 
i., 221b.) Papley is not mentioned, but in the Northamptonshire survey 
(V.C.H., vol. i., p. 366) in the hundred of Polebrook :—* In Pappele, 
1 hida,” the name of the holder not being stated. The fee soon 
passed to Martin who attested charters in the abbot’s court in 1117 
and 1120 (Py., L.C., fos. 6, 12). In the first Black Book list is a marginal 
note :—‘‘ Martinus Papeilun et W. destune”’ by the side of the entry :— 
** Quatremains et Leouenodus 1 hid. in Hamtonascira et seruiunt cum 
militibus ut competens uidetur ” (Z.N., fo. 15v.) Estune is Ashton. 

Stapleton in his notes (Chr. Pet., p. 172) assumes that these entries 
refer to the Papley fee. If so it is difficult to reconcile them with the state- 
ments that Isenbard and Rozelin held the fee at the time of Domesday. 

The Rotulus records :—Martin de Papley holds one knight’s fee in 
Papley for which he answers in full. (B.M., Ms. Cleop. C.1., fo. 105). By 
the second bull of Pope Eugenius in 1146 two parts of the tithes of Martin 
were confirmed to the sacristy. As is often the case knights and their 
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viz. : 9d. for all services. Moreover, I, Roger and my heirs 
will warrant to the aforesaid Martin and Alice and to their 
heirs abovenamed the lands, meadow and rent with all 
appurtenances against all people for ever. And that 
this my gift etc. Witnesses. Undated.? 

Afterwards that messuage in Burgh was given to others 
to hold of the family of Papley by a service of 10s. a year 
which John Brown used to render to the Papleys, but now 
he pays rent to John du Lay of Burgh because the said 
John du Lay acquired the said rent and service from 
Thomas de Papley, kinsman and heir of Martin de Papley 
in the 19th year of the reign of Edward III.® 

[At the foot of folio 52 in a later hand :—Concerning the 
estate of the bailiffs of the abbey of Burgh, see abbot 
Godfrey’s register, fo.

sons and grandsons cannot be distinguished. Thus we find Martin de 
Papley in abbot Godfrey’s list, (temp. John, B.M., Ms. Vesp., E. 22, fo. 99) 
and in king Richard’s charter, (Cal. Rot. Cart. IV. 277.) He attested a 
charter of abbot Andrew (1194-99, C.A.R.P., No. 9.) 

In 1212 the tenant was Walter (Lib. Rub fo. 158) who paid 4s. per 
annum to the bailiff of Polebrooke (B.M., Ms. Cleop., C.I., fo. 105) for 
commutation of ward of Rockingham Castle (Py., L.f., fo. 52). Walter’s 
name is mentioned in the second Black Book list c. 1228 (L.N., fo. 154). 

His successor was Martin (Swaffham, fo. 269), who paid aid on one fee 
in 1254 (L.N., fo. 246). 

In 1276 John did homage to abbot Richard of London (Chr. Pet., p. 24). 
Bridges refers to another Walter and to Geoffrey, but I have been unable 
to trace them (Bridges, p. 484). In 1300 Thomas son of John de Papley 
did homage to abbot Godfrey de Croyland, Vesp. E. XXIL., fo. 46.) 

In 1315-6 Thomas de Papley was tenant (Feud. Aids, vol. 4, p. 28; 
Abbot Godfrey’s Register, fo. 142). He did homage to abbot Adam in 13822 
(B.M., Ms. Vesp. £. 21, fo. 37). He d. 1330, (Fra. fo. 154). In 1346, we 
are informed that Thomas de Papley held one fee in Papley and 
Warmington (B.M., M.S. Cleop. C.I., fo. 87). He also held in fee tail 
certain tenements in Peterborough which were acquired by Martin by the 
deed mentioned in the text. (Jbid. fo. 105v.)

William Angevin holds half a _ knight’s fee in 
Northamptonshire, to wit:—in Churchfield, Oundle, 
Warmington, and Stoke.? (Swaffham, fo. 269). 

Also on fo. 288 of Swaffham :—William Angevin holds a 
quarter of a knight’s fee in Churchfield, Oundle, and 
Warmington of the ancient enfeoffment of the honour of 
Burgh.?® 

Also in Swaffham (fo. 286) :—William Angevin, one 
knight’s fee in Churchfield, Oundle, Stoke and Warming- 
ton in the county of Northampton. Also amongst the 
scutages at the end of Swaffham :—Of William Angevin, 
for half a knight by one tally, 20s.4. Also in the same place : 
Of William Angevin, by two tallies, 20s..° 

It is stated also in king Richard’s charter :—One knight’s 
fee in Churchfield, Warmington and Oundle, which Baldric 
Angevin holds. (Swaffham, fo. 46). 


This also is contained in the inquisition taken at Thrap- 
ston :—Hugh of Gorham holds of the abbot of Burgh in 
Churchfield, Oundle and Warmington a quarter of a knight’s 
fee and the abbot is mesne towards the king. But the 
marvel is from what source king Richard’s charter speaks 
of one fee, for other feodaries speak, some of one fee, others 
of half a fee, others of a quarter fee as, for example, the 
Exchequer feodary, which is mentioned above in the 
beginning of the book :—Ives of Stoke,® a quarter of one 
knight’s fee in Stoke and Churchfield in the county of 
Northampton. But I verily believe that there is not more 
than half a knight’s fee, for it pays scutage for so much, 
as is stated at the end of Swaffham. 


_ And be it known that a certain Henry de Wyville holds 
the said tenements in Churchfield, Oundle and Stoke, and 
he did homage to dan Henry abbot as more fully appears 
in his register, and there is, as I believe, half a knight’s fee, 
because the feodary’ which is contained in the Black Book 
(fo. 155), agrees with this. 


And be it known that abbot Thorold gave these tene- 
ments to Vivian of Churchfield, to wit :—half a hide, 
whereof the king afforested half. He gave to him a sixth 
part of a hide in Oundle and a quarter of a hide in War- 
mington in serjeanty, for which he owes service as a knight 
in the army with two horses and his arms, and the abbot 
will provide other necessary things for him. (Black Book, 


fo. 18.) 

Moreover the same man® pays for Churchfield and Upper 
Liveden because he has tenants there as [is shewn] in a 
certain extent aforesaid concerning sheriff’s aid. (Swaff- 
ham fo. 267, and in the Black Book, fo. 165,). There is

1 Pytchley found it difficult to define tbe actual holding of Vivian 
Angevin of Churchfield near Oundle. The Rotulus states:—Vivian Angevin 
holds one knight’s fee, to wit:—in Churchfield, Warmington and Oundle 
therefor he performs the service of one knight. King Richard’s charter 
also declares “‘a fee of one knight in Churchfield, Warmington and Oundle.”’ 
This is not confirmed by other documents. It seems clear that there was 
only a servitium debitum of half a knight. The explanation is that part of 
the tenement was held in grand serjeanty; part, by virtue of some 
office in the abbot’s court; and part, of the forest. The bull of Pope 
Eugenius III. refers to ‘‘ Tenementum Viviani ’’ and, as has been explained, 
tenement was probably the technical term used to denote a holding in 
serjeanty. This is shown clearly by the following extracts from the first 
Black Book list (Chr. Pet., pp. 158 et seq.) :

debet esse miles in exercitu cum ij. equis, et suis armis, et abbas inveniet 
ei alia necessaria. (Ibid., fo. 18.) 

The virgate of land in Oundle described in paragraph (a) was apparently 
assigned to him in connection with some office or serjeanty, which he held 
in connection with the abbot’s five Oundle hundreds referred to in para- 
graph (6). It is clear that he was one of the abbot’s courtiers. In para- 
graph (d) we read of his tenement in serjeanty and his holding in the king’s 
forest. The residue including land in Stoke was apparently held by the 
service of half a knight. 

In 1118 and 1120 he attested transfers of land in the abbot’s court. 
(Py., L.C., fos. 6,12.) His name was not mentioned in Domesday, although 
we read of two knights holding of the abbot one hide in Warmington, 
which belonged to Willybrook hundred. In the Northamptonshire Survey 
(V.C.H., vol. i, p. 367) it was stated that Vivian held one small virgate in 
Oundle, but in Warmington, the abbot held one hide. (Zbid p. 387.) 
Nothing was said of his tenants, although there were several. Finally 
Vivian’s Churchfield holding was described in the township of Wadenhoe : 
Vivian de Churchfield half a hide of the same fee [of Peterborough]. 
[Ibid p. 366.) 

Vivian’s successor was Henry Angevin, who in 1133 attested a charter 
in the court of abbot Martin (Py., L.C., 7d.). He is mentioned in the Pipe 
Roll of 1163. (P.R., 9 Hen. II.) ; 

In 1169 he had been succeeded by William Angevin (P.R., 15 Hen.II., 
p. 74 and 17 Hen. II. p. 46) whose widow Ismania impleaded the sacrist of 
Burgh in the Curia Regis, but withdrew sine die because she could not plead 
outside the abbot’s court (of Castor), Rot. Cur. Reg., 1199-1200.) 
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also a certain extent of the manor of Churchfield in the 
third quire from the end of the Black Book, by which it 
appears who are his tenants and what they hold in Church-. 
field, Oundle and Warmington. 

Further there exists a certain quitclaim of Sir Philip 
Marmyon of all right and claim which he had in the afore- 
said tenements (Swaffham, fo. 282). Also Baldric Angevin 
gave to the almoner the homage of Reginald Dusyepere 
and one virgate of land in the same place. 

There exists also a deed of William Angevin® concerning 
the bailment of half an acre of land in Oundle. (Swaffham, 
fo. 223.) 

In THE [RED] Book oF THE ExcHEQUER :—Baldric 
Angevin a quarter of a knight’s fee. 

ELSEWHERE :—Baldric, half a fee, viz. :—in Oundle, 
Stoke, Warmington and Churchfield.

Baldric Angevin was tenant at the time of abbot Godfrey’s list (temp. 
John, B.M., Vesp. E. 22, fo. 100) and his name was mentioned in king 
Richard’s charter. In 1212 (Lib. Rub, p. 619) he was said to hold } fee. 
He witnessed the charter of liberties granted by abbot Robert de Lindsey 
(1214-22) to his men of Oundle. (L.N., fo. 176). 

In 1235 William Angevin was said to hold 4 fee in Churchfield, Oundle, 
Warmington and Stoke. 

In 1254 another William Angevin paid aid on 4 fee (Z.N., fo. 246). He 
is the tenant mentioned in the first paragraph of our text, taken from the 
list in Swaffham, fo. 269v. He supported Simon de Montfort, and 
his lands were seized and redeemed under the provisions of the Dictum of 
Kenilworth on payment of 5 years annual value (Rot. Sel., p. 161). 

The next tenant apparently was Geoffrey Angevin (Feud. Aids, vol. 4, 
p- 448). 

In 1289 the tenement was in the possession of Hugh of Gorham, who 
did homage and fealty to abbot Richard of London (Chr. Pet., p. 144.) In 
1322 Hugh did fealty and not homage to abbot Adam, because he and 
Margery his wife held the manor of Churchfield jointly for the term of 
their lives of the inheritance of William their son by a fine levied in the 
king’s court. (Brit. Mus., Ms. Vesp. FE. 21, fo. 38.) 

At the Thrapston Inquisition in 1315 Hugh was said to hold } fee in 
Churchfield, Warmington and Oundle. In 1346 the quarter fee was held by 
Henry de Wyville of Liveden, who said that he did not owe more, by virtue 
of a certain charter sealed by the abbot on which judgment was given in 
the court of Castor and from the book of the Exchequer. (B.M., Ms. Cleop. 
C.I., fo. 105.) He did not pay ward of Rockingham castle from which 
we may assume that a serjeant was not liable for ‘‘ ward’’ payments, but 
he owed suit of court at Castor. This Henry did homage to abbot Adam 
on Dec. 27, 1336. (B.M., Ms. Vesp. #. 21, fo. 40v.)

In the same place also :—Of Robert Peverel® in Paston, 
by one tally, 26s. 8d.; of Robert Peverel in Warmington, 
by one tally 40d. ; of the almoner of Burgh in Warmington, 
by one tally, 4s. 2d.; of Reginald Porthors in Warmington, 
by one tally, 2s. 6d.; of John de Senliz, 3s. 4d. And so 
there is at Warmington a third part of a fee, because in 
Paston and Werrington there are two parts and scutage 
when it is at 40s. ought to be paid in this manner, namely :— 
26s. 8d. in Paston and Werrington and one mark in 
Warmington as above. 

Also in King Richard’s charter :—One knight’s fee in 
Paston and Warmington, which William Peverel holds. 

Likewise on fo. 155 of the Black Book :—Robert Peverel 
owed the service of one knight in Warmington and Paston - 
but abbot Martin the second quitclaimed a third part and 
defended it ® by charter on account of the land which 
belonged to Gilbert Peverel in Warmington. 

Also in the Black Book (fo. 16) Walo of Paston, 1 hide 
and 1 virgate in Northamptonshire and he will find 
therefor one knight. 

In like manner in the inquisitions taken at Thrapston’ :— 
John Peverel holds in Paston two parts of one knight’s fee 
of the abbot of Peterborough and the abbot is mesne [lord] 
as above. 

Now this fee is held in this manner :—John Peverel 
holds two parts in Paston and Werrington, and Caverstede 
is held of the same John and is part of his fee, but those 
tenements which John Power holds in Northlane are not 
of that fee but belong to Solomon’s tenement, as appears 
by a fine once levied between the abbot and Solomon of 
Werrington of the one part and John le Power &c. as in 
Swaffham, (fo. 174). The almoner of Burgh holds a third 
part of this fee, viz.:—that part which once belonged to 
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que fuit quondam Gilberti Peuerel, scilicet, unam virgatam 
terre et illam partem que fuit Hugonis de Cotherstoke, 
scilicet, unam virgatam et terciam partem unius virgate.

NOTES. 


1 Paston was originally a member of Werrington, which also embraced 
Gunthorpe and Walton, hamlets not mentioned in Domesday. In the 
whole township 3h. of land were held by four of the abbot’s knights viz. :-— 
(1) Geoffrey Infans of Gunthorpe, (see p. 61) ; (2) The first Walton knight 
(see p. 142.); (3) Geoffrey del Tot and (4) Walo of Paston, the first holder of 
the Peverel fee. The latter held 1h. lv. in Werrington and Warmington 
for which he performed the service of 1 knight, viz: } in Werrington and 
4 in Warmington. (See MS. Cleop. C.1., fo. 104; Swaffham fo. 269; 
the bull of Pope Eugenius and L.N., fo. 15.) 

The first Peverel tenant was possibly Payne (P.R., 31 Hen. I.). His 
successor was Robert Peverel, two thirds of whose tithes were confirmed 
to the sacristy in 1146 by the second bull of Pope Eugenius. He attested 
charters in 1147 and 1150 (Py., Z.C., fos. 8v & 9). According to the list of 
the holders of Nassaburgh lands at this period (ibid., fo. 5) Robert held 
H virgate in Burgh, $ hide $ virgate in Werrington and 1 small virgate in 

aston. 

The holder mentioned in king Richard’s charter was William Peverel. 

He was followed apparently by Gilbert Peverel, who, we may assume 
from the text, surrendered the greater part of the $ fee in Warmington 
to the abbot. 

His successor was apparently Thorold Peverel, who attested a charter 
in Castor Court (1177-93), and was a party to a fine concerning } virgate 
in Werrington in 1199 (Ped. Fin., 10 Ric. I.) 
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Gilbert Peverel, namely, one virgate of land, and that 
part which belonged to Hugh of Cotterstock, namely :— 
one virgate and a third of a virgate, and Thomas of Thorney 
one virgate, which Hugh Gargat once held. Query, who 
holds the two parts of the other virgate, which Reginald 
-Fitz-Walter held ? 

In accordance with what has been written above, scutage® 
was paid in the 38th year of the reign of king Henry, son 
of king John, for [the knighting of his] firstborn son, as 
[recorded] at the end of Swaffham, for on that occasion 
Robert Peverel paid 40d. for a third part of that third part, 
viz: for one virgate which the almoner now holds. The 
almoner [paid] 4s. 2d. for one virgate and a third part, 
which Hugh of Cotterstock once held. John de Senliz 
[paid] 40d. for one virgate, which Hugh Gargate at one 
time held. Reginald Porthors [paid] 2s. 6d. for the residue 
of one virgate of land, which Reginald son of Walter le 
Noreys held. This is proved by the scutage abovemen- 
tioned, and by a deed on fo. 209 and the deeds following 
on fo. 210 of Swaffham. Likewise the abbot has rent 
from the feoffment of these, as appears in the rental of 
Werrington.

In 1211 Robert Peverel held 1 fee. (tb. Rub., fo. 158). Between 
1223 and 1226 abbot Martin released to him the service of } fee in respect 
of his holding in Warmington, although apparently he paid the full con- 
tribution towards the scutage of Deganwy in 1246. 

Robert Peverel, possibly the son of the latter, was the holder in 1245 
(B.M., Egerton Ms. 2733, fo. 131v). He witnessed charters of abbot John 
de Caux, (1250-63, C.A.R.P., nos. 28 & 29). In 1254 he paid aid on # fee 
in Paston, but he only contributed a proportion of the aid due from the 
remaining } fee in Warmington. 

In 1284 another (?) Robert Peverel was tenant (Feud. Aids, vol. IV., 
p. 443) and alsoin 1296. There is no evidence to prove how many different 
Roberts held the fee during the thirteenth century. 

John Peverel, the tenant at the time of the Thrapston Inquisition of 
Jan. 7, 1315, did homage to abbot Adam in 1322. 

In 1346 the tenant of the Paston # fee was John Peverel (d. 1349). and 
the different tenants of the Warmington } fee were the almoner, Edmund 
of Thorney, Hugh Aubrey and Atheline the widow of Robert Coyf.

On referring to Domesday (D.B., vol. i., 226a), 
we read that Osbern (therein referred to as Otbert) held of William Fitz- 
Ansculf 3 hides in Barnack. The Northamptonshire Survey (V.C.H., vol. 
i, p. 367) records that these 3 hides were afterwards in the possession of 
Fulk Paynel. In the description of Nassaburgh lands (circa 1150), earl 
Simon held 3 hides, and the abbot of Peterborough and his men held 3 hides 
and 1 virgate in Barnack, Pilsgate and Bainton (Py., ZC.,fo.5). How the 
holding of Roger Fitz-Osbern came into the possession-of the abbot 
of Burgh is not known. 

In 1146 two parts of the tithes of Gilbert de Barnack were confirmed 
to the sacristy (Pope Eugenius, 2nd Bull). Gilbert was a judge and witness 
in Peterborough Court in 1118, 1143, 1147 and 1150. (Py. Z.C., fos. 6, 7, 
8 & 9). We read also of Geoffrey his brother (ibid. fo. 7.) 
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Hugh de Barnack holds a quarter of a knight’s fee in 
Barnack and Cathwaite and fully answers therefor. 
(Swaffham, fo. 269.) Likewise Hugh de Barnack? holds a 
quarter of a fee in Barnack, Bainton and Cathwaite of the 
honour of Burgh. (Swaffham, fo. 284.) In like manner 
amongst the scutages* :—Of Gilbert de Barnack, by one 
tally, 10s. (at the end of Swaffham). | 


Also Hugh de Barnack did homage and fealty to abbot 
Richard‘ as in the Black Book, (fo. 1380). Also in the 
Black Book (fo. 155) :—-Hugh de Barnack a quarter of a 
knight in Barnack and Cathwaite. 


And in the inquisitions taken at Thrapston® :—-Hugh 
de Barnack holds in Barnack and Cathwaite a quarter 
of a knight’s fee of the abbot of Burgh and the abbot is 
mesne [lord] as above. 


John de Barnack now holds the tenements in Barnack, 
and Richard of Croyland holds Cathwaite for the term of. 
his life, after which the reversion belongs to us, &c. The 
sacrist, also, has one mill, by the gift of the same John, 
concerning which there was an ancient composition as in 
Swaffham, (fo. 177). 


There are also many charters concerning divers matters 
relating to the same [fee] in Swaffham, on fo. 211 and the 
following folio.

Richard de Barnack was mentioned in 1163 (P.R., 9 Hen. II.). 

His successor was apparently Hugh (Py., L.C., fo. 13). 

In 1194 the lands in Barnack, Bainton and Cathwaite were granted to 
Geoffrey the son of Hugh (vide supra). 

In abbot Godfrey’s list (temp. John, B.M. Ms. Vesp. H. 22, fo. 99) 
appears Gilbert de Barnack, who was the holder in 1198 (Ped. Fin., 1198, 
No. 117). He attested a transaction in the abbot’s court in 1199. (L.N., 
fo. 66v.) He was seneschal of the abbey (C.A.R.P., No. 6) and had 
permission from abbot Acharius (1200-10) to build a chapel in Cathwaite 
(Py., L.C., fo.

Also it is stated concerning this fee in king Richard’s 
charter ®:—one knight’s fee in Warmington and Irthling- 
borough, which Hugh Gargate holds. (Swaffam, fo. 45.) 

Likewise in the inquisitions taken at Thrapston’ :— 
William de Senliz holds of the abbot in Warmington 
two parts of one knight’s fee of the Gargate fee, &c.

Thomas de St. Maur holds* tenements in Irthlingborough, 
to wit:—nine marcates of rent [less] the three virgates 
and a half, which Robert le Meysy once held.

name is inserted after Fulk’s that he was the tenant during this reign. The 
fee was not mentioned in the first bull of Pope Eugenius in 1146. The 
marginal note beside Swafiham’s list states that Robert de Gargate was 
the first feoffee. Apparently he had two sons, Roger above mentioned and 
Robert, whose name appears in P.R., 1168-9, 1179. In the first year he 
owed half a mark for a default in the county (P.R., 14 Hen. II., p. 55). 
Robert gave 1 virgate in Warmington to the almoner during the rule of 
Benedict (1177-93, Py.

His successor was Hugh Gargate, Roger’s son, who was mentioned in 
abbot Godfrey’s list (Brit. Mus., Ms. Vesp. 2. 22, fo. 99), King Richard’s 
charter and in the Great Inquest of 1212 (Lib. Rub,, fo. 158). It will be noticed 
that another Hugh’s name is given in the amended Rotulus (Ms. Cleop. C.1., 
fo. 103v.) :—Hugh Gargate holds in Northamptonshire, to wit, in Warming- 
ton and Irthlingborough one knight’s fee, and he answers fully therefor 
at the abbot’s chamber (Brit. Mus. Ms., Cleop. C.I., fos. 103-4). This shews 
that the Rotulus must have been amended in the latter part of the 
reign of Henry II. The exceptional formula in the amended rotulus was 
copied into Swaffham’s first list, without the alteration of the tenant’s name, 
although the contemporary holder of the fee in 1250 was certainly not 
Hugh. 

Hugh was followed by Gunfrid and he by David Gargate, who trans- 
ferred six virgates of land in his Irthlingborough fee to abbot Walter of St. 
Edmund’s (1233-46). ; 

The second Black Book list (circa 1228) states: ‘‘ Heres Hugonis 
Gargate [feodum] 1 militis in Wermingthone (de camera) et Irtlingburgo.” 
Shortly after this date the fee was divided. In 1254 aid was paid on the 
% fee in Warmington by J. de Senliz (Z.N., fo. 246). On Jan. 7, 1315, 
William de Senliz held 3 of the Gargate fee in Warmington. Shortly after- 
wards this portion was acquired by Ralph de Thorney, who in 1322 did 
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Irthlingborough, which David son of Gunfrid Gargate 
demised and quitclaimed from himself and his heirs to 
dan Walter the abbot and the convent as in Swaffham, 
(fo. 268). Also the almoner holds a part of the same fee 
as will be found stated hereunder in the account of Sutton.®

In Swaffham (fo. 269) :—The heir of Avenel holds one 
knight’s fee in Irthlingborough and answers therefor. 
Robert Basset holds one quarter of the same. Also in 
Swaffham (fo. 286) :—The heir of Avenel, one knight’s fee 
in Irthlingborough in the county of Northampton. 

And amongst the scutages? :—Of Walkelin de Arderne 
for the Avenel fee, by one tally, 20s. And also from the 
same fee, without a tally, 20s. (at the end of Swaffham). 

Also in Swaffham (fo. 283) :—Thomas Wake and Walkelin 
de Arderne® hold in Irthlingborough half a knight’s fee of 
the ancient feoffment of the honour of Burgh. 

And in king Richard’s charter (Swaffham, fo. 46) :—One 
knight’s fee in Irthlingborough, which Simon Basset4 
holds. 

And in the Black Book, fo. 155, the heir of Avenel, one 
fee in Irthlingborough. 

AND BE IT KNOWN that a certain William Avenel was 
seized wholly of this fee. He had two daughters, to wit :— 
Amice and Elizabeth. Of the first-born, Amice [was born]. 
William her son, who enfeoffed les Darens [?Harangs]° 
thereof. From Elizabeth issued John Basset and a 
daughter Mabel. From John issued a son Robert, (fo. 56d) 
and from Robert, another Robert, who died before his 
father, from whom another Robert Basset. From Mabel, 
who was married to Guy Wake, with one part of the afore- 
said tenements, issued Thomas Wake. From Thomas 
Wake, Hugh Wake. 

Likewise, on the following folio,s Hugh Wake holds 
half a hide of land of Robert Basset of Rushton and Robert 
himself [holds] of the abbot, &c. Peter de Arderne holds 
half a hide of Richard de Vernun and Richard himself of 
the abbot and this is called the Avenel fee. 

Also in the margin of fo. 17 of the Black Book :—Avenel. 
Simon Basset holds this fee. Also amongst the homages 
on fo. 129 of the Black Book :—Robert Basset of Rushton, 
son and heir of Robert Basset, did homage,’ &c. for the 
Avenel fee in Irthlingborough. 

And in the Thrapston Inquisitions’:—Hugh Wake, 
Richard le Warde and Hugh Heroun hold in Irthlingborough 
one knight’s fee of the Avenel fee of the abbot &c. 

AT THE PRESENT TIME this fee is held in this manner :— 
Sir John of Ashton holds the tenements which Hugh Wake 
held in right of his wife, and she was enfeoffed jointly for 
the term of her life, when she was married to Hugh Wake 
of Stoke Doyle. Henry Green and John Warde hold the 
tenements which Peter de Arderne held, viz. :—half a hide, 
just as the aforesaid Hugh held [it], because that part was 
partitioned equally between them. Each of them holds

He died leaving two daughters one of whom 
married Simon de Basset who is recorded as one of the debtors of Aaron 
the Jew in 1191, (P.R. 3 Ric. I.), Richard del Pech being pledge for him. 
The fee devolved as shewn in the underwritten table, which does not shew 
relationship but only some of the successors in title. The figures in brackets 
shew when each tenant was living.

One is tempted to guess that Walkelin 
de Arderne, a subsequent sub-tenant of the half fee of Amice de Vernun may 
be identified with Walkelin Harang, the eldest son of Helewise Avenel by her 
first husband. The next holder was Peter de Arderne, Walkelin’s son. 
It seems clear that the lordship over the intact Avenel fee passed to Simon 
Basset and his descendants and that Walkelin de Arderne and his son Peter 
his successor were their sub-tenants of the half fee, originally held by Amice 
de Vernun. (Jbid., vol. II., p. 272). It is not clear how Peter’s holding 
passed to Richard le Warde and Hugh Heroun. The similarity between 
“ Waard ” or “ Wadward” and ‘‘le Warde”’ and also between “ Harang ”’ 
and Heroun will be noted.

1 The Engaine pedigree has been discussed by Dr. Round (V.C.H., 
vol. I., p. 294) and by Sir Wm. Dugdale in the Monasticon (vol. VI., p. 450). 


The fee held originally of the abbey by Richard Engaine in Benefield 
passed to Fulk de Lisours and afterwards to the Bassingbournes (see above 
p. 73). Richard Engaine attested a charter of William II. granting a 
tithe of venison in Northamptonshire to the abbot. (Gunton, Hist. of 
Peterborough, p. 143). The present section is concerned with William 
Nngaine, who, at the time of Domesday held of the king 2h. in Pytchley, 
which formerly belonged to Alwin the huntsman. He also held of the king 
1h. in Laxton. His holding in the Peterborough barony comprised 3v. 
in Little Thorpe, $h. in Hargrave and 14h. 1v. in Pytchley for which he per- 
formed the service of 1 kt. (Chr. Pet., p. 169). He also paid to the abbey 
a rent of 3s. for lv. in Pytchley (Z.N., fo. 6.) 


The tenant mentioned in the Rotulus was Viel Engaine (Brit. Mus., 
Ms. Cleop., C.1, fo. 106). 


From a note in the margin of the Black fo. 14v Book we learn that Viel 
was the father of Richard Engaine, who is mentioned in the first list in that 
book, and of Fulk de Lisours, and grandfather of another Richard Engaine. 
Richard is mentioned in 1163 (P.R., 9 Hen. II.) and in 1167 as lord of 
Blatherwick and Laxton (P.R., 13 Hen. II.). In 1178 he rendered an account 
of £63 8s. 4d, for forest offences (P.R., 24 Hen. II. p. 50.) 


Richard was succeeded by Warner d’Engaine and he by another 
Richard, who was probably the tenant of Pytchley, Hargrave and Thorpe 
who is mentioned in abbot Godfrey’s list (fo. 99) and in the charter of king 
Richard I. He was sheriff of the county of Northampton in the years 
1189-91 (P.R. 1-3 Ric. I.) In 1198 he held in sergeanty of the king 
lands in Pytchley and Laxton in Northamptonshire and in Gidding in 
Huntingdonshire (Book of Fees, vol. I., p. 9). In 1202 he rendered an 
account of 10 marks for } fee of the honour of Dover (Cal. Rot. Canc.,3 John). 
He was lord of Blatherwick and founder of Fineshade abbey. In 1196 
his mother Margery granted her dower in Newenton to him for 60s. per 
annum. In 1212, at the time of the Great Inquest, the tenant was his 
eldest son Richard, who died without heirs seized (inter alia) of 2 fee of the 
honour of Burgh (Red Book, fo.158). In 1220 the king by his mandate 
ordered this Richard and his huntsmen to allow to the abbot a tithe of the 
venison in the forests under his control. (Rot. Lit. Claus., 1220 p. 432), 
The subsequent pedigree of the Engaine family is as follows :—

15 of the Black Book :—Theobald de 
Bringhurst, one hide and one virgate in Leicestershire, 
and he finds therefor one knight. Also in the Black Book | 
(fo. 155) :—Robert de Bringhurst, one knight in Bringhurst, 
Prestgrave and Drayton. The reeve of Haston also 
receives 4s. from this fee for ward of Rockingham, and from 
Prestgrave, 6d., and for the tenements formerly belonging 
to Hugh of Barnack in Drayton, 9d., as appears in the 
beginning of his account under “ rents of assize ” as in the 
Black Book (fo. 164) and Swaffham (fo. 265). Also 
William de Bringhurst was in the wardship of abbot John 
(as in Swaffham, fo. 191). Afterwards this fee descended 
to two sisters as co-parceners, from one of whom issued 
Simon de Norwich, who holds a moiety in Bringhurst 
and Drayton, and the other moiety which descended to 
the other sister was alienated to a certain sir William de 
Kirkby, kt. brother of the bishop of Ely,? concerning whom 
there is a statement above in the account of the Torpel 
fees. This sir William had four daughters,* one of whom 
was married to Walter Houby,® another to Peter Prilly,® 
a third to William Grimbaud,’ and a fourth to Walter 
Doseville.8 The names of the daughters are Margaret 
Alice, Maud, and Mabel. Whereof John de Houby holds 
the Houby pourparty, Margery Prilly holds the Prilly 
pourparty, Walter of Houby holds the Grimbaud_pour- 
party, which he acquired, and sir Edmund Trussel holds 
the Doseville pourparty in right of his wife, because he 
married the heiress of the Dosevilles.® | 

AND BE IT KNOWN that at one time there was a dispute 
between dan Henry, abbot, and Simon de Norwich, but 
afterwards they were brought into agreement as stated 
above [in the description of] Easton,'° and in abbot Henry’s

In 1189 the tenant was Geoffrey Abbot (King Richard’s Charter; L.N., 
marginal note, fo. 15v). 

In 1212 the tenant was Robert. (Red Book, fo. 158). He held 1 kt’s 
fee in Bringhurst, Prestgrave and Drayton (Z.N., fo. 155), and paid 4s. 
to the reeve of Easton in Leicestershire for ward of Rockingham Castle. 
His successor was William de Bringhurst, who was in the wardship of abbot 
John de Caux (1249-63). He paid aid in 1254 on one fee (L.N., fo. 245), 
He and his wife Margaret died at Bringhurst in 1277, (Fra. fo. 156) leaving 
two daughters, one of whom, Isold, married Henry de Norwich (Farrer, 
Honors and Knights’ fees, vol. I., p. 4), and had a son, Simon de Norwich. 
Henry de Norwich did homage to abbot Godfrey in 1299-1300 (Brit. Mus., 
Ms. Vesp. FE. 22, fo. 39). 

In 1323 Henry de Norwich and Walter de Houby did homage to abbot 
Adam for tenements in Bringhurst and Prestgrave. In 1337 Simon de 
Norwich did homage to abbot Adam for lands in Bringhurst (Brit. Mus., 
Ms. Vesp. E., 21, fos. 39-40). : 

Care must be taken not to assign the numerous entries relating to Easton 
Magna, in Peterborough documents, to Easton near Stamford. Although 
the abbey had estates in this township, which were granted to Anketil de 
St. Medard, King William, to oblige Eudes, his sewer, son of Hubert de 
Ryes, sent a writ from Normandy commanding that the Easton portion 
of the St. Medard fief should be given to Eudes, (See Round, V.C.H., vol. 
I., p. 284), and thereafter the abbey apparently lost any rights in Easton 
near Stamford.

(fo. 58d.); Peter Prilly and Alice his wife, another 
of the sisters, Maud de Houby, a third sister, and Mabel, 
who was the wife of William Grimbaud, were charged in 
the same manner for their parts.

1 The original holder of this fee in Easton Magna in the county of 
Leicester was one of the two knights mentioned in Domesday (D.B.I1. 231b.) 
His name was apparently Herbert Chamberlain. In the reign of Henry I., 
Richard son of Herbert held 4 kt.’s fee in Easton. (Z.N., fo. 16.) Inthe 
bull of Pope Eugenius it is described as the Pancevolt fee (see Chr. Petr., 
p. 172; Brit. Mus., Ms. Cleop. C.I., fo. 110). 

William Pancevolt is mentioned in king Richard’s charter in 1189, and 
Henry Pancevolt in 1212 (Red Book, fo. 158; L.N., marginal note, fo. 15). 

The next tenant was Richard Pancevolt (L.N., fo. 156). Apparently 
he was also called Richard de Donmere or Dumar from another estate, 
which he held at Dommer near Southampton. He made an agreement 
with abbot Walter de St. Edmund’s to divide between them certain woods 
in Easton. (Swa., fo. 199). 

In 1245 Richard de Dumar kt, led eight serjeants of the abbey to 
perform in person the service of five knights in the king’s army (Brit. Mus., 
Ms. Cleop., C.1., fo. 96), whereupon the King issued his precept to the 
sheriff of Northampton that the abbot might have escuage from his knights, 
viz., 40s. a shield, for the army of Deganwy, in which he had knights and 
serjeants (Brit. Mus., Add. Ms., 39758, fo. 246). 

Swaftham’s list (c. 1252) speaks of Richard Dumar holding 4+ kt.’s f, 
in Easton. He paid aid on 4f. in 1254 (L.N., fo. 246).

In Swaffham (fo. 269) it is stated that Richard Dumar 
holds half a knight’s fee in Easton. Also amongst the 
scutages, at the end of Swaffham :—-Of Richard Dumar, 
he performed his service for half a knight.? Also in the 
same place in the scutage following?:—Of Richard 
Dumar, by one tally, 20s. And on folio 16 of the Black 
Book :—Richard son of Herbert Chamberlain, a fee of 
half a knight. And on folio 156 of the same [register] :— 
Richard Pancevolt, half a fee in Easton, and he pays nothing 
for ward of Rockingham. 

That he holds half a fee is shewn also by the relief, and 
by other statements in abbot Godfrey’s register, (fo. 50), 
whence [it appears that] a certain John of Eastwick, who 
married the daughter and heiress of Robert Dumar,*‘ holds 
this fee, and he did homage to dan Henry, abbot, as is 
stated in his register. 

There was also a certain agreement between us and the 
Dumars concerning the mill pond of Easton,’ as in Swaffham, 
(fo. 199), and also another agreement concerning our woods, 
(Swaffham, as above), from which it appears that they 
could claim no common in our wood.® Also that he holds 
a moiety of a fee is shewn by abbot Godfrey’s register, 
fo.

The first feoffee was a certain Gerard de Muskham, and 
it is stated afterwards that Adam de Muskham holds 
land in the county of Nottingham to wit, in Muskham, 
and he performs the service of half a knight, and he 
withholds one half de novo.? (Swaffham, fo. 269.) | 

And in king Richard’s charter :—One knight’s fee in 
Muskham, which Richard de Pech holds. 

Also in Swaffham (fo. 286) :—Baldwin de Panton, one 
knight’s fee in Muskham in the county of Nottingham. 
Also amongst the scutages at the end of Swaffham :—Of 
Baldwin de Muskham for half a knight’s fee, by one tally, 
20s. And in the same place in the scutage following :— 
Of Baldwin de Panton by one tally :—20s. 

Also on fo. 155 of the Black Book :—-Adam de Muskham 
half a knight in Muskham. Also the reeve of Collingham 
receives each year in that place 2s. for ward of Rockingham 
for half a fee, as is shewn in the register of account[s] and 
in the Black Book, fo. 164, and Swaffham, fo. 265. 

At the present time a certain John son of Richard of 
Harrington holds this half knight’s fee in North Muskham 
by a fine levied in this form to a certain Richard father of 
the aforesaid John. 


Note : This is the final concord made in the king’s court 
at Westminster in the octave of Trinity in the 34th year 
of the reign of king Edward, son of king Henry, before R. 
de Hengham, Peter Malory, William Howard, William de 
Bereford, Elias de Bekyngham, Lambert de Trykingham 
and Henry de Staunton, justices, and other faithful - 
[servants] of the lord king then and there present, between 
Richard son of John of Harrington and Amice his wife, 
demandants, and John of Harrington deforciant, concern- 
ing the manor of Muskham with appurtenances in the 
county of Nottingham and 201. of rent with appurtenances 
in Harrington, and Aswardby in the county of Lincoln, 
concerning which a plea of convention was summoned 
between them in the same court, to wit :—that the afore- 
said Richard acknowledged the aforesaid tenements with 
their appurtenances to be the right of the same John. 
And for this acknowledgment, fine and concord the same 
John granted to the aforesaid Richard and Amice the

NOTES. 

1 This is another example of the conversion into a fee of the tenement 
of a sokeman or serjeant. The holding is not specifically mentioned in 
the Domesday account in the county of Nottingham. The bull of Pope 
Kugenius refers to the tenement of Gerold in Muskham and the 
rubric in Swaffham’s list states ‘‘ First Gerard de Muskham,”’ The 
tenement was not mentioned in the first Black Book list but at the end in 
a later hand we read :—‘‘ Wi. de Muschampo.” (ZL.N., fo. 17v.) and the 
Rotulus records: Guy de Muskham holds in the county of Nottingham, 
to wit, in [North] Muskham, and performs the full service of 4 kt. (Brit. 
Mus., Ms. Cleop. C.I., fo. 111.) 

Richard del Peck, who, in king Richard’s charter, was said to hold 1 kt.’s 
f. in Muskham, possibly held the wardship of an infant heir, as he also had 
an interest in the three Bassingbourne fees in Benefield and. Irthlingburgh 
(see p. 76). He was present at the perambulation of the boundaries of 
Fiskerton (temp. Benedicti, 1177-93, Py., L.C., fo. 10v.) rN 

In 1212 the tenant was Adam de Muskham (Red Book, fo. 158; See 
also 2nd Black Book list, c. 1228 and Swaffham list, c. 1252). 

There is a note in the 2nd Black Book list :—‘‘Inquirendum de Pantun,” 
and we find that afterwards the North Muskham }f. was held by the Pantun 
family (see Farrer, Honors and Knights’ Fees, Vol. II., p- 314). In 1254 
Baldwin de Pantun paid aid on Hf. (L.N., fo. 245v.) He was a justice who

against all men for ever. And if it should happen that 
the aforesaid Richard should die without an heir begotten 
of the body of the same Amice, then after the decease of 
the same Richard and Amice the aforesaid tenements with 
appurtenances shall remain wholly to the right heirs of 
the same Richard, to hold for ever of the chief lords of that 
fee by the services appertaining to those tenements. 

By virtue of this fine the said tenements descended to a 
certain John of Harrington, son and heir of Richard of 
Harrington, who was under age at the time of his pre- 
decessor’s death, and abbot Adam seized the body of the 
aforesaid John; but a certain Alexander de Cobildike, 
knight, stole and carried away the aforesaid John, whom he 
found at Oundle, by reason of which seizure the aforesaid 
abbot Adam brought a writ against the aforesaid Alexander, 
and impleaded for a long time in the eyre of Northampton 
in the fourth year of the reign of king Edward III. after 
the Conquest, but afterwards they were brought into agree- 
ment in this manner,? viz. :—that the aforesaid Alexander 
gave to the said abbot 100 marks for the wardship and 
marriage of the aforesaid John, for which he made a 
recognizance in Chancery for 200 marks, with a conditional 
letter that if he should pay the 100 marks, the recognizance 
should have no effect. These things fully appear by the 
deeds in the third quire from the last folio of the register 
of abbot Adam.

took three assizes of Novel Disseisin at Huntingdon in 12380 (Cal. Rot. Pat., 
14 Hen. III.) The premises were afterwards in the possession of John of 
Harrington who settled them upon his son Richard (see Farrer, ibid., Vol. 
II., p. 315). Apparently the fee descended as follows, viz.: from Baldwin 
de Pantun to Philip his son and heir, and from Philip to Matilda his daughter 
and heir, who married John of Harrington, from whom the fee descended 
to Richard of Harrington, and from him to John of Harrington, who was in 
the wardship of abbot Adam de Boothby, as mentioned in the text. (See 
also Brit. Mus., Ms. Cleop. C.I., fo. 112). He did homage to the abbot in 
1327. (Brit. Mus., Ms. Vesp. #. 21, fo. 39). In the case of this fee, ward 
of Rockingham castle was paid to the reeve of the abbot’s demesne manor 
of Collingham.

NOTES. 


1 An account of the devolution of the Woodcroft fee from the time 
of Henry III. will be found in Bridges II., p. 511. It is almost impossible 
to separate (1) the earlier holders from other sokemen of Glinton, (2) the 
tenants of }/. from their sub-tenants of 1/6f. 

In the Rotulus (Brit. Mus. Ms. Cleop., C.1., fo. 100d), it is said that 
William son of Robert of Woodcroft held tks fee in Woodcroft. By the 
second bull of Pope Eugenius III. two thirds of Robert’s tithes were con- 
firmed to the sacristy. Apparently he held messuages in the vill of Burgh 
for which he paid a rent of 7s. per annum. 

In the Pipe Roll of 1163 (9 Hen. II.) the name Ascelin of Woodcroft 
is mentioned and in 1179 that of Robert of Woodcroft (P.R., 25 Hen. II.) 
Robert was succeeded by William, and he by Roger (Swa. fo. 26l1v). The 
latter had a subtenant named William, son of Geofirey, son of Agnes of 
Woodcroft, who was also a sub-tenant of the St. Medard fee in Woodcroft 
(Swa., fo. 261d-262d.) 
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Woopcrort.! 


Thomas son of Eustace holds in Woodcroft a quarter 
of a knight’s fee, and answers fully therefor. Walter de 
Preston holds that land, (Swaffham, fo. 269). This also 
is stated in Swaffham (fo. 283) :—Thomas son of Stephen? 
holds a sixth part of a knight’s fee in Woodcroft of the 
ancient enfeoffment of the honour of Burgh. Likewise 
in Swaffham (fo. 286): —William de Preston, one quarter 
of a knight’s fee in Woodcroft in the county of Northampton. 
Also amongst the scutages at the end of Swaffham :—Of 
William de Preston in Woodcroft for the fourth part of 
a knight by one tally, half a mark. And in the scutage 
following in the same [register] :—Of William de Preston 
in Woodcroft, by one tally, 6s. 8d. 

Also in king Richard’s charter :-—Half a knight’s fee in 
Walton and Woodcroft which Herbert and Roger of Wood- 
croft? hold. 

Also in the Black Book, fo. 156 :—Thomas, son of 
Kustace,* one quarter of a knight’s fee in Woodcroft in 
demesne. Walter de Preston holds it. 

BE IT KNOWN that the tenements of the Preston fee ip 
Woodcroft are held of us by the service of a quarter of a 
knight’s fee, although it paid scutage upon a lesser quantity,° 
since it only paid for a sixth part of one fee, (namely, half 
a mark) as in the scutages above-mentioned. And that 
they are held as a quarter [of a knight’s fee] is shewn by 
the proceedings against Laurence de Preston in the sixth 
year of the reign of king Edward, which are set out on fo. 
86 of the Black Book, where a distress was taken for a 
relief after the homage done by the said Laurence, and an 
avowry made for a fourth part, &c. And the said 
Laurence did not deny it, but said that he was in arrear 
at the time of the distress. 

Thomas,® son of Laurence de Preston holds these tene- 
ments, and he did homage for them to dan Henry the 
abbot,’ as more fully appears in the register of the latter.

In abbot Godfrey’s list (temp. John) Waleran (sic.) of Woodcroft is 
recorded as the holder of 1/6f. (B.M. Ms. Vesp., B., 22, fo. 99). He was the 
son of Roger, who was the holder of the } fee mentioned in king Richard’s 
charter, and at the time of disafforestment. 

In 1219 Walerand, son of Roger paid a fine of half a mark for having a 
pone against Walter de Preston concerning land in Woodcroft. (P22: 
3 Hen. ITI.) 

In 1212 Walter de Preston held 1/6f. at Woodcroft as under-tenant. 
(Red Book, fo. 158). Walter held certain woods in N assaburgh at the time 
of the deafforestment (John-Henry III., Py., £.C., fo. 13v.) and a complaint 
was made against him before the justices of the forest. (Select Pleas of the 
Forest, p. 3). He was constable of Northampton in 1204 (P.R. 5 John) 
and sheriff in 1208 (P.R., 9 John). In 1206 he held the manor of Gretton 
at fee farm of the king. (P.R., 7 John). In 1212 he had the wardship of 
the three fees of Richard de Waterville (P.R., 13 J ohn). He was present

at the siege of Biham in 1226 (P.R., 10 Hen., III.) He died in 1230 and his 
lands descended to his son Gilbert. In 1243 Thomas Fitz-Stephen held 
1/6f. (Swaffham, fo. 283). In the Swaffham list he is described as 
Thomas Fitz-Eustace (see note 2.) 

In 1254 William, younger son of Walter de Preston paid aid on ff. 
at Woodcroft (Z.N., fo. 246). He was a supporter of Simon de Montfort. 
Bridges explains how he acquired the Woodcroft holding from his brother, 
Gilbert de Preston. William was succeeded by his son Laurence de Preston, 
who did homage to abbot Richard of London in 1276 (Chr. Pet., p. 28). In 
1284 he held 4f. in Woodcroft (Feud. Aids, Vol, IV., p. 443, see also Bridges, 
Vol. i., p. 512). In 1280 there was a dispute between him and abbot Richard 
concerning the payment of relief on }f. (Chr. Pet., p. 35). Ward of 
Rockingham castle was not paid from this ff. (Brit. Mus., Ms. Cleop., C.L., 
fo. 101.) In 1315 Thomas de Goldesburgh held the }f. He did homage 
to abbot Adam in 1322 (B.M., M.S. Vesp. EH 21., fo. 38). Thomas de 
Preston was the holderin 1346, Walter de Preston being his under-tenant. 
See Farrer, Honors and Knights’ Fees, Vol. 1., p. 95, for an account: of the 
Preston farnily. ; 

2 Thomas Fitz-Eustace appears to be identical with Thomas Fitz-

Thomas Fitz Eustace concerning 15 solidates of land in Helpstone and other 
rents. (Pipe Roll, Soy., vol. 23, p.93). Im 1203 Thomas Fitz Eustace owed 
20s. in the honour of Chokes towards the first scutage of King John (P.R., 
4 John) and also in 1209 (P.R., 11 John). Im 1211 he owed 2 marks for a 
licence concordandi (P.R. 13 John). His name does not appear amongst 
the tenants of woods in Nassaburgh at the deafforestment, but in 1219 
Thomas Fitz Eustace of Helpston owed three marks for rent which were 
demanded in Lincolnshire (P.R. 3 Hen. III.) and-also in 1221 (P.R. 5 Ien. 
III.). In 1228 he held a quarter knight’s fee in Woodcroft as a knight 
of the chamber, Walter de Preston being his sub-tenant, as stated in the text.

And in the Black Book, (fo. 16) :—Sweyn,® three virgates 
and one acre in Northamptonshire and he performs the 
service therefor with a knight so far as it rightly concerns 
him. Also in the Black Book (fo. 156) :—John de Walton,’ 
a quarter of a knight on the demesne. 


Afterwards a certain Walter de Luddington held the 
said tenements as his inheritance after whose death they 
came to us by escheat in default of heirs, but abbot Godfrey, 
although it was against the will of the convent, enfeoffed 
thereof a certain Richard of Croyland, the son of Benedict 
of Eye. The said Benedict was at one time our bondman, 
but afterwards he was manumitted and married the sister 
of dan Godfrey the abbot, of whom he begot the said 
Richard of Croyland, whose charter is to be found towards 
the end of abbot Godfrey’s register, whereupon it is stated 
in the Inquisitions taken at Thrapston® :—

a knight’s fee of the abbot of Burgh and the latter is 
mesne lord towards the king, &c. 


Afterwards dan Godfrey the abbot gave in exchange 
to the aforesaid Richard the place of our one sokeman, 
Ralph Love by name, which very place is enclosed in his 
garden towards the field, in exchange for a place towards 
the end of the vill, and this for the enlargement of his 
manor.

1 It is difficult to distinguish the early knight’s fees and tenements in 
Stoke near Oundle. According to Domesday Book two knights and 
two serjeants with one sokeman held 2h. 3v. of land pertaining to Stoke. 
(D.B., I.,-221b.)...and in Ashton Ives held 4h. of the abbot. We can 
recognise from later evidence :— 

(a) 1 knight’s fee belonging to the St. Medard fief. (see above, p. 26); 

(b) the tenement held in serjeanty by Vivian (see above, p. 121); 

(c) the fee of Ingram de Stoke. 

(d) the fee of Wymund de Stoke. 

(c) and (d) are mentioned in the bull of Pope Eugenius III. (feudum 
Wimundi, Stoke cum appendiciis suis; Feodum Engelrammi in eadem 
villa, W. Wh., fo. 1627.) Wymund’s holding was confirmed to the abbey 
in 1114 by a charter of Henry I. (Py. L.C,, fo. 27v.; W. Wh., fo. 200). 
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In Swaffham, fo. 269, it is thus stated :—Wimund de 
Stoke* holds two hides and one virgate in Stoke, Ashton 
and Warmington, and performs therefor the service of 
half a knight (according to the Rotulus,® the service of 
one knight.) 


Also in Swaffham (fo. 288) :—John de Stoke‘ holds in 
Stoke half a knight’s fee of the ancient enfeoffment of the 
honour of Burgh. Also in Swaffham, (fo. 286) :—John 
de Stoke holds one knight’s fee in Stoke, Ashton and 
Warmington in the county of Northampton. 


Also amongst the scutages at the end of Swaffham:

173), and that rent is placed in the account 
of the bailiff of Polebrook, for which reason John de Oilli, 
knight, now holds the aforesaid half fee, as is stated in the 
Thrapston inquisitions® which are contained in abbot 
Godfrey’s register. 


And John de Oilli did homage to dan Adam the abbot 
and dan Henry the abbot as is more fully contained in 
their registers and he paid a relief, &c.

The fee which Pytchley describes in his text under the title of Stoke 
Doyle is that of (d) Wymund, but at a later date the fee of (ce) Ingram fell 
into the possession of the de Oilli family.

1 “Helpston,” says Bridges, is “ a village taking its name from 
Helpo a stipendiary knight.”” This would appear to be a pure assumption. 
In 972, when bishop Ethelwold and abbot Adulph were acquiring lands 
for the endowment of the monastery one of the attesting witnesses was 
named “ Thurwald aet Hylpestune,” (Z.N., fo. 42.) 

The first knight who received a grant of land at Helpston, was Eylsi, 
whose name is mentioned in the first bull of Pope Eugenius III. His 
successor was Payne in 1125 (L.N., fo. 15) who held 4f. of the abbot. 

Then followed Roger de Helpston, who, according to the rotulus, held 
his land of Helpston and answered therefor to the chamber of the abbot 
for a third part of a fee of a knight of the chamber (sie) (B.M., M.S. Cleop. 
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John de Helpston holds a third part of one knight’s fee 
in Helpston. (Swaffham, fo. 269). Also in Swaffham, 
(fo. 283) :—John de Helpston holds a third part of one 
knight’s fee in Helpston of the ancient enfeof{ment of the 
honour of Burgh. Again in Swaffham, (fo. 286) :—Roger 
de Helpston [holds] a third part of one knight’s fee in 
Helpston in the county of Northampton. 

Likewise amongst the scutages at the end of 
Swaffham :—Of John de Helpston, for a third part of a 
knight, 12s. 8d.; also in the scutage following :—Of John 
de Helpston, by one tally, 18s. 4d. In like manner in the 
Black Book, (fo. 15), Payne de Helpston,? [holds] a third 
part of one knight. It is also stated in the same book, 
(fo. 155) :—Payne de Helpston,? a third part of a knight in 
the same vill, of the abbot’s chamber. Also Roger de. 
Higham did homage to dan Richard, abbot, for the same 
tenements, as in the Black Book, fo. 181.4 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the aforesaid tenements answer 
for a third part of one knight, yet king Richard’s charter 
speaks of a fourth part of one fee, saying thus :—A fee of 
a fourth part of one knight in Helpston, which Roger de 
Helpston holds.® 

These tenements at one time belonged to a certain Roger 
de Higham, who had a son, John by name, who married 
Klizabeth. She holds for the term of her life the inheritance 
of John Higham, son and heir of John aforesaid. This 
John died and he left a son, under age.® 

And there are in the same manor, according to a certain 
inquisition taken in the 15th year of the reign of Edward 
son of king Edward [Edward II.] concerning the same manor 
when it was taken into the hands of the lord king, the 
underwritten tenements, viz.:—The site of the manor, 
which, with the dovecot, is worth 5s. a year; 160 acres 
of [arable] land, and each acre is worth 4d. a year; and 
16 acres of meadow and each acre is worth 2s. [a year];

His successor was John in 1243 (Swaffham, fo. 283v), who paid scutage 
in 1246 and aid in 1254 (L.N., fo. 246). In 1246 he granted to the abbey 
the meadow called Paynesholm in Peakirk, which can be identified still. 
He was an adherent of Simon de Montfort. (Cal. Rot. Pat., 1267). 

In 1275 sir John de Helpston did homage to abbot Richard de London 
(Chr. Pet., p. 22). He was tenant in 1284 (Feud. Aids, Vol. IV., p. 443). 

He was succeeded by William de Helpston, and on the death of the latter 
without issue his estate devolved upon his brother John, who was tenant 
in 1290 (Chr. Pet., p. 146; Bridges, II., p. 514.) 

In 1294 Roger de Higham, who had purchased the Helpston fee from 
John, did homage to abbot Richard (Chr. Pet., p. 152) and in 1300 to abbot 
Godfrey (B.M., M.S. Vesp., EB. 22, fo. 48). Commissions of oyer and ter- 
miner were issued to him in 13800 and 1301, (Cal. Rot. Pat., 1300, m. 14d. 
Ibid., 1301). He was probably the baron of the exchequer of this name. 

His successor was John de Higham, who on October 24th, 1309, received 
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To the aforesaid tenements, there formerly appertained 
a certain holm at Peakirk, which is called Paynesholm, 
which was given to abbot Walter and the convent, as in 
Swaffham (fo. 218). Also Payne de Helpston gave &c. 
one bondman, Robert Yol in Burgh, with other things, 
as [mentioned] in the same [register]. 

Also, that he holds a third part of one fee is shewn by 
the inquisition taken at Thrapston,’ where it is stated :— 
John de Higham holds in Helpston a third part of one

The tenant mentioned in king Richard’s charter (1189) and in abbot 
Godfrey’s list (temp. John) was Almarie Despencer. He probably held the 
wardship during the minority of the heir.

Fitz-Stephen of Irthlingborough, to Almaric son of Almaric de Nuners,

The first [feoffee] was Robert de Lucy, as is stated in 
Swaffham (fo. 269). And in the same place it is said :— 
The heir of Geoffrey de Lucy holds in the county of Nor- 
thampton, to wit, in Dallington, four hides, and therefor 
he performs the service of two knights. After the time 
of abbot Benedict? he withheld one. Also in Swaffham, 
(fo. 285), it is stated thus :—Geoffrey de Lucy? holds a fee 
of one knight in Dallington in the county of Northampton. 


By the inquisitions made in the 39th year of the reign 
of king Henry :—Geoffrey de Lemesi [Lucy] holds in 
Wardon by inheritance of Geoffrey de Lucy, four hides 
of land in the same vill by the service of one knight and it 
is held of the abbot of Peterborough. 


Also amongst the scutages of Deganwy‘ :—Of Geoffrey 
de Lucy for one knight by one tally, 40s. and in the follow- 
ing scutage’:—Of Geoffrey de Lucy, 40s. (At the end 
of Swaffham.) 


Likewise in king Richard’s charter it is stated thus :— 
A fee of two knights in Dallington and its appurtenances, 
which Almaric holds. 


Also in the Black Book, (fo. 17):—Robert son of Richard,® 
four hides in Northamptonshire and therefor he serves 
in person with another knight.’ And in the same book 
(fo. 155) :—Geoffrey de Lucy,® one knight in Dallington. 

Now Geoffrey de Lucy, knight, holds the aforesaid 
tenements of the abbot of Burgh as one knight’s fee and 
by the service of 20s. a year in lieu of the other fee, by a 
certain plea which is contained in the eighth quire from 
the beginning of the statutes of abbot William; and more- 
over he acknowledged the same on behalf of himself and 
his heirs by way of recognition, as is there stated, and there 
is a writ of execution in the same place and this plea was

In 1212 Geoffrey de Lucy held one fee (Red Book. fo. 158). On Octoher 
30th, 1228, he was exempted from payment of scutage of Kerry on one fee 
as he served in person in the army. (Cal. Rot. Claus. Vol. I., p. 119). 

In 1243 the fee was held by his son Geoffrey de Lucy (Swaffham, fo. 
285), who paid aid on one fee in 1254 (L.N., fo. 245v). In 1275 a plea was 
heard in the King’s court between him and abbot Richard of London as to 
whether he was liable to pay scutage on two fees and he acknowledged 1 fee 
and paid a rent of 20s. in respect of the other (Chron. Pet., p. 22). This 
rent was apportioned as follows, viz.: 8s. for ward of Rockingham castle 
and 12s. for a messuage in Northampton which he held of the abbot.

The first who held the fee of Thorold of Castor 
was Thorold de Castor, as is stated in Swaffham (fo. 268), 
and it is said in the same place that William de Castor 
holds two hides and one virgate and a third part of one 
virgate in the county of Northampton, to wit, in Castor, 
and therefor he owes the service of two knights. Richard 
and Geoffrey, the predecessors of this William were brothers, 
but Richard was the first born and because he was a priest, 
it was thus agreed between them, that the church and a 
third part of the jand should remain to the first born, and 
so the parson withholds de novo the service of half a knight. 

[2.] It is also stated in Swaffham, fo. 285 :—William son 
of Thorold de Castor holds a fee of one knight and a half 
in Castor in the county of Northampton.

1 The first feoffee was Thorold de Castor, who held 2h. 1}v. in Castor 
by the service of two knight’s fees. A part of these fees, i.e., 3 small 
virgates, appertained tothe church and Thorold claimed tithes in the parish. 
This Thorold had two sons Richard and Geoffrey, Richard was the elder 
but because he was a priest it was agreed between him and his brother that 
the church and a third part of the land should belong to him and that Geoffrey 
should take the remainder of the fee (Z.N., fo. 16). Afterwards in 1133 
Richard the priest wished to transfer to abbot Martin the advowson of the 
church. This was opposed by Geoffrey who said that it belonged to him 
as lord of the fee. The dispute was heard in a court in the abhot’s chamber, 
in the presence of the abbot of Thorney, William de Albini, Richard Basset 
and many of the barons of the abbey, and eventually Geoffrey and his two 
sons Thorold and Robert consented to the transfer of the advowson to 
the abbey and Geoffrey was released from the service of $ kt. (Py., L.C., 
fos. 6-7). This Geoffrey attested charters in the abbot’s court in 1117 
and 1120 Jbid., fos., 6 and 12). 

Thorold was tenant in 1156 (Ibid., fo. 9). In the description of Nassa- 
burgh lands he was said to hold 13h. 

In 1163 we read of John de Castor (P.R., 9 Hen. II.) 

Tlis son Thorold is mentioned in the charter of king Richard, 1189, 
and in the Red Book, 1212. At the time of the deafforestment he had a 
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called Wolfhaw and the wood of Christian Paris, to the 
abbot and convent, (Swaffham, fo. 208), and that osier bed 
extends in length just as far as the wood of the aforesaid 
Christian. The same Thorold by an indenture gave to 
the said abbot and convent one acre and a half of arable 
land, which lies on Cufwick next the land of the mill, 
in exchange for an acre and a half at Walstondike, and it 
was granted by the abbot and convent to him and his heirs 
that he could grind his corn for others. The same 
[Thorold] gave two tofts in the vill of Castor to the 
almonry in free and perpetual alms. 

Also William, the son of the same Thorold, gave to abbot 
Walter four acres and a half of meadow, to wit :—twelve 
perches in a place which is called Little long meadow, 
lying next the meadow of the said abbot towards the west, 
and the meadow of G[eoffrey] Lling towards the east, 
and it abuts upon Oldee towards the south and upon 
Cufwick Lake towards the north. Also six perches next 
the meadow of Bartholomew Hare on one side and the 
meadow of the same G[eoffrey] Iling on the other. 

The same John Thorold gave to the Cellarer of the 
convent a portion of wood [which is] enclosed within 
Belsize park.

In Kirkby’s Quest in 1284 we read that Henry the 
son of William Thorold of Castor (Henricus filius Willelmi et (sic) Thoraldus 
de Castre) held 14f. in Castor.

Henry Thorold was tenant in 1296 (Bridges, IT., 500) and in 1315 at the 
time of the Thrapston Inquisition. 

Henry’s heir was John Thorold who did homage to abbot Adam de 
Boothby on March 17, 1322 (B.M., M.S. Vesp.

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Of the fee of Thorold de Sutton in Northamptonshire 
there are three hides and the full service of two knights 
is owing therefor, but the sokemen and other tenants 
perform all of it. And the first feoffee was Anketil de 
Sutton. (Swaffham fo. 168). The same Thorold acknow- 
ledged that he, his grandfather and his father had unjustly 
held the vill of Sutton, and he gave it, and quitclaimed 
and by his seal confirmed to the abbot and convent all 
the fee of that vill, &c. as is stated in Swaffham (fo. 252). 
The same man gave to the convent the mill of Brigmylne 
in free and perpetual alms, as in Swaffham, fo. 248. 

Afterwards the aforesaid Thorold had two daughters 
as heiresses, to wit:—Mabel and Maud, whose sons and 
heirs, viz.: Ranulph, son and heir of Mabel, and Ralph, 
son and heir of Maud, claimed the aforesaid vill with 
appurtenances against abbot Benedict but afterwards 
they were brought into agreement by a fine levied therein 
in the 35th year of the reign of king Henry II., and the 
aforesaid Ranulph and Ralph quitclaimed, &c. And the 
abbot gave to the aforesaid Ranulph, in fee, a messuage 
which belonged to Walter the Moneyer in Burgh, for the 
yearly rent of one pound of pepper for all service, and 
[he gave] to the aforesaid Ralph and his heirs a messuage 
which belonged to Roger Crivel in Burgh, for the yearly 
rent of 6d. for all service. (Swaffham, fo. 178). From 
which time the almoner always performed all forinsec 
services, to wit :—scutage, 4 li., as appears amongst the 
scutages at the end of Swaffham, and concerning this 
the Exchequer feodary states as follows :—The vill which 
belongs to the almoner of Burgh, two knights’ fees. 

Concerning these fees it is stated also in the Black Book, 
(fo. 15) :—Anketil de Sutton, three hides in Northampton- 
shire and he serves in person with another knight. Also 
in the same book (fo. 155):—The almoner holds [these 
fees] and he gives annually for ward of Rockingham 8s. 
for two fees. (Swaffham fo. 265 and the Black Book, 
fo. 164). The same [obedientiary] has one messuage, 
thirteen acres of land, two acres of meadow and eight 
pence of rent in Sutton of the gift of William Aubeny 
(Swaffham, fo. 262, and there is more on the following 
folio of the same [register].) 

AND BE IT KNOWN that the almoner holds these two 
fees underwritten and one fee in Gunthorpe and Paston,? 
which at one time belonged to Geoffrey de Southorpe, 
for which abbot Richard remitted to the aforesaid Geoffrey 
the service of one fee, as is stated in Swaffham (fo. 386) 
and forinsec service is reserved in the charter of the afore- 
said abbot Richard, as in Swaffham (fo. 165). [He holds]

patet inter scutagia Swa.in fine pro quo remissa fuit Roberto 
Peuerel tercia pars unius militis ut Swa. fol. cex®.

Fisi, (sic) Sutton and its appurtenances.” ‘ 

L.N., fo. 15:—‘* Anketil de Sutton, [holds] 3h. in the county 
of Northampton and he serves himself as the second knight.”’ He attested 
@ charter in 1117 (Py., Z.C., fo. 6d.) 

In 1133 Robert ‘‘ de Fiscampo’”’ attested a charter in the abbot’s court,

to king Richard’s charter, Thorold, son of Anketil gave to the monastery 
the vill of Sutton with a mill and appurtenances, and abbot Benedict (1177- 
93) afterwards bought from Thorold’s grandsons any right which they had 
in the two fees. (Cal. Rot. Cart., Vol. I., p.19). These were appropriated to 
the almonry of the monastery with other knizht’s fees mentioned in the 
text and remained as part of the endowment of the almoner’s office until 
the dissolution of the monastery.
